STATE  OF  NEW  YORK : 

Insurance  Department, 

Albany,  February  25,  1884. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  New  York : 

In  compliance  with  the  general  insurance  acts  of  1853, 
the  Superintendent  has  the  honor  to  make  the  Twenty  fifth 
Department  Report  on  the  Insurance  Companies  amenable 
to  the  laws  of  this  State. 

Supervision. 

Prior  to  the  organization  of  this  Department,  April  15th, 
1859,  *the  Comptroller  of  k the  State  was  charged  with  the 
publication  of  insurance  statistics.  The  returns  were  meagre 
in  detail,  and  the  questions  submitted  and  the  answers  made 
appear,  in  the  light  of  present  requirements,  quite  ludicrous. 
An  eminent  statistician,  after  perusing  the  last  Insurance 
Report  of  the  Comptroller,  issued  before  the  organization  of 
this  Department,  published  the  following  criticism  : 

“I  affirm  that,  from  this  Report,  no  man  can  derive  any  satis- 
“ factory  certainty  as  to  what  was  the  condition  of  any  company 
“at  the  close  of  last  year.” 

The  statements  of  the  companies  were  received  and  printed 
verbatim , evidently  no  attempt  being  made  to  ascertain  the 
correctness  of  the  figures  as  rendered.  The  most  egregious 
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mistakes  in  footings  are  published  without  comment  or  criti- 
cism. This  state  of  affairs  existed  without  any  apparent 
effort  to  correct  the  wrong  until  the  report  made  by  a 
special  commission  appointed  on  application  of  the  compa- 
nies in  December,  1856,  wherein  it  was  asserted:  “ Some 

“ means  should  be  devised  to  make  public  at  all  times  the 
“condition  of  these  corporations.  The  reports  which  are 
“annually  made  by  each  of  them  to  the  Comptroller,  have 
“been  proved  by  this  investigation,  in  some  cases,  to  have 
“been  quite  fallacious. ” * * * “We  would 

“respectfully  submit  the  only  sure  method,  without  serious 
“embarrassment  to  the  companies,,  we  can  discover,  to  pre- 
“vent  the  organization  of  fraudulent  institutions,  and  at  the 
“same  time  give  the  public  an  opportunity  to  know  at  all 
“times  the  condition  of  the  companies,  is  to  have  a system 
“sanctioned  by  law,  requiring  a rigid  supervision  on  the 
“part  of  the  State,  which  can  be  accomplished  by  an  annual 
“investigation  or  a public  registry  of  their  securities.” 

These  conclusions  were  reached  after  an  examination  of 
the  Fire  Insurance  Companies  of  New  York  and  Brooklyn, 
sixty-six  in  number.  At  the  date  of  the  report  of  the 
Commissioners  the  Comptroller,  by  the  act  of  1853,  was 
possessed  of  the  same  general  powers  now  vested  in  the 
Superintendent,  and,  in  fact,  the  substance  of  the  act  organ- 
izing the  Department,  chapter  366,  Laws  of  1859,  was  the 
third  section,  reading:  “The  Superintendent  of  the  Insur- 

ance Department  shall  possess  all  the  powers,  perform  all 
“the  duties,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  obligations  and  penal- 
ties now  conferred  by  law  upon  the  Comptroller  of  this 
“State  * * * 

Notwithstanding  the  authority  given  to  the  Comptroller, 
the  special  commission  believed  that  a separate  bureau 
to  supervise  the  Insurance  Companies  should  be  created, 
because  “these  institutions,  with  the  great  interests  con- 
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“nected  witli  them,  require  not  only  the  constant  super- 
vision of  the  State,  but  they  should  be  properly  guarded 
“and  protected  in  their  legitimate  business.” 

Acting  on  this  advice,  supplemented  by  a request  from 
the  sound  companies  whose  business  was  injured  by  the 
toleration  of  impaired  capita]  and  ruinous  practices,  the 
Legislature  created  the  Department  of  Insurance.  The  bene- 
fit of  that  action  was  speedily  shown,  and  the  wrongs 
corrected  by  the  activity  and  intelligence  brought  to  the 
discharge  of  his  duties  by  the  first  Superintendent,  more 
than  compensated  for  the  labor  and  expense  caused  by 
complying  with  his  rigid  requirements.  That  failures  have 
occurred  among  the  companies,  during  the  twenty-five  years’ 
existence  of  the  Department,  is  a matter  of  public  record. 
The  losses  sustained  by  the  policy-holders  remaining  unpaid 
outside  of  the  exceptional  great  conflagrations  of  Chicago 
and  Boston,  have  been  caused  by  the  insolvency  of  Life 
Insurance  Companies.  It  is  true  that  in  these  cases  great 
injury  has  been  inflicted,  but  the  fault  is  to  be  found  in  the 
dishonest  management  of  the  corporations,  which  legislation 
and  supervision  may  punish  but  cannot  prevent.  It  is  not 
claimed  by  the  Superintendent  that  his  predecessors  were 
ubiquitous  in  the  performance  of  their  trust,  or  that  any  or 
all  of  the  failures  were  inevitable,  but  if  the  history  of  each 
Life  Insurance  Company  that  has  retired  — leaving  disaster 
and  ruin  behind  it  — was  examined,  there  would  be  found, 
invariably,  an  incompetent  and  unfaithful  management, 
guarded  by  laws  that  prevented  official  interference  until 
the  guarantee  capital  had  been  exhausted,  and  even  then 
thwarting  all  efforts  for  its  suppression  by  a convenient 
reinsurance,  authorized  to  be  made  without  let  or  hindrance 
on  the  part  of  the  Superintendent.  Many,  if  not  all,  of 
these  companies  had  directors  of  intelligence  and  good 
character;  men  whose  duty  it  was  monthly,  and  sometimes 
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oftener,  to  supervise  the  transactions  of  their  respective 
companies ; yet  they  were  not  able  to  prevent  dishonesty. 
The  peculiar  nature  of  the  business,  calling  for  large  accu- 
mulations in  advance  of  maturing  claims,  afforded  the 
opportunity  desired  by  the  derelict  officials.  To  add  to  the 
burden  caused  by  peculations,  the  bankrupt  companies 
wTere  organized  at  a period  of  inflated  currency  and  utopian 
schemes,  sufficient  in  themselves  to  destroy  corporations 
honestly  conducted. 

The  good  accomplished  by  the  Department  since  its  organ- 
ization, in  refusing  to  admit  companies  of  doubtful  standing, 
by  the  requisitions  for  impairments,  in  the  rejection  of 
objectionable  assets,  and  the  prosecution  of  dishonest  officers, 
is  not  weighed  against  the  failures  that  have  occurred  ; but 
the  scale  is  freighted  only  with  all  that  has  not  been  per- 
formed by  those  persons  whose  raids  on  the  coffers  of  the 
companies  during  their  brief  existence  could  be  ascertained 
by  their  unlimited  praise  of  the  management  which  followed. 
If  there  were  no  supervision  it  is  safe  to  say  that  fraudu- 
lent institutions  would  be  numerous,  especially  if  their 
existence  depended  on  the  will  of  those  critics  that  had 
neither  disposition  nor  authority  to  investigate  them.  That 
supervision  may  be  and  is  sometimes  made  both  offensive 
and  intolerable,  is  not  disputed.  That  it  should  aggrieve 
people  if  examinations  are  made  of  their  affairs  is  hard  to 
understand.  The  nature  of  the  business  of  insurance  consti- 
tutes the  officers  as  trustees,  wTho  should  be  ever  ready  to 
show  that  the  confidence  of  the  community  has  not  been 
misplaced.  Objections  to  investigations  that  do  not  investi- 
gate, are  always  in  order,  and  will  invariably  be  sustained. 
It  is  little  less  than  criminal  for  any  supervising  officer  to 
use  his  authority  to  compel  the  corporations  within  his 
jurisdiction  to  stand  the  expense  of  a farcical  inquiry,  .the 
motive  of  which  is  exposed  by  the  bill  of  the  investigator. 
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The  ‘Superintendent  lias  been  frequently  asked  for  advice  by 
the  companies  of  this  State  in  regard  to  their  being  mulcted 
by  these  roving  examiners,  and  it  has  been  suggested  that 
he  should  apply  the  retaliatory  lash  and  punish  the  corpora- 
tions of  the  States  where  the  peregrinating  officials  are  certi- 
fied from  by  becoming  a participant  in  the  raids  with  a 
change  of  locality.  The  inquiring  officers  have  been  advised 
to  permit  the  so-called  examinations  to  be  made,  as  it  is  to 
be  assumed  that  the  examiners  have  provided  themselves 
with  the  necessary  authority  to  legalize  their  looting*  As 
to  retaliating  on  the  companies  of  other  States,  the  Superin- 
tendent will  not  consent  to  be  a party  thereto.  He  will, 
when  necessary,  examine  any  company  doing  business  in 
this  State,  without  regard  to  its  location,  but  the  controlling

motive  will  not  be  either  recompense  or  retaliation.  In  fact, 
it  is  his  intention  that  all  expenses  for  investigations  made  or 
caused  to  be  made  by  him  without  request  from  the  com- 
panies, shall  be  paid  by  the  State  from  the  appropriation 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  Department.  It  is  submitted  that 
this  is  the  proper  method,  and  if  it  is  pursued  by  the  Depart- 
ments of  other  States  it  will  give  no  opportunity  to  predict 
that  warm  weather  will  produce  investigations  of  corporations 
located  near  the  summer  resorts,  or  to  charge  that  bad  results  # 
are  obtained  because  the  State  has  delegated  the  duty  of 
remunerating  its  employes  to  the  company  that,  possibly 
needing  criticism,  prevents  or  at  least  tempers  it  by  a liberal 
allowance  for  labor  and  expenses.  Why  any  company  or 
association  should  be  compelled  to  pay  for  an  investigation 
not  asked  for  by  it,  has  not  been  made  plain.  So  much 
can  be  said  against  it  that  the  proof  of  its  impropriety  is 
overwhelming.  The  proposition  advocated  by  the  Superin- 
tendent, of  payment  from  the  Department  funds,  could  not 
be'  productive  of  harm.  It  would  not  lessen  the  number  of 
investigations,  unless  there  is  truth  in  what  is  now  urged 
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against  the  present  system,  viz.,  that  examinations  are 
unnecessarily  made  because  the  companies  are  obliged  to 
pay  for  them.  The  plan  proposed  would  entirely  eradicate 
that  feeling  which  is  generally  entertained  by  Department 
officials,  that  investigations  of  the  companies  of  their  own 
State  by  other  State  Departments  are  made,  as  a rule, 
without  justification,  and  for  the  liberal  remuneration  they 
afford.  No  one  will  or  can  take  exception  to  an  exam- 
ination made  from  a desire  to  protect  the  public,  and  the 
question  of  infringing  on  the  territory  of  any  individual  is  of 
no  importance  if  carelessness  or  worse  is  checked  by  the  out- 
side examiner.  It  shall  ever  be  the  pleasure  as  well  as  the 
duty  of  the  Superintendent  to  consult,  in  advance  of  action, 
the  supervising  officer  of  the  State  where  a company  not  of 
this  State  needing  investigation  is  located.  But  it  does  not 
follow  that  he  will  be  precluded  by  the  advice  or  report  of 
that  officer  from  examining  for  himself. 

The  varying  laws  and  rules  governing  the  respective  heads 
of  Departments  are  of  such  a nature  that  a company  may 
be  entitled  to  a certificate  of  compliance  in  one  State  and 
yet  by  the  character  of  its  investments  and  general  business 
transactions  be  especially  prohibited  in  extending  its  busi- 
ness to  other  States  where  no  better  supervision  exists  but 
where  the  laws  are  materially  different  This  is  said  in 
extenuation  of  some  refusals  to  admit  Companies  to  this 
State  where  the  Superintendent  having  full  confidence  in  tke 
certificate  of  examination  furnished,  yet  by  the  laws  of  this 
State  was  prevented  from  honoring  it. 

Legislation. 

The  Insurance  laws  of  the  State  are  contained  in  a vol- 
ume of  319  pages.  It  is  within  reason  to  say  that  all  the 
general  legislation  needed  to  give  protection  to  the  insured 
and  insurers  could  be  printed  in  a pamphlet  of  twenty-five 
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leaves.  The  various  enactments  have  been  amended  and 

added  to  so  often  that  there  is  but  a limited  number  of 
persons  capable  of  stating  the  law  as  it  is.  If  the  acts  of 
each  year  were  additional  safeguards  for  the  protection  of 
the  insuring  public,  no  complaint  should  be  made  of  the 
bulk  of  the  volume,  but  it  is  conceded  that  most  of  the 
legislation  proposed  or  enacted  lately  has  little  to  commend 
it,  and  is  frequently  prompted  by  selfish,  not  to  say 
unworthy,  motives. 

In  a late  edition  of  the  Revised  Statutes  the  fire  and  life 
laws  are  so  blunderingly  stated  that  in  any  other  document 
they  would  appear  like  a humorous  publication.  The  mis- 
takes made  are  not  so  much  the  fault  of  the  compiler  as  of 
the  Legislature,  and  his  inability  to  distinguish  which  kind 
of  companies  the  acts  applied  to,  is  excusable.  An  example 
is  found  in  chapter  361  of  the  Laws  of  IS 83,  reading  as 
follows : 

Ax  Act  to  amend  chapter  one  hundred  and  nineteen  of  the 
Laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-five,  entitled  “ An  act 
to  amend  chapter  one  hundred  and  forty-six  of  the  Laws  of 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-two,  entitled,  ‘An  act  to 
authorize  corporations  to  hold  and  convey  real  estate  for 
business  purposes,  in  other  States,  with  the  consent  thereof.5  55 

Passed  May  10,  1883. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York,  represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly , do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  Section  one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  nineteen  of 
the  Laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-five,  entitled  “ An  act  to 
amend  chapter  one  hundred  and  forty-six  of  the  Laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  seventy-two,  entitled  6 An  act  to  authorize  corporations 
to  hold  and  convey  real  estate  for  business  purposes,  in  other  States, 
with  the  consent  thereof,5  55  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows : 

§ 1.  Section  one  of  chapter  one  hundred  and  forty-six  of  the  Laws 
of  eighteen  hundred  and.  seventy-two,  entitled  “ An  act  to  authorize 
corporations  to  hold  and  convey  real  estate  for  business  purposes, 
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in  other  States,  with  the  consent  thereof,”  is  hereby  amended  as 
follows : 

§ 1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  corporation  organized  under  the 
Laws  of  this  State,  and  transacting  business  in  it  and  other  States  or 
foreign  countries,  except  savings  banks,  to  acquire,  hold  and  convey 
in  such  States  or  foreign  countries,  with  the  consent  thereof,  such 
real  estate  as  shall  be  requisite  for  such  corporation  in  the  convenient 
transaction  of  its  business,  and  to  invest  its  funds  in  the  stocks,  bonds 
or  securities  of  other  corporations  owning  lands  situated  in  this  State 
or  such  States,  provided  that  loans  shall  not  be  made  on  any  stocks 
upon,  which  dividends  shall  not  have  been  declared  continuously  for 
three  years  immediately  before  such  loans  are  made  ; and  provided 
further  that  such  stocks  shall  be  continuously  of  a market  value 
tioenty  per  cent,  greater  than  the  amount  loaned  or  continued  thereon . 

§ 2.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

§ 3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

Attention  is  directed  to  the  two  provisos  italicized  in  th* 
first  section.  It  is  claimed  that  this  law  ostensibly  amend- 
ing an  act  to  authorize  corporations  to  hold  and  convey  real 
estate  for  business  purposes,  radically  changes  all  acts 
restricting  the  location  of  the  corporation  in  whose  stock 
investments  may  be  made,  and  the  amount  that  can  be  invested 
in  any  single  State.  That  it  is  not  necessary,  as  heretofore, 
on  account  of  this  law,  that  the  market  value  of  all  invest- 
ments shall  be,  at  the  time  of  purchase,  equal  to  the  par 
value.  That  investments  in  and  loans  upon  a company’s 
own  stock  are  by  this  act  permitted.  If  these  claims  had 
been  simply  presented  to  obtain  a decision  in  regard  thereto, 
they  would  have  been  considered,  but  scarcely  regarded  as 
serious  propositions.  As  a matter  of  fact  investments  have 
been  made  that  are  justified  only  by  an  interpretation  of 
this  law  such  as  above  set  forth.  It  seems  unnecessary  to 
state  that  no  company  has,  as  yet,  to  the  Superintendent’s 
knowledge,  purchased  or  loaned  upon  its  own  stock,  but  it 
would  not  be  surprising  to  learn  that  all  the  “advantages’1 
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given  had  been  taken  by  any  company  that  believed  this 
law  had  increased  its  right  to  invest,  except  in  the  item  of 
real  estate.  It  is  not  the  Superintendent’s  purpose  in  criti- 
cising these  several  propositions,  to  assert  that  the  invest- 
ment laws  of  the  State  are  sufficient  or  well  guarded,  but 
he  cites  the  claims  in  order  to  show  the  necessity  for  the 
appointment  of  a commission  to  revise  the  insurance  laws. 
The  commissioners  should  be  selected  without  delay,  and 
requested  to  report,  if  possible,  at  the  present  session  of 
the  Legislature. 

Under  this  heading,  it  may  not  be  amiss  to  call  attention 
to  what  has  grown  to  be  a serious  evil  in  the  introduction 
of  resolutions  attacking  the  standing  of  particular  compa- 
nies, and  so  worded  as  to  cause  distrust  and  alarm  among 
the  policy-holders.  The  State  has  provided  for  the  super- 
vision of  Insurance  Companies,  and  clothed  the  Superin- 
tendent with  sufficient  power  to  enable  him  to  obtain  full 
advice  on  any  subject  pertaining  to  the  transactions  of 
each  and  every  insurance  corporation.  The  authority  con- 
ferred on  him  is  so  unrestricted  as  to  invite  criticism. 
The  Superintendent,  vested  with  this  power,  will  at  any 
time,  on  request  of  any  member  of  the  Legislature,  secure 
and  furnish  information  that  he  feels  satisfied  is  wanted 
in  the  interest  of  policy ‘holders.  What  need  then,  for 
the  passage  of  resolutions  directing  investigations  and  call- 
ing for  reports  which  can  be  procured  by  application  to 
a servant  of  the  State  without  injuring  the  business  or 
reputation  of  the  company  ? The  use  and  circulation  here- 
tofore made  of  these  resolutions  have  been  such  as  to  lead 
the  Superintendent  to  believe  they  are  often  prompted 
by  business  jealousies  or  a desire  to  please  some  constituent 
who,  failing  to  comply  with  his  part  of  the  contract,  is  dis- 
appointed by  the  declination  of  the  company  to  ignore  that 
fact.  In  the  experience  of  the  Superintendent,  there  has  never 
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been  made  a refusal  on  the  part  of  the  Department  or 
any  company  to  give  prompt  answers  to  any  complaining 
person,  legislator  or  otherwise.  Either  the  Department 
should  be  consulted  or  referred  to  in  all  such  matters,  or  it 
should  be  abolished.  A contradiction  of  this  proposition 
cannot  be  sustained. 

Fire  and  Marine  Insurance. 

A Retrospect. 

The  statistics  given  in  this  volume  complete  the  official  State 
history  for  twenty-five  years,  taken  from  the  reports  of  the 
companies  that  have  been  authorized  to  transact  business 
herein  under  the  supervision  of  a department  created  for  the 
charge  of  insurance  corporations.  The  statements  rendered  to 
the  Comptroller  prior  to  1859  were  skeleton  in  form  and  infor- 
mation. It  was  not  until  the  organization  of  this  Department 
that  any  attempt  was  made  to  obtain  and  collate  the  data  that 
gave  an  intelligent  presentment  of  the  results  of  the  business. 
It  is,  therefore,  instructive  to  compare  the  report  for  1859  with 
that  of  1883  and  note  the  changes  occurring  in  a quarter  of  a 
century. 

The  following  table  of  comparisons  for  the  years  mentioned 
presents  the  results  in  concise  form  :

Three  Foreign  Joint-Stock  Fire  Insurance  Companies  were 
authorized  to  issue  policies  in  New  York  State  in  1859,  viz.  : 
Unity,  Royal,  and  Liverpool  and  London.  The  Unity  state- 
ment showed  a deposit  with  United  States  trustees  of  $150,500,, 
and  premium  receipts  in  this  State  of  $19,648.85.  The  Liver- 
pool and  London  reported  its  American  assets  at  $860,448.45  ;; 
income,  $582,994.99 ; expenditures,  $347,149.31.  The  Royal 
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made  no  statement,  l ut  it  had  on  deposit  with  the  Comptroller, 
$100,000.  These  figures,  compared  with  the  totals  of  the 
Foreign  Companies  for  1883,  give  an  idea  of  the  wonderful 
increase  in  the  business  transacted  in  the  United  States  by  this 
class  of  corporations.  It  is  accounted  for  by  the  prompt  pay- 
ment of  losses  and  business-like  management  of  such  of  these 
organizations  as  have  been  competitors  with  the  American 
companies  for  the  past  fifteen  years.  The  following  is  a 
recapitulation  of  the  1883  United  States  statements  of  the 
twenty-five  Foreign  Fire  Companies :

The  progress  made  by  the  several  companies  appearing  both 
in  the  reports  for  1859  and  1883  is  best  exhibited  by  a com- 
parison of  resources  for  the  years  mentioned.

This  list,  numbering  272  companies,  has  been  compiled  after 
considerable  research.  It  is  believed  that  even  the  few  who 
are  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  history  of  insurance  in  this 
State  will  be  surprised  at  the  proportions  shown  ; yet  it  will 
not  furnish  the  justification  needed  by  an  eminent  foreign 
insurance  official,  who,  in  a very  able  paper,  read  some 
years  ago  before  the  Insurance  and  Actuarial  Society  of  Glas- 
gow, Scotland,  remarked  that  there  were  “ 900  companies  in 
the  United  States,  and  two  failed  every  fortnight.” 
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Legal  Decisions  of  1883. 

During  the  past  year  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  this  State 
has  passed  on  a number  of  very  important  questions  relat- 
ing to  Fire  Insurance  Companies.  Almost  all  of  the  disputed 
points  arose  from  demands  made  by  State  and  local  officials 
for  payments  of  taxes. 

The  American  Insurance  Company,  of  New  York,  claimed 
a deduction  of  $302,965.00  should  be  made  from  its  assets 
on  account  of  unredeemed  scrip  issued  for  ascertained 
profits.  The  court  affirmed  the  General  Term  conclusion  (28 
Hun,  page  261),  that  “the  scrip  is  nothing  more  than  a 
promise  to  pay,  in  a certain  contingency,  a fixed  sum  of 
money  to  the  holder  with  interest  * * * * The 

fund  which  is  represented  by  the  scrip  is  held  subject  to 
the  necessities  which  may  require  its  use  for  purposes  other 
than  the  payment  of  the  scrip  in  reference  to  which  it  was 
issued.’  ’ The  company  never  reported  this  scrip  as  a 
liability  in  its  statements,  and  in  case  it  had  succeeded  in 
its  suit  it  would  have  effected  an  equal  reduction  in  its  sur- 
plus account. 

The  Westchester  Fire  Insurance  Company,  in  March  1883, 
appeared  as  appellant  from  a decision  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  New  Rochelle,  where  its  principal  office  was 
located,  establishing  $76,000  as  the  amount  of  its  personal 
property  liable  to  taxation.  On  its  face,  it  showed  that 
after  deducting  the  several  items  specifically  exempted  by 
law,  there  was  no  taxable  property  if  allowance  were  made 
for  the  unearned  premium  fund  as  a liability.  The  court 
held:  “Neither  in  law  nor  equity  does  this  liability  consti- 

“tute  a debt  owing  by  an  insurance  company  which  should 
“be  deducted  from  the  value  of  its  taxable  property.” 

There  is,  notwithstanding  this  apparently  unqualified  con- 
clusion, a sentiment  expressed  by  the  learned  court,  if  not 
positive,  yet  far  from  vague,  that  some  credit  should  be  given 
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to  the  companies  affected  by  this  decision  on  this  account. 
It  seems  unreasonable  that  this  large  sum  which  in  1883 
amounted  to  $16,490,206.97,  should  be  added  to  the  taxable 
property  of  the  companies.  At  least  a per  centage  should 
be  deducted  equal  to  the  ratio  that  the  incurred  losses  of 
five  years  immediately  preceding  the  levying  of  the  tax  bear 
to  the  unearned  premium  fund  held  during  the  same  period. 
The  Superintendent  would  be  gratified  to  learn,  however, 
that  the  Legislature,  in  its  wisdom,  enacted  that  the  total 
amount  of  unearned  premiums  should  be  regarded  as  a posi- 
tive liability  in  all  respects  and  for  all  purposes.  *The  com- 
panies of  this  State  paid  during  1883,  for  taxes  $608,852.44, 
which,  is  more  than  two  per  cent  on  all  the  assets  after  deduct- 
ing United  States  bonds  and  outstanding  losses.  No  com- 
plaint can  be  made  that  this  is  not  a fair  proportion  to  bear 
of  the  burdens  of  government.  Under  the  insurance  laws  of 
this  State  the  companies  are  required  to  keep  the  unearned 
premium  fund  intact,  no  division  car  be  made  of  it  as  dividends 
or  otherwise,  and  in  the  event  of  the  failure  of  a company  it 
is  made  a preferred  liability.  In  ascertaining  the  condition 
of  any  company  when  a statement  is  rendered  or  investigation 
made  an  amount  equal  to  this  fund  must  be  shown  to  be 
in  its  possession,  and  the  company  failing  to  meet,  a require- 
ment therefor  is  prohibited  from  transacting  business.  With 
the  most  respectful  deference,  the  Superintendent  submits 
that  the  conclusion  reached  by  the  court,  reading  that  the 
company  is,  “by  the  lapse  of  time,  soon  freed  from  liability 
“to  repay  any  part  thereof  to  the  policyholders,  except  in 
“those  occasional  instances  where  a loss  occurs”  is  antici- 
pating a result  contrary  to  the  experience  of  the  business. 
The  losses  occur  much  oftener  than  occasionally,  as  will  be 
seen  by  the  following  table  showing  the  per  centnge  of 
losses  to  the  unearned  premium  fund  of  each  year  for  the  last 
five  years,  a period  not  attended  with  large  conflagrations :

The  second  question  presented  to  the  court  in  the  West- 
chester case  related  to  the  construction  of  the  Corporation 
Tax  Act,  known  as  chapter  542  of  the  Laws  of  1880.  The 
appeals  taken  by  the  Home  Insurance  Company  of  New 
York,  and  the  Albany  Insurance  Company  also,  were  of  the 
same  general  nature.  In  the  case  of  the  Westchester  it  was 
held  that  the  act  referred  to  did  not  exempt  the  company 
from  taxation  by  local  officers.  The  “Home”  objected  (1) 
to  paying  a tax  on  ±ts  dividends  as  prescribed,  for  the 
reason  that  the  object  for  which  the  tax  was  applicable, 
described  in  section  9,  was  not  clearly  defined,  as  required 
by  section  20,  article  3,  of  the  State  Constitution.  (2)  That 
if  the  act  were  held  to  be  constitutional  the  United  States 
bonds  of  the  company  should  be  deducted  from  the  capital 
stock  and  the  tax  computed  upon  the  dividends  derived  from 
the  remainder  of  the  capital.  It  was  decided  that  the  objec- 
tion to  the  constitutionality  of  the  law  could  not  be  sus- 
tained and  that  the  tax  on  dividends  was  an  assessment  on 
franchise  and  not  on  property,  and  the  deduction  claimed 
should  not  be  granted.  The  “ Albany”  divided  among  its 
stockholders  $100,000  surplus  fund  accumulated  before  the 
law  of  1880  had  been  enacted.  An  effort  was  made  by  the 
Comptroller  to  compel  the  company  to  pay  a tax  thereon, 
claiming  it  was  a dividend  of  fifty  per  cent  within  the 
meaning  of  section  3.  The  suit  was  decided  by  the  court  in 
favor  of  the  company  principally  for  the  reason  that  the 
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act  was  prospective  and  did  not  apply  to  a division  made  from 
funds  amassed  prior  to  its  passage. 

The  Equitable  Fire  and  Marine  Insurance  Company,  of 
Providence,  Rhode  Island,  a corporation  authorized  to  trans- 
act the  business  of  fire  insurance  in  this  State,  sought  per- 
mission to  issue  marine  policies  also.  The  application  was 
denied  by  the  Superintendent,  for  the  reason  that  no  com- 
pany of  this  State  could  be  organized  under  the  laws  of 
1853  for  the  combined  purposes  mentioned.  A mandamus 
was  applied  for  to  compel  the  issuance  of  the  desired 
authority,  and  it  was  argued  by  counsel  for  the  company 
that  at  one  time  it  had  the  dual  authority  asked  for  in  the 
action.  The  attorney  for  the  Department,  in  reply,  cited 
that  part  of  section  2,  chapter  598,  Laws  of  1873,  reading  : 
“The  Superintendent  shall  have  power  to  refuse  admission 
“ to  any  company,  corporation  or  association 
“whenever  in  his  judgment  such  refusal  shall  best  promote 
“ the  interests  of  the  people  of  this  State,”  and  referred  to 
the  decision  of  Judge  Learned,  at  Special  Term,  March, 
1883,  in  the  case  of  the  Hartford  Life  and  Annuity  Company, 
wherein  it  was  held  that  “the  right  of  a corporation  of 
“another  State  to  do  business  here  depends  on  the  permission 
“ of  this  State,  and  a renewal  of  authority  is  only  a new  per- 
“ mission.”  Judge  Landon  denied  the  motion  of  counsel  for 
the  “Equitable.”  The  case  was  carried  to  the  Court  of 
Appeals  and  the  order  of  the  judge  at  Special  Term  was 
affirmed. 

The  Fire  Association  of  Philadelphia,  acting  on  the  request 
of  the  New  York  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters,  refused  to 
pa}^  to  this  Department  the  tax  levied  by  chapter  60,  Laws 
of  1875,  being  a sum  “equal  to  the  amount  of  * * charges 
“and  payments  imposed  by  the  laws  of  such  State  (Penn- 
sylvania) upon  the  companies  of  this  State  and  the  agents 
“thereof.”  Suit  was  brought  on  behalf  of  the  Department 
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by  the  Attorney-General.  The  company  contested  on  the 
ground  that  it  was  an  unlawful  delegation  to  the  Superin- 
tendent of  the  legislative  power,  and  further,  that  what  the 
amount  of  a tax  or  license  shall  be  is  essentially  the  direct 
and  immediate  effect  of  statutory  enactment,  and  that  the 
act  in  question  did  not  determine  it ; that  it  remits  it  to  the 
Lt  gislature  of  another  State  by  its  enactment  to  create  or 
chinge  the  tax.  In  an  opinion  concurred  in  by  the  entire 
court  and  commended  generally  by  the  bar,  for  its  clear- 
ness and  diction,  it  was  determined  that  the  tax  must  be 
paid  for  the  reasons  following:  “The  State  having  the  power 
“to  exclude  foreign  corporations,  determines  to  do  so  unless 
“they  will  submit  to  certain  conditions.  It  meets  the  appli- 
cant on  the  border  forbidding  admission,  as  it  has  a right 
“to  do,  except  on  condition  that  it  will  fulfill  all  of  the 
“requirements  of  our  statutes  relating  to  foreign  companies, 
“ one  of  which  is  the  very  law  here  assailed.  When  the 
“ corporation  comes  in  it  agrees  to  the  conditions.  It  is 
“imposed  as  the  price  of  permission  to  come  within  the 
“jurisdiction,  and  not  as  tax  upon  one  already  within  the 
“jurisdiction.  The  Fourteenth  Amendment,  therefore,  has 
“no  application.  It  can  apply  to  foreign  Insurance  Com- 
“ panies  only  after  they  have  performed  the  conditions  upon 
“which  they  are  entitled  to  admission.  Any  other  view  of 
“the  case  involves  this  absurdity;  that  the  foreign  company 
“ may  agree  to  pay  the  tax  charged  by  the  act  of  1865,  so 
“as  to  get  within  our  jurisdiction,  and  then  refuse  to  pay 
“ it  while  insisting  upon  the  right  to  remain.  It  cannot 
“ agree  to  conditions  as  to  the  price  of  admission,  and  after 
“ having  been  admitted,  turn  around  and  dispute  them. 
“ * •*  * * While  they  stand  at  the  door  bargaining  for 
“ the  right  to  come  within,  they  may  decline  to  come,  but 
“cannot  question  our  conditions  if  they  do.  How,  then,  is 
‘ ‘ the  legislation  vicious  which  proposes  to  treat  them  pre- 
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“cisely  as  their  own  State  treats  our  corporations  similarly 
“ situated?  Is  exact  equality  unfair?  If  we  owe  courtesy 
“ to  sister  States  do  we  not  also  owe  protection  to  our  own 
“ corporations,  formed. and  fostered  under  our  own  law?  Is 
“it  vicious  to  insist  for  them  upon  precise  equality  of  treat- 
“ment?”  The  company  has  appealed  from  this  decision  to 
the  United  States  Court.  It  is  but  fair  to  the  company  to 
state  that  the  suit  lias  been  carried  throughout  by  the  Board 
of  Underwriters  in  order  to  test  the  constitutionality  of  the 
act.  The  Superintendent  requested  payment  of  the  amount 
found  to  be  due,  and  under  an  agreement  satisfactory  to  all 
concerned,  the  penalties  for  the  years  1882  and  1888  have 
been  settled,  and  those  of  1881,  involved  in  the  suit,  are 
waived  for  the  present  with  an  understanding  that  an  effort 
will  be  made  to  have  the  case  advanced  on  the  calendar, 
thus  affording  a speedy  settlement  of  the  points  in  dispute. 

The  suit  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Exempt  Firemen’s  Benevo- 
lent Fund  of  the  City  of  New  York  against  A.  P.  M. 
Boome  involved  the  payment  of  a tax  of  two  per  cent  on 
premiums  received  by  companies  of  other  States  and  coun- 
tries on  New  York  city  property  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
said  Benevolent  Fund.  It  was  contended  that  the  act  of 
1857,  chapter  548,  as  amended  by  chapter  89,  Laws  of  1879, 
was  a violation  of  the  section  18,  Article  3,  of  the  State 
Constitution,  which  provides  that  “the  Legislature  shall  not 
“pass  a private  or  local  bill  * * * * granting 

“ to  any  private  corporation,  association  or  individual,  any 
“exclusive  privilege,  immunity  or  franchise  whatever,”  and 
that  the  requirement  was  also  obnoxious  to  section  10, 
article  8,  Id.,  reading:  “Neither  the  credit  nor  the  money 
“of  the  State  shall  be  given  or  loaned  to,  or  in  aid  of  any 
“association,  corporation,  or  private  undertaking.”  In  an 
exhaustive  and  elaborate  opinion  the  court  held  that  the  act 
was  constitutional.  The  following  quotation  therefrom  epito- 
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mizes  the  reasons  for  its  conclusion  : “ Whether  the  grant 

“be  deemed  a bounty  from  the  State  or,  as  Ave  have  held 
“it,  the  discharge  of  an  obligation,  it  cannot  be  described 
“as  an  exclusive  privilege  within  the  constitutional  meaning. 
“If  the  State  gives  to  a corporation  an  annual  sum  to  be 
“expended  in  a specific  public  charity,  the  gift  is  in  no 
“sense  an  exclusive  privilege.  The  State  may  give  it  or  not 
“as  it  pleases.  It  may  give  the  same  amount  to  another  or 
“to  a hundred  different  corporations.  It  is  a bounty  in  no 
“sense  or  respect  exclusive,  and  is  scarcely  to  be  described 
“as  a privilege  at  all.  Still  less  does  that  phrase  apply  to 
“a  case  where  the  appropriation  is  in  discharge  of  an  hon- 
orable obligation.  When  the  State  pays  a just  debt  it 
“does  not  confer  on  the  creditor  an  exclusive  privilege  or  a 
“privilege  at  alL  Every  other  just  creditor  is  alike  entitled 
“to  his  pay,  and  his  receipt  of  it,  or  the  State’s  payment 
“in  no  manner  affects  or  excludes  the  right  of  every  other 
“creditor  to  receive  his  pay  in  the  same  manner  or  some 
“ other.” 

The  several  opinions  referred  to  herein  will  be  published 
in  the  appendix  to  the  full  Report. 

Attorney  to  Accept  Service. 

It  is  recommended  that  the  Superintendent  should,  by 
enactment,  be  made  the  attorney  to  accept  service  for  all 
companies  of  other  States  and  countries.  There  is  a seem- 
ing inconsistency  between  section  23  of  chapter  555  of  the 
Laws  of  1875,  and  section  43.2  of  the  Code  of  Civil  Proce- 
dure. The  first  requires  that  the  appointment  of  an  attorney 
shall  be  filed  in  this  Department,  while  the  Code  provides 
that  personal  service  of  a summons  upon  a defendant,  being 
a foreign  corporation,  must  be  made  by  delivering  a copy 
thereof  within  the  State,  as  follows : To  a person  designated 
for  the  purpose  by  a writing,  under  the  seal  of  a corpora- 
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tion  and  the  signature  of  its  president,  vice-president  or 
other  acting  head,  accompanied  with  the  written  consent  of 
the  person  designated,  and  filed  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary 
of  State.  By  making  the  Superintendent  the  attorney,  and 
repealing  all  acts  inconsistent  therewith,  it  will  obviate  an 
annoyance,  if  not  a serious  trouble,  occasioned  by  the  con- 
flicting statutes.  In  addition  it  will  place  in  possession  of 
the  Superintendent  information  of  litigations  that  would  other- 
wise escape  his  attention,  and  ameliorate,  if  not  rectify,  what 
in  some  companies  is  too  great  a propensity  to  frivolously 
contest  their  losses.  Bending  the  adoption  of  the  recom- 
mendation the  companies  should  provide  against  the  diffi- 
culties that  may  arise  by  making  and  filing  with  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  a duplicate  appointment  of  the  person  already 
selected  under  the  insurance  laws. 

Dangers  from  Street  Obstructions. 

There  is  a bill  now  before  your  honorable  body  requiring 
the  removal  of  the  various  telegraph,  telephone  and  electric 
light  wires.  The  reasons  urged  for  its  passage  are  important 
and  unanswerable  in  themselves,  but  it  does  not  appear,  as 
yet,  that  reference  has  been  made  to  the  great  obstruction 
they  offer  in  cities  to  the  extinguishment  of  fires.  This  is 
not  an  imaginary  grievance,  but  one  requiring  a prompt 
remedy.  Too  often  have  our  people  witnessed  the  heroic 
efforts  made  to  contend  against  the  great  difficulty  they  present 
in  preventing  the  spread  of  conflagrations,  to  say  nothing  of 
the  fires  that  have  been  caused  by  their  contact  with  each 
other.  No  city  or  village  of  moderate  size  is  without  its  net 
work  of  these  incendiaries  and  aids  to  incendiaries.  The 
rights  the  companies  that  maintain  them  have  acquired  are 
in  seeming  violation  of  the  ownership  of  property.  A refusal 
to  allow  one’s  real  estate  to  be  jeopardized  by  making  it  a 
vehicle  for  its  own  destructiveness,  is  more  than  antagonized  by 
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surrounding  the  property  with  menaces  to  one’s  pecuniary  and 
personal  welfare  in  the  shape  of  unsightly  posts  and  cables. 
No  subject  presented,  or  to  be  presented,  for  your  consider- 
ation, is  of  more  importance  than  this,  and  if  the  incalculable 
danger  it  presents  is  rightly  understood,  there  will  be  no 
doubt  in  your  minds  that  the  public  welfare  demands  the 
suppression  of  these  nuisances. 

Unauthorized  Insurances. 

It  is  unquestionable  that  many  policies  are  held  in  New 
York  city  issued  by  companies  that  could  not  comply  with  the 
laws  of  this  State.  To  a certain  extent  it  is  absolutely  nec- 
essary that  the  merchants  of  the  “Dry  Goods  District” 
should  seek  outside  protection,  as  the  capital  of  licensed 
companies,  while  amply  serving  all  other  purposes,  is  not 
sufficient  to  cover  the  amount  of  insurance  asked  for  in  the 
particular  locality  mentioned.  There  is  no  law  to  prevent 
any  citizen  of  this  State  from  contracting  for  policies  on  his 
own  property  with  corporations  not  authorized,  but  in  the 
event  of  a failure  to  pay  when  a loss  occurs  it  will  be  found 
that  the  road  to  recovery  is  not  so  easily  reached.  In  the 
case  of  Tracy  v.  Talmage  (14  N.  Y.  Deports,  p.  180),  it  was 
held:  “To  enforce  a contract  against  a party  which  that 
“ party  was  incompetent  in  law  to  make,  would,  indeed,  be 
“in  the  language  of  some  of  the  , cases,  4 to  make  the  law 
“an  instrument  in  its  own  subversion.’”  And  again  the 
same  court,  in  the  suit  of  the  Oneida  Bank  v.  Ontario  Bank 
(21  N.  Y.,  495),  decided:  “There  is,  no  doubt,  a principle 
“of  the  common  law,  that  illegal  and  prohibited  contracts  are 
“void  without  being  so  expressly  declared  by  any  statute.” 
Chapter  555  of  the  Laws  of  1875  prohibits,  in  unqualified 
terms,  any  person  from  acting  for  any  one  else,  in  any 
capacity  whatever,  in  procuring  or  soliciting  insurance  in 

unlicensed  corporations.  It  is  often  said  in  extenuation  of 
c 
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the  persons  engaged  in  such  business,  that  they  are  the 
agents  of  the  insured,  and  are,  therefore,  not  amenable  to  the 
penalties  of  the  act.  This  is  not  true,  as  it  is  provided  in 
the  law,  whenever  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  fire  insurance 
company  to  take  risks  or  transact  the  business  of  fire 
insurance  within  this  State,  through  agents  or  otherwise,  it 
shall  be  likewise  unlawful  for  any  broker  or  other  persons 
acting  for  persons,  firms  or  corporations  in  this  State  or 
elsewhere,  to  negotiate  for  or  place  risks  in  any  such  insur- 
ance company,  or  in  any  way  or  manner  aid  such  persons, 
firms  or  corporations  in  effecting  such  unauthorized  insur- 
ances. Lately  a case  has  been  presented  to  the  Superintend- 
ent, where  a policy  was  purported  to  be  issued  in  Washington, 
L>.  C.,  by  a company  styled  the  “City  and  Provincial,”  of 
Manchester,  England.  It  is  safe  to  assume  that  the  corpora- 
tion has  no  existence  except  on  paper.  Efforts  are  being 
made  at  this  writing  to  apprehend  the  offending  party. 
The  Department  will  prosecute  without  favor  all  cases  pre- 
sented to  it,  and  will  defray  the  necessary  expenses  incurred 
by  complaining  parties  in  obtaining  and  offering  proof  of 
the  violation. 

Business  of  1883. 

Table  N o.  I shows  the  amount  and  character  of  the  assets 
of  the  Fire  and  Fire-Marine  Insurance  Companies  of  this 
country  doing  business  in  New  York  on  December  31,  1883. 
In  gross  they  amount  to  $142,698,307.28.  The  Joint-Stock 
Companies  of  this  State  return  $58,918,097.68.  Stock  Com- 
panies of  other  States,  $82,508,174.12  ; New  York  Mutuals, 
$838,843.34;  and  other  States’  Mutuals,  $435,192,14. 

Table  No.  II  gives  the  liabilities  of  these  companies. 
Excepting  scrip  and  capital  they  aggregate,  $47,800,808.90. 
New  York  Stock  Companies  report,  $19,431,680.89*,  other 
States’  Stock  Companies,  $27,864,671.79  ; New  York  Mutuals, 
$283,416.68;  other  States’  Mutuals,  ,$221,039,54.  The  whole 
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amount  of  scrip  liabilities  is  $751, 01?. 00 ; and  of  capital, 
$56,465,020,00.  This  table  also  indicates  the  companies 
which  unite  with  the  Fire  and  Marine  business. 

Table  No.  Ill  exhibits  the  nature  and  sources  of  income 
for  the  year,  aggregating  $62,716,484.33.  The  excess  of 
income  over  expenditures  is  seen  to  be  $3,669,412.51 . Thirty- 
seven  companies  appear  to  have  expended  $725,285  84  more 
than  they  received. 

Table  No.  IV  gives  the  expenditures,  itemized  and  in 
gross,  which  amount  to  $59,047,071.82. 

Tables  Y,  YI,  YII  and  YII1  give  the  standing  and  show 
last  year’s  business  of  the  purely  Marine  Companies.  No. 
Y shows  the  total  assets  to  be  $20,746,171.22;  a loss  of 
$146,764  49,  as  compared  with  the  year  preceding.  No.  YI 
gives  the  liabilities  as  $3,242,424.84,  a decrease  of  $33,519.32. 
No.  YII  shows  the  income  to  be  $7,986,120.81 ; being 
$106,510.11  more  than  that  of  the  previous  year ; while 
Table  No.  YIII  gives  the  expenditures  as  $6,571,851.84,  an 
increase  of  $318,766.35. 

Tables  IX,  X and  XI  give  statistics  relative  to  Foreign 
Companies,  as  follows  : 

Table  IX  shows  the  American  capital  of  Foreign  Fire  Com- 
panies, under  chapter  838,  Laws  of  1871,  to  be  $14,865,872.87. 
In  Table  X the  total  American  assets  of  Foreign  Com- 
panies appear  to  be  $33,451,857.68  ; liabilities,  $19,876,393.41  : 
income,  $26,430,714.20;  expenditures,  $24,395,674.74;  surplus 
beyond  deposit  capital,  $13,575,469.27.  Table  XI  gives  the 
American  assets  of  Foreign  Marine  Companies,  which  are 
shown  to  be  $2,681,678.27;  liabilities,  $615,854.63  ; income, 
$2,023,637.27  ; expenditures,  $1,153,344.66. 

Table  No.  XII  exhibits  the  business  done  by  all  the  Fire, 
Fire-Marine  and  Marine  Insurance  Companies  which  made 
returns  to  this  Department,  with  the  net  assets,  premiums 
charged,  ratio  of  net  assets  to  risks  in  force  and  ratio  of 
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premiums  charged  to  risks  written.  From  this  table  it 
appears  that  175  companies  possessed  of  $185,782,210.35  of  net 
assets  at  the  close  of  the  year,  were  covering  $9,731,957,460 
of  risks,  an  average  of  $1.91  of  net  assets  for  every  $100 
insured.  During  the  year,  said  companies,  with  the  excep- 
tion of  the  New  York  Mutuals  (7),  for  $109,334,109.33  in 
gross  premiums,  undertook  to  carry  $11,407,590,177  of  risks, 
an  average  premium  of  ninety-six  cents  for  every  $100 
insured. 

Table  No.  XIII  shows  the  disposition  of  the  income ; 
$90,557,915.53  was  received  in  premiums;  $54,796,580.21 
was  paid  for  losses ; $29,278,794.12  for  expenses,  and 

$7,092,568.73  for  dividends.  The  average  ratio  of  gross 
expenditure  to  gross  income  is  91.98;  of  losses  paid  to 
premiums  received,  60.51;  of  expenses  to  premiums,  32.33; 
of  expenses  to  gross  income,  29.53;  of  dividends  paid  stock- 
holders to  capital  stock,  11.49. 

Table  No.  XIY  gives  the  date  of  organization,  and  the 
per  centage  of  surplus  or  impairment  in  the  case  of  Joint- 
Stock  Companies.  The  amount  of  surplus  held  by  all  such 
companies  doing  business  in  this  State  was  $37,694,295.64, 
as  against  $37,631,224.98  last  year.  Two  companies  show 
impairments  of  capital,  viz:  First  National,  of  Worcester, 
Mass.,  $14,384.42,  and  the  Germania,  of  Newark,  N.  J., 
$20,011.10. 

Table  No.  XV  gives  the  business  done  in  New  York  by 
the  Stock  Fire  Companies  of  this  and  other  States  and  coun- 
tries, and  by  the  Mutuals  of  other  States.  The  ratio  of  tire 
losses  incurred  to  tire  risks  written  in  the  State  by  New 
York  Joint-Stock  Companies  for  the  year  1882,  is  repre- 
sented by  the  decimal  .27 ; for  1883  by  .24 ; in  the  case  of 
similar  companies  from  other  States,  for  1882,  .55,  and  for 
1883,  .52  ; foreign  companies  show  in  1832,  .34 ; in  1883,  .42. 
The  ratio  of  losses  to  premiums  received,  as  between  these 
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years,  is  as  54.21  to  45.83  for  New  York  Companies;  75.04 
to  64.00  for  companies  of  other  States,  and  59.23  and  66.03 
for  foreign  companies.  The  fire  premiums  received  were 
$17,290,510.60;  the  fire  losses  paid  $9,485,633.80;  fire  losses 
incurred  $9,716,381.98. 

The  estimated  amount  of  expenses  for  the  transaction  oi. 
this  business  is  seen  to  be  $5,358,581.94,  which,  if  added  to 
the  incurred  losses,  and  the  total  taken  from  the  premium 
receipts,  leaves  an  apparently  net  profit  of  $2,215,546.68. 

Six  New  York  companies,  on  the  above  basis,  show  a loss 
of  $37,221.98.  Twelve  companies  of  other  States  a loss  of 
$111,409.20,  and  "eleven  companies  of  other  countries  a loss 
of  $291,965.56. 

The  amount  of  fire  risks  written  in  1882  was  $2,890,656,418; 
in  1883,  $2,880,432,062,  a decrease  of  $10,224,356.  The 
amount  of  Marine  and  Inland  risks  written  in  1882,  was

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Changes  During  1883. 

The  following  tables  show  in  a concise  form  the  changes 
that  have  taken  place  daring  the  past  year.  One  company, 
“ Re- Assurance, ” of  New  York  city/  has  been  organized. 
The  Agricultural,  of  Watertown,  added  $200,000  to  its  capi- 
tal from  surplus  account,  under  the  provisions  of  chapter 
208,  Laws  of  1875.  Eight  companies  have  extended  their 
charters*  for  thirty  years,  pursuant  to  section  18,  chapter 
466,  Laws  of  1853.  The  deposits  made  pursuant  to  what  is 
known  as  the  “ Safety  Fund  Act,”  chapter  189,  Laws  of 
1874,  show  an  increase  of  $69,588.  Three  companies  of  this 
State  have  reinsured  their  risks  and  withdrawn  from  busi- 
ness, “Lorillard,”  “Orange  County  Mutual”  and  “Trades- 
men’s,” and  four  of  foreign  countries,  viz.,  “La  Conliance,” 
“La  Metropole,”  “Swiss  Lloyd”  and  “Standard,”  have 
withdrawn  from  business  in  the  United  States.  Six  compa- 
nies of  other  States  and  countries  have  been  admitted  to 
this  State.  The  retired  capital  is  shown  to  be  $1,438,442. 
The  added  capital  is  $1,900,000.  The  Union  Insurance  Com- 
pany of  Philadelphia,  formerly  authorized  to  transact  a Fire 
Insurance  business  in  this  State,  has  given  up  said  business 
herein,  and  sought  and  obtained  permission,  June  1,  1883, 
to  issue  marine  policies  exclusively.  This  course  was  taken 
on  account  of  the  decision  in  the  case  of  the  Equitable  Fire 
and  Marine  of  Providence,  P.  I.,  referred  to  under  the  head 
of  legal  decisions  in  this  text.

General  Summary. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  1883,  the  Fire,  Fire-Marine  and 
Marine  Insurance  Companies  doing  business  in  this  State 
were  possessed  of  $204,578,024.45  of  admitted  assets  not 
including  assets  held  abroad  or  premium  notes  of  Mutual 
Companies,  a gain  of  $10,551,323.09,  as  compared  with  the 
sum  reported  the  preceding  year.  The  liabilities  of  those 
companies,  excepting  scrip  and  capital,  amounted  to 
$74,535,486.78,  which  is  $7,955,026.48  greater  than  was  then 
returned.  The  income  of  the  year  was  $99,136,956.61,  and 
the  expenditures  $91,167,943.06,  an  increase  of  $8,871,683.82 
in  income  and  $8,330,834.57  in  expenditures,  as  compared 
with  the  previous  year.  The  whole  number  of  companies 
which  reported  last  year  was  175,  being  one  more  than 
reported  in  1882. 

Results  of  the  Business. 

The  strife  for  augmentation  of  premiums  participated  in  by 
all  the  companies,  with  here  and  there  an  exception  to  prove 
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the  rule,  has  been  seemingly  entered  upon  without  other 
thought  than  that  of  income.  Of  course  the  usual  stereo- 
typed protestations  of  the  contestants  are  sounded,  but  they 
are  allowed  to  rest  with  their  echo.  It  is  remarkable,  in 
view  of  the  results  of  the  business  since  the  spasmodic 
revival  after  the  Chicago  and  Boston  fires,  that  an  effort  to 
obtain  adequate  remuneration  for  the  risks  assumed  has 
been  postponed  so  long.  The  necessities  in  certain  districts 
of  New  York  city  have  caused  the  needed  increase  there, 
but  elsewhere  rates  depend  on  the  insured.  One  hundred 
and  seventeen  companies  have  retired  from  business  in  this 
State  in  the  last  ten  years.  Why?  An  explanation  will 
not  be  wanted  after  a perusal  of  the  following  exhibit  of 
statistics  from  the  reports  of  New  York,  other  States,  and 
United  States  branches  Foreign  Fire  :

The  intelligent  President  of  the  National  Board  of  Fire 
Underwriters,  in  his  address  to  that  body  in  May  last  stated: 
‘‘The  well  ascertained  facts  of  our  business  claim  our  attea- 
“ tion  and  demand  our  obedience.  The  records  of  the  past 
“six  or  seven  years  point  out  with  unmistakable  clearness 
“the  downward  path  we  have  trodden.”  It  is  possible  that 
the  journey  to  the  bottom  had  been  reached  at  the  date 
mentioned,  but  as  yet  there  is  no  evidence  that  the  unfor- 
tunate steps  taken  have  been  retraced.  There  are  other 
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causes  for  the  lack  of  prosperity  demanding  attention.  That 
of  the  expense  of  the  business  is  one  not  to  be  slighted. 

This  year  an  addition  lias  been  made  to  Table  XIII  and 
the  per  centage  of  expenses  to  p-emiums  shown.  The 
column  could  be  studied  by  the  respective  Directors  and  a 
moral  learned  which,  if  applied,  would  be  productive  of 
some  wholesome  changes.  Too  often  is  it  the  case  that  the 
employes  who  do  the  work  are  the  illy  paid,  while  the 
figure-heads  that  confiscate  the  bulk  of  the  salary  account 
are  always  ready  to  sacrifice  the  subordinates’  pay  when  a 
reduction  of  expenses  is  recommended.  Some  of  the  per- 
centages in  Table  XIII  are  really  startling,  but  the  Superin- 
tendent ventures  to  assume  they  are  not  caused  by  a high 
priced  clerical  force.  Then  again  is  the  injury  caused’  by 
the  rapid  increase  in  the  long  term  business  now  practiced 
in  a way  that  does  not  help  where  aid  is  needed,  and  is, 
in  fact,  another  method  of  cutting  rates.  The  extent  to 
which  this  class  of  policies  has  increased  in  fifteen  years  is 
illustrated  in  the  following  schedules :

The  schedule  that  follows  these  remarks  shows  the  pre- 
miums received  and  losses  paid  from  the  organization  of  the 
Joint-Stock  Fire  Companies  of  this  and  other  States,  wirli 
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similar  information  as  to  the  United  States  business  of 
Foreign  Companies,  from  date  of  admission  to  this  country. 
The  law  of  average  governs  insurance  risks  in  a degree  that 
admits  of  positive  prediction  as  to  the  results  of  fire  under- 
writing. The  totals,  showing  a per  centage  of  losses  to  pre- 
miums, amounting  to  57.4,  are  the  summation  of  a combined 
experience  covering  4,234  years.  In  view  of  these  returns, 
there  is  no  need  of  urging  a harmonious  effort  by  the  compa- 
nies for  sufficient  rates,  to  the  end  that  their  position  may 
be  made  secure,  and  the  protection  they  are  expected  to 
give  guaranteed  by  a wise  combination,  freed  from  selfish 
motives  and  inordinate  jealousies.  The  Superintendent  will 
not  hesitate  in  using  the  power  granted  him  by  law  to 
demand  that  all  impairments  of  capital,  no  matter  how 
small,  shall  be  made  good ; and  in  this  course  alone  is 
safety  to  be  found.  The  unsuspecting  policy-holder  finds 
contentment  in  the  fact  that  he  has  a guaranty  made 
by  a corporation,  permitted  by  the  State  to  make  the 
same.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  State’s  officer  to  protect, 
so  far  as  he  can,  that  guaranty,  and  while  he  cannot 
prevent  the  sale  of  insurance  below  its  normal  cost,  he  can 
require  that  the  loss  which  it  creates  shall  not  fall  upon  the 
policy-holder.  Therefore  when  impairments  are  shown,  requi- 
sitions will  be  made  without  delay  for  the  necessary  amounts 
to  restore  the  capital ; failing  to  respond,  the  companies  will 
be  reported  to  the  court  or  excluded  from  the  State,  as  the 
case  may  be.  It  is  believed  under  preseut  circumstances 
that  vigorous  measures  of  this  kind  are  necessary  and  will  not 
be  adjudged  as  harsh  in  view  of  this  ample  public  notice  of  the 
Superintendent’s  intention.  The  two  companies  that  appear 
by  this  report  to  have  impaired  capitals,  viz.,  First  National 
of  Worcester,  Mass.,  and  the  Gfermania  Insurance  Company 
of  Newark,  have  been  notified  that  their  authority  has  been 
suspended  until  their  stock  is  restored  to  the  required  value.

Foreign  Companies. 

The  provisions  of  chapter  235  of  the  Laws  of  1882  exempt 
Foreign  Companies  from  making  home  office  statements. 
This  legislation,  although  seriously  objected  to  by  the  com- 
panies generally,  was  in  the  line  of  the  enactment  known  as 
chapter  888,  Laws  of  1871,  which  compelled  Foreign  Com- 
panies to  have  invested  funds  deposited  with  State  Depart- 
ments or  trustees  approved  by  them,  equal  to  all  liabilities 
in  the  United  States,  in  addition  to  the  deposit  capital  of 
$200,000.  It  was  said,  in  objection  to  the  act  of  1882,  that 
it  would  open  the  doors  of  admission  to  irresponsible  corpo- 
rations having  ostensibly  a foreign  charter,  and  yet  without

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real  location  abroad.  No  company  from  another  country 
has  applied  for  admission  to  this  State  since  the  passage  of 
the  act,  except  the  Sun  Fire  Office  of  London,  England, 
which  deposited  $500,000  with  the  Department  and  $200,000 
with  the  trustees.  Three  companies  have  retired  during 
1883.  Their  funds  in  the  United  States  are  sufficient 
to  protect  all  the  policy-holders  residing  here.  Without 
being  invidious,  none  of  these  companies  ever  had  the 
resources  or  standing  that  entitled  it  to  compete  for 
business  away  from  home.  Some  of  them  advertised  an 
overwhelming  amount  of  ‘‘resources,”  until  the  act  of  1882 
prevented  any  reference  to  assets  except  the  securities  held 
here.  Doubtless  it  was  anticipated  by  these  several  institu- 
tions that  they  had  but  to  announce  a foreign  residence,  and  the 
confidence  entertained  by  our  people  for  a similarly  located 
class  of  companies  would  be  extended  to  them.  The  foreign 
corporations  that  have  gained  the  respect  of  the  public  of 
this  country  are  not  of  the  calibre  of  the  retired  companies. 
The  former  had  the  necessary  securities  of  their  own  to 
make  the  required  deposits,  and  when  occasion  demanded 
they  brought  other  moneys  here  to  pay  their  obligations  in 
full.  Some  of  the  companies  that  have  withdrawn  had 
dishonored  drafts  for  American  losses,  because  of  a refusal  to 
remit  from  the  home  offices.  Their  deposits  held  by  depart- 
ments and  trustees  are  sufficient  to  protect  all  claims  against 
them.  At  this  point  it  is  pertinent  to  answer  the  inquiries 
that  are  often  made  as  to  the  effect  of  an  assignment  of  the 
securities  held  in  the  Department  to  a company  that  rein- 
sures the  risks  of  a depositing  corporation.  No  delivery  will 
be  made  of  any  funds  until  the  total  of  all  outstanding 
risks  of  the  reinsured  company  are  reduced  below  the 
amount  cf  the  deposit,  $200,000.  The  contract  for  reinsur- 
ance will  not  enter  into  the  question  of  releasing  the  deposit. 
The  Department  examination  of  the  registers  and  the  pro- 
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d action  of  canceled  policies  will  determine  all  liabilities,  no 
other  proofs  will  be  accepted.  Under  the  law  reinsurances 
can  be  made  without  the  consent  of  the  policy-holder  or  the 
Superintendent,  but  that  course  does  not  compel  a surrender 
of  the  policies  or  securities  deposited  for  their  protection. 

To  the  courtesy  of  the  Home  officials  the  Department  is 
indebted  for  the  interesting  statistics  that  follow  relating  to 
remittances  to  and  from  the  American  branches  to  the 
parent  offices  during  the  full  period  of  their  operations  here. 
The  two  Canadian  companies  are  not  included,  because, 
practically,  the  business  in  the  United  States,  in  each  case, 
is  managed  from  Canada,  and  their  receipts  and  payments 
are  different  from  the  others.  The  Imperial,  whose  failure 
to  report  is  the  exceptioh,  under  date  of  January  7,  1884, 
acknowledged  from  London  the  receipt  of  the  Superintend- 
ent’s request  for  information  on  the  subject,  but  has,  to  this 
date,  failed  to  comply  as  promised.  The  Manager  at  New 
York  City  was  unable  to  give  the  figures.

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Marine  Companies. 

The  Marine  Companies  of  this  State  have  been  reduced 
over  one-half  in  number  since  the  Department  was  organized, 
and  no  new  company  has  been  incorporated  during  the  time. 
All  of  the  remaining  companies  show  a decrease  in  assets 
since  then,  except  the  “ Atlantic,”  which  has  more  than 
doubled  its  resources  in  the  twenty-five  years  referred  to. 
The  competition  with  the  Foreign  Marine  Companies  seems 
to  have  caused  the  demoralization  that  exists.  In  some 
respects  our  own  companies  are  placed  at  a disadvantage. 
Foreign  Corporations  may  be  admitted  to  this  State  on  depos- 
iting $200,000.00  with  the  Department,  and  no  restriction 
the  same  as  exists  as  to  Foreign  Fire  Companies,  is  made  as 
to  investments  of  funds  received  for  premiums  in  this 
country.  There  is  no  reason  why  the  Foreign  Marine 
Companies  should  not  be  required  to  keep  invested  in  the 
United  States  a fund  equal  to  all  their  liabilities  herein,  in 
addition  to  the  deposit  capital.  It  is  recommended  that 
legislation  to  that  effect  be  enacted.  There  are  a number 
of  persons  engaged  in  New  York  city  in  issuing  marine  con- 
tracts on  the  “Lloyd’s”  system.  In  the  opinion  t)f  the 
Superintendent,  this  is  in  violation  of  law  ; and,  to  test  the 
rights  of  these  persons,  a complaint  has  been  lodged  with 
the  Attorney- General  in  order  that  it  may  be  ascertained 
whether  they  can  escape  complying  with  the  Insurance  and 
other  laws  on  the  ground  that  they  are  acting  as  individual 
underwriters,  and  not  as  a partnership  or  association.  If 
the  position  taken  by  these  parties  is  tenable,  the  companies 
that  are  required  to  make  a publication  of  their  condition 
and  contribute  to  the  support  of  the  State  government  will 
find  it  less  cumbersome  and  expensive  to  close  their  affairs 
as  corporations  and,  figuratively  speaking,  hide  behind 
themselves. 
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The  Superintendent  has  no  cause  for  complaint  this  year 
in  regard  to  the  filing  of  Reports.  With  a promptness 
highly  commendable,  the  companies  have  succeeded,  without 
an  exception,  in  making  their  returns  within  the  time  fixed 
by  law.  It  has  been  urged,  and  with  some  reason,  that  it 
is  impossible  to  make  a complete  and  accurate  report  in  the 
thirty  days  fixed  by  the  statute,  if  the  entire  transactions  of 
all  the  various  agencies  are  to  be  incorporated  in  the  state- 
ment. It  is  known  in  many  cases  of  agency  companies  that 
accounts  are  allowed  to  remain  open  for  sixty  days,  and 
accordingly  estimates  must  be  made  if  Departments  insist 
on  early  compliance  with  the  laws.  The  Superintendent 
submits  that  the  remedy  for  this  difficulty,  is  found  in  clos- 
ing the  books  on  December  thirty-first  and  allowing  nothing 
to  be  entered  thereafter  in  the  accounts  of  that  year.  It  is 
now  the  practice  to  hold  the  books  open  until  late  in  Janu- 
ary, a practice  not  authorized  by  law  nor  sanctioned  by  the 
ordinary  rules  of  accounting.  It  is  said  that  if  this  course 
should  be  pursued  all  of  the  year’s  business  will  not  be 
included.  It  will,  so  far  as  the  officers  who  swear  to 
the  statements  have  knowledge  thereof,  and  once  this 
action  is  taken  the  next  year  will  regulate  itself,  and 
it  will  be  a preventive  of  including  in  cash  balances 
moneys  not  in  possession  on  the  day  they  are  reported  to 
be.  It  is  certainly  anomalous  to  have  the  income  and 
expenditures  of  any  given  year  balanced  by  including 
accounts  dated  weeks  or  months  later  than  the  Report  itself. 
It  needs  no  argument  to  show  the  inconsistency  of  such  a 
proceeding.  The  Superintendent  has  found  that  this  evil 
heretofore  allowed  to  exist,  because  custom  has  sanctioned 
it,  has  been  the  cause  of  other  and  greater  troubles,  and 
the  time,  in  his  opinion,  has  arrived  to  cry  “halt”  to  the 
practice.  It  may  be  stated  in  objection  that  the  receipts 
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and  disbursements  of  1884  will  be  lessened  comparatively 
by  omitting  to  include  the  items  heretofore  credited  after 
the  close  of  the  year.  Every  wrong  has  its  penalty.  In 
this  case  it  will  be  borne  but  for  a year  and  the  succeeding 
twelve  months,  and  each  similar  term  thereafter  will  be 
attended  with  truth  and  not  guess-work. 

The  item  of  brokerage  in  many  of  the  companies  trans- 
acting business  in  New  York  city  is  often  found 

deducted  from  the  premiums  scheduled  for  reserve 

purposes.  This  deduction  is  in  direct  violation  of  law. 
Section  1 of  chapter  110  of  the  Laws  of  1880,  pro- 
vides* that  when  the  statement  is  rendered  there  shall  be 
charged  in  the  liabilities  “a  sum  equal  to  the  total 
“unearned  premiums,  on  the  policies  in  force  calculated  on 
“the  gross  sum  without  any  deduction  on  any  account 
“ charged  to  the  policyholder  for  each  respective  risk  from 
“the  date  of  the  issuance  of  the  policy.”  The  language  is 
not  ambiguous  and  there  is  no  qualification  in  any  other  act 
that  justifies  the  interpietation  that  has  been  placed  on  it  by 
not  a few  of  the  companies.  With  this  public  notice  of  the 
Department’s  construction  of  the  act  no  charge  can  be  made 
of  hasty  action,  if  a violation  of  the  act  is  hereafter  followed 
by  a prosecution  of  the  offending  corporation.  This  same 
remark  will  apply  to  the  companies  who  have  been  in  the 
habit  of  reducing  the  total  of  unterminated  premiums  by  the 
amount  allowed  agents  for  policy  fees.  In  a late  investiga- 
tion it  was  insisted  that  $25,000.00  should  be  added  to  the 
liabilities  on  this  account. 

All  companies  are  now  required  to  file,  as  part  of  their 
statements,  a schedule  of  reinsured  risks.  New  York  Com- 
panies are  prohibited  from  reinsuring  any  risk,  no  matter 
where  located,  in  a company  not  authorized  to  transact 
business  in  this  State.  Companies  of  other  States  and 
countries,  licensed  to  issue  policies  in  this  State,  cannot 
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reinsure  such  policies  except  in  corporations  holding  a cer- 
tificate of  authority  from  this  Department.  To  the  extent 
that  risks  written  out  of  this  State  by  other  than  New  York 
companies  are  not  covered  by  this  act  the  corporations  of 
this  State  are  injured,  as  the  restriction  applies  to  all  their 
policies.  While  the  act  in  no  way  interferes  with,  and  could 
not  legally  affect  the  rights  of  other  States’  and  foreign 
companies  outside  the  territory  of  this  State,  yet  if  the 
standing  of  any  such  company  was  brought  below  the 
requirements  of  the  laws  of  this  State,  by  rejecting  the 
credit  asked  for  such  reinsurances,  the  Superintendent  would 
not  hesitate  to  take  advantage  of  the  discretionary  power 
vested  in  him  by  law  and  prevent  the  company  from  oper- 
ating in  New  York. 

Conclusion. 

To  the  Companies  that  have  aided  the  Superintendent’s 
desire  to  publish  an  early  report  by  a marvelously  prompt 
compliance  with  his  requests,  and  the  Department  clerks, 
who  have  worked  unceasingly  in  preparing  the  statements 
for  the  printer,  the  insuring  public  is  indebted  for  this  the 
earliest  publication  of  its  kind  ever  issued.  Every  effort  has 
been  made  to  check  the  work  performed,  so  that  in  the  haste 
of  preparation  errors  of  a grievous  kind  would  not  appear. 
It  is  believed  that  none  such  will  be  found. 

The  reports  of  the  life  and  casualty  companies  and  asso- 
ciations will  be  published  as  part  two  of  this  report.

It  is  not  believed  that  anything  can  be  added  to  the  above 
showing,  that  will  demonstrate  the  wonderful  growth  of  the 
business  to  better  advantage.  There  is  no  company  in  the 
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list  that  lias  had  aught  in  its  management  to  disturb  the 
confidence  of  its  members.  There  has  been  at  times  some 
personal  criticism  of  officials,  but  as  a general  proposition 
the  solvency  of  none  of  the  companies  has  been  at  issue. 
These  particular  institutions  are  thus  spoken  of  in  order  to 
commend  them  all  for  proving,  in  the  days  when  the  sys- 
tem itself  was  at  stake,  that  companies  legitimately  and 
honorably  managed  are  of  the  greatest  benefit  to  the 
public.  In  addition  they  served  to  sustain  the  faith  of 
the  people,  in  our  financial  institutions  when  on  all  sides 
was  disaster  and  when  stability  was  at  premium.  In 
thus  heartily  commending  these  successful  companies  let 
it  not  be  understood  that  the  failures  that  have  occurred 
in  the  business  are  forgotten,  or  assumed  that  the 
losses  and  hardships  sustained  by  them  were  of  no  moment, 
but  the  admirable  history  of  the  institutions  that  have  met 
their  claims  through  all  that  regretful  period  more  than 
illumines  the  darkest  pages  of  the  record.  The  five  New 
York  State  companies  that  appear  both  in  the  1859  and  1883 
reports  present  in  each  case  some  distinctive  feature  that 
accounts  for  their  particular  success,  but  of  them  the  model 
insurance  organization  of  the  world,  with  $100,912,245.02  of 
assets,  and  the  two  companies  showing  respectively  $81,129,756 
and  $52,735,564  of  new  business  written  during  the  year  1883, 
are  the  most  remarkable.  To  those  who  are  familiar  with  the 
history  of  these  three  companies,  there  is  in  each  one  an  indi- 
vidual management  deserving  of  the  greatest  praise,  and  which 
has  so  impressed  itself  on  the  career  of  the  corporations  that 
their  names  and  success  are  synonymous  terms.  This  fact  is 
true  also  of  other  companies  having  the  right  to  transact  busi- 
ness in  this  State,  but  not  to  so  great  a degree.  Of  the  com- 
panies operating  in  New  York,  all  of  them  have  submitted  to 
rigid  investigations,  and  with  possibly  a single  exception,  no 
one  of  them  can  be  said  to  be  an  experiment.  All  are  believed 
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to  be  honprably  conducted  and  free  from  the  speculative  and 
litigious  management  that  has  done  so  much  in  the  past  to 
bring  the  business  of ' Life  Insurance  into  disrepute.  To  the 
writer  who  has  been,  by  reason  of  his  connection  with  the 
Department  during  the  past  fourteen  years,  a participant  in 
the  investigations  of  all  the  companies  incorporated  under  the 
Laws  of  this  State,  and  who  has  had  frequent  occasion  to 
criticise  them,  it  is  a positive  pleasure  to  state  that  at  no  time 
has  there  been  so  little  necessity  for  criticism  as  now.  A con- 
densed statement  of  the  business  for  twenty-five  years  is  given 
in  the  following  table,  showing  the  number  and  amount  of 
policies  in  force,  Gross  Assets,  Gross  Liabilities  and  Surplus  of 
Life  Insurance  Companies  of  this  State,  and  of  other  States 
transacting  business  in  this  State,  separately  and  combined, 
from  the  year  1859  to  1883,  both  inclusive.

This  magnificent  array  of  figures'  is  fitly  crowned  with  a 
grand  total  of  present  resources  amounting  to  $472,369,099.26. 
Never  was  there  presented,  anywhere,  a statement  of  trustee- 
ship accounting  that  equals  this,  and  it  needs  but  publicity  to 
silence  the  doubts  of  those  who  have  been  prejudiced  by  the 
failures  that  have  occurred  in  the  business.  The  losses  occa- 
sioned by  these  failures,  unfortunate  as  they  were,  are  insig- 
nificant when  compared  with  the  great  benefits  conferred  by 
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the  solvent  companies  in  the  return  to  the  policyholders  and 
their  beneticiaries  of  $837,849,638,  as  shown  by  the  pre- 
ceding statistics.  If  these  exhibits  were  given  circulation  by 
the  officers  and  agents  with  the  same  earnestness  and  ingenuity 
that  characterize  the  issuance  of  canvassing  documents, 
“proving’’  that  each  company,  other  than  their  own,  is 
insolvent,  there  would  be  fewer  skeptics  and  more  companies. 
There  is  material  enough  in  the  columns  of  figures  here  pre- 
sented to  justify  the  occupation  of  any  solicitor,  and  if  used  to 
advantage  will  procure  insurers  without  resorting  to  the  pam- 
phlets and  ratio  books  that  “demonstrate”  the  assets  of  rival 
companies  to  be,  as  a matter  of  fact,  their  liabilities,  and  their 
surplus  an  expense  that  should  properly  be  charged  to  profit 
and  loss.  Of  late  years,  these  exaggerated  statements  of  com- 
peting agents  are  less  frequently  heard  than  when  the  field  was 
occupied  by  companies  that  needed  prevaricating  agents  to 
obtain  business  and  untruthful  officers  to  make  statements. 

Virtually  this  class  of  companies,  if  it  now  exists,  is  not 
operating  in  this  State.  Occasionally  the  Department  is 
informed  of  some  obstreperous  agent  who  will  not  be  con- 
vinced that  this  method  of  soliciting  is  out  of  date ; but  in 
all  instances  his  company’s  ultimatum  of  discharge,  if  his 
course  is  persisted  in,  has  made  him  tractable.  While  the 
Department  cannot  prevent  the  utterances  of  people  who  are 
employed  by  the  companies,  yet  it  can  enter  its  protest  that 
the  license  of  the  Superintendent,  which  he  is  compelled  to 
give  on  appointment,  does  not  convey  any  authority  to  take 
up  his  time  in  contradicting  the  fables  of  the  licensed  party. 
The  legitimate  correspondence  of  this  office  is  sufficiently 
large  to  make  the  individual  responsible  for  it  feel  concerned 
about  the  replies  that  are  required  to  be  made ; but  when, 
in  addition,  he  is  called  upon  to  assume  the  burden  of 
assuring  frightened  policy-holders  that  their  abundantly  able 
company  is  secure,  he  has  a right  to  demand  relief  from  the 
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task,  especially  when  the  Department  certificate  of  authority, 
with  its  seal  of  State,  is  used  as  a guaranty  of  the  calumniator. 

Co-operative  Business. 

When  chapter  256  of  the  Laws  of  1881  was  enacted,  the 
Department,  for  the  first  time,  was  given  the  supervision  of 
tlie  assessment  organizations  and  societies.  The  history  ot 
that  act  is  quite  familiar  to  all  interested  parties.  It  is  not 
the  intention  of  the  Superintendent  to  refer  to  prior  attempts 
to  procure  legislation  on  this  subject,  except  so  far  as  to 
justify  his  action  in  endeavoring,  through  a prominent  mem- 
ber of  the  Legislature,  to  procure  the  passage  of  an  act 
which  would  prevent  the  “grave  yard 5 ’ companies  of  other 
States  from  operating  in  this  State.  The  bill  was  defeated 
at  the  instigation  of  the  New  York  societies,  which,  at  that 
time,  1880,  were  not  awakened  to  the  danger  to  their  own 
organizations  in  the  competition  of  fraudulent  associations. 
In  fact  they  followed  up  what  to  them  seemed  an  advantage  in 
the  defeat  of  the  “Husted  bill,”  by  procuring  the  passage  of  an 
act  specifically  exempting  all  co-operative  institutions  from 
any  supervision  whatever.  This  intention  was  frustrated  by 
a prompt  and  fearless  veto  of  the  Executive,  and  who, 
though  publicly  censured  at  the  time  for  his  action,  has 
been  more  than  vindicated  by  the  conversion  to  his  views  of 
the  promoters  of  the  meeting  called  to  denounce  him.  The 
predictions  of  the  Superintendent  that,  before  a year  had 
passed  away,  the  New  York  State  organizations  would,  of 
their  own  motion,  ask  legislation  for  their  supervison  and 
protection,  were  verified ; and  ever  since  that  time  each 
year  has  found  in  the  protestants  of  1880  the  warmest 
advocates  of  all  measures  calculated  to  give  to  this  Depart- 
ment power  to  require  statements  from  them  and  to  inves 
tigate  their  affairs.  The  law  of  1881,  while  meeting  the 
pressing  demands  of  that  year,  was  found  to  be  lacking 
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in  many  particulars.  No  provision  was  made  for  the 
incorporation  of  new  organizations ; and  associations  of  other 
States  that  had,  without  license,  been  operating  in  New  York 
were  allowed  to  continue  with  no  right  of  prevention.  In  1883, 
with  a unanimity  on  the  part  of  the  societies  quite  commend- 
able, an  effort  was  made  to  procure  such  legislation  as  would 
remedy  existing  wrongs  and  provide  for  future  wants.  Chapter 
175  of  the  Laws  of  that  year  was  the  result.  It  is  easier  to 
point  out  the  good  things  accomplished  by  that  legislation 
than  to  mark  its  defects.  But  there  is  one  proviso  that  the 
Superintendent  regards  as  affording  no  protection  to  honestly 
managed  institutions,  and  yet  can  be  made  to  serve  unfaithful 
officers.  Reference  is  had  to  section  13,  which  provides  that 
in  the  event  of  charges  being  made  by  the  Superintendent  to 
the  Attorney  General,  and  by  that  official  reported  to  the  court, 
that  the  verdict  of  a jury,  selected  in  the  county  where  the 
company  lias  its  principal  office,  shall  be  conclusive  upon  the 
propriety  of  restraining  the  organization  from  continuing  busi- 
ness. The  section  justly  provides  that  the  law  officer  of  the 
State  shall  decide  whether  the  facts  contained  in  the 
Superintendent’s  report  will  warrant  him  in  applying  to 
the  court  for  an  order  to  close  the  business ; and  it  appears 
to  the  Superintendent  that  with  the  restraints  on  the 
State  officials,  the  subsequent  decision  of  a Supreme 
Court  judge,  on  all  the  facts  presented,  should  be  entirely 
sufficient,  without  the  rights  of  the  members  being  jeopar- 
dized by  the  obstinacy  of  one  man  in  a jury  of  the  officers’ 
vicinage  being  vested  with  the  power  to  continue  the  organi- 
zation in  its  fraudulent  career.  With  this  single  criticism 
of  the  act,  the  questions  to  be  further  considered  are  not 
concerned  with  the  direful  predictions,  made  by  experts, 
that  all  these  associations  and  societies  are  bound  to  come 
to  grief.  The  Legislature  has  enacted  that  they  shall  be 
subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  Superintendent,  and  he  has 
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no  right  to  set  up  his  individual  opinion,  no  matter  what  it 
may  be,  against  that  instruction.  It  should  and  will  be  his 
aim  rather  to  throw  around  the  system  all  the  safeguards 
that  will  add  to  the  protection  of  confiding  members. 
This  cannot  be  accomplished  by  a wholesale  denunciation  of 
all  the  organizations,  without  regard  to  the  positive  benevo- 
lency  of  many  of  them.  Not  a few  of  these  are  serving  a 
worthy  purpose,  and  where  they  are  free  from  officials  who 
are  guided  only  by  their  own  personal  aggrandizement,  the 
Superintendent  has  but  encouragement  to  offer.  As  it  stands 
to-day,  the  organizations  are,  as  a rule,  experiments,  and, 
judging  from  the  past,  the  result  will  be  the  discomfiture 
of  many  of  their  members.  The  institutions  that  will  suc- 
ceed are  those  who  have  the  ability  to  pay  their  certificates 
in  full,  and  no  opposition  from  any  source — no  matter 
by  what  means  it  shall  be  created  — will  detract  from 
their  popularity.  There  are  reporting  to  this  Department 
120  co-operative  societies.  Where  they  are  weak  it  is 
plainly  indicated  by  their  statements.  Those  that  are 
cumbering  the  ground  are  not  few  in  number,  but  until 
their  officers  do  some  act  of  usurpation,  or  fail  to  levy  assess- 
ments as  required  by  their  several  constitutions,  the  Super- 
intendent has  no  authority  to  complain..  To  the  extent  that 
these  weak  organizations  exist,  the  good  ones  are  injured. 
This  is  clearly  understood  by  the  officials  that  have  con- 
sulted with  the  Superintendent  ; and  he  finds  it  quite  gener- 
ally realized  that  the  fittest  only  will  survive,  while  the 
others  will  have  a speedy  demise.  The  Superintendent  is 
not  in  sympathy  with  that  determination  which  has  obtained 
some  footing  to  drive  all  these  societies  out  of  existence. 
Where  integrity  of  management  and  satisfied  members  are 
found,  there  will  be  no  disposition  on  his  part  to  decide 
against  them  on  general  principles,  or  destroy  the  faith  of 
the  members  by  personal  innuendos  directed  against  their 
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officers.  If  regular  life  insurance  companies  were  to  be 
judged  by  the  fraud  and  rascality  of  similar  corporations  that 
have  been  compelled  to  retire  from  the  field,  there  would  be 
no  such  companies  left.  In  pointing  out  and  criticising  the 
pretensions  and  claims  made  by  some  of  the  assessment 
organizations,  it  is  with  no  intention  of  charging  that  all  of 
them  are  guilty  of  the  practices  described.  Whatever  criti- 
cism  may  be  made,  it  is  with  the  intention  of  preventing  a 
continuation  of  the  wrongs  causing  it,  and  the  Superin- 
tendent is  confident  that  he  will  have  the  support  of  the 
honestly  managed  societies  in  remedying  the  evils  and  pun- 
ishing the  offenders. 

In  the  first  place,  all  organizations  that  promise  to  pay 
any  definite  amount  to  the  member  during  his  lifetime,  with- 
out regard  to  his  physical  condition,  are  frauds.  There  is 
no  other  purpose  behind  such  promises  except  to  cheat  the 
applicant  and  enrich  the  officials.  No  qualification  of  these 
statements  can  be  made.  Certain  of  them  seek  to  evade  the 
law  by  so  wording  their  certificates  that,  upon  a member 
arriving  at  the  “ expectancy  of  life, 5 ’ whatever  that  may  bey 
they  regard,  or  will  regard,  it  as  a physical  disability.  The 
transparency  of  such  attempts  to  avoid  the  penalties  of  the 
act,  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  the  promises  to  pay  are  made 
to  mature  twenty-five,  thirty-five  and  forty-five  years  after 
the  issuance  of  the  certificates,  and  no  payment  is  made  if  the 
member  should  be  physically  disabled  before  these  dates.  The 
promoters  of  enterprises  of  this  character  do  not  wait  until 
physical  disability  ensues  before  pocketing  the  commissions 
on  the  payments  made  by  their  victims,  and,  in  fact,  their 
“expectancy”  is  reached  simultaneously  with  their  percentages. 

It  is  impossible  to  understand  how  intelligent  people  can 
be  duped  by  these  schemes,  and  yet  there  has  frequently 
been  stated  to  the  Superintendent  by  people  having  a good 
business  reputation,  their  implicit  belief  in  a representation 
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that,  on  the  payment  of  a maximum  amount  of  $250,  they  will 
receive  shortly  after,  $2,500.  They  admit  they  were  not 
induced  to  take  their  certificates  arid  be  preferred  to  their 
fellow  members,  still  when  the  impossibility  of  the  fulfillment 
of  the  promises  is  shown  to  them,  they  continue  in  their 
delusion  with  the  same  feeling,  it  is  presumed,  that  possesses 
a man  who  has  a lottery  mania.  It  is  surprising  the  number 
of  victims  that  are  caught  by  these  shams,  and  there  is 
apparently  no  falling  off  in  the  membership,  even  with  a 
lack  of  good  character  in  the  officials  that  manage  the 
concerns. 

Certificates  of  membership  are  on  file  in  this  Department, 
where,  in  large  type,  is  promised,  without  qualification,  that 
a positive  sum  will  be  paid  to  the  beneficiaries  of  the  members 
from  the  death  fund  of  the  association.  Following,  in  the  small 
printed  conditions  of  the  certificate,  it  is  stated  that  in  case 
the  death  fund  should  not  be  sufficient  to  pay  the  amount 
in  full  — and  it  is  seldom  or  never  so  — an  assessment  will 
be  levied  on  the  members.  A ten  thousand  dollar  ($10,000) 
certificate  of  this  character  was  lately  presented  to  the 
Superintendent  by  the  beneficiary  of  a member  who  died, 
and  it  was  developed  on  inquiry  that  at  the  date  of  the 
member’s  demise  this  fund  was  twenty-six  dollars  ($26) ! 
As  the  claim  could  not  be  satisfied  with  this  sum  an 
assessment  was  levied.  The  beneficiary  was  certain  that  she 
held  a $10,000  policy  of  life  insurance,  and  it  is  to  be  said 
in  her  justification  that  it  would  take  an  extraordinary 
person  to  perceive  from  the  reading  of  the  contract  that 
the  payment  to  her  could  be  less  than  that  amount.  She 
was  only  satisfied  to  the  contrary  when,  on  interrogating 
the  officers  as  to  what  sum  she  was  entitled,  she  received 
in  response  a letter,  of  which  the  following  is  a copy : 

“ In  reply  to  your  question  as  to  whether  the  association  was  able 
“to  pay  full  benefit,  would  say  that  on  uie  assessment  just  closed  we 
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4t  realized  $5,500,  leaving  about  $4,100  to  pay  matured  claims,  which 
“ amount  has  been  appropriated  to  that  purpose.  It  will  require  $6,606.06 
u to  be  raised  on  the  next  assessment  to  pay  $5,000.  The  new  business 
“ done  since  last  assessment,  which  will  be  included  in  the  next  assess- 
“ment,  just  barely  makes  this  amount;  so  if  all  the  members  pay  we 
“ can  pay  about  $5,000  nearly.  While  this  is  the  maximum  amount  which 
u can  be  raised,  we  fear  there  will  be  a considerable  per  centage  of 
“ lapses  in  making  an  assessment  for  a $10,000  claim  at  this  time 
“ when  our  members  know  that  an  assessment  will  not  produce  that 
u amount.  We  believe  there  will  be  a fuller  response  from  the  assess- 
“ment  if  the  claim  were  reduced  to  $5,000,  as  the  members  will 
“ then  have  the  encouragement  arising  from  the  expectation  that  the 
“ claim  could  be  paid  in  full.  As  it  will  require  the  entire  proceeds 
“ of  the  next  assessment  to  pay  this  claim,  even  if  reduced  to  $5,000, 
“ this  suggestion  is  offered  in  the  best  interests  of  all  concerned,  as 
“ we  would  like  to  raise  the  full  $5,000  net.  If  this  suggestion  meets 
“ with  favor,  we  would  be  glad  to  have  the  above  statement  verified 
“ by  any  person  you  may  select  to  go  over  our  assessment  record.  If 
“ it  is  not  approved,  we  shall,  of  course,  make  the  assessment  upon  the 
“ amount  of  the  claim  as  it  now  stands,  and  apply  the  proceeds  to  its 
“ payment  in  due  course.” 

Refusing  to  allow  the  certificate  holders  to  be  informed, 
with  her  acquiescence,  that  her  husband’s  certificate  was  but 
$5,000,  she  found  that  the  assessment  produced  about  $6,500, 
of  which  sum,  under  the  rules  of  the  association,  she  was 
obliged  to  contribute  a pro  rata  share  in  the  payment  of  her 
own  claim.  If  the  full  amount  of  the  assessment,  $6,500, 
had  been  paid,  there  would  be  no  fault  to  find  under  the 
contract;  but  it  was  developed  that  the  association  reserved 
the  right  to  deduct  (25  per  cent)  twenty-five  per  cent  of  the 
assessment  for  a reserve  fund ; and  so  in  addition  to  the 
contributions  of  her  husband,  she  was  mulcted  in  a penalty 
of  $1,600,  because  the  members  failed  to  contribute  the 
amount  she  was  entitled  to.  Fortunately  for  her  she  had 
submitted  the  case  to  the  Superintendent  for  his  advice,  or 
an  effort  would  have  been  made  to  still  further  deduct  from 
her  claim  $250  for  the  expense  of  collecting  the  assessment. 
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Again,  there  were  presented  to  the  Superintendent  a short 
time  since,  the  assessment  cards  of  an  association  so  worded 
that  the  number  of  certificates  issued  in  the  several 
classes  was  made  to  appear  as  the  number  in  force.  A 
worthy  mechanic  of  this  city,  induced  by  these  statements, 
continued  to  pay  the  several  assessments  until,  linding  himself 
a claimant  under  the  accident  branch,  it  was  developed  that 
not  one-third  the  certificates  pretended  to  be  in  force  had  any 
existence.  What  is  the  remedy  for  these  wrongs  ? The 
Superintendent  believes  that  any  organization  placing  in 
these  certificates  a sum  to  be  paid  in  the  event  of  death, 
and  receiving  the  members’  contributions  on  that  amount, 
should  be  compelled  to  levy  and  secure  a sufficient  number  of 
assessments  to  pay  the  claim  in  full,  or  in  the  event  of  failure 
to  do  so,  the  association  should  be  dissolved.  There  should 
not  longer  be  permitted  an  avoidance  of  this  liability  by  hiding 
the  contract  responsibility  in  a maze  of  words  and  technical 
terms,  that  are  only  made  plain  when  the  beneficiary  calls 
for  the  sum  supposed  to  be  due.  The  truth  is,  that  where 
there  is  a necessity  to  keep  from  the  members  the  actual 
number  belonging,  the  certificates  are  made  to  read  so  as  to 
deceive 

The  liability  attached  to  membership  in  co-operative 
organizations  has  been  adjudicated  upon  in  the  case  of 
Angus  McDonald,  Receiver  of  the  Mutual  Benefit  Associates 
of  Rochester,  v.  William  H.  Ross-Lewin.  That  association 
was  incorporated  under  chapter  267  of  the  Laws  of  1875, 
section  3,  which  provides  that, 

“ The  membership  of  any  person  in  said  society  or  corporation  shah 
4<  be  determined  by  his  death,  or  by  his  voluntary  withdrawal  there- 

from,  or  by  expulsion  therefrom ; and  the  manner  of  such  withdrawal 
*c  or  expulsion  of  members  shall  be  determined  and  provided  by  the 
“ by-laws  of  said  corporation.” 
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The  by-laws  of  the  Associates  determined  that  if  any  member 
should  neglect  to  pay  any  dues  or  assessments,  then  and  in 
such  case  such  membership  should  cease  at  once  without 
notice  and  all  claims  be  forfeited  to  the  association  ; it  was 

“ IIeld%  that  the  neglect  to  pay  an  assessment  for  thirty  days 
u after  notice  thereof,  ipso  facto , determined  the  membership  of  the 
“ delinquent. 

“ That  he  was  liable  for  the  amount  of  all  assessments  previously 
“ made,  and  also  for  all  losses  happening  prior  to  the  time  when  he 
u ceased  to  be  a member,  though  no  assessment  therefor  had  then  been 
“ made. 

u That  a receiver  of  the  company,  appointed  in  an  action  brought  by 
“ the  people  to  procure  its  dissolution,  might  assess  the  members  for 
“ unassessed  losses  and  bring  separate  actions  against  each  member  to 
u recover  the  assessments  so  made  against  him. 

“ That  it  was  the  duty  of  the  receiver  to  distribute  the  amounts  so 
“ received  equitably  among  the  several  creditors  of  the  company. 

“ That  as  the  plaintiff  had  been  duly  appointed  a receiver,  his  title  to 
u the  assets  of  the  company,  including  the  liability  of  the  defendant  to 
make  good  the  losses  by  the  payment  of  proper  assessments,  could  not 
“ be  questioned  by  the  defendant.’’ 

The  full  text  of  the  decision  will  be  found  in  the  appen- 
dix to  this  report. 

Aside  from  the  act  of  1883,  the  law  of  1875  is  the  only 
statute  affording  any  authority  for  the  organization  of  Mutual 
Benefit  societies.  Nevertheless  a number  of  these  institu- 
tions have  been  organized  pursuant  to  chapter  319  of  the 
Laws  of  1848.  Such  organization  is  questionable,  as  it  was 
decided  by  the  Court  of  Appeals  in  People  ex  rel.  Blossom  v. 
Nelson  (46  New  York,  477),  that  a benevolent  co-operative 
relief  association  is  not  an  association  for  benevolent  or 
charitable  purposes  within  the  meaning  of  said  law  of  1848. 
All  societies  depending  on  this  law  for  the  legality  of  their 
incorporation  should,  without  delay,  reiti corporate  as  pro- 
vided by  the  act  of  1883. 

It  is  a matter  of  doubt  also,  in  case  a dispute  should 
arise,  whether  the  principle  applied,  as  relating  to  the  laws 
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of  1848,  would  not  be  held  good  as  to  associations  organized 
under  the  club  enactment  of  1875.  All  danger  and  annoy- 
ance may  be  avoided  by  tiling  without  delay  reincorporation 
papers,  as  provided  by  the  law  of  last  year.  There  can  be 
no  objection  to  reincorporating  under  the  act  of  1883,  and 
that  course  is  recommended  to  all  who  have  not  taken 
advantage  of  it. 

It  is  made  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent,  by  section  10 
of  the  Laws  of  1883,  to  refuse  a certificate  of  authority,  or 
to  renew  the  same  to  any  association  of  another  State, 
except  secret  fraternal  societies  already  authorized,  when  the 
associations  of  this  State  are  not  allowed  to  transact  business 
in  such  other  State.  Massachusetts  organizations,  doing 
business  here,  have  been  notified  that  their  authority  herein 
must  cease  under  this  requirement.  It  is  understood  that  a 
bill  will  be  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  that  State  that  will 
enable  its  institutions  to  continue  in  New  York. 

In  closing  this  subject,  the  Superintendent  suggests  that 
all  plans  that  pretend  to  guarantee  any  amounts,  except 
the  contributions  of  the  members,  are  fraudulent.  There  is 
no  insurance  of  any  positive  sum,  nor  can  there  be  in  the 
very  nature  of  the  business.  Accumulations  of  reserve 
funds  are  proper  and  wise,  when  intended  to  aid  the 
beneficiaries.  Where  they  are  composed  of  deductions  from 
assessments  that  were  not  sufficient  to  pay  the  face  of  the 
certificates,  it  is  a steal,  and  should  be  punished  the  same 
as  any  larceny.  That  a reserve  fund  will  ever  be  sufficient, 
as  some  people  state  they  believe  and  as  some  organizations 
pretend  to  show  — to  permanently  relieve  every  one  from 
assessments  — is  as  fallacious  as  it  is  absurd.  The  propo- 
sition would  not  be  dignified  by  a contradiction  here  if  the 
Superintendent  did  not  have  personal  knowledge  that 
there  are  misguided  people  who  believe  it  will  be 
accomplished  as  promised.  As  it  is,  he  apologizes  for  the 
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seeming  insult  to  intelligence  in  discussing  it.  It  has  been 
asserted  that  the  American  people  like  to  be  cheated,  and 
it  would  appear  to  be  true  from  the  number  that  quickly 
offer  themselves  for  the  sacrifice  of  their  wisdom  in  these 
matters.  Tiie  greater  the  delusion,  the  more  victims.  The 
Superintendent  is  convinced  that  some  of  the  associations 
must  have  in  their  employ  the  actuaries  who,  in  the  halcyon 
days  of  the  Anglo-Bengalee  Life  Insurance  Companies,  could 
figure  a surplus  out  of  the  contents  of  the  office  waste - 
paper  basket,  and  who  frequently  demonstrated  in  letters 
mathematical  to  the  Insurance  Journals  and  at  the  Direc- 
tors’ meetings,  that  the  reserve  required  by  law  was 
unnecessary,  because  the  policy-holders  had  agreed  to  pay 
more  than  the  Company  was  to  return,  which  unfortunately 
was  too  true,  as  the  reports  of  the  several  receivers  show. 

It  is  safe,  then,  for  the  people  who  cannot  afford  to  pay 
the  premiums  demanded  for  guaranteed  contracts — and  they 
are  a majority  — in  joining  the  assessment  organizations,  to 
avoid  those  officered  by  men  that  promise  profit  to  the 
members  but  keep  it  for  themselves,  and  in  whose  schemes 
the  only  assurance  found  is  in  their  advocacy  of  them. 

The  blank  prepared  by  the  Superintendent  for  co-operative 
returns  has  been  adopted  practically  by  all  the  other  Depart- 
ments, and  the  desired  uniformity  of  reports  obtained. 
There  is  no  trouble  as  a rule  in  procuring  prompt  and  rea- 
sonably full  statements,  but  a few  of  the  organizations  omit 
important  particulars.  This  omission  has  necessitated  con- 
siderable correspondence,  and  it  is  recommended  that  all 
institutions  having  less  than  1,000  members  be  exempted 
from  reporting  to  the  Department.  Their  number  is  one-half 
of  the  120  organizations  making  statements,  and  no  good  is 
accomplished  by  compelling  them  to  report.  The  blank  calls 
for  the  amounts  of  all  payments  by  members,  without  regard 
to  their  receipt  by  the  association  itself  or  their  retention  as 
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commissions  by  the  solicitors  and  agents.  It  may  be,  and 
doubtless  is,  true  that  all  these  moneys  are  not  paid  to  the 
association  ; nevertheless,  unless  they  are  incorporated  in  the 
proper  place  as  income  and  charged  off  in  the  appropriate 
item  as  expenses,  the  cost  of  membership  cannot  be  ascer- 
tained. The  agents  should  be  compelled  to  include  in  their 
returns  all  sums  paid  to  them  by  the  members.  If  any 
rebate  from  the  advertised  entrance  fees  is  made  to  the  cer- 
tificate-holders, while  that  rebate  should  not  be  regarded  as 
an  expense,  yet  information  of  it  should  be  given  to  the 
association.  The  following  schedules  and  tables  are  appro- 
priately designated,  and  efforts  have  been  made  to  render 
them  more  complete  than  usual.  In  the  order  of  statistical 
tables,  the  report  of  each  organization  is  separately  shown, 
and  attention  is  directed  to  the  two  compilations  covering 
the  co-operative  societies.  *

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Casualty  Insurance. 

This  branch  of  the  business  has  been  rapidly  developed 
within  the  last  ten  years.  Eight  companies  have  authority 
to  issue  casualty  policies,  and  two  of  them,  in  addition, 
issue  contracts  guaranteeing  the  fidelity  of  persons  holding 

C 

trusts.  Until  chapter  485  of  the  Laws  of  1879,  amending  the 
general  life  and  casualty  act,  known  as  chapter  463,  Laws  of 
1853,  was  passed,  permission  was  given  to  organize  and  author- 
ize companies  to  make  insurance  against  “loss,  damage, 
“or  liability  arising  from  any  unknown  or  contingent  event, 
“whatever,  which  may  be  the  subject  of  legal  insurance, 
“except  the  perils  and  risks  included  within  the  depart- 
“ments  of  fire,  marine  and  life  insurance.”  As  amended,  the 
act  confines  the  business  to  seven  branches,  viz.  : Health,  Acci- 
dent, Plate  Glass,  Fidelity,  Live  Stock,  Steam  Boiler  and 
Burglary  or  Theft,  and  provides,  among  other  things,  as  fol- 
lows : “Nor  shall  any  company  hereafter  organized  undertake 
“or  do  more  than  one  of  the  several  kinds  mentioned.”  The 
Superintendent  is  convinced  that  legislation  is  needed  in 
respect  to  increasing  the  amount  of  deposit  where  several 
kinds  of  business  are  combined,  and  for  that  reason  has 
caused  the  introduction  of  a bill  that  will  compel  an  extra 
deposit  of  $50,000  with  the  Department,  in  addition  to  the 
guaranty  capital  of  $100,000,  for  every  additional  class  of 
risks  undertaken.  This  course  seems  to  be  but  fair  to  the 
companies  that  are  restricted  by  their  charters  to  one  kind  of 
insurance,  and  yet  compelled  by  statute  to  have  the  same  capi- 
tal deposit  as  the  combination  companies.  Privilege  is  also 
given  to  any  company  heretofore  incorporated,  but  confined 
to  a single  class  of  risks,  to  issue  other  kinds  of  policies  on 
making  the  required  extra  deposit. 

The  Casualty  business  appears  to  be  fairly  profitable,  and 
energetically  managed  ; but  it  is  also  apparent  that  the  man- 
agers are  a combative  set ; in  fact  less  pugnacious  and  fault 
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finding  talent  is  desirable.  The  Superintendent  is  burdened 
daily  with  their  complaints  of  each  other,  and  it  has  ceased 
to  be  amusing  because  it  is  continuous.  The  truth  is  that  all 
of  the  companies  are  abundantly  able  to  pay  their  debts  and 
provide  for  the  necessary  reserve.  Their  surpluses,  however, 
would  be  greater  if  they  spent  less  money  in  trying  to  prove 
their  competitors  unsound.  The  Department  is  ever  ready  to 
correct  an  abuse  of  trust,  but  where  personal  detraction  of 
the  manager  forms  the  greatest  part  of  a complaint  it  will 
be  dismissed  instanter.  During  1883,  by  direction  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  an  investigation  was  made  of  the  company 
of  this  State  transacting  a fidelity  and  guarantee  business. 
The  result  of  the  investigation  was  satisfactory,  as  appears 
by  the  report  of  the  court  official  ordered  to  conduct  it. 
The  great  moral  hazard  attached  to  the  assumption  of 
fidelity  risks  compels  the  utmost  precaution  in  their  selection. 
In  the  seventeen  years’  combined  experience  of  the  two  fidelity 
companies  operating  in  this  State  a trifle  more  than  thirty 
per  cent  of  the  receipts  was  used  in  the  payment  of  claims. 
The  entire  receipts  were  $837,089.42,  and  the  losses  paid, 
$251,580.96.  This  showing  demonstrates  that  there  has  been 
no  recklessness  in  the  issuance  of  the  contracts.  It  is  evi- 
dent that  the  popularity  of  a corporation  guaranty  of  faith- 
fulness in  public  and  private  place  will  command  a large 
.business.  There  are  many  more  benefits  in  it  compared  with 
the  old  method  of  accepting  the  bonds  of  an  individual. 

The  business  conservatively  conducted  must  supplant  per- 
sonal responsibility.  The  eminent  cyclopedist,  Cornelius 
Walford,  tersely  states  his  belief  in  the  advantages  of  the 
system  in  the  following  language : 

“1.  They  afford  to  all  deserving  persons  facilities  in  obtaining 
u occupations  of  responsibility  and  trust.  2.  They  encourage  good 
“ character,  by  causing  that  alone  to  be  the  basis  of  suretyship,  apart 
“ from  the  influence  of  private  interest,  family  connections  or  pecuni- 
“ ary  resources.  3.  They  relieve  private  individuals  of  the  necessity  of 
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“ becoming  sureties;  from  the  consequent  liability  to  loss,  and  from  the 
“mental  anguish  — often  more  serious  than  merely  pecuniary  loss  — 
“ consequent  thereon ; also  from  the  inconvenience  attending  the 
“ administration  and  distribution  of  estates  without  knowledge  of 
“ impending  liability  of  this  character.  4.  They  offer  to  employers 
“ security  of  a tangible  character,  as  distinct  from  the  uncertainty 
“ which  characterizes  private  suretyship,  by  reason  of  death,  insol- 
“ vency,  removal  and  other  incidents.” 

Chapter  466  of  the  Laws  of  1881  authorizes  the  acceptance 
of  the  bond  of  a fidelity  company  by  any  judicial  officer  or 
head  of  department,  except  in  criminal  cases.  Frequently 
large  sums  are  involved  in  such  undertaking,  but  in  all 

instances  where  the  guaranty  required  is  in  excess  of  ten 

per  cent  of  the  capital  stock,  the  securities,  the  safe  keeping 
of  which  is  the  subject  of  the  contract,  are  brought 
within  the  custody  of  the  company,  and,  so  far,  no  loss 
of  any  kind  has  been  sustained  on  any  court  risk.  It  is 
difficult  to  see,  in  view  of  the  requirements  made  by  the 
company,  that  there  is  any  danger  in  allowing  the  issuance 
of  such  policies.

Industrial  Insurance. 

The  rapid  growth  of  industrial  insurance  indicates  that 
the  advantages  it  offers  are  being  presented  with  character- 
istic energy  by  the  companies  that  are  making  it  a specialty. 
In  five  years  the  increase  in  the  number  of  the  policies 
issued  is  amazing.  The  subject  presents  for  serious  consid- 
eration several  phases  that  are  important  both  in  the  pro- 
tection afforded  the  policy-holders,  and  the  probable  result 
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of  tlie  efforts  to  establish  the  success  of  the  undertaking. 
The  reserve  to  be  charged  has  been  the  subject  of  discus- 
sion by  actuaries  and  at  several  conventions  of  State  Insur- 
ance officials.  A plan  was  agreed  upon,  and  has  been 
observed  with  but  slight  modification  for  the  past  three 
years.  It  is  admitted  that  the  large  number  of  lapses,  and 
the  great  expense  of  obtaining  and  retaining  the  business, 
are  elements  that  do  not  enter  into  ordinary  life  insur- 
ance transactions.  In  fact  there  is  no  precedent  to  guide  the 
companies.  The  operations  of  the  Prudential,  of  London, 
are  familiar,  it  is  true,  yet  the  State  control  surrounding 
the  American  companies  restrains  them  to  certain  methods 
that  are  diametrically  the  opposite  of  the  freedom  and 
judgment  that  have  permitted  and  fostered  the  great  suc- 
cess of  the  foreign  company.  It  may  be  assumed,  there- 
fore, that  the  Superintendent  will  use  the  widest  latitude 
of  discretion  consistent  with  safety  in  building  up  and 
encouraging  this  plan  for  family  insurance.  It  is  a work 
of  supererogation  to  refer  in  detail  to  the  benefits  conferred 
by  the  London  Company  on  the  industrial  classes  of  Great 
Britain,  where  its  policy-holders  number  one-seventh  of  the 
population  ; there  is  equal  promise  of  benefit  and  success 
in  the  United  States.  The  time  for  experimenting,  it  is 
true,  has  not  passed,  and  there  must  be  to  some  extent 
a different  procedure  in  securing  business  compared  with 
the  operations  in  London.  It  is  evident,  however,  that 

many  points  have  been  obtained  by  our  companies  from 

the  foreign  office,  and  supplemented  successfully  by  the 

intuitiveness  that  discerns  the  faults  and  creates  their  reme- 
dies. The  companies  prosecuting  the  business  in  this  State 
have  in  five  years  procured  a membership  equal  to  that  of 
the  Prudential  when  it  had  twenty-eight  years’  experi- 
ence. W hat  can  be  prophesied  of  their  future  ? The 

details  connected  with  the  collection  of  the  weekly  premiums, 
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and  tlie  verification  of  the  work  of  the  collectors  are  pro- 
vided for  and  guided  by  a well-nigh  perfect  system.  The 
increase  each  year  in  the  number  of  people  employed  by  the 
companies  in  their  outside  work  indicates  the  popularity  of 
the  business.  The  liberality  shown  in  the  treatment  of 
policy-holders  and  the  prompt  payments  of  claims  have 
accomplished  its  establishment.  There  is  not  recalled  a sin- 
gle complaint  made  of  any#  of  the  companies  during  the 
year,  and  with  a constituency  in  this  State  that  is  quite 
formidable  and  growing  daily,  this  fact  is  remarkable. 

The  business  of  the  several  companies  on  this  plan  is  not 
included  in  the  statistical  tables,  because  of  its  peculiarity, 
and  the  difference  in  comparison  it  would  create.  The 
amount  of  risks  and  number  in  force  in  the  industrial  class 
are  separately  given  in  the  respective  statements,  but 
no  separation  of  the  income  and  the  expenditures  in  the 
two  branches  is  required  by  the  blanks,  so  that  no  estimates 
''f  the  results  in  these  respects  are  obtainable,  except  in  the 
single  company  that  issues  industrial  policies  only.  It  is 
recommended  that  hereafter  all  receipts  and  disbursements 
of  the  industrial  branches  should  be  reported  as  such.  The 
following  is  a schedule  of  the  numbers  and  amounts  of 
industrial  policies :

Gives  the  assets  of  life  insurance  companies  doing  business 
in  this  State  on  the  thirty-first  of  December  last.  The  gross 
assets  amount  to  $471,805,920.77,  an  increase  of  $22,203,573.60 
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compared  with  the  amount  reported  for  1882.  Of  this  gross 
amount  of  assets  home  companies  possess  $251,973,410.10;

Bankrupt  and  Reinsured  Companies. 

The  correspondence  of  the  Department  in  relation  to  these 
companies  is  quite  voluminous.  It  does  not  appear  to  be 
generally  understood  that  the  Superintendent  has  no  control 
whatever  over  the  receivers,  or  that  they  are  responsible  only 
to  the  court  for  the  performance  of  their  trust.  They  are 
required  annually,  by  the  insurance  laws,  to  make  and  file  a 
statement  of  their  transactions,  but  no  other  duty  can  be 
required  from  them  by  this  office.  The  Attorney  General,  by 
chanter  378,  Laws  of  1883,  is  vested  with  power  to  investigate 
and  apply  for  the  removal  of  delinquent  receivers,  but  the 
Superintendent  has  no  authority  in  the  premises. 

For  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  results  of  the  several 
receiverships,  inquiry  has  been  made  as  to  the  numbers  and 
amounts  of  dividends  paid.  The  information  has  been 
promptly  and  courteously  furnished  by  the  receivers,  and  in 
the  following  schedules  a recapitulation  of  their  replies  is 
given.  The  returns  are  supplemented  with  the  amounts 
paid  by  the  Superintendent  from  what  are  known  as  the 
$100,000  funds,  held  in  this  department.  A statement  of  the 
cash  and  securities  belonging  to  the  retired  companies,  held 
by  the  Superintendent,  being  the  balance  of  such  Depart- 
ment deposits,  is  also  given.  The  assets  undivided 
by  the  receivers  are  not  stated,  because  their  value 
is  unknown.  The  reports  of  the  receivers  will  be  found  in 
their  order  in  this  volume,  and  reference  is  made  to  them 
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for  information  not  contained  under  this  heading.  A 
number  of  decisions  (see  Appendix)  has  been  rendered  during 
1883  by  the  Court  of  Appeals  affecting  the  distribution  of 
the  funds  of  these  companies.  They  are  made  too  late  to 
be  of  much  service  to  the  policy-holders  of  the  present  bank- 
rupt companies.  Nevertheless,  they  determine  many  matters 
of  dispute,  and  no  decision  has  been  given  that  does  not  add 
to  the  protection  of  the  companies’  assets,  and  confirm  the 
preference  of  policy  claims.  The  occupation  of  the  inter- 
venor,  if  it  continues,  must  be  without  cost  to  the  fund, 
which  is  as  it  should  be  and  should  have  been,  but  there 
are  cases,  and  not  a few  in  number  either,  when  intervening 
counsel  have  saved  to  the  policy-holders  a large  amount  that 
officials  of  easy  nature  and  non -combative  propensities  would 
have  permitted  to  be  paid  to  receivers  and  their  dependents 
for  little  or  no  services.

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Standard  of  Reserve. 

No  subject  connected  with  the  business  of  life  insurance 
has  been  oftener  or  more  thoroughly  discussed  than  this  one. 
The  attempts  of  the  several  Superintendents  of  this  department 
to  solve  the  problem  are  matters  of  public  record. 

In  1868  the  American  Experience  Table  of  Mortality,  with 
interest  at  four  and  one-half  per  cent  per  annum,  was  adopted, 
but  a proviso  was  attached  to  the  act  (chap.  623)  that  virtually 
nullified  it  by  reserving  to  the  Superintendent  the  right  to  make 
a gross  as  well  as  a net  valuation,  and  in  certain  instances  to 
vary  the  standard  of  mortality  and  rate  of  interest  so  that,  prac- 
tically, if  complaint  were  made  against  any  company,  trie  court 
had  the  right  to  judge  of  its  standing  by  a different  method 
than  that  applied  by  the  Superintendent,  in  arriving  at  his  con- 
clusions. The  provisions  of  chapter  161  of  the  Laws  of  1879, 
make  it  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  to  apply  a net  pre- 
mium test  whenever  an  examination  is  made  or  statement 
rendered,  using  the  same  mortality  table  and  interest  rate 
determined  by  the  Law  of  1868. 

At  the  instigation  of  the  Superintendent  there  lias  been 
introduced  in  the  Assembly  a bill  providing  that  on  December 
31,  1886,  the  assumed  rate  of  interest  shall  be  four  per  cent, 
and  the  mortality  table,  that  known  as  the  ‘‘Actuaries  or 
Combined  Experience.”  This  measure  has  been  presented  each 
year  for  several  years  past,  but  invariably  it  has  been  defeated 
or  neglected  in  committee,  although  no  reason  was  offered  or 
stated  against  the  proposition.  On  all  occasions  some  one 
has  proposed  that  the  act  should  not  take  effect  until  two 
or  more  years  after  the  latest  date  expressed  in  the  bill, 
although  if  the  amendment  had  been  adopted  when  the 
measure  was  first  presented,  the  law  would  be  in  force  at 
this  date  instead  of  1886,  as  now  provided.  The  Superin- 
tendent is  convinced  that  all  such  propositions  are  not 
offered  in  good  faith  by  the  persons  instigating  them.  If 
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each  and  every  company  did  not  show  by  sworn  statement 
that  it  was  possessed  of  the  higher  reserve  on  December  31, 
1883 ; then,  indeed,  there  would  be  merit  in  the  proposition 
to  postpone  for  four  years.  And,  again,  if  it  were  proposed 
to  place  a company  in  the  hands  of  a receiver,  unless  it  had 
resources  equal  to  the  four  per  cent  standard,  an  argument 
for  its  indefinite  postponement  could  properly  be  made. 
All  necessary  safeguards  in  this  respect  are  provided  for  by 
the  present  act,  which  reads  as  follows : 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  valuation  of  life  insurance  policies 
and  obligations  connected  therewith. 

The  People  of  the  State  of  New  York , represented  in  Senate  and 
Assembly , do  enact  as  follows : 

Section  1.  For  all  the  purposes  of  the  general  life  insurance  laws 
known  as  chapter  three  hundred  and  eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen 
hundred  and  forty-nine  and  chapter  four  hundred  and  sixty-three  of 
the  laws  of  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-three  and  the  acts  amendatory 
thereof  and  supplementary  thereto,  the  superintendent  of  the  insur- 
ance department  is  hereby  directed  to  value  the  policy  obligations  of 
all  life  insurance  companies  transacting  business  in  this  state,  on  the 
net  premium  basis  according  to  the  actuaries  or  combined  experience 
table  of  mortality,  with  interest  at  four  per  centum  per  annum. 
When  the  actual  premiums  charged  by  a company  for  an  insurance  is 
less  than  the  net  premium  for  such  insurance,  computed  according  to 
the  table  of  mortality  and  rate  of  interest  aforesaid,  then,  and  in  every 
such  case,  the  company  shall  be  charged  as  a separate  liability  with  the 
value  of  an  annuity,  the  amount  of  which  shall  equal  the  difference 
between  the  premiums  aforesaid,  and  the  term  of  which  in  years  shall 
equal  the  number  of  future  annual  payments  due  on  said  insurance  at 
the  date  of  the  valuation. 

§ 2.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  authorize  the  appointment  of  a 
receiver  for  any  life  insurance  company,  if  such  company  has  actual 
funds  invested  according  to  law,  of  a net  cash  value  equal  to  all  its 
outstanding  liabilities  and  a reserve  on  policies  and  claims  not  matured, 
calculated  by  the  net  premium  method  on  the  American  Experience 
Table  of  Mortality,  with  interest  at  four  and  one-half  per  centum  per 
annum.  But  no  company  shall  issue  new  policies  if  its  premium 
reserve  is  shown  to  be  impaired  by  the  mode  of  valuation  described  in 
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the  first  section  of  this  act,  until  the  impairment  is  made  good  and  a 
certificate  of  the  superintendent  of  the  insurance  department  is  issued 
to  that  effect.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the 
superintendent  of  the  insurance  department  from  accepting  the 
certificate  of  valuation  of  the  superintendent,  or  commissioner  of 
insurance  of  any  other  state,  of  the  companies  organized  under 
the  laws  of  such  other  states,  provided  the  obligations  of  such  com- 
panies are  valued  in  the  manner  described  in  the  first  section  of 
this  act. 

§ 3.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this  act  are  hereby 
repealed. 

§ 4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  December  thirty-first,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  eighty-six. 

Where  is  the  danger  in  its  enactment  ? If  the  appeals  that 
were  made  by  men  of  eminent  ability  fifteen  years  ago,  for  the 
adoption  of  the  four  per  cent  rule  had  been  heeded,  there 
would  have  been  less  losses,  by  failures,  to  lament.  It  is 
conceded  that  no  company  can  prosper  unless,  in  all  its  calcu- 
lations for  dividends  and  distributions,  the  reserve  is  fixed  on 
the  assumption  of  but  four  per  cent  interest.  This  truism, 
taken  in  connection  with  the  fact  that  all  of  the  companies  of 
this  State  are  now  and  have  been  reporting  to,  and  seeking 
business  in  what  are  known  as  the  “four  per  cent  States,” 
is  an  answer  to  the  objections  calling  the  change  a radical  one, 
and  demanding  a postponement  of  it  for  two  years  from 
never.  If  Massachusetts  were  justified  in  1868,  by  her  ten 
years’  experience,  in  refusing  to  concur  in  a change  from  a four 
to  a four  and  one-half  per  cent  basis,  what  can  be  said  in  favor 
of  a retention  of  the  lower  standard  at  this  time?  All  the 
changes  that  have  occurred  since  then  have  shown  the  wisdom 
of  that  refusal,  and  the  necessity  was  never  greater  for  acqui- 
escence in  the  rule  adopted  by  the  Bay  State  than  now.  In 
a letter  to  his  successor  in  office,  when  this  subject  was  under 
discussion  by  the  States  of  New  York  and  Massachusetts, 
Professor  Wright  stated:  “It  seems  to  be  more  important 
“that  Massachusetts  should  be  right  than  that  she  should  be 
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“like  New  York.”  And  Commissioner  Sanford  in  the  text  of 
his  report  answers,  agreeing  with  him  : “The  time  when  some 

“of  the  companies  * * * might  not  improbably  lind  a 
“laxer  rule  a convenient  way  of  escaping  for  a while  longer, 
“the  penalty  due  to  an  insufficient  reserve  by  the  present 
“ standard,  seemed  to  be  just  the  time  not  to  relax  the  rule.” 
Truer  predictions  were  never  made.  Not  a great  while  after 
these  statements  had  been  given  to  the  public,  the  subject- 
matter  was  revived  in  the  second  session  of  the  National  Insur- 
ance Convention,  and  there  were  published  with  the  remarks  of 
the  first  Superintendent  of  this  Department,  who,  on  invitation, 
addressed  the  officials  assembled,  two  schedules  showing 
that  thirty-six  companies  then  doing  business  in  New  York 
State,  were  impaired  on  the  Massachusetts  standard  of  reserve. 
The  gentleman,  in  opposing  the  views  held  by  the  Massa- 
chusetts  Department,  stated : “The  New  York  standard  is 
“adequate  and  sufficient,  and  by  uniting  upon  it,  the  interests 
“of  all,  are  alike  protected  and  conserved.”  * * * “The 

“New  York  standard  represents  safety  and  uniformity;  the 
“Massachusetts  standard  conflict  and  permanent  injury  to 
“the  business.”  Unfortunately,  it  proved  that  of  the  thirty- 
six  companies  hereinbefore  referred  to  as  being  unable  to 
comply  with  the  law  of  Massachusetts,  but  authorized  to 
operate  in  New  York,  all  but  four  were  subsequently  placed 
in  the  hands  of  receivers. 

If  the  Convention  had  followed  the  lead  of  the  conservative 
officer  of  that  company  having  an  unparalleled  successful 
financial  history,  who  advised  it  as  follows:  “No  sound 

“institution  will  complain  at  the  establishment  of  such  a 
“basis  as  is  entirely  secure,  though  it  may  entail  economy 
“in  expenses  and  moderation  in  dividends,”  instead  of  shar- 
ing the  enthusiastic  views  of  the  well  meaning  but  mistaken 
member  who  believed  it  was  “pretty  certain  that  money 
“could  be  safely  loaned  at  over  six  per  cent  during  this 
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“ generation  at  least,”  the  present  discussion  and  the  money 
of  many  policy-holders  would  have  been  saved. 

It  is  offered  as  an  objection  to  an  increase  of  the  reserve 
liability  that  the  companies  are  receiving  more  than  the 
present  assumed  rate  of  interest.  That  fact  is  conceded,  but 
will  it  be  argued  that  the  danger  which  threatens  must  not 
be  provided  against  until  it  is  at  hand  ? At  this  date  the 
four  per  cent  bonds  of  the  Government  are  selling  at  a pre- 
mium of  twenty-two  cents  on  the  dollar  and  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury  has  just  given  his  approval  to  the  “Potter 
Refunding  Bill,’ ’ providing  for  the  issuance  of  a bond  bearing 
but  two  and  a-half  per  cent  interest,  which  it  is  believed  will 
be  floated  at  par.  Borrowing  the  language  used  twelve  years 
ago  by  an  official  heretofore  referred  to  in  this  Text,  as 
being  an  opponent  of  the  four  per  cent  standard  of  reserve, 
it  is  inserted  at  this  point  with  the  Superintendent’s  appro- 
bation of  the  views  contained  therein.  “It  is  entirely  clear 
“that  a governmental  standard  for  valuations  will  be  even 
“more  than  safe  if  the  rate  of  interest  assumed  is  not  in 
“excess  of  that  which  caa  be  realized  by  investments  in  the 
“ public  funds.’’  While  this  action  of  the  Government 
will  not  determine  the  rate  of  interest  on  the  secu- 
rities now  held  by  the  companies,  yet  it  will  have 

an  effect  as  to  mortgages  where  the  insured  has  the 

\ 

option  of  paying  the  principal  after  one  year,  which 
payment  is  generally  provided  for,  and  it  will  alsa  result 
in  the  extinguishment  of  all  government  securities,  except 
the  two  and  a-half  per  cent  loan  and  the  currency  sixes. 
This  will  bring  a reduction  in  the  rate  of  interest  on  all 
other  securities  to  be  placed  on  the  market,  beyond  question, 
and  it  scarcely  admits  of  argument  that  for  the  protection 
of  the  policy-holder  the  standard  should  be  changed  from 
four  and  one-half,  to  four  per  cent.  The  companies  have 
been  obliged  during  the  past  ten  years  to  almost  revolutionize 
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the  character  of  their  investments  in  order  to  meet  the  changes 
in  the  rate  of  interest ; and  the  Superintendent  is  not  satisfied 
that  the  efforts  in  this  direction  while  made,  doubtless,  with 
the  intention  of  benefiting  pecuniarily  the  several  trusts,  give 
the  same  sense  of  security  as  heretofore.  He  refers  to  the 
increase  in  loans  on  collaterals  during  the  period  mentioned. 

The  following  table  presents  this  increase  in  a concise

While  it  maybe  true  that  a “bear  market”  in  the  Stock 
Exchange  would  affect  the  valuation  of  all  listed  securities, 
whether  loaned  upon  or  owned  absolutely,  it  is  submitted 
that  loans  on  securities  needing  constant  watching  by  reason 
of  the  kaleidoscopic  changes  of  “the  street,”  are  sadly  out 
of  place  in  a statement  of  trust  funds.  The  superstructure 
of  life  insurance  is  based  on  permanency  both  in  values 
and  investments.  The  clicking  of  a “ticker”  in  the  office 
of  a company,  while  indicating  the  precaution  taken  by  the 
officers  in  keeping  their  margins  on  loans  closely  looked 
after,  metaphorically  announces  that  there  is  a doubt  enter- 
tained by  them  of  the  wisdom  of  making  such  investments. 

With  the  change  recommended  in  the  law  it  is  hoped  that  the 
necessity  for  these  loans  and  their  necessary  “tape”  adjunct 
will  have  passed  away,  and  that  they  will  be  remembered  only 
to  be  deplored.  The  companies  of  this  State,  having  $32,140,- 
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889.43  more  assets  than  their  sister  corporations  have  been 
restricted  and  hampered  by  the  investment  laws  of  New  York, 
as  compared  with  the  more  liberal  facilities  afforded  the  com- 
panies of  other  States  by  their  own  laws.  The  excuse  of  the 
New  York  companies  for  resorting  to  the  expediency  of  loan- 
ing on  collaterals,  has  great  justification.  They  should  have 
some  relief  in  this  particular,  and  their  wants  should  be  con- 
sidered in  the  revision  of  the  insurance  laws  recommended  to 
your  honorable  body,  in  Part  I of  this  report. 

Department  Work  of  1883. 

This  report  concludes  with  a reference  to  the  results 
accomplished  during  the  year.  In  no  egotism  are  the  facts 
stated,  but  rather  to  show  that  there  can  be  no  sinecures 
held  in  the  Department  if  each  person  performs  his  allotted 
share  of  the  work.  The  regular  force  numbers  seventeen 
(17)  clerks,  and  the  salary  list  is  $28,350.  The  receipts 
were  $91,951.64,  and  expenses,  $62,161.47.  Seventeen  exam- 
inations were  made  at  a cost  of  $1,653.70.  Eleven  thou- 
sand seven  hundred  letters  were  received  and  answered, 
or  acknowledged.  Six  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-six 
appointments  of  agents  were  filed  and  certificates  of  authority 
issued  therefor.  Four  hundred  and  four  annual  statements 
were  analyzed,  checked,  copied  and  read  three  times  before  the 
abstracts  were  stereotyped  for  the  Superintendent’s  Report 
Six  hundred  and  seventy-seven  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
sixty-nine  policies  of  life  insurance  have  been  valued  seriatim , 
and  the  one  hundred  (100)  volumes  in  which  they  are 
abstracted,  footed  twice  for  the  two  standards  of  reserve, 
i,  e .,  four,  and  four  and  one-half  per  cent.  Three  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  sixty -four  policy-holders  have  been  paid 
dividends  from  the  funds  of  bankrupt  companies  held  in 
the  Department,  and  owing  to  the  precautionary  measures 
deemed  advisable  in  such  payments,  it  necessitated  three 
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communications  with  each  beneficiary  before  a check  wns 
delivered.  No  attempt  has  been  made  to  introduce 
the  methods  of  a circumlocution  office,  yet  there  has 
been  no  sacrifice  of  correctness  for  the  sake  of  haste  in 
completion.  The  magnitude  and  importance  of  the  trust, 
as  shown  by  the  table  that  follows,  it  is  scarcely  necessary 
to  say,  have  been,  and  are,  matters  of  deep  solicitude  to 
the  Superintendent.  In  its  fulfillment  he  has  been  aided 
by  the  old  and  faithful  employes  who  have  been  retained  in 
the  Department,  and  whose  tireless  energies  have  proved 
contagious  to  the  new  appointees.

In  accordance  with  a decision  made  in  the  case  of  Ruggles, 
Receiver,  Eclectic  Life  Insurance  v.  Chapman  (59  N.  Y., 
163),  the  Superintendent  has  been  compelled  to  distribute 

the  several  funds  of  $100,000  held  in  the  Department  for 

% 

the  general  protection  of  all  policy-holders  in  bankrupt 
companies.  In  many  instances  the  dividends  paid  are  but 
a small  per  centage  of  the  liabilities,  yet,  whatever  the  sum, 
the  policy-holders  were  fortunate  in  its  being  out  of  the 
custody  of  the  officers  who  allowed  it  to  be  available 
only,  because  they  could  not  reach  it.  The  double 
expense  caused  by  the  two  distributions  of  the  Receiver 
and  Superintendent  is  a matter  of  regret,  and  some 
means  should  have  been  devised  to  avoid  what  appears 
to  be  the  unnecessary  cost  of  separate  payments.  A 
petition  by  the  Superintendent,  lately  presented  the  court, 
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with  an  intention  to  save  to  the  policy-holders  of  the  Con- 
tinental Life  Insurance  Company  the  expense  of  tiie  dis- 
bursement by  this  office  of  the  Department  fund,  by  permit- 
ting the  receiver  to  distribute  it,  at  a nominal  expense,  in 
connection  with  a dividend  from  the  securities  held  by  him, 
has  been  denied  by  Judge  Lawrence,  for  want  of  jurisdiction. 
Additional  legislation  is  evidently  needed,  and  is  recommended 
to  obtain  the  desired  result.  With  the  protection  now 
afforded  by  law  in  relation  to  the  fees  of  receivers,  there  is 
no  excuse  for  compelling  the  Superintendent  to  roll  up  a 
bill  of  expense  to  be  paid  by  the  unfortunate  policy-holders 
who  have  been  too  heavily  mulcted  already.  The  cost  of 
distribution  could  be  saved,  to  a great  degree,  by  permit- 
ting and  requiring  the  funds  to  be  paid  in  the  receiver’s 
action. 

Below  is  presented  a statement  of  the  entire  receipts  and 
disbursements  of  this  Department  since  its  organization. 
When  a reduction  in  the  expenses  of  the  office  was  determ- 
ined upon,  it  was  evident  that  no  benefit  would  be  given  to 
the  companies  and  associations  taxed  for  its  support,  unless 
a reduction  was  made  in  the  fees  and  charges  which  they 
were  required  to  pay.  The  right  to  reduce  was  given  to  the 
Superintendent  by  chapter  60  of  the  Laws  of  1875,  and  he 
had  no  hesitation  in  issuing  the  circular,  of  which  the  fol- 
lowing is  a copy : 

“ [Circular  No.  8.] 

“ STATE  OF  NEW  YOItK : 

“Insurance  Department, 

“Albany,  October  24,  1883. 

“ To  the  Officers : 

“ The  Superintendent  is  pleased  to  notify  the  Fire,  Marine  and 
“ Life  Insurance  Companies,  and  the  Co-operative  or  Assessment 
“ Societies,  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  that  owing  to  the 
“ reduction  made  in  the  expenses  of  the  Department,  no  charges  for 
“ fees,  taxes  or  dues  will  be  made  to  the  several  companies  or  societies 
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“named  during  the  fiscal  year  commencing  October  1,  1883.  The 
“ statutory  and  reciprocal  fees,  collected  and  to  be  collected  from  the 
“ companies  of  other  States  and  countries,  are  sufficient  to  pay  all 
“the  present  and  future  expenditures  of  the  Department  during 
“ tlie  period  mentioned.

The  retaliatory  fees  referred  to,  hare  so  far  proved  suf- 
ficient, and,  to  this  date,  there  has  been  saved  to  the 
organizations  of  this  State  $7,823.60  by  this  action.  If  the 
other  companies  suffered  by  this  course,  it  would  not 
have  been  taken,  but  as  the  amount  they  are  required  to 
pay  to  this  State  depends  on  their  home  laws,  it  was 
hoped  that  the  example  would  prove  beneficial.  It  may 
be  said  that  this  State  will  suffer  by  a reduction  of  the 
amount  to  be  paid  by  the  Superintendent  into,  the  State 
Treasury.  Already  it  is  indebted  to  the  insurance  compa- 
nies in  the  sum  of  $275,671.41,  being  the  excess  of  payments 
made  by  them  to  the  Superintendent,  and  by  him  paid  to  the 
State  Treasurer,  over  and  above  the  entire  expenses  of  maintain- 
ing the  Department.  The  law  provides  that  if  there  should  be  a 
deficiency  in  any  year  in  the  Department  expenditures,  com- 
pared with  its  income,  the  companies  shall  be  assessed  therefor 
in  pro  rata  shares,  but  it  was  never  intended,  and  in  fact  the 
State  Constitution  prohibits  it,  that  any  tax  should  be 
levied  unless  its  purpose  is  specifically  named.  The  insur- 
ance corporations  of  New  York  are  contributing  quite 
properly,  by  legislative  enactment,  a large  amount  to  the 
support  of  the  State  government,  and  the  Superintendent 
would  not  be  justified  in  exacting,  nor  ha«  he  the  disposition 
to  demand,  from  them  excessive  fees,  where  he  has  the 
authority  to  remit  them.  The  following  statement  explains 
itself :

Securities  amounting  to  $3,570,514,14  were  released  by,  and 
funds  to  the  amount  of  $3,458,893.03  deposited  with,  the 
Department  during  1883.  The  transfers  to  and  from  the 
Superintendent  by  the  Register  of  the  Treasury  were 
$2,200,000.  These  changes  involved  lengthy  correspond- 
ence with  the  Register  of  the  Treasury  and  the  various  com- 
panies in  order  to  protect  the  securities  in  transit.  The  calls  by 
the  Government  for  three  per  cent  bonds  have  added  greatly 
to  the  number  of  transfers.  Attention  is  called  to  the 
requirements  of  section  16,  chapter  902  of  the  Laws  of  1869, 
making  it  the  duty  of  the  officers  of  every  company  having 
securities  on  deposit  in  the  Department,  once  or  more  in  each 
calendar  year,  to  examine  and  compare  such  securities  with 
the  Department  books.  During  1883  but  three  com- 
panies complied  with  this  law.  The  Superintendent,  as 
custodian  of  $13,4o5,733.10  trust  funds,  has  a right  to  ask 
that  an  examination  shall  be  made  as  required,  and  the 
necessary  certificate  of  their  safe  retention  furnished,  as  pro- 
vided in  the  act  referred  to. 

In  the  Appendix  will  be  found  copies  of  all  decisions  of 
a general  character  affecting  the  insurance  business,  rendered 
by  the  Court  of  Appeals  during  the  past  year.  In  placing 
them  in  this  report  it  is  believed  they  will  serve  a good 
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purpose  and  be  easy  of  reference.  They  are  twenty  in 
number,  and  cover  most  important  subjects  of  interest  to 
the  underwriter  and  policy-holders.  They  have  been 
compared  with  the  court  reports,  and  are  believed  to  be 
accurate  in  all  respects.

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SUPREME  COURT  — GENERAL  TERM. 

First  Department  — November  Term,  1882. 

PEOPLE  EX  EEL.  AMERICAN  INSURANCE  COMPANY  OF 
NEW  YORK  v.  COMMISSIONERS  OF  TAXES. 

[Hun,  volume  28,  page  261.] 

Brady,  J. — The  relator  is  a fire  insurance  company,  incorporated  under /the 
general  act  for  the  incorporation  of  fire  insurance  companies,  passed  in  June,  1853, 
and  doing  business  in  the  city  of  New  York. 

In  arriving  at  the  amount  of  its  taxable  property,  the  Commissioners  took  into 
consideration  the  sum  of  $302,965,  which  the  relator  claimed  should  have  been 
excluded  because  of  the  issuance  to  the  policyholders  of  the  company  of  certain 
certificates  called  scrip,  anti  which  they  claimed  was  not  liable  to  taxation,  because 
the  fund  was  held  by  the  company  for  the  payment  of  the  certificates  of  scrip 
mentioned  and  issued  by  them  to  policyholders  in  pursuance  of  the  contracts  under 
which  policies  were  issued.  This  scrip  was  issued  to  pay  premiums  ufider  section 
25  of  the  charter  of  the  company,  which  declares  that  the  board  of  directors  may, 
at  any  time  thereafter,  by  a vote  of  two-thirds  thereof,  and  with  the  assent  of  two- 
thirds  in  amount  of  the  stockholders,  give  to  the  holders  of  the  policies  of  the 
company  the  right  to  participate  in  its  profits,  and  to  such  extent,  in  such  manner 
and  upon  such  terms  as  shall  be  prescribed  in  and  by  such  vote  and  assent.  And 
it  was  provided  in  due  form  that  seven  per  cent  of  the  capital  stock  and  the  undi- 
vided surplus  should  be  set  apart  for  the  stockholders.  The  balance  of  interest  for 
the  year  from  loans  and  investments  and  discounts  on  losses  paid  before  maturity, 
and  the  amount  qf  premiums  earned  during  the  year  were  to  be  ascertained  and 
the  sum  of  these  to  be  considered  the  gross  receipts.  The  expenses  were  then  to  be 
deducted  and  the  balance  was  to  be  regarded  as  the  net  profits  of  the  year.  It  was 
further  provided  that  one-fourth  of  the  net  profits,  when  ascertained,  should  be  set 
apart  for  the  stockholders,  in  cash,  and  the  remaining  three-fourths  set  apart  as  a 
reserve  fund,  of  which  an  amount,  not  exceeding  fifty  per  cent  of  the  premiums 
earned  on  participating  policies,  was  to  be  divided  among  the  holders  of  such 
policies  in  scrip,  which  should  bear  interest  not  exceeding  six  per  cent  annually. 
The  reserve  fund  not  divided  to  policyholders,  it  was  further  provided,  should  be 
first  liable,  to  its  entire  extent,  for  all  losses  and  expenses  in  any  year  exceeding  the 
gross  receipts,  and  such  reserve  funds  being  exhausted,  the  fund  represented  by  the 
scrip  should  then  be  liable  to  its  entire  extent  for  all  such  losses  and  expenses,  each 
later  annual  issue  of  scrip  or  stock  to  be  first  reduced  or  wholly  canceled  before 
any  previous  annual  issues  was  reduced,  and  all  the  annual  issues  were  to  be 
canceled  before  the  surplus  or  capital  of  the  company,  or  any  portion  thereof,  should 
be  applicable  to  such  losses.  The  board  of  directors  were  authorized  to  apply  the 
fund  and  cancel  the  scrip  for  the  purposes  and  in  the  succession  mentioned,  as  the 
exigencies  of  the  company  might  require.  It  was  also  provided  that  when  the 
fund  represented  by  the  scrip  should  exceed  $500,000,  the  directors  were  not  to 
21 
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apply  less  than  one-half  of  the  annual  increase  of  the  fund  towards  the  redemption 
of  the  scrip,  commencing  at  the  earliest  in  date. 

It  will  have  been  observed  from  what  has  been  said  that  although  there  was 
authority  for  the  issuance  of  the  scrip,,  which  refers  to  a division  of  profits,  yet 
such  profits  were  not  actually  divided  by  the  issuance  of  the  scrip,  and  were  to  be 
retained  by  the  company,  and,  in  certain  contingencies,  to  be  used  to  pay  its 
losses;  and  that  being  so,  it  seems  to  be  very  clear  that  the  scrip  is  nothing  more 
than  a promise  to  pay,  in  a certain  contingency,  a fixed  sum  of  money  to  the 
holder,  with  interest.  If  the  reserve  fund,  for  example,  be  exhausted  in  the  pay- 
ment of  losses  and  expenses,  and  resort  must  be  had  to  the  fund  set  apart  for  the 
stockholders,  then  the  board  of  directors  is  to  apply  it  and  cancel  the  scrip,  if 
necessary,  for  the  purposes  and  in  the  succession  mentioned.  So  that  the  fund 
which  is  represented  by  the  scrip  is  held  subject  to  the  necessities  which  may 
require  its  use  for  purposes  other  than  the  payment  of  the  scrip  in  reference  to 
which  it  was  issued. 

The  question  involved  in  this  case  is  therefore  one  which  has  already  been 
decided  by  the  Court  of  Appeals  and  adversely  to  the  claim  of  the  relator.  ( The 
People  ex  rel.  The  Williamsburgh  Gas-Light  Company  v.  The  Board  of  Assessors  of  the 
City  of  Brooklyn,  76  N.  Y.,  202.)  In  that  case  it  appeared  that  the  company,  having 
accumulated  the  profits  and  reserve  fund,  issued  certificates  to  its  stockholders  to 
the  amount  of  $1,000,000,  which  were  similar  in  form  to  the  scrip  issued  in  this 
case.  The  assessors  refused  to  make  a deduction  on  account  of  such  certificates, 
and  the  company  reviewed  their  action  by  certiorari.  Folger,  J.,  in  delivering  the 
opinion  of  the  court,  said,  in  the  course  of  his  opinion:  “It  is  claimed  that  the 
legal  affect  of  the  issuing  of  the  certificates  was  to  divide  the  profits  among  the 
stockholders,  and  that  they  ceased  to  be  surplus  profits.  A promise  to  divide  is  not 
a dividing,  more  than  a promise  to  pay  is  a payment.  If  profits  existed  they 
remained  with  the  company  until  they  were  actually  handed  over  to  the  stockholders 
proportionately.  That  has  not  yet  taken  place.  At  most  there  is  an  obligation 
existing  to  do  it  at  some  indefinite  time.” 

We  are  unable  to  distinguish  the  difference  in  principle  between  these  two  cases. 
We  think,  therefore,  the  action  of  the  Commissioners  should  be  affirmed.  Ordered 
accordingly,  with  costs.  «

THE  PEOPLE  ex  eel.  THE  WESTCHESTER  FIRE  INSUR- 
ANCE COMPANY,  Appellant,  v.  GIDEON  W.  DAVEN- 
PORT et  al.,  Trustees,  etc.,  Respondents. 

[New  York  Reports,  volume  91,  page  574 ; March  13,  1883.] 

Ruger,  Ch.  J.  — This  appeal  presents  two  questions,  viz. : 

First.  Whether  the  relator  had  in  the  month  of  January,  1881,  personal  property 
liable  to  assessment  and  taxation. 

Second.  Whether  section  8 of  chapter  542  of  the  Laws  of  1880  exempted  it  from 
assessment  upon  its  personal  property  for  purposes  of  local  as  distinguished  from 
State  taxation. 
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The  record  shows  that  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  village  of  New  Rochelle, 
Westchester  county,  assessed  the  relator  in  January,  1881,  upon  a valuation  of 
$70,000  for  personal  property,  for  the  purpose  of  raising  a fund  to  pay  for  the 
expenses  of  lighting  and  keeping  in  repair  the  street  lamps,  repairing  roads  and 
bridges,  and  for  the  contingent  expenses  of  the  village. 

The  relator  objected  to  any  assessment  upon  personal  property,  and  presented  to 
the  board  of  village  trustees,  who  were  duly  authorized  to  make  such  assessment, 
an  affidavit  made  by  their  secretary  about  the  8th  day  of  January,  1881,  as  a basis 
for  such  objection.  There  also  appears  in  the  record  a subsequent  affidavit  made 
by  said  secretary  as  the  foundation  of  these  proceedings  to  review  such  assessment. 
From  both  of  these  affidavits  it  appears  that  the  relators  were  the  owners  of  per- 
sonal property  at  the  time  of  the  assessment  in  question  to  the  amount  of  $774,000; 
that  of  this  amount  $530,000  consisted  of  an  investment  in  the  bonds  of  the  United 
States  government  not  subject  to  taxation.  That  their  liabilities  for  unpaid  losses 
amounted  to  about  $35,000  — leaving  $239,600  of  personal  property  subject  to  tax- 
ation, unless  they  were  exempt  therefrom  by  reason  of  a contingent  liability  stated 
in  the  affidavit  as  follows,  viz. : “Premiums  unearned,  reclaimatile  by  policyholders 
on  demand  for  unexpired  terms  of  their  policies  (about),  $340,000.” 

If  this  exemption  is  allowed  to  the  extent  claimed,  it  follows  that  the  relators 
have  no  personal  property  subject  to  taxation.  The  return  of  the  trustees  to  the 
writ  of  certibrari  herein  does- not  state  the  evidence  upon  which  they  proceeded  in 
making  the  assessment  against  the  relator,  but  does  allege  that  the  said  assessment 
was  “ duly  and  legally  made.”  As  the  law  stood  prior  to  the  act  of  1880,  the  sur- 
plus earnings  and  capital  stock  of  an  insurance  company  were  litble  to  assessment 
at  their  actual  value,  less  certain  deductions  provided  for  by  statute,  and  such  value 
was  to  be  determined  by  the  assessors  upon  such  evidence  as  was  accessible  to  them. 
(Chapter  456,  Laws  of  1857 ; People  ex  rel.  Glens  Falls  Insurance  Company  v.  Fer- 
guson, 38  N.  Y.,  91.)  The  affidavit  of  the  person  taxed,  as  to  the  amount  and  value 
of  taxable  property  possessed  by  him,  may  be  presented  to  the  assessors  and  made 
the  basis-  of  a claim  to  be  relieved  from  assessment,  but  such  affidavit  is  not  con- 
clusive upon  the  assessors,  and  they  are  authorized  to  inquire  further  and  estimate 
the  actual  value  of  such  taxable  property  upon  such  evidence  as  they  may  possess. 
(The  People  ex  rel.  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Company  v.  Commissioners , 76  N.  Y.,  73.) 
We  have  no  evidence  before  us  which  shows  that  the  assessors  did  not  deduct  from 
the  conceded  assets  of  the  relator  all  that  it  was  entitled  to  have  deducted  on 
account  of  its  contingent  liabilities. 

We  have  shown  that  at  least  $163,600  was  thus  deducted  by  the  trustees,  and 
there  is  no  evidence  in  the  case  upon  which  a legal  conclusion  can  be  predicated, 
that  this  deduction  was  not  all  that  the  relator  was  entitled  to  ask. 

The  affidavit  of  the  secretary  of  the  company  does  not  state  the  amount  of  out- 
standing policies  carried  by  the  company,  the  cost  of  reinsuring  their  risks,  or  the 
method  by  which  he  computes  the  amount  that  holders  are  entitled  to  reclaim  upon 
a surrender  of  the  unexpired  policies.  The  affiant,  assuming  the  power  of  judg- 
ment upon  various  questions  involved,  in  arriving  at  such  a result,  swears  that  a 
certain  amount  is  liable  to  be  reclaimed  by  policyholders. 

This  is  a mere  legal  conclusion,  which  has  been  predicated  upon  facts  not 
disclosed. 

It  is  essential  that  a party  assailing  the  validity  of  an  assessment,  should  make  it 
conclusively  appear  that  the  method  by  which  the  assessors  arrived  at  the  result 
complained  of  was  incorrect,  and  that  the  assessment  does  not  represent  the  fair 
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value  of  the  property  assessed.  This  does  not  appear  in  this  case,  unless  we  assume 
that  the  method  adopted  by.  the  secretary  in  computing  the  amount  which  policy- 
holders were  entitled  to  reclaim  from  the  company  was  correct,  and  also  that  the 
value  of  the  property  of  an  insurance  company  is  impaired  to  the  full  amount 
which  it  is  thus  liable  to  refund. 

We  can  find  no  authority  either  in  the  statute  or  the  reported  decisions  of  the 
courts  to  sustain  such  a conclusion.  It  was  held  by  this  court  in  the  case  of  The 
People  ex  rel.  The  Mutual  Tire  Insurance  Company  v.  The  Commissioners  of  Taxes 
{supra),  that  none  of  the  provisions  of  the  various  statutes  included  in  chapter  463, 
Laws  of  1853,  chapter  563,  Laws  of  1854,  and  chapter  199,  Laws  of  1865,  affected  the 
status  as  taxable  property  of  premiums  upon  expired  policies  held  by  a fire  insurance 
company.  Chapter  110  of  the  Laws  of  1880,  falls  within  the  reason  of  the  same  case, 
and  does  not,  therefore,  affect  the  taxable  status  of  such  property.  We  are  not  aware 
of  any  statute  which,  either  directly  or  by  implication,  establishes  a rate  for  taxing 
any  of  the  property  belongingto  a fire  insurance  company  at  less  than  its  fair  value, 
and  what  that  value  may  be  is  to  be  determined  by  the  assessors  by  the  same  rules 
that  govern  them  in  arriving  at  the  value  of  the  property  of  an  individual.  It  was 
held  by 'this  court  in  the  case  of  The  People  ex  rel.  Olens  Falls  Insurance  Company 
v.  Ferguson  (38  N.  Y.,  89),  that  when  the  assessors  absolutely  refused  to  deduct  any 
sum  from  the  assessment  for  personal  property  of  an  insurance  company  on  account 
of  its  contingent  liability  to  refund  unearned  premiums,  that  they  erred,  and  that 
such  liability  should  be  taken  into  account  in  arriving  at  the  actual  value  of  its 
assessable  property. 

This  court,  in  the  case  of  The  Mutual  Fire  Insurance  Company  v.  Commissioners 
{supra),  decided  that  an  insurance  company  had  no  cause  to  complain  that  an 
assessment  was  excessive  when  the  assessors  had  appraised  its  receipts  for  premi- 
ums upon  unexpired  policies  at  fifty  per  centum  of  such  receipts.  The  Court,  in 
that  case,  intimated  quite  strongly  that  a claim  to  have  the  entire  amount  of  cash 
receipts  deducted  could  not  be  supported  under  our  statute,  and  quoted  approvingly 
the  case  of  The  People’s  Fire  Insurance  Company  v.  Parker  (35  N.  J.  L.,  575),  where 
it  was  held  that  such  premiums  were  the  property  of  the  company  and  liable  to 
taxation,  without  deduction  for  contingent  liability  on  outstanding  policies.  To 
say  that  such  receipts  constitute  a trust  fund,  held  by  an  insurance  company  for 
the  use  of  the  policyholders,  or  that  it  is  a liability  of  the  company  in  any  such 
sense  as  to  constitute  a debt  entitled  to  be  deducted  from  the  sum  of  its  property 
in  determining  the  value  thereof  for  assessable  purposes,  is  contrary  to  reason,  and 
is  not  sustained  by  any  authority  known  to  us. 

The  insurer,  in  fact,  not  only  acquired  the  absolute  ownership  to  such  moneys, 
when  received  for  premiums,  but  is,  by  the  lapse  of  time,  soon  freed  from  liability 
to  repay  any  part  thereof  to  the  policyholders,  except  in  those  occasional  instances 
where  a loss  occurs. 

The  receipts  of  a mutual  life  insurance  company,  authorized  to  be  accumulated 
and  kept  as  a fund  for  the  payment  of  losses  during  its  existence,  but  subject 
eventually  to  be  divided  among  its  policyholders,  were  held  to  be  capital  subject  to 
taxation.  {The  People  ex  rel.  Mutual  Life  Ins.  Co.  v.  Supervisors , 16  N.  Y.,  425.) 
The  liability  of  an  insurance  company  to  refund  any  part  of  the  premiums  received 
by  it  is  remote  and  contingent,  and  does  not  constitute  one  of  the  objects  contem- 
plated by  either  party  in  entering  into  a contract  of  insurance.  The  immediate 
object  contemplated  by  the  insured  is  to  obtain  an  indemnity  for  any  prospective 
loss  which  he  may  be  subjected  to  on  account  of  the  peril  insured  against. 
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The  object  of  the  insurer  i9  to  obtuin  such  a sum  as  will  afford  him  a profit,  over 
and  above  an  indemnity,  on  account  of  the  contingent  liabilities  which  he  may 
incur  in  the  aggregate  on  account  of  the  various  contracts  entered  into  by  him. 

The  right  of  the  assured  to  surrender  his  policy  and  claim  a return  of  the  balance 
of  the  premiums  paid  by  him,  less  the  short  rates  charged  for  the  time  the  policy 
has  actually  run,  is  a mere  incidental  right  not  contemplated  by  the  parties  when 
the  contract  was  made,  and  is  practically  seldom  resorted  to  by  the  policyholder, 
for  the  reason  that  it  is  inconsistent  with  the  object  and  intent  of  his  original 
contract. 

Neither  in  law  or  equity  does  this  liability  constitute  a debt  owing  by  an  insur- 
ance company  which  should  be  deducted  from  the  value  of  its  taxable  property, 
when  it  is  called  upon  to  bear  its  proportion  of  the  burdens  of  government. 

The  conclusion  to  which  we  have  arrived  on  this  branch  of  the  case  is  the  more 
gratifying,  for  the  reason  that  otherwise  a vast  amount  of  property  held  by  insur- 
ance companies,  in  the  shape  of  so-called  unearned  premiums,  would  altogether 
•escape  taxation.  Such  a result  would  produce  manifest  injustice.  It  would  be 
improper  for  us  to  point  out  the  manner  by,  and  the  amount  for,  which  this  fund 
should  be  subjected  to  taxation,  for  the  reason  that  we  have  not  the  data  and  facts 
before  us  upon  which  to  base  a conclusion,  and  that  question  must  be  left  undeterm- 
ined until  a proper  occasion  arises  for  its  consideration. 

There  would  seem  to  be  some  plausibility  in  a claim  that  the  amount  of  its 
assessable  property  should  be  reduced  by  the  price  which  it  might  cost  to  obtain  a 
reinsurance  of  its  outstanding  risks,  were  it  not'  for  the  fact  that  thereby  the 
charges  made  against  such  receipts  would  be  swelled  by  the  increased  cost  of  short 
rates  and  the  expenses  and  anticipated  profits  of  two  companies  instead  of  one. 
But  in  this  case  we  have  no  way  of  arriving  at  the  amount  which  would  be  required 
to  effect  a reinsurance  upon  the  outstanding  risks  of  the  relator,  and  we  have  no 
way  of  determining  whether  more  or  less  than  fifty  per  centum  of  the  receipts  for 
premiums  upon  enexpired  policies  was  deducted,  either  in  the  computation  made 
by  the  secretary  of  the  relator  or  in  the  estimates  of  the  trustees.  Until  the  con- 
trary be  shown,  we  must  assume  that  the  trustees  proceeded  legally  in  the  perform- 
ance of  their  official  duty. 

We  are  therefore  brought  to  the  consideration  of  the  second  question  raised  by 
this  appeal,  viz. : As  to  the  effect  of  the  provisions  of  chapter  542,  Laws  of  1880, 
upon  the  power  of  local  authorities  to  assess  the  companies  therein  named  upon 
their  personal  property  for  the  purpose  of  taxation.  This  act,  among  other  things, 
provides  for  the  payment  by  such  companies  of  a tax  to  be  estimated  in  the  manner 
therein  particularly  pointed  out.  Then  follows  the  particular  clause,  under  whieh 
it  is  claimed  that  such  corporations  are  exempted  from  the  payment  of  all  taxes, 
except  those  therein  specified,  and  which  reads:  “The  lands  and  real  estate  of  the 
various  corporations,  joint-stock  companies  and  associations  mentioned  in  this  act, 
shall  continue  to  be  assessed  and  taxed  where  situated,  but  the  capital  stock  and 
personal  property  of  said  corporations,  joint-stock  companies  and  associations  shall 
hereafter  be  exempt  from  assessment  or  taxation,  except,  as  in  this  act  prescribed, 
and  no  tax  on  gross  receipts,  except  as  in  this  statute  authorized,  shall  be  imposed 
or  charged  against  any  street  horse  railroad  company.”  It  cannot  be  disputed  but 
that  the  language  employed  in  the  exemption  clause  of  this  section,  if  considered 
literally,  is  broad  enough  to  sustain  the  claim  of  the  relator;  but  it  is  claimed,  on 
the  other  hand,  that  it  must  be  construed  in  connection  with  the  other  portions  of 
the  same  section  and  act,  in  view  of  the  existing  circumstances  and  facts  to  which 
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it  relates,  as  well  as  of  other  statutes  in  pari  materia,  and  that  if,  from  these 
sources,  an  intent,  on  the  part  of  the  legislature,  to  restrict  the  operations  of  the 
general  words  of  the  statute  can  legitimately  be  inferred,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  court 
to  give  effect  to  such  intent.  Some  question  is  raised  as  to  the  extent  to  which  the 
court  can  inquire  into  the  intent  of  the  legislature,  with  the  view  of  restricting  the 
effect  of  general  language,  which,  in  itself,  is  plain  and  unambiguous,  but  the  right 
of  doing  so,  to  some  extent,  is'  conceded  by  the  most  conservative.  {Smith  v.  People, 
47  N,  Y.,  330;  The  People  ex  rel.  Wood  v.  Draper,  15  id.,  532;  White  v.  Wager,  32 
Barb.,  250;  affirmed,  25  N.  Y.,  328;  Rogers  v.  Bradshaw,  20  Johns.,  735.) 

This  is  a power  which  should  be  carefully  exercised,  and  assumed  only  when  the 
meaning  and  intent  of  the  legislature  can  be  clearly  ascertained,  and  a contrary 
interpretation  would  be  productive  of  injustice  or  great  public  injury.  {People  v. 
Lambier,  5 Denio,  9.) 

It  was  formerly  held  that  the  title  of  an  act  was  no  part  of  the  act  itself,  and  was 
qf  little  legislative  import,  but  by  the  Constitution  of  this  State  it  is  made,  in  some 
cases  of  controlling  importance,  and  it  is  here  held  to  be  a legitimate  subject  for 
consideration  in  determining  the  intent  of  special  legislative  action.  {People  v. 
Molyneux , 40  N.  Y.,  113;  Bishop  v.  Barton,  2 Hun,  436;  affirmed,  64  N.  Y.,  637.) 
But  a principle  of  construction  of  universal  authority  is  that  which  requires  the 
court  to  limit  and  restrict  the  operation  of  a statute  when  its  language,  if  applied  in 
its  literal  sense,  would  lead  to  an  absurdity  or  manifest  injustice.  (Rules  of  inter- 
pretation by  various  authors;  Potter’s  Dwarris  on  Statutes,  pages  121  to  146.) 

Johnson,  J.,  who  favored  a strict  construction  of  the  Constitution  in  Newell  v. 
The  People  (7  N.  Y.,  97),  says  : “If  the  words  embody  a definite  meaning,  which 
involves  no  absurdity  and  no  contradiction  between  different  parts  of  the  same  writing 
than  that  meaning,  apparent  upon  the  face  of  the  instrument,  is  the  one  which 
alone  we  are  at  liberty  to  say  was  intended  to  be  conveyed.”  It  necessarily  follows 
that  when  a statute  does  lead  to  an  absurdity  or  to  contradiction  between  its  different 
parts,  its  general  language  may  be  interpreted  to  conform  to  the  presumed  intention 
of  its  framer.  These  principles  of  construction  are  more  frequently  called  into 
exercise,  in  construing  acts  of  the  legislature  creating  exemptions  from  taxation, 
than  any  other,  for  the  reason  that  exemptions  to  individuals  from  the  common 
burdens  laid  upon  citizens  by  the  necessities  of  government  are  not  favored  by  the 
courts,  and  are  generally  strictly  construed. 

The  courts  have,  therefore,  required  an  exemption  from  taxation  to  be  described 
in  clear  and  unambiguous  language,  and  to  appear  to  be  undisputably  within  the 
intention  of  the  legislature,  or  they  have  declined  to  enforce  it.  “The  taxing 
power  is  of  vital  importance,”  said  Chief  Justice  Marshall  in  Providence  Bank  v. 
Billings  (4  Pet.,  561);  “its  abandonment  ought  not  to  be  presumed  in  a case  in 
which  the  deliberate  purpose  of  the  State  to  abandon  it  does  not  appear.”  Illus- 
trations of  these  rules  are  quite  common  in  the  books,  and  the  following  cases  are 
among  them  : When  an  act  exempted  churches  or  places  of  public  worship 

from  “ being  taxed  by  any  law  of  the  State,”  it  was  held  that  they  were  liable  to 
an  assessment  for  improving  a street.  {In  the  Matter  of  the  Mayor,  etc. , of  New 
York,  11  Johns.,  77.)  An  act  exempted  cemetery  associations  from  “ all  public  taxes 
and  assessments.”  Held,  that  they  were  liable  to  a tax  for  building  a sidewalk. 
{Buffalo  City  Cemetery  v.  City  of  Buffalo,  46  N.  Y.,  506.)  An  exemption  “of  every 
school-house  and  every  building  erected  for  a seminary  of  learning,”  was  held  not 
to  exempt  a private  boarding  school.  {Cliegaray  v.  The  Mayor,  etc.,  of  New  York, | 
13  N.  Y.,  220,)  Exemption  from  “taxation  of  every  kind”  does  not  exempt  from' 
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an  assessment  for  street  improvements.  (< Sheehan  v.  Good  Samaritan  Hospital,  50 
Mo  , 155;  11  Ano.  Hep.,  412.)  A railroad  company  paid  the  State  a specific  tax 
under  a law  which  provided  that  it  should  not  “ b'e  assessed  with  any  tax  on  its 
lands,  buildings  or  equipments.”  Held,  not  to  preclude  municipal  taxation. 
{Orange  and  Alexandria  It.  JR.  Go.  v.  Alexandria,  17  Gratt.,  176.)  A statute  laid  a 
tax  on  railroads,  and  declared  it  to  be  “in  lieu  of  all  other  taxes.’’  Held,  not  to 
exempt  them  from  taxation  for  laying  out  a highway.  {Bridgeport  v.  New  York  and 
New  Haven  It.  It.  Co.,  36  Conn.,  255  ; 4 Ano.  Rep.,  63.)  The  Foster  Home  Societv, 
by  its  charter,  was  exempt  from  “taxes  and  assessments.”  Held,  that  this  did  not 
include  local  assessments  for  municipal  purposes.  {State  Protestant  Foster  Home 
Society  v.  The  Mayor,  etc.,  35  N.  J.  Law,  157.) 

Where  an  act  exempted  a society  from  “all  taxes,  charges  and  impositions,”  it 
was  held  not  to  include  a tax  for  improving  streets.  {1  he  City  of  Paterson  v.  The 
Society  of  E.  XT.  M..  4 Zabr.,  385.)  A statute  providing  that  houses  for  schools,  etc., 
should  be  exempt  from  taxation.  Held,  not  to  relieve  them  from  taxation  for 
streets.  {In  the  Matter  of  College  Street,  8 R.  I.,  476.)  Where  a cemetery  company 
was  exempted  from  the  payment  “ of  any  tax  or  public  imposition  whatever,”  it 
was  held  that  a paving  tax  was  not  embraced  in  the  exemption.  {Mayor  of  Balti- 
more v.  Green  Mount  Cemetery , 7 Md.,  517.) 

Some  of  these  cases  were  decided  upon  the  ground  that  assessments  for  the  open- 
ing of  a street  and  similar  purposes  were  not  taxes,  but  were  benefits ; however, 
they  seem  to  illustrate  the  general  principle  that  the  courts  are  not,  in  all  cases, 
bound  to  give  effect  to  the  broad  and  unrestricted  language  of  a statute. 

In  the  light  of  these  principles  let  us  approach  the  examination  of  the  act  in 
question. 

From  a general  comparison  of  its  provisions  with  the  tax  laws  in  force  at  the 
time  of  its  enactment  and  the  statistics  relating  to  taxation,  we  find  that  in  any 
event  it  provides  for  a large  reduction  in  the  rate  of  taxation  collectible  from  some, 
if  not  all,  of  the  companies  described  therein.  If  it  be  held  to  exempt  them  from 
liability  to  pay  State  taxes  alone,  the  reduction  from  the  existing  rates  would,  in 
many  instances,  be  considerable,  but  if  it  should  also  be  held  that  the  act  of  1880 
exempted  them  from  the  payment  of  all  taxes,  except  the  tax  therein  imposed, 
their  contributions  to  the  support  of  government  would  be  still  more  largely 
reduced,  a consequence  which  would  seem  to  show  that  either  they  had  been  over- 
burdened heretofore,  or  that  the  legislature  did  not  contemplate  so  large  a deduc- 
tion from  their  taxation  as  the  contention  of  the  appellants  would  now  seem  to 
authorize.  The  corporations  named  in  this  act  are  universally  organized  and  owned 
by  individuals  for  their  individual  profit  and  advantage,  and  there  is  nothing  in  the 
character  of  their  business  or  the  objects  of  tlieir  organization  which  especially 
entitles  them  to  exemption  from  the  burdens  which  are  common  to  all  other  enter- 
prises and  citizens,  and  it  is  our  duty  to  scan  closely  any  law  under  which  they 
claim  special  immunities  or  privileges.  A logical  deduction  from  the  claim  of  the 
relator  would  not  only  deprive  the  local  legislatures  of  cities  and  counties  of  the 
power  of  distributing  local  burdens,  so  that  the  property  of  the  corporations  bene- 
fited should  bear  its  equal  share,  but  would  operate  as  a repeal,  by  implication,  of 
all  existing  laws  authorizing  the  imposition  upon  them  of  taxes  for  local  purposes. 
No  claim  is  made  that  there  is  any  attempt  to  accomplish  this  repeal,  by  direct 
language,  but  it  is  urged  that  an  intention  to  do  so  must  be  inferred  from  the  repug- 
nancy claimed  to  exist  between  the  language  of  the  act  and  the  power  of  taxation 
conferred  by  prior  statutes.  It  is  an  established  principle  that  the  repeal  of  a statute 
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by  implication  is  not  favored,  and  it  is  only  when  the  two  statutes  cannot  be  so 
construed  as  to  stand  together  and  to  give  to  each  some  legitimate  effect  and  opera- 
* tion  that  a repeal  is  held  to  be  intended.  A consideration  of  the  number  and  object 
of  the  statutes  authorizing  local  taxation  throughout  the  State,  presents  this  argu- 
ment of  the  relator  in  a startling  aspect.  Those  objects  include  the  raising  of  funds 
for  the  support  of  locaj  government,  educational  purposes  and  the  poor,  the  establish- 
ment and  maintenance  of  police  and  fire  departments,  the  opening,  paving,  repairing 
and  improving  of  streets,  highways  and  sidewalks,  the  lighting  of  the  same,  the 
enforcement  of  sanitary  regulations,  the  acquisition  of  cemeteries,  free  libraries 
and  lands  for  monument  purposes  and  the  payment  of  municipal  bonded  indebted- 
ness. These  comprise  but  a few  of  the  objects  for  which  such  taxes  maybe 
imposed. 

Most  of  these  objects  inure  directly  to  the  benefit  of  these  corporations,  and  some 
are  indispensable  to  their  safety  and  protection.  In  addition  to  the  general  laws 
imposing  the  duty  of  protecting  all  citizens  and  property  owners  upon  the  local 
authorities  in  our  State,  such  corporations,  like  other  citizens,  are  specially  entitled 
by  statute  to  recover  damages  from  the  cities  and  counties  wherein  the  loss  occurs 
for  such  injuries  to  their  property  as  may  be  occasioned  by  mobs,  riots  and  unlaw- 
ful assemblies.  It  is  within  the  knowledge  of  all  that,  under  these  statutes,  muni- 
cipal corporations  have  been  held  responsible,  in  heavy  damages,  for  losses  of  such 
a character  incurred  by  corporations,  and  quite  recently,  in  our  own  State,  counties 
and  cities  were  sought  to  be  charged  with  the  duty  of  preserving  corporate  prop- 
erty which  had  been  seized  by  mobs  to  the  amount  of  many  millions  of  dollars. 
Many  of  the  corporations  claiming  the  benefit  of  this  exemption  are  purely  local  in 
their  organization  and  business  and  claim  their  entire  support  from  the  communities 
where  they  are  located. 

Taxation  and  protection  are  correlative  obligations,  and  it  is  contrary  to  justice 
and  fundamental  principles  to  impose  the  one  and  withdraw  the  other.  It  is 
undoubtedly  competent  for  the  legislature  in  the  exercise  of  its  legitimate  power  to 
do  an  act  which  is  so  unequal  and  unjust  as  this,  but  it  is  also  in  accordance  with 
established  principles  that  it  should  be  required  to  manifest  such  intention  in  plain 
and  explicit  language  concerning  which  there  can  be  no  misunderstanding. 

Taxation  for  local  purposes  is  usually  based  upon  the  annual  assessment-rolls  of 
the  towns  or  cities,  and  if  it  is  made  unlawful  to  include  the  property  of  these  cor- 
porations in  such  rolls  their  exemption  from  local  taxation  becomes  absolute. 

If  we  turn  from  the  consideration  of  the  policy  of  the  act  and  its  necessary  con- 
sequences to  the  language  used  therein,  we  shall  find  strong  reason  to  infer  that  the 
legislature  intended  to  exempt  the  corporations  named  therein  from  State  taxation 
alone. 

The  sentence  by  which  the  lands,  buildings  and  real  estate  of  such  corporations 
are  reserved  for  taxation,  in  the  locality  where  situated,  affords  some  evidence  of 
an  intention  to  exclude  their  other  property  from  local  taxation,  but  the  strength 
of  the  argument  is  much  impaired  by  the  apparent  confusion  which  runs  through 
the  whole  section. 

Thu^,  after  apparently  exempting  all  of  the  corporations  named  from  all  assess- 
ments or  taxation  upon  personal  property  they  proceed  to  enact  that  street  horse 
railroad  companies  shall  not  be  taxed  upon  gross  receipts. 

Aside  from  the  fact  that  street  horse  railroads  are  not  liable  for  taxes  upon  their 
gross  receipts  by  any  law,  they  had  just  exempted  them  and  all  other  corporations 
(if  the  relator’s  claim  be  correct)  from  all  taxes  and  assessments  whatsoever. 
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It  would  seem  by  the  addition  of  such  last  clause,  that  the  framer  of  the  statute 
supposed,  notwithstanding  the  broad  and  general  exemption, that  in  some  way  these 
corporations  had  still  been  left  subject  to  some  tax  upon  their  personal  property. 

The  act  is  too  loosely  and  inconsistently  expressed  to  induce  us  to  give  it  the 
sweeping  effect  which  is  claimed  for  it.  A further  examination  of  the  language  of 
the  act  shows  that  it  was  intended  to  relate  to  State  purposes  and  enlist  State  action 
alone.  Section  3 and  others  provide  that  certain  corporations  “shall  be  subject  to 
and  pay  a tax  iTito  the  treasury  of  the  State  annually.”  Section  9 devotes  the 
moneys  received  thereunder  exclusively  to  the  payment  of  the  current  expenses  of 
the  State.  The  manner  in  which  the  tax  upon  capital  and  surplus  earnings  is  to 
be  arrived  at  is  provided  by  section  1,  as  follows  : “ The  president  or  treasurer  of 

the  corporations,  etc.,  named,  shall  report  to  the  comptroller  the  amount  of  their 
capital  stock  and  the  amount  of  each  and  every  dividend  declared  in  the  year  pre- 
ceding such  report.  In  case  they  have  declared  no  dividend,  or  if  such  dividends 
amount  to  less  than  six  per  cent,  the  secretary  and  treasurer  are  to  appraise  the 
value  of  their  capital  stock  and  report  the  same  to  the  comptroller,  who  may  change 
such  valuation,  if,  in  his  judgment,  it  does  not  represent  the  fair  value  of  such 
stock.  The  published  statistics  of  the  State,  for  the  past  four  years,  show  that 
while  the  aggregate  amount  of  State  and  local  taxation  approximates  $50,000,000 
annually,  the  proportion  thereof  which  is  payable  exclusively  as  a State  tax,  has 
varied  from  $3,000,000  to  $6,000,000  only.  It  seems  improbable  that  the  legis 
lature  intended  to  relieve  these  corporations  from  such  a burden  and  throw  it  upon 
individuals,  when  no  allusion  whatever  is  made  to  such  a result,  in  the  act  which  is 
intended  to  accomplish  so  important  a revolution.  These  considerations  certainly 
call  upon  us  to  look  to  all  of  the  legitimate  sources  of  information  accessible  to  ascer- 
tain the  object  and  intent  of  the  legislature.  The  title  of  the  act  thus  becomes  an 
important  element  in  ascertaining  such  intent.  It  is  entitled  “An  act  to  provide 
for  raising  taxes  for  the  use  of  the  State.”  While  the  term  “State”  is  used  to 
designate  the  whole  body  politic,  comprising  the  people  and  its  territorial  jurisdic- 
tion, it  is  also  sometimes  used  to  designate  the  agencies  employed  in  administering 
the  government,  which  would  doubtless  include  within  its  signification  local  as 
well  as  the  properly  so-called  State  officers.  When,  however,  it  is  used  in  refer- 
ence to  the  subject  of  taxation,  it  is  generally  so  used  in  contradistinction  to  the  term 
“local,”  and  an  act  which  is  expressly  described  as  being  intended  to  raise  a 
revenue  for  the  State  would  not  be  considered  as  covering  the  subject  of  a support 
for  a local  object,  such  as  the  maintenance  of  a fire  department,  a police  force,  the 
lighting  streets,  or  any  of  the  various  subjects  of  municipal  legislation.  Neither 
can  we  refrain  from  giving  some  significance  to  the  legislation  of  the  succeeding 
year.  Chapter  361  of  the  Laws  of  that  year  amended  section  8 of  the  previous 
year  by  expressly  restricting  the  exemption  therein  provided  for,  to  taxes  for  State 
purposes  alone,  and  thus  made  it  accord  with  what  the  respondent  now  claims 
was  its  original  intent.  Chapter  332  of  the  Laws  of  the  same  year  purports  to 
radfy,  confirm  and  legalize  the  assessments  and  levy  of  taxes  in  the  city  of  New 
York  upon  the  corporations,  etc.,  named  in  the  act  of  1880,  which  had  been  levied 
in  disregard  of  the  exemption  now  attempted  to  be  made  under  that  act.  While  a 
radical  change  in  the  phraseology  of  an  act  is  generally  to  be  regarded  as  a legisla 
tive  construction  that  the  law  so  amended  did  not  as  originally  framed  embraci 
the  amended  provisions,  yet  the  time  when  and  the  circumstances  under  whicX 
the  amendment  is  enacted  are  to  be  regarded  in  construing  their  effect.  We  think 
these  acts  are  to  be  considered  as  in  effect  declaratory  of  the  object  and  intern 
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of  the  prior  legislation.  They  certainly  import  an  almost  immediate  repudiation 
by  the  law-making  power  of  the  theory  that  the  State  intended  by  the  legisla- 
ture of  1880  to  exempt  the  property  of  the  corporations  affected  thereby  from 
local  taxation.  The  force  which  should  be  given  to  subsequent  as  affecting 
prior  legislation,  depends  largely  upon  the  circumstances  under  which  it  takes 
place.  If  it  follows  immediately  and  after  controversies  upon  the  use  of  doubtful 
phraseology  therein  have  arisen  as  to  the  true  construction  of  -the  prior  law, 
it  is  entitled  to  great  weight.  {People  ex  ret.  Mut.  Life  Ins.  Co.,  of  N.  7.  v.  Board 
of  Supervisors,  16  N.  Y.,  431.)  If  it  takes  place  after  a considerable  lapse  of  time 
and  the  intervention  of  other  sessions  of  the  legislature,  a radical  change  of  phrase- 
ology would  indicate  an  intention  to  supply  some  provisions  not  embraced  in  the 
former  statute.  While  a declaratory  act  has  no  conclusive  force  in  the  construction 
of  prior  statutes  by  the  judiciary,  yet  it  has  usually  been  regarded  as  entitled  to 
some  consideration  and  weight.  ( Coutant  v.  People,  11  Wend.,  <513;  Sedgwick  on 
Laws  and  Statutes  [2 d],  214.)  In  this  case  the  legislature,  at  the  heel  of  its  sessions, 
pass  an  act  which  the  succeeding  body  not  only  change  and  amend,  but  pass  an 
independent  act  expressly  intended  to  nullify  the  effect  claimed  by  the  relator  to 
flow  from  the  act  of  1880.  We  must  regard  these  facts  as  adding  great  force  to  the 
doubts  created  by  the  unmeaning  expressions  and  apparent  scope  and  object  of  the 
act  itself.  Suggestions  are  made  in  the  briefs  for  the  appellants  that  the  legislature 
could  not  have  intended  to  exempt  one  tax  and  not  the  other,  for  the  reason  that  it 
would  be  impracticable  for  the  local  officers  to  sever  them.  It  seems  to  us  that  a 
sufficient  answer  to  this  suggestion  is  afforded  by  the  fact  that  for  the  past  two 
years,  under  chapter  361  of  the  Laws  of  1881,  we  have  been  acting  under  a law 
which  did  sever  local  from  State  taxes;  and  no  complaint  has  been  made  that  diffi- 
culty exists  in  carrying  it  out,  so  far  as  we  know.  From  the  considerations  above 
stated  we  are  induced  to  hold  that  it  was  not  the  intention  of  the  legislature,  by 
chapter  542  of  the  Laws  of  1880,  to  exempt  the  property  of  the  corporations  and 
companies  therein  named  from  taxation  for  local  purposes. 

The  judgment  should,  therefore,  be  affirmed. 

All  concur,  except  Earl,  J. , who  dissents  upon  the  first  ground. 

Judgment  affirmed. 


COURT  OF  APPEALS. 

PEOPLE  v.  ALBANY  INSURANCE  COMPANY. 

[Vol.  92d,  N.  Y.  Reports,  page  458,  June  5,  1883.] 

Rapallo,  J. — The  only  question  in  this  case  which  remains  open,  in  view  of  our 
recent  decisions,  is  whether  the  $100,000  divided  among  the  stockholders  of  the 
defendant  in  February,  1881,  was  a dividend  made  or  declared  during  the  year 
ending  November  1,  1881,  within  the  intent  and  meaning  of  those  words,  as  used 
in  section  3 of  chapter  361  of  the  Laws  of  1881. 

It  appears  from  the  agreed  statement  of  facts,  and  the  report  thereto  attached, 
that  the  capital  of  the  company  was  $200,000;  that  on  the  30th  of  June,  1880,  it 
had  a surplus  fund  of  $179,437.16,  being  an  accumulation  of  past  earnings;  that 
on  the  1st  of  January,  1881,  this  fund  had  increased  to  $201,942.64;  that  the 
charter  of  the  company  was  to  expire  by  lapse  of  time  in  June,  1881 ; that  in

January,  1881,  the  company  declared  a dividend  of  $12,500,  being  six  and  a 
quarter  per  cent  on  its  capital  stock,  and  that  in  February,  1881,  it  was  resolved 
that  the  sum  of  $100,000  should  be  taken  from  its  surplus  fund  and  paid  to  and 
divided  among  the  stockholders.  It  is  admitted  that  such  division  was  made  in 
contemplation  of  the  expiration  of  the  company’s  charter,  it  being  at  the  same 
time  resolved  that  such  charter  should  be  extended.  It  is  further  admitted  in  the 
statement  of  facts  that  the  whole  of  the  said  $100,000  so  paid  to  and  divided 
among  the  stockholders  was  earned  and  acquired  by  the  said  company  before  the 
1st  of  January,  1880,  and  was  the  result  of  the  accumulation  of  the  profits  of  the 
company  for  several  years  prior  to  that  time,  and  that  the  dividend  of  six  and  one- 
quarter  per  cent  declared  in  January,  1881,  was  paid  from  the  earnings  and  profits 
of  the  company  for  the  current  year,  and  was  the  only  one  so  declared  or  made  in 
the  year  beginning  November  1,  1880. 

The  tax  sought  to  be  recovered  is  computed  on  the  basis  of  dividends  having 
been  made  or  declared  during  the  year  ending  November  1,  1881,  to  the  amount  of 
fifty-six  and  one-quarter  per  cent  on  the  par  value  of  the  stock  of  the  company. 

As  we  have  held  in  the  tax  cases  lately  decided,  the  tax  in  question  is  not  upon 
the  dividends  declared,  nor  upon  the  property  of  the  company,  but  upon  its 
franchise  of  carrying  on  business  as  a corporation.  Former  laws  provided  for  the 
taxation  of  the  property  of  corporations,  but  this  tax  upon  their  franchise  was  a 
new  tax  first  created  by  chapter  542,  of  the  Laws  of  1880,  of  which  the  act  of 
1881  is  an  amendment.  These  acts  are  prospective  in  their  operation,  and  the  tax 
thereby  imposed  is  payable  annually,  not  for  the  past,  but  for  the  future  enjoyment 
of  the  franchise.  The  framers  of  the  act  had  to  solve  the  problem  of  ascertaining 
the  value  of  such  enjoyment,  and  for  that  purpose  alone  was  reference  made  to 
dividends.  The  act  provides  that  every  corporation  (with  certain  exceptions) 
shall  pay  annually  into  the  treasury  of  the  State,  a tax  upon  its  corporate  franchise 
to  be  computed  as  follows : If  the  dividend  or  dividends  made  dr  declared  by  such 
corporations,  etc.,  during  any  year  ending  with  the  first  day  of  November,  amount 
to  six  or  more  than  six  per  centum  upon  the  par  value  of  its  stock,  then  the  tax  to 
be  at  the  rate  of  one-quarter  mill  on  the  capital  stock  for  each  one  per  centum  of 
dividends  so  made  or  declared,  or  if  no  dividends  be  made  or  declared,  or  if  the 
dividends  made  or  declared  do  not  amount  to  six  per  centum  upon  the  par  value  of 
the  capital  stock,  then  the  tax  to  be  at  the  rate  of  one  and  one-half  mill  upon  each 
dollar  of  the  valuation  of  the  said  capital  stock,  etc. 

The  amount  of  dividends  made  or  declared  during  the  year  are  thus  made  simply 
the  measure  of  the  annual  value  of  the  franchise  upon  which  the  tax  is  to  be  annu- 
ally paid.  As  dividends  can  be  legally  made  only  out  of  earnings  or  profits,  and 
cannot  be  made  out  of  capital,  they  are  assumed  to  approximate  as  nearly  as  prac- 
ticable the  just  measure  of  the  tax  which  should  be  imposed  upon  the  corporation 
for  the  enjoyment  of  its  franchise.  Should  a corporation  earning  six  per  cent  or 
more  withhold  all  dividends  or  pay  less  than  six  per  cent  and  accumulate  its  earn 
ins^s,  or  employ  them  as  capital  to  improve  its  property,  it  would  not  therebj 
escape  taxation,  for  it  would  then  be  taxable  according  to  the  actual  value  of  its 
capital  stock,  and  that  value  would  be  increased  by  the  amount  of  surplus  thus 
accumulated,  and  it  would  be  taxable  at  the  rate  of  one  and  one-half  mills  upon 
each  dollar  of  the  valuation  of  such  stock,  which  will  be  found  by  computation  to- 
be  substantially  the  same  amount  for  which  it  would  have  been  taxable  had  the 
profits  been  divided.  But  should  a corporation,  for  the  purpose  of  evading  taxes 
under  the  act,  divide  six  per  cent  or  more,  but  less  than  its  actual  earnings  in  any 
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one  year  after  the  passage  of  the  acts  of  1880  and  1881,  and  thus  create  a surplus, 
there  would  be  no  injustice  in  treating  the  division  of  such  surplus  in  a subsequent 
year  as  a dividend  within  the  meaning  of  the  act,  for  it  would  be  the  statutory 
measure  of  the  value  of  the  franchise  which  the  corporation  had  enjoyed  since  the 
time  when  such  franchise  was  subjected  to  the  tax. 

But  the  present  is  a very  different  case  from  that  supposed.  The  surplus  here  in 
question  was  all  acquired  prior  to  the  passage  even  of  the  act  of  1880,  and  was  the 
accumulation  of  earnings  of  several  previous  years.  It  had  constituted  part  of  the 
property  of  the  corporation,  and  been  taxable  as  such  during  those  years.  It  might 
have  been  the  measure  of  the  enjoyment  of  the  franchise  during  those  previous 
years  when  the  franchise  was  not  taxable,  but  was  no  measure  of  the  value  of  such 
enjoyment  during  the  year  1880  or  1881,  and  these  aggregated  earnings  of  several 
years  were  certainly  no  criterion  of  the  value  of  such  franchise  during  any  single 
year.  A division  of  property  thus  previously  acquired  could  not  have  been  within 
the  contemplation  of  the  framers  of  the  act  in  fixing  upon  the  annual  dividends  as 
a measure  of  the  value  of  the  franchise  of  the  corporation  ; and  even  if  a dividend, 
within  the  letter  of  the  act,  to  construe  it  as  a dividend  for  the  purposes  of  the  act, 
would  be  so  contrary  to  its  spirit  and  intent  that  such  a construction  is  inadmissible. 

The  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  in  Bailey  v.  Railroad 
Company  (106  U.  S.,  109),  is  very  much  in  point.  Section  122  of  the  Internal 
Revenue  Act  of  1864  (13  Stat.  at  Large,  284)  provided  that  any  railroad  company 
that  declared  any  dividend  in  scrip  or  money,  due  or  payable  to  its  stockholders 
as  part  of  the  earnings  or  profits  of  such  company,  should  be  subject  to  a duty  of 
five  per  cent  on  all  such  dividends  whenever  payable.  The  railroad  company,  in 
1868,  issued  certificates,  which  were  decided  to  be  a scrip  dividend,  of  $23,000,000 
to  its  stockholders,  as  representing  earnings  of  the  company  which  had  been 
expended  in  the  construction  and  equipment  of  the  road  and  the  purchase  of  real 
estate  and  other  property.  It  was  contended  on  the  part  of  the  plaintiff  that  by 
the  express  terms  of  section  122  these  certificates,  being  a declaration  of  a dividend, 
as  part  of  the  earnings  of  the  company,  were  taxable  upon  the  amount  thereof 
without  deduction;  that  the  policy,  as  well  as  the  language  of  the  act,  fixed  the 
charge  upon  the  declaration  itself,  and,  for  the  purposes  of  taxation,  concluded 
both  as  to  the  amount  subject  to  the  tax,  and  that  such  a rule  was  reasonable  as 
furnishing  an  obvious  standard  and  the  only  safe  criterion  of  the  tax,  to  avoid 
fraudulent  evasions.  The  court,  however,  held  that  the  tax  provided  for  in  the  act 
was  an  annual  income  tax,  .the  scheme  of  the  statute  being  to  levy  the  tax  upon 
the  income  for  each  year,  ending  the  thirty-first  of  December  next  preceding  the 
assessment  of  the  tax,  and  that  the  defendant  might  show  what  portion  of  the 
earnings  represented  by  these  certificates  accrued  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  act 
imposing  the  income  tax,  and  those  earnings  should  be  deducted  from  the  amount 
of  the  scrip  dividend. 

We  are  of  opinion  that  the  dividend  of  fifty  per  cent,  or  $100,000,  should  not  be 
considered  in  assessing  the  tax  in  question,  and  that  it  should  be  computed  on 
the  basis  of  the  dividend  of  six  and  one-quarter  per  cent  made  in  Jauuary,  1881. 

The  judgment  appealed  from  should  be  reversed,  with  costs. 

All  concur. 

Judgment  reversed. 

Upon  motion  subsequently  made,  the  remittitur  was  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows :

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COURT  OF  APPEALS. 

T1IE  PEOPLE  * THE  HOME  INSURANCE  COMPANY. 

[New  York  Reports,  9Jd  volume,  page  328,  May  1,  i883.] 

Rugeu,  Ch.  J — It  is  claimed  by  the  appellant  that  the  law  under  which  the  tax 
involved  in  this  action  was  imposed  is  obnoxious  to  the  provisions  of  section  20  of 
article  3 of  the  Constitution,  in  that  it  does  not  state  distinctly  the  object  to  which 
the  tax  is  applicable. 

The  statement  is  that  it  is  “ applicable  to  the  payment  of  the  ordinary  and  current 
expenses  of  the  State.”  (Sec.  9,  chap.  542,  Laws  of  1880.)  It  was  admitted  upon 
the  argument  by  the  learned  counsel  raising  the  objection  that  it  would  be  impracti- 
cable to  state  the  object  of  a prospective  tax  in  all  cases,  without  more  or  less 
indefiniteness;  and  that  the  question  actually  to  be  considered  was  the  degree  to 
which  such  indistinctness  might  constitutionally  extend.  It  was  further  conceded 
that  a provision  which  defined  the  object  of  a tax  to  be  the  replenishment  of  the 
general  or  any  other  specified  and  legally  recognized  fund  of  the  State  treasury,  or 
a provision  for  anyone  of  these  funds,  or  for  ‘‘unseen  contingencies,”  would  be  a 
sufficient  compliance  with  the  requirement  of  the  Constitution. 

We  think  these  concessions  are  fatal  to  the  contention  of  the  appellant. 

To  sustain  his  position  it  would  be  necessary  for  the  appellant  to  demonstrate  that 
the  specification  of  some  out  of  many  items  legally  chargeable  upon  a certain  fund  is 
a less  distinct  statement  of  the  object  of  a tax  than  a statement  that  it  is  to  be  applied 
to  replenish  the  undivided  fund  itself.  It  is  obvious  that  this  cannot  be  done. 
These  concessions  were,  of  course,  involuntary,  and  such  as  counsel  was  by  force 
of  controlling  adjudications  in  this  court  constrained  to  make.  Even  in  the  absence 
of  such  admissions  the  decisions  referred  to  would  lead  to  the  same  result. 

The  system  by  which  the  finances  of  the  State  are  classified  and  the  purposes  to 
which  their  moneys  may  be  applied  is  embodied  in  numerous  acts  of  the  legislature 
creating  various  distinct  and  separate  "funds.  Among  them  is  a so-called  general 
fund,  which  is  also  recognized  by  the  Constitution.  (Sec.  2,  art.  7 of  the  Const, 
[1  vol.  R.  S.,  pp.  493  et  seq.\)  Each  of  these  several  funds,  aside  from  the  general 
fund,  is  devoted  to  some  special  object,  and  payment  therefrom  for  any  other  pur- 
pose than  that  to  which  it  is  specifically  devoted  is  prohibited  by  law. 

The  most,  if  not  all  of  the  ordinary  and  current  expenses  of  the  State,  are 
specifically  chargeable  to  the  general  fund.  (Vol.  1,  R.  S.  [7th  ed.],  pp.  496  to 
500.)  In  addition  to  these  special  provisions  it  is  further  enacted  that  any  appro- 
priation made  by  the  legislature,  not  specially  charged  to  any  other  fund,  shall  be 
paid  from  the  general  fund.  (Vol.  1,  R.  S.,  pp.  500  and  501.) 

It  is  thus  apparent  not  only  that  the  payment  of  all  the  current  and  ordinary 
expenses  of  the  State  government  is  chargeable  upon  the  general  fund,  but  also  that 
of  various  other  necessary  expenditures.  It  seems  to  follow  that  if  the  specifica- 
tion of  the  replenishment  of  this  fund  be  held  to  be  a sufficiently  distinct  statement 
of  the  object  of  a tax  within  the  constitutional  requirement,  the  designation  of  one 
or  more  of  the  several  classes  of  expenditures  lawfully  chargeable  to  that  fund 
would  be  equally  sufficient  and  distinct.  This  question  has  been  before  this  court 
on  several  occasions  and  the  effect  of  each  decision  is  adverse  to  the  claim  made 
by  the  appellant. 

The  first  time  that  it  was  'raised  was  in  the  case  of  the  Sun  Mutual  Insurance 
Company  v.  The  City  of  New  York  (reported  in  5 Sandford,  10).  The  statute  under 
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'which  that  case  arose  empowered  the  board  of  supervisors  of  New  York  county  to 
raise  by  tax  upon  the  real  and  personal  property  subject  to  taxation  in  said  county 
the  sum  of  $1,606,525,  and  described  the  object  of  the  tax,  that  it  was  “ to  be 
applied  toward  defraying  the  various  contingent  expenses  legally  chargeable  to  the 
said  city  and  county,  and  such  expenses  as  thp  mayor,  aldermen  and  commonalty 
of  the  city  of  New  York  may  in  any  manner  sustain  or  be  put  to  by  law.”  It  was 
held.  Chief  Justice  Oakley  delivering  the  opinion,  that  the  statement  of  the  object 
of  the  tax  was  a sufficient  compliance  with  the  constitutional  provision.  This  case 
was  affirmed  upon  appeal  to  this  court,  although  the  particular  question  referred  to 
was  not  discussed  in  the  opinion,  and  did  not  even  appear  to  have  been  mooted. 
(8  N.  Y.,  241.)  The  opinion  upon  this  point,  as  reported  in  5 Sandford,  was,  how- 
ever, expressly  approved  by  this  court  in  The  People  v.  Supervisors  of  Orange 
County  (17  N.  Y.,  235).  The  law  authorizing  that  tax  directed  its  proceeds  to  be 
paid  into  the  State  treasury  “ to  the  credit  of  the  general  fund.”  It  was  held  that 
the  description  of  the  object  of  the  tax  was  as  distinct  as  was  reasonably  prac- 
ticable, and  was  a sufficient1  compliance  with  the  requirement  of  the  Constitution. 
Mr.  Justice  Harris,  delivering  the  opinion  of  the  court,  says:  “ The  sum  of  the 
whole  argument  is  this:  the  general  fund  is  a thing  long  and  well  known  by  every 
intelligent  citizen  of  the  State.  Its  existence  is  recognized  by  the  Constitution 
itself.  It  is  an  object  to  which  money  has  often  been  and  may  now  lawfully  be 
appropriated.  The  legislature  thought  fit  to  make  an  appropriation  to  this  fund. 
For  this  purpose  it  directed  a tax  to  be  levied.  It  is  distinctly  stated  in  the  law 
that  this  was  the  object  for  which  the  tax  was  imposed.  The  constitutional 
requirement  in  this  respect  was  thus  satisfied.”  We  regard  the  description  of  the 
object  of  the  tax  in  the  law  of  1880  to  be  at  least  as  definite  and  precise  as  that 
considered  in  either  of  these  cases. 

It  is  quite  significant  that  the  framers  of  the  clause,  as  well  as  of  the  Constitu- 
tion of  1346,  designated  the  general  fund  as  the  object  of  a tax  laid  by  that  instru- 
ment, and  thus  gave  a practical  construction  by  its  authors  of  the  meaning  of  the 
language  under  consideration.  The  financial  operations  of  the  State  have  now 
been  carried  on  for  nearly  thirty-seven  years  under  this  provision  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  during  each  of  those  years  questions  involving  its  practical  construction 
have  been  presented  to  each  branch  of  the  State  government,  and  have  been 
necessarily  considered  and  decided  by  the  various  departments. 

The  almost  uniform  description  of  the  object  of  the  annual  tax  levies  in  the  laws 
authorizing  their  imposition  has  been  to  require  their  application  “ to  the  pur- 
poses of  the  general  fund  and  for  the  payment  of  those  claims  and  demands  which 
constitute  a lawful  charge  upon  that  fund  ” Taxes  have  been  levied  by  the  Legis- 
lature, collected  by  the  State  officers,  and  disbursed  by  its  authorized  agents  during 
this  long  period,  without  objection  as  to  the  sufficiency  of  such  statements  or  the 
legality  of  the  method  by  which  these  acts  were  performed,  and  it  would  now 
seem  too  late  to  raise  a question  of  such  importance  and  fraught  with  such  danger- 
ous consequences  to  those  engaged  in  the  enforcement  of  the  laws. 

If  this  question  were  at  all  doubtful  upon  authority,  this  constant  and  uniform 
construction  by  every  department  of  the  State  government  for  so  long  a period 
would  have  great,  if  not  controlling  weight  upon  the  interpretation  of  this  pro- 
vision. We  are  therefore  of  the  opinion  that  this  objection  to  the  constitutionality 
of  the  act  cannot  be  sustained. 

The  only  remaining  question  in  the  case  is  whether  the  State  authorities  in  tax- 
ing corporations  under  the  statutes  of  1880  and  1881  are  obliged  to  deduct  the 
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amount  of  stock  which  such  corporations  hold  in  bonds  of  the  United  States  from 
the  total  amount  of  their  capital  stock,  and  compute  the  tax  only  upon  the  divi- 
dends derived  from  the  remainder  of  such  capital.  The  agreed  statement  of  facts 
in  this  case  shows  the  total  capital  stock  of  the  appellants  to  be  $3,000,000,  of  which 
the  sum  of  $1,940,000  was,  on  the  day  of  November,  1881,  invested  in  United 
States  bonds.  The  annual  dividend  declared  by  the  corporation  for  the  year  pre- 
ceding that  date  was  ten  per  cent  upon  its  entire  capital  stock.  The  tax  imposed 
under  these  acts,  computed  upon  such  dividend,  aggregated  $7,500.  A statement 
of  some  of  the  propositions  of  law  undisputed  or  conceded  by  the  respective  par- 
ties will  limit  the  range  of  citation  and  discussion.  No  question  was  made  upon 
the  argument  as  to  the  correctness  of  the  propositions  that  a State  legislature  ha3 
no  power  to  levy  a tax  directly  either  upon  United  States  bonds  held  by  individuals 
or  corporations,  or  upon  the  property  represented  by  such  bonds  or  the  income 
derivable  therefrom  ; and  that  a legislature  could  not  indirectly  accomplish  an 
object  which  it  was  prohibited  from  attaining  by  direct  and  positive  legislation. 
It  was  also  undisputed  that  a State,  in  the  exercise  of  its  legislative  power,  has  the 
right  to  impose  taxes  upon  the  business,  privileges  and  franchises  of  a corporation 
organized  under  its  laws,  and  from  which  alone  it  derives  its  corporate  existence 
and  secures  protection  in  the  prosecution  of  its  business.  In  other  words,  it  is 
admitted  that  among  the  legitimate  subjects  of  State  taxation  is  not  only  the  prop- 
erty of  individuals  and  corporations,  but  in  the  case  of  corporations  the  very  right  of 
exercising  the  privileges  granted  to  them  by  the  State.  These  several  propositions 
are  also  abundantly  sustained  by  the  authorities.  It  thus  appears  that  the  only 
question  presented  for  our  consideration  under  this  branch  of  the  appeal  is  whether 
the  tax  in  question  was  in  fact  levied  upon  the  franchises  of  the  defendant,  which 
would  be  undeniably  lawful,  or  upon  the  property  of  the  corporation  invested  in 
the  securities  of  the  general  government,  which  would  be  unlawful.  It  is  not 
claimed  that  this  law  in  terms  assumes  to  authorize  the  taxation  of  the  exempted 
securities,  but  it  is  asserted  that  it  effects  this  result  indirectly,  and  therefore 
amounts  to  the  exercise  of  a prohibited  power. 

This  involves  an  inquiry  into  the  real  intention  of  the  legislature  in  passing  this 
statute.  The  appellant  claims  that  we  must  go  behind  the  object  declared  by  that 
body,  and  from  the  language  and  effect  of  the  act,  as  well  as  from  other  sources 
of  information,  hold  its  real  object  to  be  different  from  its  declared  intent.  Waiving 
for  the  present  a consideration  of  the  question  whether  »the  court  has  the  right  by 
judicial  construction  to  determine  that  the  legislature  has  in  fact  exercised  a prohib- 
ited power  instead  of  one  which  it  legally  might,  and  which  it  expressly  declared  it 
did  exercise,  we  will  proceed  to  examine  the  question  presented  upon  the  theory 
advanced  by  the  appellant.  In  the  determination  of  questions  involving  the  construc- 
tion of  statutes,  and  their  validity  as  depending  up^n  legislative  intent,  we  may 
doubtless  legitimately  examine  the  history  of  the  legislation  as  well  as  the  act  itself 
and  acts  in  pari  materia.  By  such  examination  we  are  enabled  to  see  the  general 
nature  of  the  scheme  inaugurated  by  the  legislature  and  its  relation  to  prior  and  exist- 
ing laws  concerning  taxation.  The  statutes  in  question  left  the  corporations  still  sub- 
ject to  the  payment  of  local  taxes  ( The  People  ex  rel.  v.  Davenport  et  al. , Trustees ),  always 
constituting  the  great  bulk  of  taxation  in  the  State,  and  attempted  by  a new  system 
to  collect  only  so  much  of  the  burdens  laid  upon  them  as  inured  exclusively  to  the 
use  of  the  State,  by  tax  upon  their  franchise  alone.  They  were  expressly  exempted 
from  the  customary  tax  laid  for  State  purposes  upon  their  property  by  the  general 
law,  and  thus  secured  some  compensation  for  this  franchise  tax  by  a partial  exemp- 
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tion  from  the  usual  property  tax.  Not  only  tlie  object  but  also  the  method  con- 
templated by  the  legislature  were  new  in  many  respects.  Among  other  things  the 
law  enumerates  certain  distinct  and  specified  classes  of  corporations  to  whom  its 
various  provisions  shall  respectively  apply,  and  for  the  first  time  in  the  history  of 
State  taxation  the  State,  as  distinguished  from  the  local  authorities,  intervened 
directly,  not  only  in  the  assessment  of  the  tax,  but  also  in  its  collection  and  the 
transfer  to  the  State  treasury  of  the  funds  thus  collected.  It  is  also  believed  to  be 
the  first  time  in  the  practice  of  the  State  that  an  attempt  has  been  made  by  a 
general  scheme  to  impose  taxes  exclusively  upon  the  franchises  and  business  of 
corporations  organized  under  its  laws,  and  to  exact  their  payment  as  a condition 
upon  the  exercise  of  the  privileges  granted  them  by  the  State.  The  tax  complained 
of  was  levied  under  section  3 of  chapter  542  of  the  Laws  of  1880,  as  amended  by 
chapter  361  of  the  Laws  of  1881,  and  which,  after  describing  the  corporations 
subject  to  its  provisions,  continues  as  follows:  “ Shall  be  subject  to  and  pay  a tax 
upon  its  corporate  franchise  or  business  into  the  treasury  of  the  State  annually,  to 
be  computed  as  follows:  ‘If  the  dividend  or  dividends  made^or  declared  by  such 
corporation,  joint-stock  company  or  association,  during  any  year  ending  with  the 
first  day  of  November,  amount  to  six  or  more  than  six  per^  centum  upon  the  par 
value  of  its  capital  stock,  then  the  tax  to  be  at  the  rate  of  one-quarter  mill  upon 
the  capital  stock  for  each  one  per  centum  of  dividends  so  made  and  declared.’” 
When  the  dividends  are  under  six  per  cent,  another  method  of  computation  is  pro- 
vided which  it  is  not  here  essential  to  describe. 

By  section  5 of  the  same  act  a further  tax  of  eight-tenths  of  one  per  centum  upon 
the  gross  amount  of  their  receipts  for  premiums,  also  as  a tax  upon  their  corporate 
franchise  and  business,  was  required  to  be  paid  by  fire  and  marine  insurance  com- 
panies annually  into  the  State  treasury.  The  act  further  provides  that  such  corpo- 
rations shall  be  exempted  from  all  further  taxation  for  State  purposes,  except  upon 
their  real  property.  In  case  of  the  intentional  neglect  or  refusal  of  the  corpora- 
tions bound  to  report  their  condition  or  pay  the  taxes  as  therein  required,  it  was 
provided  that  an  action  to  recover  the  tax  might  be  brought  by  the  Attorney  General 
and  also  that  their  respective  charter  and  corporate  privileges  should  be  forfeited 
and  terminated.  We  have  before  seen  that  the  State  legislature  had  an  undoubted 
right,  by  virtue  of  its  jurisdiction  over  corporations  organized  under  its  laws,  to 
levj'  such  tax  upon  their  business  and  privileges,  aside  from  all  property  taxation, 
as  in  its  discretion  it  might  deem  just  and  proper,  in  order  to  provide  revenues  for 
the  State.  Conceding  this,  the  appellant  claims  that  because  the  legislature  has 
directed  the  amount  of  this  tax  to  be  arrived  at  in  a particular  way,  i.  e.,  by  requir- 
ing payment  of  a per  centage  upon  declared  dividends,  and  because  such  computa- 
tion may  be  based  in  part  upon  interest  derivable  from  funds  invested  in  United 
States  bonds,  such  method  necessarily  invalidates  the  tax  to  the  extent  of  dividends 
accrued  from  the  capital  so  invested. 

We  are  unable  to  see  why  this  precise  proposition  has  not  been  determined 
adversely  to  the  appellant,  both  by  this  court  and  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the 
United  States.  The  question  was  substantially  involved  in  Monroe  Savings  Bank  v. 
City  of  Rochester  (37  N.  Y.,  365),  where  it  was  held  that  a tax  upon  the  entire 
surplus  of  a savings  bank  levied  as  a tax  upon  the  franchises  of  the  corporation 
was  not  void,  although  it  had  a portion  of  its  property  invested  in  United  States 
bonds  and  although  such  bonds  were  estimated  as  property  in  computing  the  sum 
upon  which  the  tax  was  levied.  The  franchises  of  a corporation  were  held  to  be 
proper  subjects  of  taxation,  the  court  saying:  “It  follows  that,  if  such  taxation 
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falls  within  the  scope  of  legislative  power,  that  power  may  also  prescribe  a rule  or 
test  of  value.”  “ It  can  hardly  be  denied  that  a fair  measure  of  the  value  of  the 
franchises  of  corporations  would  be  the  profits  resulting  from  their  use,  and  in 
adopting  such  a rule  of  estimate  no  one  could  justly  complain  of  its  being  unequal 
in  its  effects  upon  different  corporations  or  unjust  in  its  general  operation.” 

In  Society  for  Savings  v.  Coite  (6  Wallace,  594);  Provident  Institution  v.  Massachu- 
setts (Id.,  611);  Hamilton  Company  v.  Massachusetts  (Id.,  633),  the  point  here  involved 
was  also  decided.  In  the  Coite  case,  a law  of  the  State  of  Connecticut  had 
imposed  a tax  of  three-fourths  of  one  per  cent  on  the  total  amount  which 
savings  banks  had  on  deposit  on  a day  certain  in  lieu  of  all  other  taxes  upon  them. 
The  bank  had  on  the  day  specified  upwards  of  half  a million  dollars  of  its  deposits 
invested  in  United  States  government  bonds  and  claimed  that  such  amount  should 
be  deducted  from  its  gross  deposits  by  the  State  authorities  in  levying  the  tax. 
Although  the  law  did  not  in  terms  purport  to  levy  a tax  upon  the  franchises  or 
business  of  the  corporation,  yet  the  court  held  that  it  was  a tax  upon  the  franchise 
and  was  a legitimate  exercise  of  the  taxing  power  of  the  State.  The  criticism  is 
made  upon  this  case  that  the  law  authorized  a tax  upon  the  liabilities  of  the  bank. 
Even  if  this  were  so,  it  would  not  impair  the  force  of  the  case  as  an  authority. 
But  the  criticism,  we  think,  is  not  well  founded,  for  admitting  that  the  deposits  of 
a savings  bank  represent  the  amount  of  its  indebtedness,  they  also  indicate  its 
ability  to  pay  as  well  as  its  financial  condition.  It  would  be  difficult  to  devise  a 
more  accurate  test  of  the  value  of  the  franchise  of  a savings  bank  than  by  taking 
the  amount  of  its  deposits  as  the  measure  of  its  prosperity. 

The  case  of  Provident  Institution  v.  Massachusetts,  immediately  following,  reaf- 
firmed the  proposition  laid  down  in  the  case  of  Coite,  and  declared  that  a tax 
levied  upon  the  gross  deposits  of  a savings  bank  was  not  susceptible  to  the  objec- 
tion that  it  was  a tax  upon  government  securities.  Mr.  Justice  Clifford,  in  his 
opinion,  says:  “It  is  the  corporation  that  is  to  make  the  payment,  and  if  it  fail  to 
do  so  it  is  liable  not  only  to  an  action  for  the  amount  of  the  tax,  but,  what  is  more 
significant,  it  may  be  enjoined  from  the  future  exercise  of  its  franchises  until  all 
taxes  shall  be  fully  paid.  ” And  further,  discussing  the  difference  existing  between 
franchises  and  property  taxes,  he  says,  in  language  particularly  applicable  to  this 
case:  “ Franchise  taxes  are  levied  directly  by  an  act  of  the  legislature,  and  the 
corporations  are  required  to  pay  the  amount  into  the  State  treasury.  They  differ 
from  property  taxes  as  levied  for  State  and  municipal  purposes  in  the  basis  pre- 
scribed for  computing  the  amount,  in  the  manner  of  assessment  and  in  the  mode  of 
collection.”  “ Comparative  valuation  in  assessing  property  taxes  is  the  basis  and 
computation  in  ascertaining  the  amount  to  be  contributed  by  an  individual,  but 
the  amount  of  a franchise  tax  depends  upon  the  business  transacted  by  the  corpora- 
tion, and  the  extent  to  which  they  have  exercised  the  privileges  granted  in  their 
charter.”  This  case  was  followed  by  the  Hamilton  Company  case,  in  which  the 
conclusions  before  reached  were  again  affirmed. 

The  legislature  of  Massachusetts  had  enacted  a statute  by  which  corporations 
in  that  State  having  a capital  stock  divided  into  shares  were  required  to  pay  a tax 
of  one-sixth  of  one  per  cent  upon  each  dollar  of  the  excess  of  the  market  Value  of 
all  such  stock  over  the  value  of  its  real  estate  and  machinery.  The  Hamilton 
Company  had  invested  $300,000  of  its  capital  in  the  bonds  of  the  United  States. 
Some  of  the  questions  considered  involved  the  construction  of  constitutional  pro- 
visions and  statutes  not  applicable  here,  but  the  broad  doctrine  was  announced 
that  a law  which  apportioned  a tax  upon  the  franchise  of  a corporation  according 
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to  the  value  of  its  capital  stock,  although  such  capital  stock  was  partially  invested 
in  securities  exempt  from  taxation,  was  not  for  that  reason  invalid.  The  main 
question  argued  was  that,  inasmuch  as  no  express  authority  existed  under  the 
State  Constitution  to  tax  th  e business  or  franchises  of  a corporation,  unless  com- 
prehended in  the  word  “commodities,”  whether  that  word  conferred  the  necessary 
power,  and  it  being  held  under  the  long-settled  decisions  of  the  State  courts  that 
the  term  did  confer  such  power,  the  Supreme  Court  affirmed  the  validity  of  the 
tax  as  a tax  upon  franchises  and  not  upon  property.  Mr.  Justice  Clifford,  who 
also  -wrote  in  this  case,  says:  “All  trades  and  avocations  by  which  the  citizens 
acquire  a livelihood  may  also  be  taxed  by  the  State  for  the  support  of  the  State 
government.  Power  to  that  effect  resides  in  the  State  independent  of  the  Federal 
government,  and  is  wholly  unaffected  by  the  fact  that  the  corporation  or  individual 
has  or  has  not  made  investments  in  Federal  securities.” 

In  neither  of  the  three  cases  cited  was  it  claimed  or  suggested  upon  the  argument 
that  if  the  State  legislature  had  in  terms  laid  the  tax  upon  the  business  or  franchise 
of  the  corporation,  any  question  as  to  the  validity  of  the  tax  could  have  been 
successfully  raised,  but  on  the  contrary,  it  was  clearly  held  that  the  State  having 
power  to  tax  the  franchise  of  corporations,  and  having  exercised  the  power,  the 
court  would  ascribe  such  exercise  to  the  power  which  authorized  it  although  the 
act  levying  the  tax  did  not  specially  designate  its  character. 

Applying  the  tests  derived  from  these  authorities  it  seems  conclusively  estab- 
lished that  the  act  under  which  this  tax  was  levied  must  be  held  to  have  imposed  a 
franchise  and  not  a property  lax,  and  that  its  enactment  constituted  a lawful 
exercise  of  legislative  power.  It  is  levied  upon  corporations  alone  and  one  of  the 
penalties  provided  for  its  non  payment  is  the  forfeiture  of  their  charter.  The 
amount  of  the  tax  is  dependent  upon  their  business  prosperity  as  evidenced  by 
their  capacity  to  declare  dividends,  instead  of  upon  the  value  of  the  corporate 
property,  and  it  is  made  payable  by  the  corporations  affected  directly  to  the  State 
authorities.  The  income  of  these  corporations  is  referred  to  only  as  a means  of 
arriving  at  the  measure  of  their  liability.  As  was  said  in  the  Provident  Institu- 
tion case:  “The  subject-matter  to  be  taxed  is  the  corporation,  and  the  average 
amount  of  the  deposits  within  the  period  named  furnishes  the  basis  of  computing 
the  amount.”  It  was  conceded  on  the  argument  that  neither  by  statutory  or 
judicial  authority  had  any  fixed  basis  for  computing  the  taxable  value  of  a corpo- 
rate franchise  been  established,  either  by  the  State  or  Federal  governments.  It 
necessarily  follows  that  this  question  must  be  decided  according  to  the  judgment 
and  discretion  of  the  bodies  having  authority  to  tax  such  privileges  as  the  occasion 
for  such  a decision  may  from  time  to  time  arise.  Having  this  power,  and  having 
professed  to  exercise  it  in  a given  case,  it  is  not  easy  to  see  upon  what  principle  a 
court  can  judicially  ascribe  the  legislative  action  to  another  power  which  the  legis- 
lature is  prohibited  from  exercising.  The  contention  is  that  we  should  hold  that 
the  legislature  has  really  imposed  a tax  upon  property  while  professing  only  to  tax 
a franchise  In  other  words,  the  rule  of  construction  claimed  is  that  we  should 
impute  to  the  legislature  an  unlawful  intent  in  a case  where  its  action  is  plainly 
sustainable  upon  justifiable  grounds.  Well  and  long  settled  rules  forbid  us  from 
placing  such  an  interpretation  upon  statutory  enactments,  and  rather  require  us  to 
make  every  reasonable  intendment  to  uphold  rather  than  to  nullify  the  exercise  of 
legislative  authority.  The  authorities  cited  would  seem  to  require  us  to  hold  this 
law  valid  as  a tax  upon  the  franchise,  even  though  that  character  had  not  been 
expressly  ascribed  to  it  by  the  legislature  by  the  very  terms  of  the  act. 
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The  case  of  the  Hamilton  Company  goes  much  farther  than  we  need  go  to  sus- 
tain the  judgment  appealed  from.  There,  although  the  value  of  exempted  bonds 
held  by  a corporation  entered  directly  into  the  computation  of  the  amount  of  a 
proposed  tax,  no  portion  of  the  tax  was  deemed  to  have  been  invalidated  thereby. 
If  the  principal  of  such  bonds  can  be  considered  as  a basis  for  computing  the 
amount  of  a franchise  tax,  the  partial  consideration  of  the  income  of  such  bonds 
for  a similar  purpose  must  be  equally  unobjectionable. 

We  have  examined  Pennsylvania  cases  cited  by  the  appellant  in  support  of  the 
proposition  that  a tax  like  tiie  one  in  question  had  there  been  judicially  decided  to 
be  a tax  upon  capital  stock.  They  do  not  appear  to  us  to  support  that  proposition. 
The  cases  arose  under  local  statutes,  and  were  controlled  by  special  provisions 
therein  contained.  It  is  true  some  of  them  hold  that  in  a case  where  the  State 
officers  were  authorized  to  tax  capital  stock  alone,  the  imposition  of  a tax  by 
them,  in  which  the  amount  of  the  tax  was  determined  by  the  amount  of  corporate 
dividends  declared,  was  a tax  upon  capital  stock.  This  conclusion  was  reached  by 
force  of  the  rule  contained  in  the  maxim,  ‘‘ut  res  magis  valeat,  quam  pereat”  the 
court  holding  that  the  dividends  which  were  there  made  the  basis  of  the  tax  were 
merely  referred  to  as  a means  of  arriving  at  the  value  of  the  capital  stock,  which 
was  in  fact  the  subject  of  taxation.  If  these  cases  can  be  assumed  to  hold  beyond 
this,  they  conflict  with  Hamilton  Company  v.  Massachusetts  and  Monroe  County 
Bank  {supra). 

It  is  further  strenuously  contended  by  the  appellants  that  because  the  amount  of 
the  tax  authorized  to  be  levied  upon  corporations  dividing  less  than  six  per  cent 
annually,  shall  be  graduated  by  the  appraised  value  of  their  capital  stock,  it  neces- 
sarily follows  that  the  tax  in  question  must  be  held  to  be  a tax  upon  capital  stock 
and  not  upon  the  franchise.  The  cases  above  cited  hold  directly  the  contrary.  We 
also  think  it  may  safely  be  assumed  that  so  long  as  a corporation  continues  business 
under  its  charter,  the  privilege  of  so  doing  is  of  some  pecuniary  value  to  it,  and 
that  there  is  no  valid  reason  why  the  value  of  the  capital  stock  may  not  be  used  as 
an  element  for  determining  the  amount  of  tax, levied  upon  the  franchise,  and  why 
it  will  not  in  each  year  approximate  its  variable  taxable  value  quite  as  accurately 
as  any  other  method.  In  the  present  case  the  dividends  are  used  to  determine  the 
value  of  the  corporate  franchise,  and  there  is  no  inconsistency  in  these  modes  of 
estimating  the  respective  values  of  capital  stock  and  of  corporate  franchises.  The 
prosperity  of  a corporation  will  affect  equally  the  value  of  its  franchises  and  the 
market  value  of  its  capital  stock,  or,  in  other  words,  what  enhances  the  value  of 
the  franchise  will  raise  the  value  of  its  capital  stock,  and  while  the  one  may,  in 
the  aggregate,  be  more  greatly  enhanced  than  the  other,  yet  they  may  equally 
afford  a just  method  of  arriving  at  the  taxable  value  of  the  respective  subjects. 
The  operation  of  the  same  law  determines  the  relative  value  of  both  stock  and 
franchise. 

The  title  to  the  stock  involves  the  ownership  of  the  property  of  a corporation, 
including  its  franchise,  and  variations  in  the  value  of  such  stock,  as  affected  by 
its  prosperity,  indicate,  by  necessary  relation,  the  comparative  variations  in  the 
value  of  its  franchise. 

We  are  unable  to  see  any  force  in  the  objection  raised  to  this  law  that  various 
corporations  subjected  to  its  provisions  are  thereby  subjected  to  unequal  or  double 
taxation.  Corporations  are,  of  course,  alone  subject  to  the  payment  of  franchise 
taxes,  and  they  may  be  divided  into  as  many  classes  as  the  different  pursuits 
followed  by  them  may  require.  {Railroad  Tax  Cases,  92  U.  S.,  575.)  The  rate  of 
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taxation  provided  by  the  act  seems  to  be  justly  and  equitably  apportioned  and  to 
bear  equally  upon  each  of  the  classes  named  therein  who  stand  in  similar  relations 
to  each  other.  Absolute  equality  in  paying  the  burdens  of  taxation,  as  shown  by 
experience,  is  impossible  of  attainment,  and  it  is  not  an  insuperable  objection  to  a 
law  that  it  does  not  accomplish  that  result.  ( Commonwealth  v.  The  People's  Five  Cent 
Savings  Bank,  5 Allen,  428;  Bank  of  Chenango  v.  Brown,  26  N.  Y.,  467.)  In  the  con- 
sideration of  the  effect  and  meaning  of  laws  imposing  taxes  it  would  undoubtedly  be 
the  duty  of  the  court  to  so  construe  them,  if  possible,  as  to  avoid  unequal  and  double 
taxation,  but  in  determining  the  question  of  legislative  power  we  are  precluded 
from  entertaining  such  considerations  and  must  be  governed  by  the  constitutional 
authority  conferred  upon  the  legislative  body.  In  performing  the  duty  of  levying 
taxes  for  the  support  of  government,  State  legislatures  may,  in  the  exercise  of  their 
undoubted  power,  impose  double  taxes  or  lay  burdens  beyond  the  financial  capacity 
of  the  classes  taxed,  and  however  impolitic  or  unwise  such  a course  would  be,  the 
courts  have  no  right  to  interfere  with  the  exercise  of  the  legislative  discretion. 
( The  People  v.  The  Mayor  of  Brooklyn,  4 N.  Y.,  419;  Cordon  v.  Comes,  supra.) 
Such  questions  properly  belong  to  the  legislative  branch  of  the  government,  whose 
exclusive  duty  it  is  to  apportion  and  impose  the  taxes  required  for  the  use  of  the 
government.  ( Monroe  County  Bank  v.  Rochester,  supra ; Gordon  v.  Comes,  47  N. 
Y.,  608;  Litchfield  v.  Vernon,  41  N.  Y.,  121.)  If  this  question  were  open  for 
examination  in  this  court  upon  principle,  we  think  the  plan  adopted  by  this  law 
for  determining  the  taxable  value  of  corporate  franchises  is  fair  and  equitable  and 
affords  no  reasonable  cause  for  complaint. 

The  tax  is  governed  by  actual  results  and  is  measured  exclusively  by  the  pros- 
perity of  the  corporation  taxed  as  shown  by  the  profits  voluntarily  distributed 
among  its  shareholders.  The  mode  of  assessment  seems  to  be  governed  by  just 
principles  and  to  adapt  itself  to  the  variable  character  of  the  property.  The 
amount  is  so  graded  that  it  rises  and  falls  with  the  fluctuations  in  the  prosperity  of 
the  business  of  the  corporation.  The  various  processes  which  are  so  essential 
in  securing  equality  and  fairness  in  distributing  the  burdens  of  property 
taxes  are  rendered  inapplicable  and  unnecessary  by  a rule  which  refers  the 
valuation  of  the  thing  taxed  to  the  owner  of  the  property,  without 
reference  to  the  actual  value  of  his  invested  or  accumulated  property,  and 
is  based  upon  the  principle  by  which  a business  tax  alone  is  supported.  It 
must  be  borne  in  mind  that  this  tax  is  a fractional  tax,  for  which  an 
equivalent  property  tax  has  been  'surrendered,  and  thereby  substantial  equality  of 
taxation  may  be  presumed  to  have  been  produced  even  as  between  individuals  and 
the  corporations  taxed.  In  this  case  the  propriety  of  the  method  is  made  apparent 
from  the  fact  that  although  nearly  two-thirds*  of  the  capital  of  the  defendant  is 
invested  in  government  bonds,  but  about  one-quarter  of  its  income  is  derived  from 
that  source. 

It  would  seem  that  these  corporations  could  not  fairly  claim  exemption  for  more 
than  the  proportionate  amount  of  income  which  is  derived  from  investment  in 
exempted  securities,  but  we  feel  constrained  to  hold,  in  accordance  with  the 
principles  laid  down  in  the  cases  cited,  that  the  tax  in  question  was  a tax  upon 
franchises  alone,  and  was  therefore  within  the  exercise  of  legitimate  legislative 
power. 

The  judgment  should  be  affirmed.

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SUPREME  COURT  — SPECIAL  TERM. 

IN  THE  MATTER  OF  THE  APPLICATION  OF  THE 
EQUITABLE  FIRE  AND  MARINE  INSURANCE 
COMPANY. 

Landon.  J. — Tlio  Superintendent  of  Insurance,  upon  the  application  of  the 
relator,  considered  its  request  to  be  permitted  to  do  a marine  insurance  business 
within  this  State,  and  refused  it. 

If  a mandamus  would  lie  against  the  Superintendent  in  a matter  of  this  nature, 
it  would  be  to  compel  him  to  consider  the  relator’s  application  and  act  upon  it.  The 
mandamus , therefore,  is  not  necessary.  Whether  the  determination  of  the  Super- 
intendent upon  the  petition,  and  the  facts  applicable  thereto  may  be  reviewed  by 
this  court  upon  certiorari  or  appeal,  is  a question  not  now  before  us. 

Motion  denied,  with  ten  dollars  costs. 


BRIEF  OF  DEPARTMENT  COUNSEL. 

First.  This  appeal  does  not  lie. 

I.  It  is  admitted  that  such  appeals  have  been  taken.  They  are  reported  in  the 
Court  of  Appeals,  but  appeals  to  that  court  have  uniformly  been  dismissed  on  the 
ground  that  the  ruling  of  the  General  Term  was  discretionary  and  not  the  subject 
of  review  by  the  higher  tribunal.  ( People  ex.  rel.  Lorillard  v.  Clyde,  9 N.  Y.,  603; 
People  ex  rel.  Dederich  v.  Clark,  77  N.  Y.,  595.) 

II.  The  Code  itself  provides  for  and  recognizes  such  an  appeal.  (Sec.  2087.) 

III.  But  neither  the  Code  nor  any  decision  has  yet  modified  the  rule  that  no 
appeal  lies  from  a decision  resting  in  the  discretion  of  the  court  that  rendered  it. 
This  rule  is  too  well  known  and  elementary  to  need  comment  or  citation  of  authority 
here.  The  exercise  of  discretion  can  be  appealed  from,  but  only  where  that  dis- 
cretion has  been  abused.  Unless  so  abused,  the  granting  or  refusing  o^the  writ  is 
in  the  discretion  of  the  court  of  original  jurisdiction,  and  is  not  appealable.  ( In  re 
Application  of  Dederich,  77  N.  Y.,  595.) 

Second.  Mandamus  does  not  lie.  The  issue  or  refusal  of  a certificate  of  a renewal 
certificate,  is  matter  of  discretion  with  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance. 

I.  A brief  review  of  statutory  enactment  on  this  subject  may  be  of  service. 
There  never  has  been  any  legislation,  since  1849,  giving  any  right  to  the  Superin- 
tendent of  Insurance  to  issue  any  certificates  to  any  company  doing  business  in 
more  than  one  kind  of  insurance.  Chapter  308  of  the  Laws  of  1849,  once  gave  the 
power,  but  that  statute  was  denuded  by  the  repealing  act  of  1853  of  every  provision, 
•except  that  relating  to  marine  insurance.  (Laws  1853,  chap  463,  § 22;  chap.  466,  §28.) 
Thus  the  law  has  stood  ever  since.  But  by  a later  enactment  the  whole  question  seems 
to  be  set  at  rest.  Laws  of  1873,  chapter  593,  section  2,  provides  as  follows:  “ The 
Superintendent  shall  have  power  to  refuse  admission  to  any  company,  corporation 
or  association  * * * whenever,  in  his  judgment,  such  refusal  shall 

best  promote  the  best  interests  of  the  people  of  the  State.”  Thus,  by  language 
unqualified  in  expression  and  most  comprehensive  in  scope,  the  grant  or  refusal  of 
the  certificate  is  vested  in  the  discretion  and  judgment  of  the  Superintendent. 
Mandamus  can  compel  action,  but  it  cannot  direct  or  control  discretion.  ( Uutcliin - 
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son  v.  Commissioners  of  Canal  Fund , 25  Wend.,  692  ; 26  Wendell,  658  ; 2d  Cow., 
438  ; 18  Wendell,  78  ; People  ex  rel.  Opdykev.  Brennan,  39  Barb.,  651.) 

III.  The  allegation  that  the  company  has  ever  been  permitted  to  issue  both  fire 
and  marine  policies  by  any  authority  of  the  department,  must  be  an  error.  A 
certificate  may  have  been  issued  to  the  company  in  its  corporate  name,  but  it  con- 
ferred no  duplicate  authority.  In  any  event  this  was  before  1 873.  For  three  years 
before  this  date,  1867,  ’68  and  ’69,  it  was,  in  terms,  confined  to  fire  insurance.  But 
admit  that  such  a certificate  has  been  issued.  Will  it  be  maintained  that  a certifi- 
cate issued  to  a fire  and  marine  insurance  company  of  Rhode  Island  once  granted 
must  be  always  renewed  at  the  will  of  the  appellant ; that  the  authority  once  con- 
ferred must  be  an  everlasting  possession  ? It  is  extremely  desirable  for  the  future 
guidance  of  this  department  that  this  question  should  be  settled  now  and  here.  If 
it  be  so,  of  what  use  then  is  the  yearly  report  and  the  renewal  certificate  required 
by  the  statute  ? When  the  year  is  gone  the  authority  of  the  company  ceases  until 
the  certificate  is  renewed.  Every  company  begins  and  ends  business  with  the 
year,  and  the  law  of  one  year  is  no  protection  against  the  statute  of  the  year 
following.  In  re  Hartford  Life  and  Annuity,  at  Special  Term  in  March  last.  Mr. 
Justice  Learned  declares  a doctrine  which  will  undoubtedly  be  sustained  in  this 
court.  “ The  right  of  a corporation  of  another  State  to  do  business  here  depends 
on  the  permission  of  this  State ; and  a renewal  of  authority  is  only  a new  permis- 
sion.” This  doctrine  was  affirmed  on  appeal  by  the  General  Term  in  September 
last.  The  case  coming  into  this  court  was  affirmed,  the  language  of  the  decision 
feeing:  “ The  reasons  assigned  in  the  opinion  of  the  court  at  Special  Term,  for 
denying  the  peremptory  writ  of  mandamus  there  applied  for,  were,  in  our  judg- 
ment, quite  sufficient  to  justify  the  conclusions  reached.” 

IY.  But  the  relator  is  wrong  on  the  fact  as  well  as  on  the  law  of  this  case.  In 
1872  the  company  notified  the  department  that  its  assets  had  depreciated  below  the 
limit  of  solvency.  This  state  of  things  shut  it  out  from  business  in  this  State. 
(Laws  1853,  chap.  466,  § 6,  as  to  domestic  corporations  ; pages  23  and  33  as 
to  foreign.)  When  it  came  again,  it  came  for  that  which,  in  the  language  of 
Justice  Learned,  was  a “renewal  of  authority”  and  that  by  his  decision 
“ depend^ on  the  permission  of  this  State.”  From  that  time  to  this  it  has  had 
only  a fire  certificate. 

Y.  The  doctrine  of  the  comity  of  States  will  not  admit  this  company  to  a class 
of  business  unauthorized  by  the  statute  of  New  York.  Long  before  the  statute,  it 
was  held  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  that  in  the  case  of  a foreign 
corporation,  or  rather  a corporation  of  one  State  applying  for  authority  to  do  busi- 
ness in  another  State,  that  the  doctrine  of  inter-State  comity  did  not  apply  and 
that  the  petitioning  corporation  could  come  only  by  permission  and  that  the  grant 
or  refusal  of  this  permission  lay  within  the  entire  discretion  and  indulgence  of  the 
State  to  which  the  application  was  made.  {Paul  v.  Virginia , 8 Wallace,  168  ; 
13  Peters,  519  ; 8 How.  U.  S.  Rep.,  407  ; 20  Wallace,  448.)  There  never  was 
any  dispute  as  to  this  doctrine.  If  there  ever  could  be  any,  the  statute  of  1873,  in 
distinct  language,  has  vested  this  discretion  in  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance. 
That  discretion  is  not  the  creature  of  mandamus. 

YI  The  Superintendent  is  forbidden  to  grant  such  a certificate.  (Laws  1879, 
chap  490.)

PEOPLE  v.  THE  FIRE  ASSOCIATION  OF  PHILADELPHIA. 

[92  New  York,  page  311,  May  1,  1883.] 

Finch,  J. — The  legislation  of  the  State  relating  to  foreign  insurance  companies 
is  challenged  on  this  appeal  as  a violation  of  constitutional  right.  The  act  of  1875 
(chap.  60)  in  substance  provides  that  an  insurance  corporation  of  another  State, 
seeking  to  do  business  here,  shall  pay  to  the  Superintendent  of  the  Insurance 
Department,  for  taxes,  fines,  penalties,  certificates  of  authority,  license  fees  and 
otherwise,  an  amount  equal  to  that  imposed  by  the  State  of  its  origin  upon  compa- 
nies of  this  State  seeking  to  do  business  there  when  such  amount  charged  is  greater 
than  our  own.  The  evident  purpose  of  the  act  is  to  treat  the  corporations  of 
another  State  seeking  to  transact  business  here  precisely  as  such  other  State  should 
treat  our  own  corporations  seeking  to  do  business  there.  It  rests  upon  the  idea  that 
the  comity  due  from  one  State  to  another  is  not  required  to  be  more  than  equal  and 
reciprocal,  and  what  is  wholly  matter  of  privilege  may  be  granted  or  withheld 
upon  conditions. 

This  legislation  is  assailed,  first,  upon  the  ground  that  it  is  an  unlawful  delega- 
tion of  the  legislative  power,  and  the  General  Term  have  so  held  upon  the  authority 
of  Barto  v.  Himrod  (8  N.  Y.,  483).  We  do  not  think  that  case  at  all  decisive  of 
this.  What  was  there  denominated  the  school  law  came  from  the  hands  of  the 
legislature,  not  as  a law,  but  as  a proposition.  Whether  it  should  be  a law  or  not 
was  precisely  the  question  submitted  to  the  popular  vote.  The  legislature  proposed 
the  law,  but  left  it  to  the  people  to  enact.  The  process  carried  out  and  applied  to 
all  bills  would  have  resulted  in  a complete  abdication  by  the  Senate  and  Assembly 
of  their  authority  and  functions.  Instead  of  making  laws  they  would  simply  have 
suggested  them,  reported  them  for  consideration,  but  left  the  judgment  upon  them, 
the  determination  of  their  expediency  and  wisdom,  to  an  authority  outside  of  their 
own.  As  to  the  school  law,  the  people  were  made  the  legislature  and  left  to 
decide  whether  the  bill  proposed  should  or  should  not  become  a law.  This  court 
held  that  the  legislature,  under  the  Constitution,  could  not  so  delegate  its  power, 
but  was  bound  to  determine  for  itself  the  expediency  of  the  measure,  and  either 
enact  or  reject  it.  But  nothing  in  that  decision  denied  to  the  legislature  the  right 
to  pass  a law  whose  operation  might  depend  upon  or  be  affected  by  a future  con- 
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tingency.  The  opinions  expressly  conceded  the  existence  of  such  power.  It  was 
not  denied  that  a valid  statute  may  be  passed  to  take  effect  upon  the  happening  of 
some  future  event,  certain  or  uncertain.  And  this  was  said  as  to  the  character 
of  such  event,  viz. : “The  event  or  change  of  circumstances  on  which  a law 
may  be  made  to  take  effect  must  be  such  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  legislature, 
affects  the  expediency  of  the  law,  an  event  on  which  the  expediency  of  the  law  in 
the  judgment  of  the  law-makers  depends.  On  this  question  of  expediency  the 
legislature  must  exercise  its  own  judgment,  definitively  and  finally.”  The  statute 
before  us  fully  answers  this  description.  It  came  from  the  hands  of  the  legislature 
a complete  and  perfect  law,  having  at  once  a binding  force  of  its  own  and  dependent 
upon  no  additional  consent  or  action  for  its  vitality  and  existence.  The  question 
of  expediency  involved  in  it  was  not  delegated  to  any  other  tribunal,  but  settled 
definitively  and  finally  by  the  legislature  itself.  It  determined,  as  a conclusion 
proper  and  expedient,  that  foreign  insurance  companies,  as  the  price  of  admission 
to  our  territory,  should  pay  in  taxes,  license  fees  and  the  like,  precisely  what  the 
States  which  created  them  should  impose  upon  our  companies  in  excess  of  our 
usual  rates  as  the  price  of  admission  to  the  foreign  territory.  That  was  the  whole 
question  involved.  Nothing  else  in  the  proposed  law  remained  to  be  settled  as 
expedient  or  otherwise,  and  that  question  the  legislature  determined  iov  itself 
upon  its  own  reasons  and  its  sole  responsibility.  Neither  the  law  nor  its  expediency 
depended  upon  the  legislation  of  another  State.  It  remained  the  law  and  its 
expediency  was  the  same,  whether  other  States  legislated  or  not.  If  they  did,  the 
contingency  arose  which  the  law  stood  ready  to  meet;  if  they  did  not,  it  remained 
none  the  less  the  law,  although  no  fact  occurred  to  set  it  in  operation.  This  court 
has  steadily  declined  to  push  the  doctrine  of  Barto  v.  Himrod  beyond  the  point 
which  it  decided.  In  Bank  of  Home  v.  Village  of  Home  (18  N.  Y.,  39),  we  sustained 
as  constitutional  an  act  conferring  upon  municipal  authorities  certain  powers  not 
to  be  exercised  until  the  act  had  been  approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  taxpayers. 
The  distinction  taken  was  that  the  law  took  effect  immediately  and  conferred  the 
necessary  power,  but  did  not  compel  the  village  to  act  under  it  unless  the  taxpayers 
so  determined.  The  law  was  complete  although  its  operation  depended  upon  a 
contingency,  which  might  or  might  not  happen.  A similar  distinction  was  taken 
in  other  cases.  ( Starin  v.  Town  of  Genoa,  23  N.  Y.,  439;  Bank  of  Chenango  v. 
Brown,  26  id.,  467;  Clark  v.  City  of  Rochester,  28  id.,  603.)  While  there  were 
differences  of  opinion  in  these  cases  as  to  the  precise  grounds  which  distinguished 
them  from  Barto  v.  Himrod,  there  was  an  entire  concurrence  in  the  construction 
put  upon  the  latter  case,  a construction  which  makes  it  inapplicable  to  the  statute 
under  consideration. 

But  it  is  argued  that  this  act  offends,  although  not  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
school  law,  by  leaving  the  amount  of  the  tax  or  fine  to  the  legislative  discretion  of 
another  State.  The  argument  is  that  the  nature  of  the  attempted  legislation  is 
vicious;  that  what  the  amount  of  a tax,  fine,  penalty  or  license  shall  be  is  essentially 
the  direct  and  immediate  effect  of  statutory  enactment;  that  the  act  in  question 
does  not  determine  it;  that  it  remits  it  to  the  legislature  of  another  State  by  its 
enactments  to  create  or  change  the  tax.  Authority  for  this  criticism  is  found  in  a 
decision  in  Alabama  ( Clark  & Murrell  v.  The  Port  of  Mobile,  10  Ins.  Law  Jour.), 
and  one  in  Indiana.  (Id.,  361.)  But  the  whole  argument  rests  on  the  single  point 
that  the  amount  of  the  tax  or  fine  imposed  is  not  definitely  fixed  by  the  terms  of 
the  statute,  but  depends  above  a certain  rate  upon  foreign  legislation.  Is  it  true 
that  a fine  or  tax  cannot  be  imposed  unless  its  amount  be  stated  in  the  law,  and 
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that,  if  left  to  be  determined  by  somo  other  tribunal,  thereby  the  legislative  power 
has  been  delegated?  Laws  define  a multitude  of  forbidden  acts  and  impose  fines 
and  penalties  not  exceeding  certain  amounts,  but  below  those  amounts  left  wholly 
uncertain  and  committed  to  the  discretion  and  judgment  of  judicial  olHcers  or 
tribunals.  It  is  quite  certain,  therefore,  that  the  legislature  does  not  abdicate  its 
functions  and  delegate  its  authority  when  it  imposes  a fine  or  penalty  without  itself 
fixing  the  amount,  or  when  it  leaves  it  to  be  fixed  by  some  other  tribunal.  But 
in  the  statute  before  us  nothing  is  left  to  anybody’s  discretion.  That  is  cer- 
tain which  can  be  rendered  certain,  and  tiny  act  fixes  the  tax  by  reference  to  an 
extrinsic  fact  which  determines  its  amount  in  excess  of  a fixed  and  established  rate. 
Because  that  extrinsic  fact  is  the  legislation  of  another  State,  it  doe3  not  follow 
that  the  legislative  discretion  of  such  other  State  is  in  any  manner  substituted  for 
our  own.  The  opinion  in  the  case  decided  in  Alabama  turns  upon  what  appears  to 
us  to  be  this  error.  It  asserts  that!  the  law  of  which  it  speaks,  “ authorizes,  in  effect, 
the  legislature  of  Mississippi,  speaking  through  its  statutes,  which  are  the  subjects 
of  extrinsic  proof  and  not  of  judicial  knowledge  in  our  courts,  to  fix  by  law  the 
amount  which  the  treasurer  of  Alabama  shall  demand  of  appellants  as  a license 
tax  to  do  business  in  this  State.”  A similar  instance  from  our  own  statute  is 
pressed  upon  us  in  the  case  at  bar.  But  if,  when  our  statute  was  passed,  there  had 
been  in  existence  a law  of  Pennsylvania  imposing  upon  New  York  companies  a 
license  fee  of  three  per  cent,  and  because  of  that  fact  our  legislature  had  enacted 
that  all  Pennsylvania  companies  should  pay  a license  fee  of  three  per  cent,  would 
that  law  have  been  a delegation  of  legislative  authority  to  the  State  of  Pennsyl- 
vania ? Most  clearly  not,  although  the  fact  of  the  foreign  law  lay  at  the  foundation 
of  our  legislative  judgment  and  discretion.  And  if,  within  a month,  the  foreign 
law  changed  the  impost  to  four  per  cent,  and  our  own  legislature  again  ascertaining 
the  fact,  and  because  of  it,  should  change  our  tax  to  four  per  cent,  would  that  be 
Pennsylvania  legislation  and  not  our  own?  And  what  would  be  certainly  constitu- 
tional if  done  seriatim,  by  several  and  separate  acts,  does  it  become  unconstitutional 
when  the  same  precise  and  identical  result,  founded  upon  exactly  the  same  legisla- 
tive discretion,  is  accomplished  by  one?  If  so,  a grave  constitutional  question  is 
made  to  turn  upon  the  bare-  form  instead  of  the  substance  of  legislative  action.  It 
seems  to  us  that  the  whole  difficulty  arises  from  a failure  to  regard  the  foreign  law, 
relatively  to  our  own  legislation,  as  simply  and  purely  an  extrinsic  and  contingent 
fact.  Such  fact,  like  any  other,  may  justly  influence,  and  even  occasion  legislative 
action,  without  at  all  changing  its  nature,  destroying  its  discretion  or  abridging  its 
duties  or  its  judgment.  Most  laws  are  made  to  meet  future  facts.  They  are  com- 
plete when  passed,  but  sleep  until  the  contingency  contemplated  sets  them  in  opera- 
tion. A law  which  defines  and  punishes  murder  is  none  the  less  complete  and 
authoritative  although  no  murder  be  committed,  and  so  the  contingency  it  was 
framed  to  meet  does  not  occur.  Such  contingency  may  sometimes  be,  instead  of  a 
certain  and  definite  fact,  one  which  is  variable  and  changeable.  The  legislatic  n 
suited  to  such  a fact  and  adapted  to  such  a future  emergency,  may  properly  recog- 
nize its  movable  character  and  be  itself  made  flexible  to  the  changing  emergency, 
and  this  very  characteristic  is  the  product  of  legislative  will  and  discretion  rather 
than  a surrender  of  it.  If  a foreign  nation  should  impose  upon  American  shipping 
onerous  and  severe  harbor  dues,  with  a view  of  crippling  our  commerce  and  gain- 
ing for  itself  our  carrying  trade,  and  because  of  this  congress  should  pass  an  act 
imposing  upon  the  vessels  of  such  nation  coming  into  our  ports  such  and  the  same 
harbor  dues  as  by  their  laws  should  be  at  the  time  charged  upon  our  shipping,  the 
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act  would  be  one  of  retaliation,  deliberately  intended  to  operate  according  to  the 
measure  of  the  foreign  law,  treated  as  an  existing  and  contingent  fact,  but  could 
not  justly  be  said  to  amount  to  an  abdication  by  congress  of  its  legislative  discretion 
and  judgment. 

Possibly  we  may  get  nearer  to  the  ultimate  point  of  the  objection  urged.  That 
would  seem  to  be  that  while  the  legislature  might,  by  a series  of  separate  acts,  each 
passed  because  of  a then  existing  foreign  law,  follow  its  changes,  yet  it  cannot  do 
so  by  one  act  which  adopts  and  enacts  such  future  and  contingent  mutations. 
This  doctrine  requires  us  to  hold  that  a law  so  framed  as  to  follow  and  recognize 
the  changes  of  foreign  legislation,  and  thereby  incorporate  such  changes  into  its 
own  operation,  is  a delegation  of  the  legislative  power  and  therefore  inadmissible. 
We  have  found  no  authority  for  such  a broad  and  general  proposition.  What  has 
been  said  upon  the  subject  is  to  the  contrary,  except,  perhaps,  infcrentially  by  the 
ruling  in  specific  cases.  In  State  v.  Parker  (26  Vert.,  365)  the  general  subject  was 
discussed  and  it  was  said:  “If  the  operation  of  a law  may  fairly  be  made  to 
depend  upon  a future  contingency,  then  it  makes  no  essential  difference  what  is 
the  nature  of  the  contingency  so  it  be  an  equal  and  fair  one,  a moral  and  legal 
one,  not  opposed  to  sound  policy,  and  so  far  connected  with  the  object  of  the  statute 
as  not  to  be  a mere  idle  and  arbitrary  one .”  And  it  was  added:  “ One  may  find  any 
number  of  cases  in  the  legislation  of  congress  where  statutes  have  been  made 
dependent  upon  the  shifting  character  of  the  revenue  laws,  or  the  navigation  laws, 
or  commercial  rules,  edicts  or  restrictions  of  other  countries.”  How  true  this  is, 
and  how  dangerous  would  be  a denial  of  the  power  to  legislate  in  such  manner 
may  be  made  more  apparent  by  examples.  The  non-intercourse  acts  of  the  three 
years,  beginning  with  1809,  were  made  iu  terms  dependent  upon  the  action  of 
France  and  England  toward  this  country,  and  were  to  be  revived  or  revoked 
according  to  the  course  of  the  foreign  law,  the  effect  of  which  was  to  be  determ- 
ined by  the  president  and  declared  by  his  proclamation.  This  instance  is  cited 
in  Bully.  Read  (13  Gratt. , 90)  as  a law  depending  upon  an  uncertain  future  con- 
tingency, and  an  objection  taken  in  the  Federal  courts  that  the  power  of  legislation 
was  transferred  to  the  president  was  disregarded.  ( Cargo  of  Brig  Aurora  v.  US., 
7 Cranch,  386.)  In  Williams  v.  Bank  of  Michigan  (7  Wend.,  540)  it  appeared  that 
by  an  ordinance  of  congress,  passed  in  1787,  the  governor  and  judges  of  the  north- 
western territory  were  authorized  to  adopt  and  publish  in  the  district,  such  laws  of 
the  original  States,  both  civil  and  criminal,  as  might  be  necessary  and  best  suited 
to  the  circumstances  of  the  district.  In  1805,  Michigan  was  made  a separate  terri- 
tory with  a government  “in  all  respects  similar”  to  that  provided  for  the  north- 
western territory.  Under  this  legislation  it  was  held,  that  the  governor  and  judges 
of  Michigan  could  legally  incorporate  a banking  institution.  The  duty  of  making 
laws  for  the  territory  was  saved  only  to  the  national  legislature  by  its  power  of 
disapproval.  Congress  has  legislative  power  over  the  formation  and  procedure  of 
the  Federal  judiciary.  It  is  provided  (sec.  914,  U.  S.  R.  S.)  that  the  practice,  plead 
ings  and  forms  and  modes  of  proceeding  in  civil  causes,  other  than  equity  and 
admiralty  causes  in  the  circuit  and  district  courts,  shall  conform  as  near  as  may  be 
to  those  existing  at  the  time  in  like  causes  in  the  courts  of  record  of  the  State 
within  wliicli  such  circuit  and  district  courts  are  held.  And  more  specifically  it  is 
ordained,  that  jurors  to  serve  in  the  Federal  courts  shall  have  the  same  qualifica- 
tions and  be  entitled  to  the  same  exemptions  and  shall  be  designated  by  ballot,  lot 
or  otherwise,  according  to  the  mode  of  forming  such  juries  then  practiced  in  the 
State  courts.  Coming  to  our  own  legislation  we  notice  that  affidavits  taken  in

another  State  may  be  effectual  here  if  taken  before  any  officer  authorized  by 
the  laws  of  such  State  to  take  affidavits.  (3  It.  S.  [Oth  ed.],  6)7,  § 27.) 
A deed  may  bo  recorded  or  read  in  evidence  in  this  State  when  made  by  a 
person  residing  without  the  State,  and  in  some  other  State  or  territory,  if  proved 
or  acknowledged  before  any  officer  “authorized  by  the  laws  thereof”  to  take  the 
proof  and  acknowledgment  of  deeds.  (2  R.  S.  [Gth  ed.],  1140,  §5.)  And 
wills  of  personal  estate,  duly  executed  by  persons  residing  out  of  this  State, 
“according  to  the  laws  of  the  State  or  country  in  which  the  same  were  made,” 
may  be  proved  and  established  and  become  valid  and  effectual  here.  These  illustra- 
tions are  not  strictly  analogous,  but  they  tend  to  show  how  a law  may  be  made  to 
fit  a changing  event  and  follow  it,  and  adjust  itself  to  it,  through  a series  of  future 
mutations,  and  those,  too,  made  by  foreign  legislation  or  the  voluntary  action  of 
other  bodies  ; and  they  indicate  also  the  dangers  of  forbidding  such  discretion. 
But  it  is  said  the  doctrine  thus  asserted  would  permit  one  State  to  adopt  the  law  of 
another  State,  together  with  its  future  changes,  by  one  sweeping  enactment ; and 
for  an  example,  that  New  York  might  enact  that  the  rate  of  interest  here  for  the 
loan  of  money  should  be  such  and  the  same  as  that  which  should  be,  from  time  to 
time,  prescribed  by  the  law  of  Maine.  These  are  seeming,  but  in  reality  false 
analogies.  They  are  pure  cases  of  an  abdication  of  its  functions  by  the  legislature 
and  of  an  unwarranted  delegation  of  its  authority.  But  that  is  so  because  there  is 
no  dependent  or  causative  connection  between  the  domestic  and  the  foreign  law, 
a$  was  said  in  State  v.  Parker  {supra)  ; and  because,  as  was  explained  in  Barto  v. 
Himrod,  the  event  upon  which  the  law  is  made  to  take  effect  is  not  one  on  which 
the  expediency  of  the  law,  in  the  judgment  of  the  law-makers,  depends.  In  other 
words,  no  legislative  judgment  is  involved.  Perhaps  we  can  test  the  distinction  in 
another  way.  We  may  compare  the  law  as  to  interest  above  mentioned,  and  the 
one  before  us,  in  respect  to  their  capacity  to  be  debated  on  the  merits.  The  former 
would  have  no  merits,  and  could  not  be  debated.  The  only  discussion  on  its  merits 
would  be  in  Maine,  and  there  it  would  be  over  its  law,  and  that  when  enacted 
would  become  our  law.  The  debate  upon  the  expediency  of  the  particular  rate 
to  be  charged  would  be  all  there,  and  our  legislature  would  form  no  judgment 
upon  it  and  could  not  debate  it.  The  only  thing  they  could  debate  would  be 
whether  they  should  thus  abdicate  their  own  judgment  and  authority.  But  the 
law  before  us  could  be  debated  on  the  merits,  and  passed  or  rejected  as  the  result 
of  legislative  judgment  and  discretion.  On  one  side  it  could  be  argued  that  the 
proposed  law  was  just  and  wise  ; that  it  gave  needed  protection  to  our  own  corpo- 
rations going  beyond  our  borders  ; that  it  aimed  to  produce  equality  of  privilege  ; 
that  unless  the  legislature  remained  in  continual  session  the  law  must  be  adjusted  to 
meet  emergencies  occurring  during  its  recess  ; that  the  bill  was  framed  to  meet  that 
emergency,  and  was  expedient  on  its  own  merits.  On  the  other  side  it  could  be 
said  that  the  measure  would  be  inherently  vicious  because  in  the  nature  of  retalia- 
tion, and  a change  might  be  made  in  the  foreign  State  which  we  should  be  reluctant 
to  follow.  And  to  this  the  reply  would  come  that  as  the  tax  involved  did  not  touch 
or  interfere  with  our  general  system  of  taxation,  and  was  merely  a license  fee 
or  price  of  admission  to  our  jurisdiction,  that  it  could  properly  be  adjusted  to 
the  prices  charged,  and  follow  them  whenever  in  excess  of  our  established  rates  ; 
and,  if  such  excess  should  be  taken  away  entirely,  precisely  the  good  result  arrived 
at  would  be  accomplished  ; corporations  would  freely  pass  both  borders,  paying 
only  the  equal  rates  of  ordinary  and  just  taxation.  There  is  thus  developed  the 
clear  and  wide  difference  between  the  two  laws.  One  has  merits  of  its  ownj  the 
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other  has  none.  The  expediency  of  one  is  debatable  ; that  of  the  other  is  not. 
The  one  is  enacted  because  of  the  foreign  law  ; the  other  only  according  to  the 
foreign  law.  The  one  is  passed  for  legislative  reasons  and  out  of  a legislative  dis- 
cretion, which  the  foreign  law  and  its  possible  mutations  engender;  the  other, 
without  any  such  reasons  and  with  no  reason  whatever,  but  only  through  trust  in  a 
foreign  reason.  It  seems  to  us  that  the  difference  is  plain  and  decisive.  The  law 
before  us  preserves  our  normal  and  ordinary  rate  of  taxation  in  any  event,  and 
operates  only  when  the  foreign  rate  rises  above  it,  and  cannot  be  justly  held  uncon- 
stitutional as  involving  a delegation  of  the  legislative  discretion.  We  should  not 
so  determine  except  in  a very  clear  and  certain  case,  and  be  careful  not  to  restrain 
or  hamper,  without  obvious  necessity,  the  scope  and  range  of  the  legislative 
authority.  Legislation  which  retaliates  is  not  inevitably  vicious.  It  may  some- 
times be  just,  and  often  be  necessary  and  even  indispensable.  In  its  inherent  nature 
it  is  founded  upon  and  adapts  itself  to  the  foreign  law  as  a fact  or  contingency  to 
be  met.  In  any  given  instance  it  may  be  wise  or  unwise,  but  we  are  not  ready  to 
adopt  a doctrine  which  denounces  it  as  unconstitutional  because  it  openly  professes 
and  declares  itself  to  be  precisely  what  it  is  and  fails  to  disguise  itself  in  the  form 
of  separate  acts  following  the  mutations  of  the  foreign  law,  without  confessing  the 
fact.  And  that  such  legislation  is  not  necessarily  vicious,  and  may  be  in  a given 
case  entirely  just  and  perfectly  fair,  will  appear  as  we  proceed  to  consider  some 
further  questions. 

A second  objection  to  the  constitutionality  of  the  act  is  founded  upon  article 
14  of  the  Federal  Constitution,  and  especially  upon  its  final  clause,  which  com- 
mands that  no  State  shall  “ deny  to  any  person  within  its  jurisdiction  the  equal 
protection  of  the  laws.”  The  argument  here  takes  a wide  range  and  touches  upon 
questions  of  supreme  and  vital  importance  as  to  the  relations  of  the  States  to  each 
other,  and  of  each  to  the  United  States.  Corporations  are  claimed  to  be  “ persons” 
within  the  meaning  and  protection  of  the  clause  referred  to;  its  force  and  operation 
is  carried  bejmnd  the  limit  indicated  by  the  emergency  from  which  it  sprang,  and 
it  is  asserted  to  forbid  unequal  taxation  and  condemn  such  legislation  as  that  under 
consideration.  But  we  think  these  grave  questions  are  not  before  us,  and  the 
clause  relied  upon  has  no  application  to  the  rights  of  the  defendant.  It  is  a corpo- 
ration organized  and  existing  under  the  laws  of  Pennsylvania  ; a creature  of  those 
laws,  and  beyond  their  jurisdiction,  carrying  its  corporate  life  and  existence  only 
by  sufferance  and  upon  an  express  or  implied  consent.  It  could  not  come  within 
our  jurisdiction  or  transact  business  within  our  territory  except  by  our  permission, 
either  express  or  implied.  The  right  of  a State-to  exclude  foreign  corporations  is 
perfectly  settled  and  not  open  to  debate.  ( Paul  v.  Virginia , 8 Wall.,  168  ; Bank  of 
Augusta  v.  Earl , 13  Pet.,  586  ; Liverpool  Ins..  Co.  v.  Mass,  10  Wall.,  566;  Co.  of  San 
Mateo  v.  8.  P.  JR.  Co.,  13  Fed.  Rep.,  722,  Field,  J.)  Out  of  comity  between  the 
States  has  grown  a right  founded  upon  implied  consent.  Where  a State  does  not 
forbid,  or  its  public  policy,  as  evidenced  by  its  statutes,  is  not  infringed,  a foreign 
corporation  may  transact  business  within  its  boundaries  and  be  entitled  to  the  pro- 
tection of  its  laws.  But  this  right  is  still  founded  upon  consent  which  is  implied 
from  comity  and  the  absence  of  prohibition.  But  a State  may  prohibit.  This 
State  did  prohibit,  and  has  steadily  continued  to  prohibit  the  transaction  of  business 
within  its  limits  by  foreign  fire  insurance'  companies,  except  upon  certain 
express  terms  and  conditions.  By  the  act  of  1853,  as  amended  (2  R.  S.  [5th 
ed.],  762,  §54),  fire  insurance  companies  incorporated  by  any  other  State  were 
forbidden  “ directly  or  indirectly  to  take  risks  or  transact  any  business  of  insurance 
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in  this  State,”  unless  upon  compliance  with  certain  specified  conditions.  In  1871 
(chap.  388,  § 5)  the  prohibition  was  repeated,  except  upon  the  fulfillment  of 
all  tlio  requirements  of  the  laws  then  in  force,  together  with  those  named  in  that 
act.  The  law  now  under  consideration  was  then  in  force,  having  been  passed 
in  1865.  (Chap.  694.)  The  amendment  of  1875  simply  added  a provision  authoriz- 
ing the  Superintendent  to  remit  certain  fees  and  charges.  The  situation,  then,  is 
this:  the  State  having  the  power  to  exclude  foreign  corporations  determines  to  do 
so  unless  they  will  submit  to  certain  conditions.  It  meets  the  applicant  on  the 
border,  forbidding  admission,  as  it  has  a right  to  do,  except  on  condition  that  it 
will  fulfill  all  of  the  requirements  of  our  statutes  relating  to  foreign  corporations, 
one  of  which  is  the  very  law  here  assailed.  When  the  corporation  comes  in  it 
agrees  to  the  conditions.  They  become  binding  by  its  assent.  The  tax  or  license 
fee  charged  by  the  act  of  1865  is  one  of  these  conditions.  It  is  imposed  as  the 
price  of  permission  to  come  within  the  jurisdiction,  and  not  as  a tax  upon  one 
already  within  the  jurisdiction.  The  fourteenth  amendment,  therefore,  has  no 
application.  It  can  apply  to  foreign  insurance  companies  only  after  they  have 
performed  the  conditions  upon  which  they  are  entitled  to  admission.  Any  other 
view  of  the  case  involves  this  absurdity;  that  the  foreign  company  may  agree  to 
pay  the  tax  charged  by  the  act  of  1865,  so  as  to  get  within  our  jurisdiction,  and 
then  refuse  to  pay  it  while  insisting  upon  the  right  to  remain.  It  cannot  agree  to 
conditions  as  the  price  of  admission,  and  after  having  been  admitted,  turn  around 
and  dispute  them.  Even  if  the  conditions  were  unconstitutional,  which  cannot  be 
said  of  the  terms  of  the  act  of  1865,  considered  as  conditions,  the  foreign  company 
could  waive  the  objection  {Embury  v.  Connor,  3 N.  Y.,  511;  Sherman  v.  McKeon , 
38  id.,  267;  Phyfe  v.  Eimer,  45  id.,  103);  and  does  do  so  when  it  accepts  the  con- 
ditions by  coming  in  under  them,  and  is  estopped  from  raising  the  question. 
( Vose  v.  Cockroft,  44  N.  Y.,  415.)  Even  where  the  condition  was  a violation  of  the 
Federal  Constitution,  and  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  so  declared, 
they  refused  to  prevent  the  State  from  excluding  the  offending  company  and  revok- 
ing its  license.  {Doyle  v.  Continental  Ins.  Co.,  94  U.  S.,  535.)  By  that  process,  even 
in  such  a case,  obedience  could  be  compelled  at  the  peril  of  removal  from  the  State. 
But  in  the  case  before  us  the  condition  imposed  is  not  a violation  of  the  Federal 
Constitution  upon  any  construction  of  the  final  clause  of  the  fourteenth  article, 
for  that  relates  wholly  to  persons  within  the  jurisdiction,  already  there  in  fact  and 
of  right,  and  their  treatment  thereafter;  and  not  at  all  to  the  terms  and  conditions 
on  which  alone  they  can  come  in.  This  view  of  the  case  renders  of  no  importance 
the  argument  founded  on  the  word  “ tax,”  and  the  distinction  sought  to  be  drawn 
between  that  and  a license  fee.  Grant  that  it  is  properly  denominated  a tax,  yet 
the  payment  of  a specific  tax  may  be  imposed  as  a condition  of  assent  to  fire  insur- 
ance within  the  State,  and,  as  we  have  seen,  has  been  so  imposed  by  express  and 
positive  law.  Its  nature  as  a condition  precedent,  is  not  altered  by  its  name.  The 
constitutional  difference  between  the  rights  of  non-resident  individuals  and  foreign 
corporations  is  fundamental  and  apparent.  The  citizen  of  another  State  has  a 
constitutional  right  to  come  within  our  jurisdiction. 

The  charter  of  the  nation  has  secured  him  that  right,  and  we  cannot  exclude 
him  nor  clog  his  right  with  conditions,  unless  in  exceptional  cases  under  the  police 
power.  But  foreign  corporations,  artificial  beings,  the  product  of  a law  not  our 
own,  have  no  constitutional  right  to  pass  their  own  borders  and  come  into  ours. 
The  Federal  Constitution  has  neither  granted  nor  secured  any  such  right.  We 
may  exclude  absolutely,  and  in  that  power  is  involved  the  right  to  admit  upon 
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such  conditions  as  wc  please.  Until  they  are  within  our  jurisdiction,  the  final 
clause  of  article  14,  by  its  own  terms,  does  not  apply.  While  they  stand  at  th« 
door  bargaining  for  the  right  to  come  within,  they  may  decline  to  come,  but  cannot 
question  our  conditions  if  they  do.  How,  then,  is  the  legislation  vicious  which 
proposes  to  treat  them  precisely  as  their  own  State  treats  our  corporations  similarly 
situated?  Is  exact  equality  unfair?  Must  comity  become  magnanimity  or  in  jus 
tice?  If  we  owe  courtesy  to  sister  States,  do  we  not  also  owe  protection  to  our  own 
corporations,  formed  and  fostered  under  our  law?  Is  it  vicious  to  insist  for  them 
upon  precise  equality  of  treatment?  These  questions  our  legislature  answered. 
The  inquiry  was  within  the  just  range  of  their  discretion.  This  court,  at  least,  is 
bound  to  assume,  and  finds  no  difficulty  in  assuming,  that  they  answered  it  wisely 
and  justly. 

A third  ground  of  objection  may  be  more  briefly  dismissed.  Reference  is  made 
to  article  3,  section  20  of  the  State  Constitution,  which  provides  that  “ any  law 
which  imposes,  continues  or  revives  a tax,  shall  distinctly  state  the  tax  and  the 
object  to  which  it  is  to  be  applied,  and  it  shall  not  be  sufficient  to  refer  to  any  other 
law  to  fix  such  tax  or  object.”  We  are  of  opinion  that  this  provision  does  not 
relate  to  a tax  imposed  as  a condition  upon  a foreign  insurance  company,  and, 
therefore,  in  fact  in  the  nature  of  a license  fee,  and  that  the  tax  covered  by  the 
/constitutional  provision  is  one  general  in  its  provisions  and  co  extensive  with  the 
State.  {People  v.  Supervisors  of  Chenango , 8N.  Y.,  326.) 

The  point  taken  as  to  the  effect  of  the  law  of  1881  (chap.  361,  § 8)  is  substantially 
disposed  of  by  our  decision  in  People  ex  rel.  Westchester  F.  Ins.  Co.  v.  Davenport 
(91  N.  Y.,  574.)  We  "there  held  that  the  exemption  under-the  law  of  1880  was 
from  the  general  taxes  levied  for  the  general  purposes  of  the  State.  The  same  con- 
struction must  apply  to  the  act  of  1881. 

The  final  question  raised  is  over  the  amount  to  be  collected.  We  think  the  act 
requires,  in  the  present  case,  a full  payment  of  the  three  per  cent  upon  the  premi- 
ums received,  and  if  any  part  of  it  has  not  been  paid,  because  there  was  no  fire 
department  in  a particular  locality  to  receive  it,  such  amount  must  be  added  to  the 
sum  payable  to  the  Superintendent.  He  must  receive  such  sum  as  with  the  other 
payments  will  equal  the  three  per  cent  required. 

The  judgment  of  the  General  Term  should  be  reversed  and  judgment  entered 
for  the  plaintiffs  for  $1,848.45,  with  interest  from  January  15,  1882,  with  costs. 

All  concur. 

Judgment  accordingly. 


COURT  OF  APPEALS. 

THE  TRUSTEES  OF  THE  EXEMPT  FIREMEN’S  BENEVO- 
LENT FUND  OF  THE  CITY  OF  NEW  YORK,  Respond- 
ent, v.  A.  P.  M.  ROOME,  Appellant. 

Finch,  J.  — This  case  submits  for  decision  the  constitutionality  of  the  legislation 
which  requires  the  agents  of  insurers,  not  incorporated  under  the  law  of  the  State, 
to  pay  annually  to  the  treasurer  of  the  Exempt  Firemen’s  Benevolent  Fund  of  the 
city  of  New  York  a per  centage  upon  the  gross  premiums  received  by  them  for 
insurance  upon  property  in  that  city.  The  constitutional  provisions  which  are 
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alleged  to  have  been  violated  are  articles,  section  18,  that  “the  legislature  shall 
not  pass  a private  or  local  bill  * * * granting  to  any  private  corpora- 

tion, association  or  individual,  any  exclusive  privilege,  immunity  or  franchise 
whatever;"  and  article  8,  section  10,  that  “neither  the  credit  nor  the  money  of 
the  State  shall  be  given,  or  loaned  to,  or  in  aid  of  any  association,  corporation  or 
private  undertaking." 

The  legislation  of  the  State,  read  in  the  light  of  facts  historical  in  their  character, 
and  within  the  common  knowledge,  enables  us  to  trace  the  origin  and  growth  of 
the  Volunteer  Fire  Department  of  New  York.  For  more  than  a hundred  years  it 
was  a recognized  agency  of  the  municipal  government.  The  engines,  ladders  and 
apparatus  necessary  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires  were  always  the  property  of 
the  city,  and  used  under  its  direction  and  control.  In  the  early  rule  of  Stuyvesant, 
as  director-general  of  the  New  Netherlands,  a penalty  of  thiee  guilders  for  every 
chimney  found  to  be  insufficiently  swept  was  appropriated  to  the  importation  of 
buckets  and  hooks  and  ladders  ; and  in  1731  two  complete  fire  engines  were  bought 
by  the  city  authorities  in  London.  At  first  the  apparatus  appears  to  have  been 
used  by  the  citizens  generally,  but  in  1737  the  municipality  petitioned  the  legisla- 
ture “for  the  appointment  of  twenty-four  able-bodied  men,  who  shall  be  called 
firemen  of  this  city,  to  work  and  play  the  fire  engines,  and  who  shall  be  exempt 
from  serving  as  constables  or  doing  militia  duty  during  their  continuance  as  fire- 
men.” Upon  this  request  an  act  was  passed,  reciting  that  “the  inhabitants  of  the 
city  of  New  York,  of  all  degrees,  have  very  justly  acquired  the  reputation  of 
being  singularly  and  remarkably  famous  for  their  diligence  and  serviceableness  in 
cases  of  fires,"  and  “ have,  at  a very  great  charge  and  expense,  supplied  themselves, 
and  are  provided  with  two  fire  engines  and  various  sorts  of  poles,  hooks,  iron 
chains,  ropes,  ladders  and  several  other  tools  and  instruments  for  the  extinguish- 
ment of  fires  ; " and  thereupon  authorizing  the  common  council  to  elect,  nominate 
and  appoint  a sufficient  number  of  strong,  able,  discreet,  honest  and  sober  men, 
willing  to  accept  (not  exceeding  forty-two  in  number),  “ who  were  to  manage  and 
care  for  the  fire  apparatus,"  to  be  “ called  the  firemen  of  the  city  of  New  York,” 
and  be  ready  for  service  “by  night  as  well  as  by  day."  To  “compel  and  oblige 
them,”  to  be  “diligent,  industrious  and  vigilant,”  the  common  council  were 
empowered  to  remove  any  of  them  and  put  others  in  their  places  ; and,  as  an 
inducement  to  fill  up  the  ranks,  the  firemen  so  appointed  were  “freed,  exempted 
and  privileged  from  the  several  offices  of  constable  and  surveyor  of  the  highways, 
and  of  and  from  the  being  put  into,  or  serving  upon,  any  juries  or  inquest,  and  of 
and  from  being  compellable  to  serve  in  the  militia  or  any  of  the  independent  com- 
panies of  or  in  the  said  city,  or  any  or  either  of  them,  except  in  cases 'of  invasion  or 
other  imminent  danger."  Thus  was  formed  the  first  fire  company  in  the  city  of  • 
New  York,  and  in  its  origin  were  developed  the  characteristics  and  established  the 
relations,  important  to  be  appreciated  and  considered.  The  duty  of  extinguishing 
fires  w'as  a public  duty.  It  was  due  from,  all  the  citizens  alike.  The  cost  of  the 
necessary  apparatus  was  chargeable  upon  the  public  funds,  and  so  in  just  propor- 
tion upon  each  individual.  At  first  the  labor  necessary  to  its  effective  use  was 
both  due  from  all  and  borne  by  all.  The  statute  recites  that  citizens  “ of  every 
degree  ” had  done  their  part  in  the  service.  But  it  soon  became  apparent  that  the 
duty  could  be  better  discharged  by  a special  and  selected  body  of  men.  Skill 
would  thus  be  acquired,  good  judgment  secured,  and  confusion  and  the  mistakes 
of  excitement  avoided.  But  a voluntary  service,  involving  exposure  and  risk,  was 
to  be  obtained.  If  that  service  was  borne  by  the  few,  they  performed  more  than 
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their  own  duty  and  took  upon  themselves  the  share  of  labor  and  danger  belonging 
to  the  many.  The  duty  of  the  State  and  the  right  of  the  firemen  was  that  equality 
of  burden  should  be  restored.  The  excess  of  duty  borne  by  the  few  in  one  direc- 
tion might  fairly  be  compensated  by  an  excess  of  duty  borne  by  the  many  in  other 
directions.  Hence  came  the  exemptions  from  certain  other  public  duties,  both  as 
inducement  and  as  a just  and  equitable  distribution  of  common  public  burdens. 
So  that  these  exemptions  were  in  no  sense  gifts  or  alms,  but  were  in  their  nature 
compensatory,  the  product  of  more  than  an  equivalent  rendered,  and  a readjust- 
ment by  the  State  of  the  duties  due  from  the  citizens  in  general.  Such  an  adjust- 
ment, reaching  toward  equality  of  burden,  was  an  obligation  of  the  State  due  to 
those  bearing  more  than  their  share  at  the  request  and  by  the  procurement  of  the 
State. 

The  precise  relation  of  these  firemen  to  the  municipality  and  the  State  it  is  not 
easy  to  describe.  They  were  not  civil  or  public  officers  within  the  constitutional 
meaning  ( People  v.  Pinkney,  32  N.  Y.,  392)  and  yet  must  be  regarded  as  the  agents 
of  the  municipal  corporation.  Their  duties  were  public  duties;  the  service  they 
rendered  was  a public  service;  their  appointment  came  from  the  common  council 
and  was  evidenced  by  the  certificate  of  the  city  officers;  they  were  liable  to  removal 
by  the  authority  which  appointed  them,  and  were  intrusted  with  the  care  and 
management  of  the  apparatus  owned  by  the  city.  They  were  at  least  a public 
body,  and  perhaps  are  best  described  as  a subordinate  governmental  agency. 

With  the  growth  of  the  city  the  number  of  the  firemen  increased,  and  the  amount 
and  danger  of  their  service.  The  old  engines  moved  with  difficulty,  and  cumbrous 
and  rude  in  construction  gave  place  to  better  machines,  and  the  service  improved 
as  the  demand  upon  it  grew.  The  dangers  of  the  work  were  obvious,  and  a cour- 
age and  daring  which  has  gone  into  history  began  to  leave  behind  it  men  who 
were  maimed  and  crippled  in  the  public  service,  and  widows  and  orphans  deprived 
of  their  natural  protectors  and  reduced  to  poverty  and  want.  The  firemen  them- 
selves were  the  first  to  see  the  growing  difficulty,  and  with  characteristic  unselfish- 
ness sought  to  provide  a remedy.  At  a meeting  of  representatives  of  the  different 
companies  held  in  1792  a constitution  was  agreed  upon  “ for  the  purpose  of  estab- 
lishing a fund  for  the  relief  of  unfortunate  firemen  whose  misfortune  was  occa- 
sioned while  doing  duty”  as  such.  The  fund  was  denominated  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment Fund,  and  to  it  were  devoted  “the  moneys  arising  from  chimney  fires, 
certificates  and  donations.  ” Experience  very  soon  developed  difficulties  of  collec- 
tion and  management  growing  out  of  imperfect  organization  and  insufficient 
authority,  and  a request  was  presented  to  the  legislature  for  an  act  of  incorpora- 
tion. In  1798  such  an  act  was  passed.  It  began  with  a recital  that  “ the  firemen 
of  the  city  of  New  York  have,  by  their  petition  to  the  legislature,  prayed  to  be 
incorporated,  the  more  effectually  to  enable  them  to  provide  adequate  funds  for 
the  relief  of  disabled  and  indigent  firemen,  and  for  the  purpose  of  extinguishing 
fires  ; ” and  then  made  the  whole  body  of  engineers  and  firemen  a corporation  by 
the  name  of  “The  Fire  Department  of  the  City  of  New  York.”  It  further  pro- 
vided that  the  funds  of  the  corporate  body  should  be  appropriated  to  the  relief  of 
indigent  or  disabled  firemen,  or  their  families,  and  that  any  surplus  beyond  that 
necessity  should  be  applied  to  the  purpose  of  extinguishing  fires.  The  final  section 
enacted  “ that  this  act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a public  act,  and  that  the  same  shall 
be  construed  in  all  courts  and  places  benignly  and  favorably  for  every  beneficial 
purpose  hereby  intended.”  That  the  corporation  thus  created  was  a private  and 
not  a public  corporation  seems  to  have  been  held  in  Wallack  v.  The  Mayor  (3  Hun. 
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91),  although  the  point  was  not  directly  in  controversy.  A corporation  may  be 
private,  although  it  performs  a public  duty,  and  even  though  its  funds  are  pro- 
vided by  the  State.  (Ang.  & Ames  on  Corp.,  §£33  and  34.)  The  incorporation  of  the 
lire  department  was  not  essential  to  its  public  duty  of  extinguishing  tires.  It 
could,  as  it  did,  perform  that  duty  without  becoming  a body  corporate.  The 
change  was  needed  only  for  the  performance  of  its  other  duty,  which  partook  in  its 
nature  of  benevolence  to  individuals  and  the  distribution  of  private  benefits.  But 
we  need  not  determine  the  question  at  this  point,  if  at  all,  since  there  occurred  an 
entire  change  of  the  facts  upon  which  conclusions  should  be  founded. 

In  1816  the  firemen  became  dissatisfied  with  their  exemptions,  because  limited  to 
the  period  of  their  actual  service,  and  the  legislature,  convinced  of  the  justness  of 
the  demand,  and  feeling  the  duty  and  obligation  of  a further  adjustment  of  the 
public  burdens  so  as  to  approach  equality  more  nearly,  fixed  a term  of  service  for 
ten  years,  which  was  afterwards  reduced  to  seven  and  then  to  five  years,  upon  the 
completion  of  which,  and  an  honorable  discharge,  the  exemption  continued  for  life. 
(Laws  of  1816,  chap.  104;  Laws  of  1829,  chap.  100;  Laws  of  1847,  chap.  369.)  The 
law  went  upon  the  principle  that  an  active  and  dangerous  service  for  a term  of 
years  was  not  more  than  balanced  by  the  exemption  for  life  from  lighter  and  less 
onerous  duties;  that  further  compensation  for  excess  of  public  burdens  faithfully 
borne  was  the  just  due  of  the  firemen,  and  so  set  the  example  of  a benefit  continued 
because  of  the  service  after  the  service  had  been  ended. 

With  these  exemptions,  for  many  years,  the  firemen  rested  contented,  and  con- 
tinued to  perform  the  public  duty  which  constantly  grew  more  difficult  and  import- 
ant. Their  benevolent  fund  appears  at  first  to  have  answered  its  purpose,  but 
probably  before  1849  had  become  insufficient  to  meet  the  demands  upon  it,  and 
imperiled  by  its  weakness  the  strength  and  efficiency  of  the  department,  since  in 
1849  the  State  began  to  appreciate  that  it  had  a duty  to  perform  beyond  the  exemp- 
tions already  granted ; that  equality  of  burden  was  not  yet  secured,  and  that  public 
policy  on  the  one  hand  and  a public  obligation  on  the  other,  required  further 
action.  The  question  was  not  one  merely  of  sentiment  or  charity.  Here  was  a 
body  of  men,  intrusted  with  important  public  duties,  upon  whose  efficiency  and 
faithfulness  the  public  safety  largely  depended,  but  who  were  to  be  obtained  with- 
out the  aid  of  salary  or  pay,  and  must  be  drawn  into  the  service  not  only  by  motives 
of  duty,  or  love  of  danger,  but  by  judicious  and  even  grateful  treatment  and  recog- 
nition by  the  State.  Out  of  this  existing  relation,  and  from  a consideration  of  the 
public  welfare,  sprang  the  act  of  1849,  passed  as  a public  act  and  dictated  by  a 
clear  and  definite  public  policy.  Its  general  purpose  was  to  aid  and  strengthen  and 
stimulate  the  fire  departments  of  the  whole  State,  to  acknowledge  and  recognize 
the  value  and  need  of  the  voluntary  service  rendered,  and  further  equalize  the 
burdens  borne  by  the  citizens.  For  some  time  a tax  in  the  nature  of  a condition 
had  been  imposed  by  the  State  upon  foreign  insurance  companies  desiring  to 
transact  business  within  our  jurisdiction.  That  tax  was  payable  to  the  State  and  a 
per  centage  upon  the  gross  premiums  received  or  contracted  to  be  paid.  The 
success  and  safety  of  these  companies,  together  with  our  own,  was  largely  depend- 
ent upon  the  skill  and  efficiency  of  the  firemen,  and  this  tax  it  was  resolved  to 
divert  from  the  State  treasury  and  make  it  payable  to  the  fire  departments  of  the 
State,  in  such  manner  as  would  best  promote  their  efficiency  and  tend  to  fill  up 
their  ranks  with  active,  energetic  and  prudent  men.  It  was  therefore  enacted  that 
two  per  cent  of  the  gross  premiums  received  by  agents  of  foreign  companies  in 
any*city  or  incorporated  village  should  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  the  fire  depart- 
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ment  of  such  city  or  village.  If  there  was  no  such  officer,  then  the  treasurer  of  such 
city  or  village  was  to  be  deemed  such  officer  and  the  payment  made  to  him;  but  in 
the  city  and  county  of  New  York  the  payment  was  to  be  made  to  the  existing 
corporation  representing  the  firemen  of  that  city,  for  its  use  and  benefit. 

This  statute  was  clearly  a public  and  not  a private  act,  and  general  instead  of 
local.  It  aimed  to  accomplish  a public  purpose;  it  was  dictated  by  considerations 
of  public  policy ; it  applied  to  every  fire  department  in  the  whole  State.  It  seems 
to  us  equally  plain  that  the  tax  thus  made  payable  was  in  no  just  sense  or  respect  a 
gift  of  the  public  money  or  a charity  on  the  part  of  the  State.  It  was  an  appro- 
priation of  the  tax  to  a proper  governmental  and  public  purpose,  and  was  received, 
not  on  the  ground  of  poverty  or  as  alms,  but  as  fairly  and  fully  earned,  and  justly 
paid.  Indeed,  no  charitable  motive  influenced  the  action  of  the  State  or  impelled 
its  legislation.  The  appropriation  was  to  the  fire  department.  What  use  they 
would  make  of  it,  to  what  purpose  apply  it,  was  left  to  them  to  determine  where 
they  had  not  already  determined.  Outside  of  the  city  of  New  York,  and  where 
the  departments  were  for  the  most  part  unincorporated,  the  companies  might 
appropriate  the  tax,  as  they  often  did,  to  the  relief  of  their  suffering  brethren;  but 
if  they  did  so  the  charity,  if  it  was  such,  was  theirs  and  not  the  State’s.  In  the 
city  the  firemen  had  determined  in  advance  the  use  first  to  be  made  of  any  such 
money,  and  fixed  it  by  the  act  of  incorporation  granted  precisely  in  the  language 
of  their  request.  So  that  if  there  was  a charity  or  gift  as  between  the  departments 
and  their  beneficiaries,  which  itself  may  prove  to  be  a debatable  proposition,  there 
certainly  was  neither  as  between  the  State  and  the  departments.  As  between  them 
the  money  was  appropriated  to  a public  use,  and  stood  upon  the  identical  ground 
of  the  exemptions.  It  was  a new  and  further  distribution  of  the  public  burdens, 
with  a view  of  more  nearly  equalizing  their  pressure,  and  dividing  them  more 
•'ustly. 

Very  soon  after  the  passage  of  this  act  its  constitutionality  was  questioned.  ( The 
Fire  Department  of  the  City  of  New  York  v.  Noble,  3 E.  D.  Smith,  440;  The  Same 
v.  Wright,  id.,  453.)  It  was  claimed  to  violate  the  provision  of  the  Federal  Con- 
stitution, that  the  citizens  of  each  State  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges  and 
immunities  of  citizens  of  the  United  States;  and  the  provisions  of  both  the  Federal 
and  State  Constitutions,  which  forbid  the  taking  of  private  property  for  public  use 
without  just  compensation.  Neither  objection  prevailed.  The  General  Term  of 
the  Common  Pleas  held  that  the  money  was  applied  to  a “public  charity,”  “even 
if  it  cannot  be  said  of  it  that  such  an  appropriation  is  the  applying  of  moneys  to 
the  public  use.”  The  court  described  the  corporation  plaintiff  as  “ a charitable 
department  of  the  city  government,”  and  found  no  difficulty  in  saying  that  the  tax 
might  be  made  payable  directly  to  it  without  first  passing  through  the  treasury  of 
the  State.  The  judgment  in  these  two  cases  was  affirmed  in  this  court,  but  as 
authority  their  application  is  very  much  modified  by  the  changes  which  have 
occurred. 

The  act  of  1849  was  amended  in  1857,  and  re-enacted  with  added  requirements 
to  make  it  more  effectual,  and  from  that  time  to  the  present  its  substantial  provis- 
ions have  remained  unchanged.  But  important  changes  came  in  other  directions. 
Steam  invaded  the  fire  department.  The  invasion  was  resisted  by  the  volunteers,  who 
saw  in  it  the  end  of  their  service  and  the  beginning  of  a hew  system,  but  the  resistance 
was  vain.  The  change  impending  led  to  a new  corporation.  The  exempt  firemen, 
those  who  had  served  out  their  terms  and  been  discharged,  had  formed  themselves 
into  an  association  to  aid  the  active  firemen  and  for  social  purposes,  in  the  year 
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1842.  In  1805  the  volunteer  fire  department  in  the  cities  of  New  York  and  Brook- 
lyn was  replaced  by  a paid  organization  styled  the  Metropolitan  Fire  Department. 
(Laws  of  1805,  chapter  249.)  All  the  material  and  apparatus  of  the  old  organiza- 
tion was  transferred  to  the  new.  The  existing  firemen  were  placed  at  once  under 
the  control  of  the  new  authority,  and  might  be  permanently  enrolled  and  further 
employed  or  be  honorably  discharged  from  the  service.  Since  steam  took  the 
place  of  men  large  numbers  were  discharged.  But  as  this  was  without  their  fault, 
and  they  stood  ready  to  serve  their  full  terms,  the  State  preserved  to  them  their 
exemptions  as  if  the  full  term  had  been  reached,  and  so  they  swelled  the  number 
of  the  “exempts.”  To  protect  the  benevolent  fund,  endangered  by  the  change,  a 
new  corporation  was  organized,  which  consisted  of  the  president  and  two  vice- 
presidents  of  the  Association  of  Exempt  Firemen,  together  with  the  old  trustees  of 
the  superseded  corporation,  which  was  styled  “The  Trustees  of  the  Exempt  Fire 
men’s  Benevolent  Fund,”  and  to  which  the  care  and  management  of  the  fund  and 
of  the  monument  at  Greenwood  Cemetery  was  given.  And  to  this  corporation 
was  further  attached  the  right  for  five  years  to  receive  the  per  centage  or  tax  in 
question.  In  1870  that  right  was  extended  for  seven  years,  and  in  1877  for  nine 
years  more. 

But  meanwhile,  in  1875,  the  Constitution  was  amended  by  adding  a new  and 
important  provision  forbidding  the  gift  or  loan  of  the  money  of  the  State  to  any 
corporation,  association  or  private  undertaking;  and  it  is  now  claimed  that  the  acts 
of  1877  and  1879  were  a gift  of  the  money  of  the  State  to  a corporation  in  violation 
of  the  fundamental  law.  Whether  the  tax  of  two  per  cent  is  or  is  not  the  money 
of  the  State  has  been  much  argued  at  the  bar,  but  need  not  be  decided,  since  grant- 
ing it  to  be  such  we  are  of  opinion  that  its  appropriation  to  the  plaintiff  corporation 
is  not  a gift  within  the  meaning  of  the  constitutional  prohibition.  We  have  already 
sought  to  explain  why  this  was  so  during  the  existence  of  the  volunteer  department, 
placing  it  upon  the  same  ground  with  the  statutory  exemptions,  and  holding  it  to 
have  been  compensatory  in  its  nature  and  a redistribution  of  the  public  burdens 
with  a view  to  equality  and  justice.  The  distinction  is  not  new,  but  has  had  a very 
old  application.  It  was  the  ground  upon  which  the  universities  of  Oxford  and 
Cambridge  were  deemed  civil  and  not  eleemosynary  corporations,  the  stipends 
given  to  magistrates  and  others  being  considered  not  charitable  donations,  but 
“ pro  opera  et  labor e,”  preceded  by  service  rendered.  (Blackst.  Com.,  Book  1,  chap. 
18,  p.  471.)  But  in  the  present  case  the  payment  was  continued  after  the  service 
ended,  and  it  is  strenuously  contended  that,  however  the  payment  might  be  con- 
strued while  the  firemen  were  a public'  body  and  doing  a public  duty,  the  appro- 
priation became  purely  a gift  when  made  after  the  service  ended,  and  when  there 
was  no  legal  or  equitable  obligation  operating  upon  the  State.  It  is  true  that  no 
promise  to  continue  the  appropriation  had  been  given,  and  the  State  was  at  liberty 
to  withhold  it ; but  that  does  not  alter  the  inherent  character  of  the  payment  when 
made.  If  a merchant  fails  in  business  and  compromises  with  his  creditors  for  a 
part  only  of  their  debts,  or  is  discharged  in  bankruptcy  with  a small  dividend,  and 
thereafter  being  fortunate  and  becoming  rich,  calls  his  old  creditors  together  and 
gives  to  each  principal  and  interest  of  the  discharged  balance,  he  does  what  he  is 
not  obliged  to  do,  what  neither  law  nor  equity  could  compel,  but  he  does  not  make 
a gift  or  dispense  a charity.  A purely  moral  obligation  rests  upon  him,  which  he 
may  or  may  not  heed,  but  if  he  does  it  characterizes  his  act  and  makes  that  an 
honest  payment  of  an  honest  debt,  which  otherwise  would  have  been  a charity  and 
a gift.  So  the  State,  in  continuing  the  appropriation  to  the  firemen  when  their 
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services  were  no  longer  required,  recognized  an  honorable  obligation  founded  upon 
their  past  services  and  the  injuries  and  suffering  which  those  had  occasioned.  Just 
this  policy  has  been  adopted  as  to  exemptions.  They  were  continued  after  the 
servicejended  ; and  when  the  volunteers  were  disbanded  without  their  fault,  and  to 
make  room  for  a paid  service,  justice  and  good  faith  required  that  the  State  should 
recognize  its  honorable  obligations  to  keep  up  the  fund  as  it  had  done  for  many 
years.  The  State  did  so,  and  we  are  concerned  only  with  the  question  of  the  true 
character  of  its  act.  That  which  would  have  been  merely  a charity  or  a gift,  is  not 
such  by  reason  of  the  service  given,  the  consideration  rendered,  the  honorable 
obligation  incurred.  Its  origin , its  history,  its  characteristics  require  us  to  hold  it 
not  a charitable  donation,  but  an  appropriation  of  the  public  money,  if  indeed  it 
be  such,  to  a public  use.  The  character  of  the  obligation  which  leads  to  this  result 
must  not  be  mistaken  or  under  estimated.  Since  the  State  cannot  be  sued  without 
its  consent,  and  acts  without  legal  compulsion,  it  must  be  just.  It  must  have  honor 
and  conscience.  The  motives  which  guide  and  control  it  must  be  those  of  absolute 
justice,  and  in  almost  every  case  its  action,  which  is  free  and  not  compelled,  must  be 
governed  by  moral  and  honorable  obligations,  or  solicitude  for  the  public  welfare. 
When  the  State  takes  from  the  public  treasury  a sum  of  money  and  gives  it  *to  a 
corporate  body  for  the  relief  of  deserving  beneficiaries,  it  does  one  of  two  things. 
It  either  bestows  a charity  or  recognizes  and  discharges  an  obligation  due  from'  it 
to  the  recipients.  The  former  it  cannot  do  except  in  specified  cases.  The  latter  it 
may  always  do,  for  the  constitutional  provision  was  not  intended,  and  should  not  be 
construed  to  make  impossible  the  performance  of  an  honorable  obligation  founded 
upon  a public  service,  invited  by  the  State,  adopted  as  its  agency  for  doing  its 
work,  and  induced  by  exemptions  and  rewards  which  good  faith  and  justice  require 
should  last  so  long  as  the  occasion  demands.  We  do  not  apprehend  that  the  wise 
prohibition  of  the  Constitution  is  weakened  or  narrowed  by  this  construction.  While 
the  State  owes  some  general  duty  of  charity  to  the  poor  and  suffering,  no  body  of 
men,  corporate  or  associated,  can  of  their  own  accord  take  upon  themselves  that 
duty  without  the  request  and  procurement  of  the  State  standing  in  no  relation 
of  authorized  governmental  agency,  and  yet  put  the  State  under  an  obligation 
which  makes  the  bestowal  of  public  money  upon  the  corporate  body  something 
other  than  a gift  or  a donation.  In  the  present  case  we  have  patiently  traced  the 
whole  history  of  the  appropriation  and  its  recipients  along  the  entire  line  of  an 
abundant  legislation,  in  order  to  feel  sure  that  we  have  not  mistaken  the  quality  of 
the  act,  or  erred  in  ascribing  to  the  plaintiff  corporation  the  character  of  a subor- 
dinate governmental  agency  employed  by  the  State  to  fulfill  its  obligations  due  to 
the  exempt  firemen  for  the  service  they  have  rendered  at  the  request  and  by  the 
procurement  of  the  State. 

But  another  constitutional  prohibition  is  invoked.  It  is  argued  that  the  act  of 
1879  was  a private  or  local  act,  that  the  corporation  plaintiff  is  a private  corpora- 
tion, and  the  appropriation  of  the  tax  is  a grant  of  an  exclusive  privilege,  franchise  or 
immunity.  The  argument  that  the  act  is  local  and  the  corporation  private,  derives 
great  force  from  the  changes  which  have  taken  place,  but  we  need  not  pause  to  test 
its  accuracy,  since  the  views  we  have  already  taken  lead  to  the  conclusion  that  the 
act  of  1879  did  not  grant  to  the  plaintiff  corporation  any  exclusive  privilege,  fran- 
chise or  immunity  whatever.  It  is  not  claimed  now -that  the  appropriation  of  the 
tax  was  a grant  of  a franchise  or  immunity,  but  it  is  claimed  chat  it  was  the  grant 
of  an  “exclusive  privilege.”  Whether  the  grant  be  deemed  a bounty  from  the 
State,  or,  as  we  have  held  it,  the  discharge  of  an  obligation,  it  cannot  be  described 
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as  an  exclusive  privilege  within  the  constitutional  meaning.  If  the  State  gives  to 
a corporation  an  annual  sum  to  be  expended  in  a specific  public  charity,  the  gift  is 
in  no  sense  an  exclusive  privilege.  The  State  may  give  it  or  not,  as  it  pleases.  It 
may  give  the  same  amount  to  another  or  to  a hundred  different  corporations.  It  is 
a bounty  in  no  sense  or  respect  exclusive,  and  is  scarcely  to  be  described  as  a privi- 
lege at  all.  Still  less  does  that  phrase  apply  to  a case  where  the  appropriation  is  in 
discharge  of  an  honorable  obligation.  When  the  State  pays  a just  debt  it  does  not 
confer  on  the  creditor  an  exclusive  privilege  or  a privilege  at  all.  Every  other  just 
creditor  is  alike  entitled  to  his  pay  and  his  receipt  of  it,  or  the  State’s  payment  in  no 
manner  affects  or  excludes  the  right  of  every  other  creditor  to  receive  his  pay  in 
the  same  manner  or  some  other.  The  substance  of  the  grant  is  simply  a right  to 
receive  for  a specific  period  of  time  a certain  proportion  of  public  funds,  and  if 
that  right  be  deemed  a privilege  it  is  in  no  just  sense  exclusive.  That  phrase  was 
intended  to  describe  grants  in  the  nature  of  monopolies,  of  such  inherent  or  statu- 
tory character  as  to  make  impossible  the  coexistence  of  the  same  right  in  another, 
and  the  language  has  no  application  to  the  case  of  an  appropriation  of  public  money 
or  the  proceeds  of  a tax  to  public  uses,  or  for  a public  purpose.  The  right  of  the 
plaintiff  to  collect  and  enjoy  the  proceeds  of  the  tax  would  be  in  no  respect  dis- 
turbed or  invaded  if  the  State  should  give  to  another  corporation  in  the  same 
locality  the  right  to  collect  a similar  and  further  tax  of  two  per  cent  from  foreign 
insurance  companies  upon  their  premiums  on  business  in  the  same  city  or  town. 

It  is  further  said  that  the  twentieth  section  of  the  third  article  of  the  Constitution 
is  in  point  to  defeat  the  act  of  1879.  The  claim  is  that  the  act  “imposes,  continues 
or  revives  a tax,”  and  does  not  “ distinctly  state  the  tax  ” nor  “ the  object  to  which 
it  is  applied.”  But  the  tax  in  question,  which  is  in  the  nature  of  a license  fee  or 
condition,  is  not  at  all  within  the  constitutional  provision.  ( People  v.  Fire  Asso- 
ciation of  Phil.,  92  N.  Y.,  311.) 

The  act  of  1879  is  further  assailed  as  one  requiring  upon  its  final  passage  the 
presence  of  three-fifths  of  each  branch  of  the  legislature  to  constitute  a quorum, 
and  the  certificate  of  the  presence  of  such  quorum  not  being  appended  to  the  law  as 
published,  the  presumption  is  that  the  necessary  quorum  was  not  present.  (Const. , 
.art.  3,  § 21,  Laws  of  1847,  chap.  253  ; People  ex  rel . Purdy  v.  Commissioners,  54  N.  Y., 
27G;  13  Am.  Rep.,  581.)  So  far  as  the  constitutional  provision  relates  to  an  act  which 
imposes,  revives  or  continues  a tax,  it  is  inapplicable,  as'we  have  just  said,  but  it 
goes  further  and  applies  to  a bill  which  makes  or  continues  an  appropriation  of  the 
public  money.  Since  we  have  assumed,  without  deciding,  that  the  tax  in  question 
was  the  money  of  the  State,  it  becomes  necessary  to  determine  the  effects  of  this 
prohibition  upon  that  theory.  The  answer  is  that  the  appropriation  for  the  last 
period  of  nine  years  was  made  by  the  act  of  1877,  as  to  which  no  such  defect  of  a 
certificate  exists.  That  act  continued  the  appropriation  for  nine  years,  but  made  it 
payable  partly  to  the  plaintiff  corporation  and  partly  to  the  new  department. 
The  only  effect  of  the  act  of  1879  was  to  make  the  plaintiff  the  sole  payee.  It 
neither  made  nor  continued  an  appropriation,  but  changed  in  part  the  payee  of  one 
already  made  and  already  continued  for  nine  years.  It  was  not,  therefore,  a three- 
fifths  bill,  and  the  absence  of  the  certificate  is  immaterial. 

It  is  finally  urged  that  the  defendant’s  corporation  having  paid  the  tax  under  the 
new  system,  as  required  by  the  act  of  1880,  is,  by  the  terms  of  that  act  and  of  its 
amendment  in  1881,  exempted  from  any  other  taxation.  We  have  already  decided 
this  question  adversely  to  the  appellant,  although  so  briefly  as  to  have  occasioned  a 
renewal  of  the  argument  in  the  light  of  the  additional  facts  developed  in  this  case. 
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It  is  certainly  true  that  the  exemption  claimed  is  within  the  language  of  the  statutes, 
for  the  tax  in  question  is  levied  for  “ State  purposes.”  But  a case  may  be 
within  the  letter  and  yet  not  within  the  intention  of  the  legislature.  Under  the  act 
of  1880,  we  held,  in  People  exrel.  The  Westchester  Fire  Insurance  Company  v.  Daven- 
port (91  N.  Y.,  574),  that,  while  the  exemption  claimed  was  within  the  language  of 
the  law,  it  was  not  within  its  meaning,  and  that  the  exemption  conferred  did  not 
include  local  as  distinguished  from  general  taxation,  and  a tax  levied  and  assessed 
for  the  benefit  of  a fire  department  in  a particular  localit}T  was  cited  as  an  example 
of  such  local  taxation.  The  doctrine  was  applied  in  People  v.  Fire  Association  of 
Philadelphia  (92  N.  Y.,  311),  to  a tax  like  the  one  before  us,  and  the  exemption  held 
to  relate  to  the  general  taxes  levied  for  general  State  purposes.  Taxation  for  “ State 
purposes  ” may,  nevertheless,  in  a given  instance,  be  local.  The  tax  here  assailed 
is  upon  the  business  done  in  a specific  locality,  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  exempt 
firemen  of  the  same  locality.  It  is  rather  a condition  or  license  fee  than  a tax,  and 
constitutes  the  price  of  admission  to  our  jurisdiction.  "While  it  is  payable  after 
such  admission  and  after  the  certificate  given,  yet  the  payment  is  required  to  be 
secured  by  a bond  given  at  the  time  of  the  admission,  and  as  a condition  precedent 
to  the  issue  of  the  certificate.  That  special  requirement  distinguishes  it  from  ordi- 
nary taxation,  and  stamps  its  character  as  a condition.  It  is,  therefore,  if  a tax 
properly  so-called,  at  least  one  of  a special  and  peculiar  nature,  and  imposed  as 
part  of  the  terms  of  admission  to  our  jurisdiction.  It  was  not  repealed  in  terms, 
and  is  not  repealed  by  implication.  No  such  purpose  was  within  the  scope  and 
intention  of  the  acts  of  1880  and  1881.  The  appellant,  therefore,  was  not  entitled 
to  the  exemption  claimed. 

The  judgment  should  be  affirmed,  with  costs. 

All  concur,  except  Andrews,  J.,  absent. 

Judgment  affirmed. 


LIFE  CASES 


Receivers  of  Bankrupt  Assessment  Associations  Can 
Assess  its  Members  for  Unpaid  Losses. 


ANGUS  McDonald,  as  Receiver  of  the  MUTUAL  BENEFIT 
ASSOCIATES,  Plaintiff,  v.  WILLIAM  H.  ROSS-LEWIN, 
Defendant. 

Fourth  Department , argued  October , 1882,  and  decided  January , 1883. 

Controversy  submitted  under  sections  1279,  1280  and  1281  of  Code  of  Civil 
Procedure,  in  an  action  brought  by  the  Attorney  General  in  the  name  of  the 
People  against  “The  Mutual  Benefit  Associates.”  The  plaintiff  was  appointed 
by  the  Supreme  Court  receiver  of  the  property  and  effects  of  such  corporation, 
and  a judgment  “ dissolving  said  corporation,  forfeiting  its  rights  and  privileges  and 
franchise  ” was  granted,  and  the  plaintiff  duly  qualified  as  such  receiver,  and  is 
now  discharging  the  duties  of  such  receivership. 

This  action  was  brought  to  recover  amounts  claimed  to  be  due  from  the  defend- 
ant, for  assessments  laid  and  losses  occurring,  while  he  was  a member  of  the 
association. 

Hardin,  J. — May  12,  1875,  the  legislature  passed  an  act  entitled  “An  act  for 
the  incorporation  of  societies  or  clubs  for  certain  lawful  purposes.”  (Chapter  267  of 
Laws  of  1875.)  In  April,  1877,  the  corporation  of  which  the  plaintiff  is  receiver,  was 
organized  and  commenced  its  operations  and  continued  the  same,  having  its  prin- 
cipal place  of  business  in  the  city  of  Rochester,  until  the  suit  brought  by  the  Attor- 
ney General. 

On  the  29th  of  March,  1881,  the  defendant  made  and  filed  his  application  to  the 
board  of  trustees  of  the  corporation,  in  which  he  asked  for  a benefit  of  $2,000  in 
class  A,  and  for  a benefit  of  $2,000  in  class  B,  and  in  the  application  for  a “ certifi- 
cate” stated,  viz.:  “And  in  case  a certificate  is  granted  on  the  statements  and  good 
faith  of  the  above  declarations,  I hereby  agree  to  accept  and  pay  for  the  same,  sub- 
ject to  all  the  conditions  of  the  by-laws  and  regulations  of  this  association.” 

The  application  was  “by  reason  of  the  representations  of  the  soliciting  agent  of 
said  association  that  the  liability  of  said  appellant  to  pay  would  cease  at  his  option ; 
and  that  when  he  failed  to  pay  an  assessment  his  liability  and  membership  ceased.” 
Defendant’s  application  was  accepted,  and  a certificate  in  class  A was  issued  and 
delivered  to  him,  and  the  certificate  declared  a benefit  of  $2,000,  in  the  following 
terms,  viz. : “ This  membership  entitles  Mercy  T.  Ross-Lewin,  his  wife,  if  she  sur- 
vive him,  otherwise  his  heirs  or  assigns,  upon  the  death  of  said  W.  H.  Ross-Lewin. 
to  two  thousand  dollars,  provided,  however,  that  the  aforesaid  member  continues 
so  long  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the  charter  and  by-laws  of  said  society, 
and  the  stipulations  contained  in  application  for  membership.  * * * In  case  the 
stipulations  contained  in  said  application  for  membership  are  not  complied  with, 
then  and  in  every  such  case  the  said  Mutual  Benefit  Associates  * * * shall  not 
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be  liable  to  the  payment  of  the  amount  promised  in  this  certificate,  which  certifi- 
cate shall  cease  and  determine,  and  the  payments  made  thereon  shall  be  forfeited 
to  the  said  Mutual  Benefit  Associates.” 

The  certificate  in  class  B was  like  the  one  in  class  A,  mutatis  mutandis. 

June  28,  1881,  defendant,  pursuant  to  a notice  served,  paid  an  assessment  in  each 
class  and  September  8,  1881,  he  also  paid  an  assessment  in  each  class. 

On  the  28th  of  September,  1881,  the  “ associates  ” duly  made  an  assessment  and 
duly  served  a notice  thereof  on  the  defendant,  and  on  the  same  day  likewise  made 
an  assessment  in  class  B,  and  duly  served  him  with  notice  thereof,  and  on  the  8th 
day  of  November,  1881,  another  assessment  was  duly  made  in  each  class  and  notice 
given  to  the  defendant. 

Defendant  declined  and  refused  to  pay  and  did  not  pay  any  of  the  four  last  stated 
assessments,  nor  did  he  tender  pay  or  offer  to  pay  the  same  or  tender  his  resigna- 
tion as  a member  of  said  associates,  nor  has  he  in  any  way  ceased  to  be  a member 
of  said  associates  unless  by  the  facts  hereinbefore  stated. 

1 . The  measure  of  the  defendant’s  liabilities  is  to  be  found  in  his  agreement  to 
conform  to  the  conditions  of  the  by-laws  and  regulations  of  the  association. 

By  that  covenant  he  consented  to  be  bound  according  to  the  spirit  and  tenor  of 
the  by-laws. 

One  of  the  by-laws  provided  a mode  of  realizing  money  in  case  of  the  death  of  a 
member  to  discharge  the  obligation  created  by  the  certificate  issued  to  him. 

In  section  3,  of  article  8,  of  the  by-laws,  the  mode  is  stated  and  defined.  It  was 
as  follows : 

“ Section  3.  Upon  the  death  of  any  member  of  the  association  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  secretary  to  notify  the  members  of  the  same,  and,  thereupon,  each  member 
shall,  within  thirty  days  after  such  notification,  pay  to  the  secretary  the  amount 
required  by  the  rules  of  the  association.” 

This  condition  of  the  by-laws  was  expressly  agreed  to  by  the  defendant,  as  we 
have  seen  by  the  quotations  we  have  made  from  the  application  made  by  him  for  a 
“certificate.” 

The  issuance  of  and  acceptance  of  the  certificate  furnish  foundation  sufficient  to 
support  the  defendant’s  agreement  to  pay  any  assessments  made  during  the  time  he 
should  continue  a member  of  the  association.  The  certificate  delivered  to  him 
recited  that  he  had  paid  a “ membership  fee  and  become  a member  of  said  Mutual 
Benefit  Associates.” 

In  his  application  he  agreed  “to  accept  and  pay  for  the  same,  subject  to  all  the 
conditions  of  the  by-laws  and  regulations  of  this  association.” 

The  mutual  obligations  in  the  certificate  and  in  his  agreement  furnished  a con- 
sideration sufficient  to  support  his  agreement.  ( Deraismes  v.  The  Merchants'  M. 
Ins.  Co.,  1 Comstock,  371.) 

The  third  section  of  article  3 of  the  by-laws  declares  the  board  of  trustees  shall 
have  power  “ to  fix  the  rate  or  amount  of  fees,  dues  or  assessments.” 

Section  3 of  article  8 provides  that  “ upon  the  death  of  any  member  of  this  asso- 
ciation it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  to  notify  the  members  of  the  same,  and 
thereupon  each  member  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  such  notification,  pay  to  the 
secretary  the  amount  required  by  the  rules  of  the  association.” 

Article  3 declares  that  the  plan  of  the  society  is  “to  assess  pro  rata  on  a schedule 
of  rates  fixed  by  the  board  of  trustees  for  the  payment  of  its  death  benefits.” 

When  an  assessment  was  made  and  notice  thereof  given  in  the  mode  prescribed, 
then  and  from  that  time  it  became  the  duty  of  a member  to  pay  in  conformity  to 
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the  by-laws  and  regulations  of  the  association.  It  follows,  therefore,  that  the 
defendant  was  obligated  to  pay  the  assessments  made  under  the  by-laws  and  regula- 
tions, and  of  which  he  was  given  notice,  September  28,  1881,  in  classes  A and  B. 
Those  assessments  were  not  paid  by  the  defendant.  They  were  respectively  $0.98 
and  $8.40. 

He  ought  to  have  paid  October  28,  1881,  and,  therefore,  be  should  pay  interest 
on  those  sums  from  that  time.  [Ilyatt,  Receiver,  v.  Wait,  37  Barb.,  29.) 

We  come  next  to  the  question  made  as  to  the  right  of  the  defendant  to  withdraw 
from  the  association,  and  whether  his  omission  for  thirty  days  to  pay,  after  notice, 
caused  a determination  of  his  membership  of  the  association. 

In  section  3 of  the  act  of  1875  a provision  is  inserted  relating  to  a determination 
of  membership. 

The  section  reads,  viz: 

“Sect.  3.  The  membership  of  any  person  in  said  society  or  corporation  shall 
determine  by  his  death  or  by  his  voluntary  withdrawal  therefrom,  or  by  expulsion 
therefrom,  and  the  manner  of  such  withdrawal  or  expulsion  of  members  shall  be 
determined  and  provided  by  the  by-laws  of  said  corporation,  and  upon  such  death, 
withdrawal  or  expulsion  all  and  every  right,  title  and  interest  of  the  person  whose 
membership  is  so  determined  in,  or  to,  or  by  reason  of  the  said  corporation,  by 
reason  of  his  former  membership  therein,  or  in,  or  to  its  property  or  effects  shall  at 
once  cease  and  be  forever  at  an  end.  ” 

The  section  is  the- warrant  for  the  by-J^ws  as  to  withdrawal  from,  or  cessation  of 
membership. 

We  have  already  seen  that  section  3 of  article  8 of  the  by-laws  makes  it  a duty  to 
within  thirty  days  next  after  notice  to  the  association,  to  pay  any  assessment  or 
“ amount  required  by  the  rules  of  the  association.  ” Following  that,  in  article  1 0 of 
by-laws,  in  section  1,  is  a “provision  relating  to  ‘ perfecting  membership,’  and  it  in 
effect  declares  that  if  any  member  ‘ shall  neglect  ’ to  pay  any  dues  or  assessments 
as  required  by  ‘ the  by-laws  ’ that  then,  and  in  such  case  such  membership  shall 
cease,  and  determine  at  once  without  notice,  and  all  claims  be  forfeited  to  the 
association.” 

That  the  neglect  to  pay  for  thirty  days  after  notice,  ipso  facto,  works  a cessation 
of  membership,  and  was  so  understood  by  the  persons  adopting  the  by-laws  is 
quite  apparent,  if  we  consider  the  language  found  in  section  2 of  article  10. 

It  is  there  declared,  viz. : 

“ Sect.  2.  Provided,  however,  that  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  rein- 
state such  delinquent  member  upon  written  application  * * * accom- 

panied by  payment  of  all  dues  and  assessments  which  have  accrued  to  the  time  of 
reinstatement.” 

Considering  the  section  of  this  statute  we  have  quoted  and  the  by-laws,  together 
with  the  language  found  in  the  certificate  and  the  application,  we  are  of  the  opinion 
that  the  neglect  for  thirty  days  after  notice  of  an  assessment  causes  a determination 
of  membership  or  a withdrawal,  and  that  the  effect  of  such  neglect  for  thirty  days 
is  equivalent  to  a formal  withdrawal  or  resignation  at  the  expiration  of  the  thirty 
days  next  after  notice  to  pay  an  assessment. 

From  the  language  of  the  statute  it  is  evident  that  such  “withdrawal,”  or 
“ whose  membership  is  so  determined,  has  the  effect  of  forfeiting  all  rights  in  the 
association  or  to  its  property  or  effects,”  and  that  it  was  intended  that  his  member- 
ship should  “ at  once  cease  and  be  forever  at  an  end.” 

The  by-laws  are  consistent  with,  and  their  lang  uage  fairly  carried  out  the  provi- 
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sions  of  the  statute.  It  was  competent  for  the  parties  to  stipulate  that  “ such 
neglect  ” should  cause  a cessation  of  membership,  and  they  have  acted  upon  that 
construction  of  the  statute,  and  it  meets  with  our  approval. 

While  forfeitures  are  not  favored  in  the  law,  and  are  not  declared  to  result  except 
upon  clear  acts  intended  to  work  them,  we  see  no  reason  why  the  parties  to  the 
contract  before  us  might  not  stipulate  that  the  neglect  to  pay  should  produce  a 
determination  of  membership. 

The  case  of  Neely  v.  Ihe  Onondaga  Go.  M.  Ins.  Co.  (7  Hill,  49),  cited,  has  no 
application  to  the  question  before  us.  There  the  statute  provided  for  a surrender 
of  a policy  and  payment  of  the  assessed’s  portion  of  the  losses,  and  thereupon  he 
was  entitled  to  his  deposit  note,  and  until  such  surrender  he  was  not  entitled  to  his 
note,  and  hence  his  note  remained  liable  to  be  assessed. 

Here  the  language,  both  of  the  statute  and  the  by-laws  under  it,  is  explicit  and 
unconditional,  and  evidently  intended  to  work  a withdrawal  at  the  end  of  thirty 
days’  neglect  to  pay  assessments  after  notice  thereof.  (See,  also,  Hyatt  v.  Waite,  37 
Barb.,  29.) 

We  are  also  of  the  opinion  that  at  the  expiration  of  thirty  days  from  the  notice 
of  the  assessments,  to  wit,  on  the  28th  day  of  October,  1881,  “the  withdrawal,” 
cessation  of  membership,  was  complete,  and  that  the  defendant  after  that  date  was 
not  liable  to  be  assessed  to  make  up  losses  happening  after  that  date.  Until  hik 
withdrawal  was  complete,  until  by  the  terms  of  his  contract  he  “ ceased  ” to  be 
a member,  he  remained  liable  for  losses  which  happened. 

There  should  be  judgment  in  this  case  declaring  such  indebtedness,  as  was  rep- 
resented by  the  assessments,  of  which  notice  was  given  September  28,  1881,  and 
interest  thereon,  and  for  losses  which  happened  during  the  time  he  was  a member, 
and  up  to  the  28th  of  October,  1881. 

The  plaintiff  has  been  appointed  a receiver,  and  his  title  to  the  assets,  including 
the  liability  of  the  defendant  to  make  good  the  losses  so  happening  by  payment  of 
proper  assessments,  cannot  be  questioned  by  the  defendant.  ( Story  v.  Furman,  25 
N.  Y.,  214;  Galkins  v.  Atkinson,  2 Lansing,  12.)  The  latter  is  an  authority  for  saying 
a separate  action  must  be  brought  against  each  obligee  or  stockholder,  and  that  it 
is  the  duty  of  the  receiver,  after  a recovery,  to  distribute  equitably  the  fund 
among  the  several  creditors. 

We  entertain  no  doubt  of  the  power  of  the  receiver  to  make  an  assessment  upon 
parties  liable  for  unpaid  and  unassessed  losses.  As  Allen,  J.,said  in  Ihomas  v. 
Whallon  (31  Barb.,  178),  “the  assessment  is  the  act  of  the  receiver,  and  in  and  with 
him  is  the  authority  to  act  in  the  premises,  and  his  authority  depends  upon  the 
existence  of  the  state  of  facts  rendering  the  assessment  necessary.” 

Assessments  made  by  receivers  against  delinquent  members  or  stockholders  of 
corporations  of  which  they  have  been  appointed  receivers,  have  been  upheld  in 
many  cases.  ( Thomas  v.  Whallon , supra;  Story  v.  Furman , supra ; Sands  v.  Shoe- 
maker, 2 Keyes,  268;  Sands  v.  Sanders,  26  N.  Y.,  244.) 

Judgment  must  be  ordered  for  the  plaintiff  in  accordance  with  the  views 
expressed  in  this  opinion. 

As  the  submission  stipulated  that  no  costs  shall  be  awarded  to  the  plaintiff  against 
the  defendant,  the  judgment  will  provide  that  no  costs  be  recovered. 

Smith,  P.  J.,  and  Macomber,  J.,  concurred. 

Judgment  for  the  plaintiff,  in  accordance  with  the  opinion,  to  be  settled  by  Mr.

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COURT  OF  APPEALS. 

ATTORNEY  GENERAL  v.  THE  NORTH  AMERICA  LIFE 
INSURANCE  COMPANY. 

[91  New  York,  pa<*e  57,  January  16,  1833.] 

Finch,  J.  — The  defendant  company  was  dissolved  upon  the  ground  of  its  insol- 
vency, in  an  action  brought  by  the  Attorney  General,  and  a receiver  appointed  of 
its  property  and  assets,  for  the  purpose  of  closing  up  its  affairs.  At  some  time 
after  the  entry  of  judgment  of  dissolution,  the  petitioner  and  certain  other  of  the 
policyholders  intervened  and  became,  in  some  manner,  parties  to  the  litigation. 
We  do  not  know,  and  are  not  informed,  when  or  how,  but  for  the  purposes  of  the 
present  motion  should  perhaps  treat  them  as  having  become,  in  some  regular 
manner,  parties  to  the  action.*  The  policyholders  who  thus  introduced  themselves 
into  the  litigation,  were  represented  in  separate  groups  or  detachments  by  at  least 
four  different  attorneys.  None  of  these  policyholders  were  necessary  parties  to  the 
suit.  It  might  have  run  its  course  and  ended  in  a final  distribution  without  the 
presence  of  any  of  them,  and  each  was  admitted  as  a party,  because  he  had  his  own 
individual  and  personal  interest  in  the  assets  to  be  distributed,  and  solely  that  he 
might  represent  and  protect  that  personal  interest  in  the  further  proceedings. 
Others  of  the  policyholders  did  not  intervene,  and  were  contented  to  allow  their 
interests  to  be  represented  and  protected  by  the  Attorney  General  and  the  receiver 
appointed  by  the  court.  The  moving  papers  do  not  show  that  the  intervenors, 
through  their  counsel,  did  anything  whatever  to  affect  the  action  of  the  court, 
until  the  receiver  presented  his  account  and  asked  for  a settlement  and  discharge. 
Up  to  that  point  of  time  we  must  assume  that  they  stood  only  in  the  attitude  of  inter- 
ested observers.  But  upon  the  presentation  of  the  account  they  claim  to  have  become 
active  and  useful.  They  filed  exceptions,  which  were,  in  the  main,  aimed  to  reduce 
the  receiver’s  compensation.  They  claim  that  the  Attorney  General  filed  none  and 
made  default.  Possibly  that  was  so  because  the  intervenors  had  voluntarily  raised 
all  necessary  questions,  and  put  them  before  the  court,  and  his  repetition  of  them 
was  not  requisite  to  the  result.  However  that  may  be,  the  objections  were  heard 
and  resulted  in  an  order  which  reduced  the  commissions  of  the  receiver  very  seri- 
ously, and  compelled  him  to  a rehearing  before  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance  as 
to  the  rate  to  be  allowed.  Quite  an  amount  was  thus  saved  to  the  policyholders  in 
the  sense  that  it  was  not  required  to  be  paid  to  the  receiver.  Nothing  was  added  to 
the  fund  in  the  hands  of  the  court.  An  improper  payment  out  of  it  was  prevented. 
This  result  benefited  the  respective  intervenors.  It  made  the  share  of  each  in  the 
ultimate  disposition  of  the  fund  larger  than  it  might  otherwise  have  been,  and  in 
this  respect  the  other  policyholders  were  proportionally  benefited.  One  of  the 
intervening  attorneys  subsequently  presented  a petition  to  the  Special  Term  in 
behalf  of  140  policyholders  whom  he  claims  to  have  represented,  asking  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  funds  in  the  hands  of  the  receiver,  disbursements  or  expenses  to  the 
amount  of  $169,  and  a counsel  fee  of  $500.  The  Special  Term  denied  the  motion 
for  want  of  power  to  grant  it ; the  General  Term  affirmed  that  denial,  and  the 
question  is  brought  here  on  appeal. 

It  comes  before  us  purely  as  a question  of  power.  If  upon  the  facts  presented 
the  court  had  legal  authority  to  grant  the  allowance  we  must  reverse  the  orders 
appealed  from.  It  should  also  be  observed  that  the  application  is  not  for  costs  as 
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between  party  and  party.  These  are  regulated  by  the  Code;  their  amount  fixed, 
except  as  to  extra  allowances;  and  the  latter  prescribed,  and  kept  within  fixed 
limits.  As  to  these,  courts  of  equity  have  a discretion  to  allow  them  or  pot,  and  to 
determine  who  shall  pay  and  to  whom,  but  there  their  discretion  ends,  except  as 
to  the  extra  allowance  permitted  in  certain  cases.  In  respect  to  these  taxable  costs 
between  party  and  party  the  power  of  the  court  was  long  since  exhausted  as  regards 
the  present  litigation,  and  no  such  question  remains.  The  allowance  which  the 
petitioners  seek  is  of  a different  character  and  entirely  outside  of  the  Code,  and 
what  is  often  described  as  costs  between  solicitor  and  client. 

The  most  familiar  illustrations  of  that  sort  of  allowance  are  found  in  cases  where 
suits  are  brought  and  defended  by  trustees,  or  persons  acting  en  autre  droit.  The 
principle  upon  which  counsel  fees  are  granted  in  such  instances  is  that  of  a neces- 
sary disbursement,  and  it  stands  upon  the  same  ground  as  any  other  necessary 
expense  of  the  preservation  of  the  fund.  Often  and  u^tially  the  trustee  has  no 
interest  outside  of  the  performance  of  duty;  what  he  does  is  for  the  benefit  of 
others  whose  interests  are  for  the  time  being  in  his  keeping.  He  owes  them  no 
duty  to  expend  his  own  money  for  their  benefit,  and  whatever  he  does  so  expend 
in  the  reasonable  and  prudent  care  of  the  trust  fund  is  properly  allowed  to  him  as 
an  expense.  Counsel  fees  thus  incurred  to  an  extent  approved  by  the  court  may, 
therefore,  be  allowed  him,  and  if  fixed  in  advance  of  his  actual  payment  they  are 
none  the  less  the  necessary  expenses  of  his  trust.  ( Downing  v.  Marshall , 37  N.  Y., 
387;  Irving  v.  De  Kay,  9 Paige,  533;  Wetmore,  exr.,  v.  Parker , 52  N.  Y.,  450.)  The 
allowance  claimed  in  the  present  case  is  sought  to  be  defended  on  this  principle, 
but  the  facts  do  not  justify  the  contention.  The  intervening  parties  are  termed 
quasi  trustees  charged  with  a duty  to  protect  the  general  interest,  but  nothing  could 
be  further  from  the  truth.  As  parties  to  the  action  they  represented  nobody  but 
themselves,  and  owed  no  duty  to  anybody  else.  If  their  interests  came  in  collision 
with  those  of  other  policyholders  they  fought  for  their  own,  as  they  had  a right  to 
do.  They  came  in  as  individuals  to  guard  their  own  personal  rights.  No  one  in 
any  manner  authorized  them  to  speak  for  or  act  for  any  person  but  themselves,  and 
they  cannot  become  volunteer  trustees  for  those  who  never  asked  or  requested  their 
interference.  They  had  no  fund  in  their  hands  for  the  preservation  of  which  they 
-were  responsible.  Their  sole  effort  and  aim  was  to  get  as  much  of  it  for  themselves 
as  possible,  and  if,  in  that  effort,  others  were  benefited,  they  cannot  claim  to  be 
trustees  for  such  others,  so  as  to  get  still  more  of  the  fund  for  themselves.  The 
receiver  was  the  trustee  to  whom  the  allowance  was  due  and  was  made,  and  the 
intervenors  were  simply  individual  parties  protecting  their  own  personal  interests. 

Much  of  the  largest  proportion  of  the  cases  cited  on  behalf  of  the  appellants  fall 
within  the  principle  of  allowances  to  trustees.  Many  of  them  respect  counsel  fees 
awarded  to  executors,  administrators  and  guardians;  to  assignees,  and  committees 
of  lunatics;  and  lately  we  have  further  applied  the  principle  to  the  case  of  a cor- 
poration defending  itself  and  the  funds  intrusted  to  its  care  against  an  attack  upon 
its  corporate  life  made  at  the  suit  of  the  Attorney-General.  {Barnes  v.  Newcomb, 
89  N.  Y.,  108.)  Its  defense  was  the  defense  of  a trustee,  seeking  in  good  faith 
to  regain  possession  of  its  trust  funds,  and  preserve  its  corporate  life  for  the  per- 
formance of  its  trust  duties. 

But  we  are  referred  to  another  class  of  cases  which  have  lately  come  under  con- 
sideration in  the  Fed  era-.  courts.  ( Trustees  of  the  Internal  Improvement  Fund • of 
Florida  v.  Oreenough,  Alb.  Law  Jour.,  vol.  25,  p.  492.)  These  are  cases  in  which 
one  of  several  persons  interested  in  a common  fund  brings  an  action  in  his  own

name,  but  for  the  benefit,  also,  of  such  others  as  may  choose  to  come  in  and  avail 
themselves  of  the  litigation  for  the  purpose  of  reclaiming  the  fund  and  subjecting 
it  to  tho  control  of  the  court.  The  case  cited  was  one  in  which  trustees  had 
improperly  diverted  and  transferred  the  trust  estate,  and  failed  to  appropriate  it  to 
the  purposes  of  the  trust,  and  the  plaintiff  filed  a bill  not  only  in  his  own  behalf, 
but  also  in  behalf  of  all  others  interested,  and  succeeded  in  reclaiming  the  trust 
estate  and  placing  it  within  the  control  of  the  court,  through  the  agency  of  a 
receiver.  The  illustrations  cited  as  authority  and  as  analogous,  were  proceedings 
for  restoring  property  to  the  uses  of  a charity  which  had  been  unjustly  diverted 
{Attorney  General  v.  Brewers'  Go.,  1 P.  VVms.,  376;  Attorney  General  v.  Kerr,  4 
Beav.,  297) ; creditors’  suits  where  a fund  has  been  realized  by  the  diligence  of  the 
plaintiff  {Stanton  v.  Hatjield,  1 Keen.,  358  ; Thompson  v.  Cooper,  2 Coll.,  87  : Sutton 
v.  Doggett,  3 Beav.,  9),  and  petitions  in  bankruptcy,  where  assets  are  recovered  for 
the  common  benefit  of  creditors  who  come  in  and  prove  their  claims.  ( Worrall  v. 
Harford,  8 Yes.,  4.)  We  need  not  consider  how  far  these  adjudications  of  the 
Federal  and  of  the  English  courts  would  be  followed  by  us  in  similar  cases. 
Assuming  them  to  rest  upon  a distinct  equity,  and  upon  sound  principles,  it  is 
enough  that  the  case  before  us  does  not  fall  within  their  range  and  scope.  In 
many  respects  they  seem  to  be  nearly  related  to  the  cases  in  which  expenses  are 
allowed  to  trustees,  and  possibly  might  prove  to  be  an  outgrowth  of  the  same  gen- 
eral principle.  The  suitor  proceeds  not  only  in  fact,  but  in  form,  in  behalf  of  and 
as  trustee  for  others  who  may  come  in.  If  they  do  so,  they  recognize  his  agency, 
and  voluntarily  avail  themselves  of  his  offer.  But  the  petitioners  here  stand  in  no 
such  attitude.  They  have  brought  ho  suit ; they  have  recovered  no  fund  ; they 
have  defended  in  their  own  behalf,  not  even  offering  or  proposing  to  defend  for 
others  ; and  nobody  has  become  a party  on  the  faith  of  their  action.  Those  upon 
whom  they  seek  to  levy  tribute  were  already  represented  in  the  action  by  the 
receiver  and  the  Attorney  General.  To  the  expenses  of  the  former  they  were 
bound  to  contribute,  and  came  under  no  obligation  to  attorneys  whom  they  did  not 
employ,  and  to  whose  services  they  never  assented. 

But  a broader  proposition  is  finally  advanced,  and  the  existence  of  a third  class 
of  cases  is  asserted.  It  is  said  that  “ in  an  an  action  or  special  proceeding  for  the 
administration  of  a fund  in  the  hands  of  the  court,  where  a judicial  apportionment 
or  determination  of  rights  is  necessary  for  this  purpose,  the  costs,  counsel  fees  and 
expenses  of  all  necessary  parties  are  a lien  and  charge  upon  the  fund;  not  as  legal 
costs  taxable  under  the  Code,  or  allowances  in  the  discretion  of  the  court  under 
the  Code,  but  as  necessary  expenses  or  just  allowances  prior  to  and  as  a necessary 
expense  of  distribution.”  Stripped  of  its  verbiage,  this  doctrine  is  that  because  the 
court  has  control  of  a fund  brought  to  it  for  distribution  it  may  give  it  away  as  it 
pleases.  If  it  means  that,  the  power  of  the  court  would  indeed  reach  the  case  of 
these  petitioners,  but  it  would  make  the  judge  in  equity  an  arbitrary  tyrant,  and 
none  the  less  so  because  the  tyranny  disguised  itself  in  a judicial  command.  If  it 
does  not  mean  that,  if  it  is  intended  only  to  say  that  the  control  of  the  fund  and 
the  duty  of  distribution  empowers  the  court  to  recognize  the  rights  and  act  upon  the 
equities  of  the  parties  before  it,  then  nothing  new  is  asserted,  and  the  question  still 
remains,  what  right  or  equity  have  these  petitioners  upon  which  the  court  can  base 
an  authority  to  deliver  to  them  a share  of  that  which  belongs  to  others  ? We  have 
carefully  considered  the  authorities  cited  under  this  point  of  the  appellants.  Most 
of  them  relate  only  to  costs  as  such  between  party  and  party,  and  whether  to 
be  imposed  personally  or  upon  the  fund.  These  have  no  bearing  upon  the  subject 
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under  discussion.  From  the  opinions  in  others,  or  the  language  of  text-books 
expressions  are  culled,  to  the  effect  that  a fund  in  court  must  bear  the  expense  of 
its  administration;  that  costs  in  chancery  depend  upon  conscience  and  the  whole 
merits  of  a case ; that  counsel  fees  out  of  a common  fund  belonging  to  the  parties 
to  the  action  may  be  allowed,  and  that  the  power  of  the  court  over  funds  in  its 
hands,  to  award  costs  to  be  paid  out  of  the  fund,  has  often  been  recognized. 
<2  Baib.  Ch.  Pr.  [2d  ed.],  338;  Eastburn  v.  Kirk , 2 Johns.  Ch.,  317,  318  ; Hotalin j 
v.  Marsh,  14  Abb.  Pr.,  164;  Campbell  v.  Messier,  4 Johns.  Ch  , 433;  Barnes  v.  At. 
Mut.  L.  Ins.  Co.,  59  How.  Pr.,  240;  Willard’s  Eq.  Jur.,  49.)  What  is  meant  by  these 
authorities  is  no  more  than  this:  That  the  control  of  the  fund  furnishes  the  oppor- 
tunity- and  imposes  the  duty  of  recognizing  every  substantial  equity  and  every 
existing  right  in  making  the  distribution,  and  they  leave  still  before  us  the  inquiry, 
what  right  or  equity  in  the  petitioners  could  arm  the  court  with  power  to  transfer 
to  them  a portion  of  the  fund  beyond  their  [normal  share.  If  there  is  not  such 
equity  there  is  no  such  power,  for  the  court  does  not  sit  as  a bandit,  dividing  booty. 

Have,  then,  the  petitioners  any  such  equity  ? Let  us  examine  their  position  more 
narrowly.  They  were  not  necessary  parties ; they  were  permitted  to  intervene  in 
behalf  of  their  own  personal  rights;  they  brought  no  fund  into  court;  the  corpora- 
tion was  slain  by  an  earlier  blow  and  an  arm  stronger  than  theirs;  they  came  to 
partake  of  the  distribution;  they  assailed  the  amount  of  the  receiver’s  commissions; 
they  pointed  out  where  they  were  in  excess;  they  helped  the  court  with  ability 
and  zeal  in  a just  determination  of  that  amount.  We  do  not  undervalue  their 
service,  or  rebuke  their  effort.  They  have  earned  just  compensation,  and  deserve 
to  receive  it;  but  what  we  decide  is  that  the  clients  who  employed  them  should 
pay,  and  not  those  who  did  not.  The  precise  doctrine  which  we  are  asked  to 
•declare  is  that  wherever  the  court  has  been  aided  in  its  conclusion  by  a party 
appearing,  that  party  may  have  allowances  out  of  the  right  of  one  not  appearing. 
It  assumes  that  the  court  would  have  gone  wrong  but  for  the  good  advice  it  got; 
that  neither  it  nor  the  Attorney  General  would  have  raised  the  question ; that  he 
would  not  have  done  it  at  their  request,  they  not  appearing;  that  but  for  their  pro- 
test the  court  would  have  overpaid  its  own  officer;  and  that  the  parties  who  acted 
are  entitled  to  extra  pay  for  making  the  court  perform  its  plain  and  obvious  duty. 
This  doctrine,  once  laid  down,  would  easily  draw  within  its  range  almost  every 
case  in  equity,  and  work  out  dangerous  results.  We  reject  it.  A claim  for  such 
allowances  as  are  here  sought  must  rest  upon  some  recognized  equitable  right,  or 
there  is  no  power  to  grant  it.  It  is  quite  possible  that  there  are  no  instances  of  its 
just  exercise  which  do  not  fairly  come  within  the  principle  of  trustees’  expenses; 
but  we  do  not  decide  that;  we  cannot  forsee  what  case  may  come;  and  choose  to 
leave  open  the  door  for  such  equity  and  justice  as  may  press  upon  us  for  recogni- 
tion. But  it  must  be  equity  and  justice.  We  discover  neither  in  this  application; 
and  repeat  what  w*e  recently  said  in  another  case,  that  “we  are  not  aware  of  any 
rule  or  principle  whereby  any  of  these  parties  are  entitled  to  call  upon  others  to 
pay  counsel  fees  which  they  incur  on  their  own  behalf,  for  the  protection  of  their 
personal  interests.”  ( Savage  v.  Sherman,  87  N.  Y.,  285.) 

Both  parties  refe-r  to  our  recent  decision  in  Attorney  General  v.  Continental  Life 
Insurance  Company  (88  N\  Y.,  571).  What  was  there  decided,  harmonizes  entirely 
with  our  present  conclusions.  We  denied  the  right  of  the  State,  through  an 
allowance  to  its  chief  law  officer,  or  to  special  counsel  by  him  employed,  to  share 
in  the  assets  of  a dissolved  company.  We  could  discover  no  ground  of  principle, 
no  substantial  equity  upon  which  such  an  allowance  could  be  defended.  What 
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was  further  said  as  to  the  power  of  the  Attorney  General  to  employ  special 
counsel,  related  to  a retainer  very  broad  and  comprehensive.  We  intimated  in 
that  case,  on  a review  of  the  statutes,  that  neither  the  Attorney  General,  nor 
the  Governor,  except  in  the  cases  pointed  out  by  the  statute,  was  authorized  to 
employ  counsel  to  appear  for  the  people,  so  as  to  make  their  compensation  a charge 
against  the  treasury;  but  we  did  not  determine  that  the  Attorney  General  could 
not  depute  special  counsel  to  appear  in  his  behalf,  they  making  no  claim  against 
the  State  for  compensation,  nor  that  their  right  to  so  appear  was  open  to  question 
more  freely  than  if  they  claimed  to  represent  a private  individual. 

The  order  appealed  from  should  be  affirmed. 

All  concur,  except  Rapallo,  J.,  absent. 

Order  affirmed. 


COURT  OF  APPEALS. 

PEOPLE  v.  GLOBE  MUTUAL  LIFE  INSURANCE  COMPANY. 

[91  New  York,  174,  January  23,  1883.] 

Finch,  J. — There  was  no  breach  of  the  contract  between  Mix  and  the  insur- 
ance company  by  either  of  the  parties.  It  was  in  process  of  continued  performanc  e 
according  to  its  terms,  and  was  unbroken  at  the  moment  when  the  injunction  order 
was  served.  That  operated  upon  both  parties  at  the  same  instant,  and  perpetuated 
the  then  existing  rights  and  conditions.  Before  its  service  the  company  had  done 
nothing  Ko  prevent  performance,  and  we  must  assume  was  both  ready  and  able  to 
perform.  It  had  done  no  act  which  amounted  to  a refusal,  or  which  made  it 
unable  to  carry  out  its  contract.  For  aught  that  appears  it  would  have  done  so  if  let 
alone.  But  it  was  not  permitted  to  perform.  The  State,  by  the  injunction  order 
operating  alike  upon  the  company  and  its  agents,  paralyzed  the  action  of  both  the 
contracting  parties,  so  that  neither  could  perform  or  put  the  other  in  the  wrong. 
Thereupon  the  company  could  not  refuse,  and  did  not  refuse.  To  put  it  in  the 
wrong  and  make  it  liable  for  a breach  required  action  on  the  part  of  Mix.  As  a 
condition  precedent  he  was  bound  to  show  both  ability  and  readiness  to  perform  on 
his  part.  ( Shaw  v.  Republic  Life  Ins.  Co.,  69  N.  Y.,  292-293;  James  v.  Burchell , 82 
id.,  113.)  He  could  do  neither.  Performance  by  him  had  become  illegal.  It 
would  have  been  a criminal  contempt  and  possibly  a misdemeanor.  There  could 
be  neither  readiness  nor  ability  to  do  the  forbidden  and  unlawful  acts.  (Jones  v. 
Knowles,  30  Me.,  402.)  So  that  from  the  necessity  of  the  case,  as  there  was  no 
breach  on  either  side  before  the  injunction  so  there  could  be  none  after.  What 
had  happened  was  a dissolution  of  the  contract  by  the  sovereign  power  of  the 
State,  rendering  performance  on  either  side  impossible.  And  this  result  was 
within  the  contemplation  of  the  parties,  and  must  be  deemed  an  unexpressed  con- 
dition of  their  agreement.  One  party  was  a corporation.  It  drew  its  vitality  from 
the  grant  of  the  State  and  could  only  live  by  its  permission.  It  existed  within 
certain  defined  limitations  and  must  die  whenever  its  creator  so  willed.  The 
general  agent  who  contracted  with  it  did  so  with  knowledge  of  the  statutory  con- 
ditions, and  these  must  be  deemed  to  have  permeated  the  agreement  and  consti- 
tuted elements  of  the  obligation.  (People  v.  Security  Life  Ins.  Co.,  78  N.  Y.,  115.) 
Then,  too,  the  subject  matter  of  the  contract  was  that  of  skilled  personal  services 
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to  be  rendered  by  one  and  received  by  the  other.  It  was  inherent  in  the  bargain 
that  a substituted  service  would  not  answer.  The  company  were  not  bound  to 
accept  another’s  performance  instead  of  the  chosen  agent’s,  nor  was  he  in  turn 
bound  to  work  for  some  other  master.  The  contract  in  its  own  nature  was  depend- 
ent upon  the  continued  life  of  both  parties.  With  the  natural  death  of  one  or  the 
corporate  death  of  the  other,  the  contract  must  inevitably  end.  So  that  in  its  own 
inherent  nature,  by  the  unexpressed  conditions  subject  to  which  it  was  made,  and 
by  the  decree  enjoining  both  parties  at  tne  same  moment  from  further  perform- 
ance, the  contract  was  terminated  and  no  breach  existed. 

It  is  easy  to  see  how  the  situation  of  Mix  differs  from  that  of  the  policyholders. 
We  held  in  the  Security  case  that  the  latter  were  creditors  and  stood  upon  a breach 
of  their  contract;  but  that  breach  was  not  the  dissolution  of  the  company.  It 
ante-dated  such  dissolution  and  was  the  prior  cause,  of  which  the  latter  was  the 
consequence.  The  reserve  required  by  law  was  essential  to  the  safety  of  the  policy- 
holders. A covenant  to  maintain  it  was  implied  in  every  contract  of  insurance. 
That  covenant  the  company  broke  by  its  own  neglect,  for  which  it  alone  was 
assumed  to  be  responsible.  The  State  found  these  contracts  broken  and  for  that 
reason  interfered,  and  when  its  decree  of  dissolution  came  it  had  to  deal  with 
broken  contracts  and  treated  them  as  it  found  them.  The  same  distinction  explains 
the  English  cases  which  were  commended  to  our  careful  attention.  ( Yelland's  Case, 
L.  R.,  4 Eq.,  350;  Clarke's  Case,  L.  R.,  7 Eq.,  550;  Logan's  Case,  L.  R.,  9 Eq.,  149; 
Maclure's  Case,  L.  R.,  5 Ch.  App.,  737;  Dean  <&  Gilbert's  Case,  Law  Jour.,  41  Ch. 
[N.  S.J,  476.)  In  all  of  them  the  company  stopped  payment  before  any  interven- 
tion of  the  law,  and  this  being  done  by  open  and  public  notice,  amounted  to  a 
voluntary  refusal  of  performance,  and,  therefore,  a breach  of  contract  established 
before  the  winding  up  orders  were  made  and  the  liquidators  appointed.  When  the 
court  interfered  it  found  broken  contracts  and  a liability  for  a breach  already  exist- 
ing, and  dealt  with  what  it  found.  It  did  not  itself  break  »what  was  already  broken. 
Still  another  class  of  cases  is  obviously  different.  ( People  v.  National  Trust  Co.,  82 
N.  Y.,  283.)  They  are  such  as  affect  property  rights  and  survive  the  death  of  the 
parties.  Performance  can  be  made  by  assignees  or  successors,  and  nothing  in  the 
essence  of  the  agreement  depends  upon  the  life  of  the  parties,  or  forbids  its  com- 
plete execution  by  others.  And  in  all  of  the  cases  thus  cited  there  was  no  inca- 
pacity affecting  both  parties  alike.  The  one  suing  for  a breach  was  free,  so  far  as 
he  was  concerned,  to  offer  performance,  and  had  the  necessary  ability.  He  could 
thus  put  his  adversary  in  the  wrong,  while  here  the  same  blow,  at  the  same  instant, 
stopped  performance  on  both  sides  and  made  it  illegal  on  the  part  of  either. 

But  exactly  at  this  point  the  learned  counsel  for  the  appellant  interposes  a propo- 
sition which  presents  a difficulty.  Practically  conceding  most  that  we  have  said, 
he  insists  that  the  contract  is  only  dissolved  when  its  destruction  comes  from  an 
outside  and  independent  force,  operating  separately,  and  not  occasioned  directly  or 
indirectly  by  the  act  or  omission  of  the  party  pleading  it  as  an  excuse.  In  other 
words,  such  party  must  be  innocent  and  blameless  in  respect  to  the  vis  major  which 
dissolves  the  contract,  and  if  not  so,  cannot  plead  as  an  excuse  what  practically  is 
his  own  fault  and  act.  And  our  attention  is  directed  to  this  feature  as  character- 
izing the  cases  in  which  the  agreements  were  held  to  have  been  ended.  They  are 
grouped  in  the  appellant’s  points,  and  need  not  be  repeated.  He  has  stated  their 
purport  correctly.  In  all  of  them  both  parties  were  innocent  of  and  blameless  for 
the  outside  and  independent  agencj'-  which  dissolved  the  contract.  And  the  argu- 
ment is  now  pressed  that  in  the  present  case  the  company  was  not  only  not  blame- 
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less  for  its  dissolution,  but  that  resulted  from  its  own  acts  or  omissions  was  directly 
caused  by  them,  and,  therefore,  such  dissolution  must  be  deemed  its  own  act, 
which  it  cannot  plead  as  an  excuse.  This  leads  to  the  inquiry  whether  the  company 
was  so  the  responsible  cause  of  the  action  of  the  State  as  to  make  the  dissolution 
its  own  act. 

The  answer  is,  that  no  such  fact  is  shown,  nor  is  it  a necessary  inference  from 
the  facts  which  do  appear.  The  judgment  of  dissolution  is  not  here.  We  only 
know  from  the  stipulations  of  the  parties  that  the  company  was  organized  under 
chapter  902  of  the  Laws  of  18G9,  and  that  the  Superintendent  of  Insurance  made 
the  certificate  provided  for  in  section  7 of  said  act,  and  the  Attorney  General  there- 
upon commenced  the  action  for  dissolution.  The  Superintendent  probably  acted 
because  the  company’s  reserve  had  fallen  below  the  lawful  and  safe  level.  Perhaps 
we  ought  to  presume  as  much  as  that;  but  if  so,  the  result  may  have  happened 
from  causes  beyond  the  company’s  control  and  without  its  fault.  It  was  its  duty  to 
invest  the  reserve  and  keep  it  interest-bearing.  It  may  have  done  so  with  entire 
prudence  at  the  time,  and  in  strict  accordance  with  the  law,  and  then  all  values 
have  so  shrunk  and  dwindled  from  commercial  causes  as  to  have  impaired  the 
reserve.  In  such  case  the  dissolution  would  have  come  from  outside  and  foreign 
forces,  operating  independently,  and  both  beyond  control.  If  it  be  said  the  company 
was  still  the  indirect  cause  of  the  dissolution,  since  it  made  the  investments  and  failed 
to  repair  and  strengthen  them  to  the  legal  limit,  the  answer  may  be  that  it  could  not  do 
it.  The  rule  must  not  be  pushe’d  to  an  extreme.  Thus  is  the  case  of  the  sailor  having 
a running  contract  for  service  with  the  ship-owner,  and  sent  home  by  a naval  court 
as  a witness  against  the  captain  for  shooting  one  of  the  crew,  and  unable  to  return 
to  the  ship  after  the  trial,  and  whose  contract  was  held  to  be  dissolved.  {Melville  v. 
Be  Wolf,  4 E.  &B.,  844.)  Similar  suggestions  might  have  been  made.  It  could 
have  been  said  that  it  was  his  duty  to  return  to  the  ship,  but  that  such  return  had 
become  impossible,  without  his  fault  or  that  of  the  ship-owner,  was  held  sufficient. 
Then,  too,  it  could  have  been  argued  that  if  the  sailor  had  not  been  present  at  and 
seen  the  murder,  which  was  his  voluntary  act  and  which  he  might  have  avoided, 
the  law  would  not  have  sent  him  home.  Of  course  nobody  thought  of  pushing  the 
rule  to  such  an  extreme;  nor  must  it  be  done  here.  The  sailor  was  not  bound  to 
foresee  that  his  innocent  and  blameless  presence  at  the  scene  of  the  murder  would 
involve  a dissolution  of  his  contract  through  the  intervention  of  the  law ; nor  the 
company  that  its  investments  honestly  and  prudently  made,  would  shrink  beyond 
repair,  and  bring  down  a dissolution  by  the  State.  If,  in  such  case,  in  some  sense, 
such  dissolution  may  be  deemed  the  act  of  the  company;  in  a similar  sense,  and 
through  the  same  mode  of  reasoning,  we  might,  in  a case  of  master  and  servant,, 
trace  the  death  of  the  former  to  his  own  negligence  in  eating  or  drinking,  or 
exposure  to  heat  and  cold,  and  so  determine  his  non-performance  to  be  inexcus- 
able, and  to  draw  after  it  damages  for  a breach.  As  it  is  thus  evident  that  a man 
may  be  in  some  sense,  the  occasion  or  even  the  indirect  cause  of  his  own  death,, 
and  in  the  same  sense  blamable  for  it,  without  its  being  in  a legal  sense  and  con- 
sidered as  a vis  major,  his  own  act ; so  a corporation  may  be  said,  through  the  con* 
duct  of  its  officers,  to  have  in  some  sort  occasioned  its  own  corporate  death,  while 
yet  it  would  remain  true  that  its  dissolution  by  the  independent  force  of  the  State 
would  be  not  its  own  act ; not  at  all  the  product  of  its  own  volition,  and  not  a 
breach  by  it  of  its  contracts  previously  unbroken.  Especially  is  this  true  as 
between  the  company  and  its  own  officers  contracting  with  it.  One  of  these  may 
be  innocent  himself  of  any  wrongful  act  or  neglect,  and  yet  it  is  inherent  in  the 
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nature  of  bis  contract  that  be  takes  tbe  risk  of  sucli  act  or  neglect  on  tbe  part 
of  tbe  other  officers  as  may  tend,  under  tbe  law,  to  produce  a dissolution,  if  sucb 
dissolution  in  fact  occurs.  That  possibility  entered  into  bis  contract  when  made 
and  belonged  to  it  as  an  inevitable  condition  for  its  complete  performance  depended 
upon  tbe  corporate  life,  and  that  under  tbe  law  upon  the  fulfillment  of  tbe  law’s 
conditions.  In  tbe  event  of  sucb  corporate  death,  the  motive  of  tbe  State  or  tbe 
ground  of  its  act  is  wholly  immaterial.  Its  risk  was  upon  tbe  contractor,  whatever 
its  cause  or  occasion;  and,  however  it  may  have  been  provoked  or  induced,  it 
must  be  deemed  tbe  act  of  tbe  State,  and  not  of  tbe  corporate  body.  And  it  is  tbe 
independent  act  of  tbe  State,  for  although  tbe  reserve  may  have  fallen  below  tbe 
prescribed  level,  a dissolution  is  not  tbe  necessary  consequence.  That  may  follow 
or  may  not  follow.  Tbe  Superintendent  of  Insurance  may  make  tbe  certificate 
which  sets  tbe  law  in  motion,  or  may  withhold  it.  Tbe  matter  lies  within  bis  sole 
discretion  and  control.  He  may  act  or  not,  as  be  chooses;  but  if  be  does  it  is  bis 
act  and  not  tbe  company’s;  dependent  wholly  on  bis  volition  and  not  on  that  of  tbe 
corporation ; an  independent  agency  guided  by  its  own  motives  and  not  tbe  act  of 
tbe  company  producing  its  own  death. 

If  it  be  asked  where  this  doctrine  leaves  tbe  policyholders  and  their  claims  for 
breach  of  contract,  tbe  answer  is  two-fold.  Where  the  dissolution  follows  an 
impaired  reserve,  their  contracts,  as  we  have  already  said,  were  broken  by  tbe  com- 
pany before  the  State  interposed.  But  their  rights  go  much  deeper  than  that. 
For  while  in- the  Security  case  we  put  those  rights  upon  tbe  ground  of  breach  of 
contract,  we  did  not  at  all  decide  that  there  was  no  other.  If  the  State  bad  dis- 
solved this  company  while  its  contracts  with  the  policyholders  were  entirely 
unbroken,  and  by  an  exercise  of  sovereign  tpower  founded  upon  motives  of  public 
policy,  we  should  still  recognize  and  enforce  tbe  rights  of  policyholders  on  a 
different  ground.  Tbe  assets  to  be  distributed  would  be  tbe  reserve  or  so  much  of 
it  as  remained.  That  reserve,  as  we  showed  in  tbe  Security  case,  is  made  up  of  tbe 
excess  of  premiums  paid  by  the  policyholders  in  tbe  earlier  j'ears  of  their  policies, 
beyond  the  real  cost  of  insurance,  to  enable  them  to  be  carried  in  later  years  when 
the  risk  should  be  greater.  Practically,  therefore,  at  the  date  of  dissolution  the 
reserve  represents  the  earnings  of  the  policies  and  the  contributions  of  the  policy- 
holders. And  as,  in  the  case  of  contracts  for  personal  services  dissolved 
without  fault  by  death  or  the  act  of  the  law,  the  contract  is  apportioned 
and  the  servant  entitled  to  his  actual  earnings  to  the  date  of  dissolution, 
so  the  policyholders  would  be  entitled  to  the  just  earnings  of  their  policies 
to  the  same  date,  and  have  an  undoubted  equity  upon  the  assets.  What 
they  paid  in  excess  and  in  advance  was  held  by  the  company  to  some  extent 
as  their  trustee  and  for  their  benefit,  and  when  it  is  dissolved  they  have  a claim 
upon  the  assets  in  the  nature  of  an  equitable  ownership,  which  gives  them  a right 
beyond  that  of  mere  creditors  seeking  damages  for  a breach  of  contract.  To  make, 
and  to  carry  out,  contracts  of  insurance  is  the  very  object  of  the  corporation,  and 
the  sole  purpose  of  and  excuse  for  its  existence.  The  State  gives  it  life  for  that 
end,  and  takes  it  away  when  the  result  is  not  reached.  It  watches  it  during  life  to 
see  that  it  fulfills  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  created,  and  buries  it  when  that  pur- 
pose fails.  And,  as  in  the  creation  of  the  company  and  in  its  supervision  and 
control,  the  rights  of  the  policyholders  and  their  safety  are  the  paramount  con- 
siderations, so  they  remain  paramount  when  corporate  death  is  inflicted.  The  blow 
is  struck  in  their  interest,  and  their  equitable  claim  upon  the  assets  is  evident  and 
strong.  In  distributing  such  assets  a court  of  equity  may  and  must  give  heed  to 
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equitable  considerations.  The  claimant  is  not  suing  the  company  at  law,  for  the 
corporation  is  dead.  lie  comes  in  collision  with  the  policyholders  in  equity,  and 
while  he  is  found  to  have  not  even  a just  debt  for  damages,  because  of  his  relation 
to  the  company  and  the  nature  of  his  contract,  and,  therefore,  no  shadow  of  au 
equity  against  the  assets,  the  policyholders  resisting  his  claim  are  protected  by  an 
equity  not  to  be  overlooked  or  disregarded. 

Other  considerations  of  very  serious  import  were  adverted  to  by  the  courts 
below,  which  we  need  not  here  discuss.  What  has  been  said  sufficiently  indicates 
our  opinion  that  no  error  was  committed  in  rejecting  the  claim  of  the  general  agent. 
The  order  should  be  affirmed 
All  concur. 

Order  affirmed. 


COURT  OF  APPEALS. 

PEOPLE  ex  rel.  THE  HARTFORD  LIFE  AND  ANNUITY 
INSURANCE  COMPANY,  Appellant,  v.  CHARLES  G. 
FAIRMAN,  Respondent. 

[91  New  York,  page  385,  March  6,  1883.] 

Rapallo,  J.  — The  reasons  assigned,  in  the  opinion  of  the  court  at  Special  Term, 
for  denying  the  peremptory  writ  of  mandamus  there  applied  for,  were,  in  our 
judgment,  quite  sufficient  to  justify  the  conclusion  reached. 

The  relator  cannot  now  complain  that  the  court  passed  upon  the  motion  for  a 
peremptory  writ  instead  of  awarding  an  alternative  writ.  The  motion  was  for  a 
peremptory  writ,  and  it  does  not  appear  that  any  application  was  made  for  an  alterna- 
tive writ,  but,  on  the  contrary,  that  after  the  respondent  had  read  affidavits  in  jus- 
tification of  his  own  action,  and  controverting  the  allegations  of  the  relator,  the 
latter,  without  introducing  any  further  papers,  proceeded  to  argue  and  submit  his 
motion  for  a peremptory  writ  on  the  papers  then  before  the  court,  in  the  face  of 
the  rule  declared  in  People  v.  Supervisors  (73  N.  Y.,  173),  that  such  a course  is 
equivalent  to  a demurrer  to  the  facts  set  up  by  the  respondent. 

The  order  denying  the  motion  for  a peremptory  writ  should  consequently  be 
affirmed. 

After  the  decision  of  that  motion  the  relator  made  a further  motion  to  modify 
the  order  thereon,  so  as  to  permit  an  alternative  writ  to  issue. 

This  last  motion  was  addressed  to  the  discretion  of  the  court,  and  its  decision 
thereon  is  not  reviewable  here. 

The  appeal  from  this  last  order  should  be  dismissed,  with  costs  of  one  appeal. 

All  concur. 

Ordered  accordingly. 
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ALBANY  SPECIAL  TERM,  MARCH  1882. 

THE  PEOPLE  ex  rel.  HARTFORD  AND  ANNUITY 
INSURANCE  COMPANY  v.  CHARLES  O.  FAIRMAN, 
Superintendent  Insurance  Department. 

Learned,  J.  — The  notice  of  motion  in  this  case  was  for  a mandamus  to  compel 
the  defendant  to  file  the  annual  statement  of  the  relator  for  the  year  1881,  and  ta 
issue  a renewal  certificate  of  authority  to  Sherwood  Sterling,  authorizing  him  ta 
issue  new  policies,  and  authorizing  the  company  to  do  business  in  this  State.  The 
oral  argument  of  the  relator’s  counsel  was  to  the  same  effect,  that  is,  it  was  insisted 
not  only  that  the  annual  statement  should  be  filed,  but  also  that  the  certificate  of 
authority  should  be  issued  and  the  company  authorized  to  do  business.  The  affi- 
davits which  were  used  on  the  hearing  were  directed,  not  so  much  to  the  bare  right 
of  the  relator  to  file  a statement,  but  to  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  to  issue  the 
certificate  of  authority  and  to  authorize  the  relator  to  do  business. 

But  the  printed  brief  handed  to  the  court  by  the  relator  subsequently  to  the  argu- 
ment, states  that  the  mandamus  is  to  compel  the  Superintendent  to  file  the  state- 
ment, and  “ to  proceed  to  thereafter  determine  the  relator’s  right  to  do  business  in 
New  York.”  So  that  by  this  printed  brief  the  relator  seems  to  abandon  that  part 
of  the  motion  which  sought  to  compel  the  issue  of  a certificate  of  authority,  and 
the  authorizing  the  relator  to  do  business,  and  seems  to  limit  his  motion  to  the  mere 
filing  of  the  paper,  and  to  the  compelling  the  Superintendent  to  thereafter  determine 
the  relator’s  right  to  do  business  in  New  York- 

One  very  important  suggestion  at  once  arises  if  this  position  is  taken  by  the 
relator.  It  appears  by  the  affidavits  presented  by  the  Superintendent  that  he  has 
examined  the  statement  which  the  relator  desires  to  have  him  file,  and  that  he  con- 
siders it  unsatisfactory  under  the  statute.  Irrespective  of  the  “safety  fund 
certificate  ” business,  he  is  not  satisfied  as  to  the  solvency  and  ability  of  the  com- 
pany. The  affidavits  do  not  merely  state  this  conclusion  of  the  Superintendent, 
but  they  give,  in  detail,  the  facts  on  which  that  conclusion  is  based.  And  it  may 
be  said,  in  passing,  that  the  facts  thus  shown,  principally  from  the  statement  of  the 
relator  itself,  completely  justify  the  conclusion  of  the  Superintendent.  Thus  it 
appears  that  the  Superintendent  has  already  done  one  thing  which  the  printed  brief 
asks  that  he  be  compelled  to  do.  He  has,  upon  the  statement  which  the  relator 
desires  to  file,  determined  adversely  the  question  of  its  right  to  do  business  in  this 
State. 

It  need  hardly  be  said  that  this  court  cannot  review  by  mandamus  a matter  put  in 
the  quasi  judicial  discretion  of  the  Superintendent.  And  therefore  the  only  question, 
according  to  this  printed  brief,  must  be  as  to  the  right  simply  to  file  the  statement; 
that  is,  the  right  to  put  on  the  files  of  the  office  a statement  which  the  Superin- 
tendent has  had  presented  to  him,  which  he  now  shows  that  he  has  examined,  and 
from  which  he  has  decided  that  the  relator  is  not  in  that  condition  of  solvency  that 
he  ought  to  permit  it  to  do  business  here. 

Now,  if  the  relator  asks  that  the  Superintendent  determine  its  rights,  the  answer 
•is  that  he  has  determined  them,  on  a consideration  of  that  very  statement  which 
the  relator  wishes  to  file. 

If  the  relator  asks  simply  that  the  statement  be  filed,  the  mere  matter  of  filing  is 
not  a thing  of  any  consequence.  The  superintendent  is  not  a merely  ministerial 
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officer,  as  was  the  town  clerk  in  The  People  v.  Collins  (7  John.,  554).  Nor  can  tlic 
mere  filing  of  the  statement  be  of  any  value  to  the  relator,  so  far  as  I can  see, 
except  as  a basis  of  the  action  of  the  Superintendent.  If  there  be  any  penalty  for 
not  filing,  that  could  not  be  incurred  when  the  relator  had  offered  to  file  a state- 
ment. If  there  is  any  wrong  sustained  by  the  refusal  to  file,  the  common  law 
remedy  is  open.  There  is  no  special  benefit  to  be  obtained  by  a mandamus. 

The  relator  argues  that  the  Superintendent  cannot  determine  the  relator’s  rights, 
until  after  the  filing  of  the  statement.  (Laws  1853,  chap.  463,  § 14.)  It  is  very  pos- 
sible that  on  the  mere  question  of  the  solvency  and  ability  of  the  company,  the 
Superintendent  could  not  decide  without  an  examination  of  the  annual  statement, 
But  the  Superintendent  has  seen  and  examined  this  annual  statement  as  his  affi- 
davits manifestly  show.  It  was  presented  to  him  at  his  office,  and  he  has  determ- 
ined against  the  relator  on  the  matter  of  solvency  and  ability,  and  therefore  the 
question  returns,  of  what  benefit  can  the  mere  filing  be  ? For  the  very  object  of 
that  filing  is  t o obtain  the  determination  of  the  Superintendent.  Why  ask  for  a 
mandamus  when  nothing  can  be  gained  by  it  ? 

There  are,  however,  some  other  matters  which  should  be  considered,  and  in  con- 
sidering them  it  must  be  noticed  that  as  the  case  is  presented  I must  take,  on  any 
disputed  point,  the  allegations  of  the  answering  affidavits  as  admitted.  (People  v. 
Superintendent,  73  N.  Y.,  173.) 

The  relator  was  authorized  to  do  business  in  this  State  (under  another  name;  by 
chapter  279,  Laws  of  1867.  Subsequently  the  relator  engaged  in  the  business  of 
issuing  what  are  called  by  it  “ Safety  Fund  Certificates.”  These  are  certificates  by 
which  the  relator,  in  consideration  of  ten  dollars  paid,  and  of  three  dollars  per 
annum  to  be  paid,  agreed  to  deposit  the  ten  dollars  with  a certain  trustee,  and 
agreed  that,  on  the  death  of  a person  holding  one  of  these  certificates,  an  assess- 
ment should  be  made  on  all  persons  holding  such  certificates,  and  the  amount 
received  (not  exceeding  $1,000)  should  oe  paid  to  the  legal  representatives  of  the 
deceased. 

The  certificate  contains  other  provisions,  but  these  are  enough  to  indicate  its 
nature. 

In  August,  1880,  the  Superintendent  called  the  attention  of  the  relator  to  the 
matter  and  stated  that  the  relator  had  no  right  to  issue  these  certificates  in  this 
State,  and  requested  the  relator  to  notify  its  agents  that  they  were  prohibited  from 
soliciting  for  such  certificates.  To  this  the  relator  replied  that'  it  would  at  once 
notify  its  agents  of  the  action  of  the  Insurance  Department.  Thereupon  the  Super- 
intendent assumed  that  the  relator  had  ceased  issuing  such  certificates;  but  he 
learned  the  contrary  in  January,  1881.  The  deputy  superintendent  then  went  to 
the  office  of  the  relator  in  Hartford,  January  14,  1881,  and  was  there  informed 
that  the  relator  was  still  issuing  such  certificates.  He  then  informed  the  secretary 
of  the  relator  that  if  this  were  so  the  Superintendent  would  not  renew  the  certifi- 
cates of  authority  for  the  ensuing  year.  The  secretary  of  the  relator  said  that  he 
believed  the  Insurance  Department  could  not  interfere,  if  they  restricted  their  can 
vassing  to  these  safety  fund  certificates.  The  secretary  of  the  relator  asked  the 
deputy  superintendent  what  the  department  would  do,  if  they  should  not  file  their 
statement  ? No  definite  reply  was  made,  and  the  secretary  of  the  relator  said  they 
would  gracefully  withdraw  from  the  State  and  not  ask  for  a renewal  of  its  license. 
The  deputy  superintendent  replied  that  he  would  so  inform  the  Superintendent, 
and  that  the  withdrawal  would  render  unnecessary  an  examination  of  the  books 
and  papers  which  he  was  authorized  to  make. 
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On  the  return  of  the  deputy  superintendent  to  Albany,  the  Superintendent  issued 
January  17,  1881,  a notice  to  the  agents  of  the  relator  that  their  authority  was 
revoked. 

On  the  20th  of  January,  1881,  the  relator  sent  a notice  to  one  of  its  agents  that 
the  Insurance  Department  had  nothing  to  do  with  this  safety  fund  business,  and 
directed  him  to  go  on  with  such  business;  that  the  revocation  of  license  only 
related  to  “ old  line  business.” 

On  the  12th  of  May,  1881,  chapter  253  of  the  Laws  of  that  year  was  passed, 
regulating  associations  which  issue  certificates  to  pay  money  to  members,  on  death 
or  disability,  derived  from  assessment,  etc.  This  required  certain  designations  to 
be  made  before  July  first,  and  provided  for  a certificate  of  authority  from  the 
Superintendent  of  Insurance  Department. 

* In  June,  1881,  an  application  was  made  to  the  Department  with  a designation  of 
attorney,  etc.,  of  the  *'New  York  Safety  Fund  Co-operative  Association.”  Corres- 
pondence followed,  and  it  soon  appeared  that  this  so-called  association  was  a 
department  of  the  relator.  Thereupon,  on  the  2d  of  July,  1881,  the  Superintendent 
of  the  Insurance  Department  refused  to  give  a certificate,  stating  first,  that  the  act 
just  mentioned  did  not  apply  to  insurance  companies  (see  sec.  6) ; and  second,  that 
the  relator  did  not  command  the  confidence  of  the  Superintendent.  To  this  the 
relator’s  counsel  replied,  in  substance,  that  they  differed  with  the  Department. 

Further  evidence  is  also  given  that  the  relator  had  been  carrying  on  in  Connecti- 
cut and  in  Massachusetts  this  business  of  issuing  so  called  safety  fund  certificates, 
and  that  this  business  was  managed  under  a contract  with  one  Henry  P.  Duclos. 

The  relator  claims  that  the  action  of  the  Superintendent  in  January,  1881,  induced 
it  not  to  file  its  annual  statement  until  November,  1881,  at  which  time  it  made  an 
attempt  to  file  the  same.  But  the  fact  stands  out  plainly  that  on  discovering  that 
the  Superintendent  objected  to  the  issue  of  these  certificates  by  the  relator,  the 
relator  voluntarily  withdrew.  The  position  taken  is  made  clear  by  the  letter  to  one 
of  its  agents,  above  mentioned,  in  which  the  relator  says  that  the  Insurance  Depart- 
ment has  decided  that  this  safety  fund  system  “ is  not  insurance  under  their  law, 
and  that  being  so  he,  of  course,  has  nothing  to  do  with  it.”  The  relator  accepted 
the  position  which  it  assumed  the  Insurance  Department  had  taken.  It  took  the 
ground  that  with  this  safety  fund  business  the  Insurance  Department  had  nothing 
to  do,  and  therefore  there  was  no  need  to  file  any  annual  statement.  There  never 
could  have  been  a delay  from  January,  1881,  to  November,  1881,  to  file  the  state- 
ment for  1880,  if  it  had  not  been  that  the  relator  had  decided  that  it  needed  no 
longer  the  sanction  of  the  Insurance  Department,  and  that  it  could  carry  on  this 
safety  fund  business  without  any  authority  from  that  Department.  No  claim  was 
made  until  November,  1881,  that  it  was  by  the  advice  or  direction  of  the  deputy 
superintendent  that  the  relator  had  failed  to  file  that  statement. 

The  relator  urges  that  the  notice  by  the  Superintendent  to  its  agents  was  sent 
within  the  sixty  days  after  the  first  of  January,  within  which  it  might  file  its  state- 
ment. But  this  is  immaterial.  If  the  statement  was  not  in  fact  filed  within  that 
time  the  Superintendent  could  not  properly  issue  renewal  certificates  of  authority. 
So  that  the  authority  issued  to  agents  of  the  relator  in  the  previous  year  would 
necessarily  cease.  (Chap.  463,  Laws  1853,  sec.  14.)  The  notice  could  do  no  harm, 
even  if  it  be  urged  that  it  was  ineffectual.  It  was  for  the  relator  to  procure 
authority  for  the  year  1881,  if  it  desired.  And  this  it  did  not  do.  The  privilege  of 
doing  an  insurance  business  in  this  State  is  to  be  obtained  by  the  performance  of 
certain  acts,  and  when  obtained  it  is  to  be  continued  by  the  like  performance  at 
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certain  definite  times.  I need  not  inquire  what  would  be  the  efTect  if  t lie  Superin- 
tendent of  Insurance  Department  had  prevented  or  forbidden  the  filing  of  a state- 
ment within  the  proper  time.  No  such  case  is  presented.  The  relator  voluntarily 
and  intentionally  neglected  to  file  its  statement  until  it  endeavored  to  do  so  in 
November,  1881. 

But  even  if  the  attempted  filing  in  November,  1881,  could  be  a substitute  for  the 
filing  which  should  have  been  done  at  the  proper  time,  still  I see  no  reason  why 
the  Superintendent  may  not,  as  he  has  done,  examine  the  statement,  to  ascertain  the 
solvency  and  ability  of  the  relator.  And  as  he  was  not  satisfied  of  that,  it  was 
unnecessary  to  permit  the  filing  of  the  statement. 

If,  on  the  other  hand,  this  relator  having  once  ceased,  as  it  might,  to  do  business  in 
this  State,  desires  again  to  renew  its  business  here,  then  the  matter  rests  with  the 
Superintendent  to  refuse  admission  if  he  thinks  best.  (Laws  1873,  chap.  593,  § 2.) 
Nor  do  I feel  sure  that  every  annual  request  for  a renewal  o.f  authority  is  not  an 
application  “ to  be  permitted  to  transact  the  business  of  insuraqce  in  this  State,” 
under  that  section.  It  is  familiar  law  that  the  right  of  a corporation  of  another 
State  to  do  business  here  depends  on  the  permission  of  this  State.  And  a renewal 
of  authority  is  only  a new  permission.  But  it  is  unnecessary  to  decide  that  point. 

It  is  unnecessary  also  to  discuss  the  merits  of  the  scheme  called  “ Safety  Fund 
Certificate  Business,”  although  it  is  not  difficult  to  see  what  the  operation  of  it  will 
be  in  the  result.  That  is  a matter,  if  this  be  treated  as  a new  application,  solely 
within  the  discretion  of  the  Superintendent. 

But  inasmuch  as  the  relator  has  urged  that  the  refusal  of  the  Superintendent  to 
file  the  statement  was  not  owing  to  the  want  of  solvency  or  ability  of  the  company, 
but  to  its  attempting  to  issue  these  certificates,  1 have  examined  the  statement  on 
this  point  of  solvency  and  ability  in  the  respects  pointed  out  by  the  Superintendent. 
These  show,  as  he  claims,  improper  investments  and  a failure  to  comply  with  the 
law.  Without  going  over  all  the  objections  one  or  two  may  be  briefly  stated. 

The  certificate  of  the  State  Treasurer  of  Connecticut  shows,  as  held  by  him, 
seven  mortgages  credited  at  $75,500  on  Connecticut  property.  Only  four  of  these 
are  reported  in  the  schedule  of  mortgages  held  by  the  relator.  Of  the  remaining 
three  mortgages,  the  face  value  is  $66,500,  and  they  are  credited  at  $43,500.  From 
the  previous  statements  of  the  relator  in  the  Department,  it  is  stated  to  appear  that, 
in  1877,  the  relator  claimed  to  hold  these  mortgages.  In  the  next  year  they  were 
not  reported,  but  the  property  covered  by  them  was  set  forth  as  real  estate 
The  same  in  the  next  year.  And,  in  the  moving  papers,  this  property  appears  as 
real  estate  owned  by  the  company,  cost  value  $70,151.38,  while  the  State  Treasurer 
returns  mortgages  on  these  same  pieces  of  property,  as  above  stated.  This  fact, 
uncontradicted,  is  enough  to  condemn  the  statement.  No  explanation  is  made  in 
the  printed  brief  of  the  relator. 

Again,  the  affidavit  of  the  Superintendent  shows  that  the  relator  has  by  its  state- 
ment, 772  mortgages  in  Kansas,  amounting  to  over  $312,000;  that  it  reports 
$85,840  of  mortgages  in  Connecticut,  of  which  about  $50,000  are  on  vacant  land, 
leaving  about  $36,000  on  “ improved  ” land  in  Connecticut.  The  statement  of  the 
Treasurer  of  Connecticut  shows  $76,500  of  mortgages  on  “ improved  ” land. 

Again,  the  relator  is  authorized  by  its  charter  to  invest,  among  other  securities, 
“ in  any  bonds  or  stocks  of  any  corporation  which  are  or  may  be  created  under 
authority  of  the  United  States  or  of  any  of  the  States.”  No  corporation  authorized 
to  make  such  investments  should  be  permitted  to  do  an  insurance  business  in  this 
State. 

The  motion  for  a mandamus  is  denied,  with  costs.

On  reading  and  filing  petition  of  relator,  and  affidavits  accompanying  the  same, 
with  notice  of  motion  for  a peremptory  mandamus,  directed  to  and  commanding 
and  compelling  Charles  G.  Fairman,  as  Superintendent  of  the  Insurance  Depart- 
ment of  this  State,  to  forthwith  file  the  annual  statement  of  the  Hartford  Life 
and  Annuity  Insurance  Company  for  the  year  1881,  and  to  issue  a renewal  certifi- 
cate of  authority  to  Sherwood  Sterling,  an  agent  of  said  company,  authorizing  the 
said  agent  to  issue  new  polices  of  the  said  company  in  this  State  for  the  ensuing 
year,  and  authorizing  the  said  company  to  transact  business  in  this  State,  accord- 
ing to,  and  in  pursuance  of  the  authority  originally  conferred  upon  it. 

And  after  hearing  Robert  L.  Fowler  and  Marcus  T.  Hun,  Esqrs.,  of  counsel  for 
said  relator,  in  favor  of  said  motion,  and  Messrs.  R.  W.  Peckham  and  S.  W. 
Rosendale,  of  counsel  for  said  Superintendent,  in  opposition  thereto,  it  is 

Ordered,  That  said  motion  be  and  fhe  same  hereby  is  in  all  things  denied, 
with  ten  dollars  costs  of  this  motion,  to  be  paid  by  the  relator  to  the  said 
Superintendent.

COURT  OF  APPEALS. 

In  the  Matter  of  the  ATTORNEY  GENERAL  v • THE 
CONTINENTAL  LIFE  INSURANCE  COMPANY. 

[Argued  December  12,  1882 ; decided  January  23,  1883.  91  New  York,  page  647.] 

This  was  an  appeal  by  certain  policyholders  of  defendant  from  an  order  of 
General  Term,  which  affirmed  an  order  of  Special  Term,  denying  a motion  on 
their  part  for  a revaluation  of  their  policies. 

The  opinion,  which  is  given  nearly  in  full,  states  the  facts  so  far  as  material. 
“Prior  to  1875,  the  appellants  had  severally  insured  with  the  defendant  under 
policies,  the  premiums  upon  which  were  payable  two  thirds  in  cash  and  one-third 
in  interest  bearing  notes.  In  the  years  1875  and  1876,  in  consideration  of  a reduc- 
tion of  about  one-third  in  the  amount  of  the  annual  premiums  to  be  paid  and  of 
other  advantages,  the  appellants  surrendered  to  the  defendant  their  old  policies 
and  took  in  exchange  therefor,  new  policies  of  the  same  amounts  at  the  reduced 
premiums.  At  the  time  of  such  exchange  they  severally  executed  to  the  defendant 
a release  of  it  from  all  claims  on  account  of  the  old  policies  and  covenanted  to 
hold  it  harmless  against  all  such  claims. 

Afterward  the  company  became  insolvent,  and  a receiver  of  its  assets  was 
appointed  in  October,  1876,  and  the  question  now  to  be  determined  is  whether  the 
appellants  are  to  be  allowed  the  value  of  the  old  or  of  the  new  policies.  The  court 
below  has  determined  that  they  are  entitled  to  have  allowed  to  them  as  claims 
against  the  assets  in  the  hands  of  the  receiver,  the  values  of  the  new  policies,  and 
that,  we  think,  is  right. 

For  considerations  satisfactory  to  them,  the  appellants  surrendered  their  old 
policies  and  took  new  ones  upon  different  terms.  Which  policies,  if  they  hqd  been 
carried  to  maturity,  would  have  been  the  most  advantageous  to  the  appellants  we 
are  unable,  from  any  data  furnished  in  the  record,  to  determine.  They  made  the 
exchange  upon  the  supposition  and  expectation  that  the  new  policies  would  be 
carried  to  maturity,  and  preferred  them  to  the  old  ones,  as  otherwise  they  would 
not  have  made  the  exchange.  They  expressly  released  the  company  from  all 
liability  on  account  of  the  old  policies.  It  does  not  appear  and  it  is  not  alleged 
that  the  exchanges  and  the  releases  were  procured  by  fraud  or  mistake.  After  the 
new  policies  were  issued  the  appellants  had  no  further  right  or  claim  under  the  old 
policies,  and  whatever  claim  they  have  they  must  base  upon  the  new  policies. 

The  certificate  which  was  attached  to  each  of  the  new  policies,  stating  that 
the  new  policy  was  issued  in  lieu  of  the  old  policy,  does  not  affect  the  question  we 
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have  to  determine.  It  did  not  keep  the  old  policy  in  life  or  give  any  rights 
thereunder. 

There  are  no  data  in  the  record  to  sustain  the  claim  made  by  the  appellants 
that  the  values  of  the  new  policies  were  not  properly  computed.” 

Earl,  J.,  reads  for  affirmance. 

All  concur.

COURT  OF  APPEALS. 

PEOPLE  v.  EMPIRE  MUTUAL  LIFE  INSURANCE 
COMPANY. 

[92  New  York,  page  105,  March  30,  1883.] 

Ruger,  Ch.  J.  — The  sole  question  raised  upon  this  appeal  is  whether  a person 
insured  forfeits  his  policy  by  omitting  to  pay  annual  premiums  thereon  when  the 
company  issuing  such  policy  has  ceased  its  business,  transferred  all  of  its  assets 
and  become  insolvent. 

It  would  seem  to  be  an  inequitable  rule  that  would  require  a policyholder  to 
continue  for  years  in  the  payment  of  annual  premiums  upon  a life  insurance  policy 
to  a corporation  utterly  unable  to  perform  its  obligation,  and  which,  by  its  situ- 
ation, is  precluded  from  even  possibly  improving  its  condition  in  the  future,  or 
forfeit  all  that  he  has  previously  paid  in  performance  of  his  contract. 

In  June,  1 872,  the  Empire  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company,  having  been  in  busi- 
ness about  three  years,  entered  into  a contract  with  the  Continental  Life  Insurance 
Company,  whereby  the  latter  agreed  to  reinsure  the  outstanding  risks  of  the  former 
at  a specified  price,  which  amounted  in  the  aggregate  to  about  $656,754,  and  the 
Empire  Company  contracted  to  immediately  relinquish  the  business  of  life  insur- 
ance, and  do  whatever  might  be  necessary  to  wind  up  its  affairs.  The  Empire 
Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company,  after  transferring  all  of  its  assets,  including  its 
interest  in  a deposit  of  $100,000  in  the  State  Insurance  Department,  to  the  Conti- 
nental Insurance  Company,  still  owed  that  company,  on  such  contract,  over 
$200,000,  which  it  had  no  means  of  paying  and  never  has  paid. 

Upon  the  heels  of  this  agreement  the  Empire  Company  surrendered  its  offices,  went 
out  of  the  life  insurance  business,  notified  the  Comptroller  of  that  fact,  and  seven 
years  thereafter  was  dissolved,  and  had  a receiver  of  its  assets  appointed  at  the  suit 
of  the  Attorney  General.  The  Continental  Company  continued  its  existence  until  the 
year  1876,  when  it  also  became  insolvent  and  was  dissolved,  and  a receiver  appointed 
of  its  effects.  During  the  period  of  its  existence  the  Continental  Company  received 
such  of  the  policyholders  of  the  Empire  as  consented  to  come  in  and  accept  poli- 
cies from  it ; but  the  respondents,  on  this  appeal,  refused  or  neglected  to  accept 
new  policies  from  the  Continental,  and  omitted  to  pay  their  annual  premiums  to 
the  officers  of  either  the  Continental  or  the  Empire  companies  after  June,  1872. 

It  will  be  seen  that  policyholders  in  the  Empire  Company,  after  its  sale  to  the 
Continental,  had  the  option  of  three  alternatives,  either  to  continue  paying  pre- 
miums to  the  nominal  officers  of  an  insolvent  corporation,  with  the  certainty  of 
making  an  ultimate  loss,  or  to  accept  an  enforced  change  of  policies  in  a company 
not  of  their  own  selection,  and  concerning  whose  responsibility  the}'  knew  nothing, 
or  to  rest  on  their  claim  for  damages  against  the  company  with  whom  alone  they 
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had  contracted,  and  who  had  voluntarily  disabled  itself  from  performing  such  con- 
tract. They  selected  the  latter  alternative,  omitted  to  pay  any  further  premiums, 
and  now  claim  damages  for  a breach  of  contract  by  the  Empire  Company  in  June, 
1872,  asserting  the  measure  of  damages  to  be  the  value  of  their  policies  at  the  time 
of  the  breach. 

If  the  insurer  has  violated  its  contract  and  voluntarily  disabled  itself  from  per 
formanoe,  the  insured  is  doubtless  excused  from  further  performance  or  offer  to 
perform  on  his  part,  and  may  recover  such  damage  as  he  can  show  he  has  suffered. 

The  circumstance  that  an  insurance  company  is  authorized  by  statute  to  effect  an 
insurance  upon  its  outstanding  risks,  or  is  permitted  to  discontinue  its  business  and 
wind  up  its  affairs,  does  not  release  it  from  any  of  its  existing  obligations.  There 
is  no  principle  of  law  wTliich  permits  an  insurance  company,  any  more  than  a pri- 
vate individual,  by  its  owrn  act  to  avoid  the  performance  of  its  contracts,  and  the 
provisions  of  the  statute  in  question  were  intended  simply  to  empower  an  insurance 
company  to  protect  itself  by  voluntary  engagements  with  others  from  eventual  or 
continued  loss,  and  do  not  at  all  concern  the  persons  with  whom  it  has  previously 
contracted. 

An  insurance  company  has  no  power  to  turn  its  policyholders,  against  their  con- 
sent, over  to  another  company,  and  such  policyholders  are  under  no  obligation,  in 
order  to  protect  their  legal  rights,  to  protest  against  an  effort  to  do  so. 

The  implied  contract  of  an  insurance  company  with  its  policyholders,  is  that  it 
will  continue  its  business,  keep  on  hand  the  funds  required  by  law  for  the  security 
of  its  patrons,  and  remain  in  a condition,  so  long  as  its  contracts  continue,  to  per- 
form its  obligations.  And  when  it  fails  to  do  this  it  has  broken  its  engagements. 
(People  v.  Security  Life  Ins.  and  Ann.  Go.,  78  N.  Y.,  125;  34  Am.  Rep.,  522.)  It 
was  held  in  the  case  of  Shaw  v.  The  Republic  Life  Ins.  Co.  (69  N.  Y.,  286),  that 
■when  an  insurance  company  announces  that  it  will  not  perform  its  contract,  and 
does  not  withdraw  such  announcement  before  the  period  for  paying  premiums 
arrives,  the  assured.is  excused  from  paying  or  tendering  payment  of  premiums. 
And  in  Atfy  Gen’l  v.  Guardian  Mutual  Life  Ins.  Co.  (82  N.  Y.,  339),  it  was  held  that 
when  the  further  payment  of  premiums  is  excused  by  the  insolvency  of  the  com- 
pany for  the  purpose  of  enforcement,  the  policies  are  just  as  effectual  as  if  the  pre- 
miums had  been  paid.  The  rules  relating  to  the  rescission  of  contracts  have  no 
application  in  this  case;  the  claim  of  the  respondents  is  based  upon  the  validity  of 
the  contract  and  relates  to  its  enforcement.  By  virtue  of  their  position  they  are 
beneficiaries  of  the  funds  held  by  the  State  as  security  for  policyholders,  and  their 
claims  follow  that  trust  fund  into  the  hands  of  the  receiver,  and  are  first  entited  to 
be  paid  therefrom. 

The  order  of  the  General  Term  should  be  affirmed,  with  costs,  to  be  paid  from 
the  fund. 

All  concur.  .

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COUET  OF  APPEALS. 

PEOPLE  v.  MUTUAL  ENDOWMENT  AND  ACCIDENT 
ASSOCIATION. 

[92  New  York,  page  622,  June  5,  1883.] 

Appeal  from  judgment  of  the  General  Term  of  the  Supreme  Court  in  the  Third 
Judicial  Department,  in  favor  of  defendant,  entered  upon  a case  submitted  under 
section  1279  of  the  Code. 

The  facts  stated  were  substantially  these : 

Defendant  is  a corporation  organized  under  the  act  providing  “ for  the  incorpo- 
ration of  societies  or  clubs  for  certain  lawful  purposes.”  (Chap.  267,  Laws  of 
1875,  as  amended  by  chap.  58,  Laws  of  1876,  and  chap.  98,  Laws  of  1880.)  By  its 
constitution  and  by-laws,  which  were  set  forth  in  the  case,  it  appeared  that  defend- 
ant contemplated  to  aid  its  members  in  case  of  accident,  “to  advance  to  them 
means  during  their  lifetime,  and  to  pay  to  their  widows,  child,  children  or  lega- 
tees, in  case  of  their  deaths,”  such  sums  as  the  articles  provided  for. 

The  association  issued  two  certificates  of  membership.  Those  issued  in  class 
“ A”  provide  that  a member,  or  such  person  as  he  shall  by  his  will  name,  shall  be 
entitled,  upon  his  death,  to  one  dollar  for  every  member,  not  exceeding  a sum 
specified,  deducting  therefrom  any  amount  the  member  may  have  received  at  the 
expiration  of  two-tliirds  of  his  life  expectancy.  By  the  by-laws  it  is  provided  that 
upon  the  expiration  of  two-thirds  of  the  life  expectancy  of  any  member,  if  h« 
require  it,  he  is  entitled  to  one-half  the  amount  provided  for  at  his  death.  The 
further  facts  are  stated  in  the  opinion. 

Per  Curiam.  — It  does  not  appear  by  the  agreed  statement  that  there  is  any  con- 
troversy or  question  in  difference  between  the  parties.  The  submission  sets  forth 
the  articles  of  association  of  the  defendant  and  the  by-laws  of  the  association,  and 
the  form  of  the  certificate  issued  to  its  members  comprising  class  “A,”  and  states 
that  the  company  have  issued  to  such  members  a certificate  in  the  form  as  set 
forth,  and  that  the  defendant  has  never  deposited  $100,000,  or  any  other  sum,  with 
the  Insurance  Department,  for  any  purpose  whatever. 

The  question  submitted  is,  “ Whether  the  defendant  has  the  right  to  insert  in  the 
certificate  of  membership  a provision  for  the  payment  of  a sum  not  to  exceed  one- 
half  of  the  amount  stated  in  such  certificate,  upon  the  expiration  of  two-thirds  of 
the  life  expectancy  of  the  member,  without  depositing  with  the  Insurance  Depart- 
ment $100,000  for  the  protection  of  those  members  holding  such  certificates.” 

There  is  no  statement  that  there  is  any  controversy  or  question  of  difference 
between  the  parties  upon  the  point  presented  for  decision.  The  only  statement  is 
that  the  plaintiff  insists  that  the  defendant  has  no  right  to  issue  certificates  in  the 
form  stated,  and  that  such  certificates  are  illegal.  It  is  not  alleged  that  the  defend- 
ant asserted  such  right  at  the  time  when  the  submission  was  made,  or  did  not  yield 
to  the  claim  of  the  plaintiffs.  It  is  not  inconsistent  with  the  statement  that  the 
company  had  abandoned  its  use  of  the  certificates.  The  question  propounded 
may,  so  far  as  appears,  be  a mere  abstract  one,  not  involving  any  actual  difference 
or  controversy.  If  the  defendant  is  exercising  franchises  not  conferred,  or  with- 
out complying  with  statutory  conditions,  it  may  be  restrained  by  application  to  the 
court,  but  that  relief  cannot  be  given  by  any  judgment  which  may  be  rendered  in 
this  proceeding.  (Code,  § 1281.) 
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The  judgment  should  bo  reversed  aud  the  proceeding  dismissed,  without  costs. 
(Dickinson  v.  Dickey,  76  N.  Y.,  602.) 

All  concur  except  Miller,  J.,  absent. 

Judgment  reversed. 


COURT  OF  APPEALS. 

In  the  Matter  of  the  ATTORNEY  GENERAL  v.  THE 
NORTH  AMERICA  LIFE  INSURANCE  COMPANY. 

[Argued  May  1,  1883 ; decided  May  8,  1883.  92  New  York,  page  654.] 

This  was  an  appeal  from  an  order  of  General  Term,  which  reversed  an  order  of 
Special  Term,  directing  the  Superintendent  of  the  Insurance  Department  as  to  the 
distribution  of  the  fund  held  by  him,  deposited  under  the  insurance  laws  as  security 
for  the  policyholders  of  the  defendant. 

Application  was  made  by  the  Superintendent  of  the  Insurance  Department  in 
January,  1880,  for  the  distribution  of  that  fund.  On  the  thirtieth  day  of  that 
month  an  order  was  made  at  a Special  Term  of  the  Supreme  Court,  directing  pre- 
cisely and  fully  how  the  fund  should  be  distributed.  Every  person  interested  in 
the  fund  was  made  a party  to  that  proceeding  in  the  mode  prescribed  by  the  rules 
and  practice  of  that  court.  That  order  does  not  appear  to  have  been  appealed 
from  or  in  any  way  vacated  or  modified,  and  no  complaint  was  made  that  the 
Superintendent  was  not  proceeding  to  distribute  the  fund  as  it  directs.  It  did  not 
appear  that  these  appellants  were  non-residents  of  the  State,  or  that  they  were  not 
fully  cognizant  of  that  proceeding.  After  a delay  of  more  than  two  years  this 
motion  was  made  for  an  order  directing  the  Superintendent  to  dispose  of  the  fund 
in  a manner  different  from  that  directed  by  the  prior  order.  The  General  Term 
held  that  the  motion  should  not  have  been  granted  for  the  reason  that  the  prior 
order,  as  long  as  it  remains  unvacated  and  unreversed,  should  be  regarded  as  con- 
clusive. The  court  here  say:  “We  are  of  the  same  opinion.  The  orderly  adminis- 
tration of  justice  requires  that  that  order  should  be  observed  so  long  as  it  remains 
in  force.  If  these  appellants  desired  any  relief  from  that  order  they  should  have 
appealed  from  it,  or,  upon  sufficient  grounds,  should  have  moved  to  have  it  vacated 
or  modified ; but  so  long  as  it  remains  in  force,  they  and  all  the  other  policyholders 
may  be  regarded  as  concluded  by  it.  It  is  not  necessary  to  hold  that  it  operates  as 
an  absolute  estoppel  so  that  the  same  court  might  not  give  relief  against  it.  But 
whether  any  policyholder  should  be  relieved  or  be  permitted  to  have  a distribution 
of  the  fund  different  from  that  prescribed  by  the  order,  was,  at  least,  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  Supreme  Court,  a discretion  which  is  not  reviewable  here. 

“The  claim  that  the  Supreme  Court  was  without  jurisdiction  to  make  the  order 
of  January  30,  is  not  well  founded.  We  must  take  notice  that  a proper  pro- 
ceeding was  pending  in  the  Supreme  Court  for  winding  up  the  affairs  of  the  insur- 
ance company,  and  distributing  its  assets  among  the  persons  entitled  to  share 
therein.  Although  this  fund  was  in  the  custody  of  the  Superintendent  of  the 
Insurance  Department,  and  could  not  be  taken  from  him  and  administered  under 
the  direction  of  the  court  by  the  receiver  (Buggies  v.  Chapman,  59  N.  Y.,  165;  People 
ex  rd.  Buggies  v.  Chapman,  64  id. , 560),  yet  the  fund,  being  a portion  of  the  assets 
of  the  company,  came  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court.  It  could  determine 
who  was  entitled  to  share  therein,  and  how  the  same  was  to  be  divided  among  those 
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interested  therein,  and  its  jurisdiction  could  be  invoked  for  that  purpose  by  the 
Superintendent  or  other  proper . parties.  As  the  proceeding  was  pending  in  the 
Supreme  Court  its  jurisdiction  in  reference  to  this  fund  could  be  invoked  by  a 
petition  presented  in  that  proceeding;  and  we  must  assume  that  this  was  so  pre- 
sented, and  that  the  court  acquired  jurisdiction  to  make  the  order.” 

Earl,  J.,  reads  for  affirmance. 

All  concur. 

Order  affirmed. 


COUKT  OF  APPEALS. 

ATTORNEY  GENERAL  v.  CONTINENTAL  LIFE 
INSURANCE  COMPANY. 

[93  New  York,  page  45,  June  12, 1883.] 

Rapallo,  J.  — Ordinarily  a referee  must  look  for  his  fees  to  the  party  who  takes 
up  the  report,  and  not  to  the  adverse  party.  ( Geib  v.  Topping,  83  N.  Y.,  46.)  In 
this  case  the  party  in  favor  of  the  report  was  made,  being  a receiver  appointed  by 
the  court,  whose  legal  expenses  are  properly  payable  out  of  the  fund,  the  court 
had  power  in  the  first  instance  to  order  the  referee’s  fees  paid  directly  out  of  the 
fund,  but  it  was  matter  of  discretion  whether  or  not  it  would  make  such  an  order. 
For  this  reason  as  well  as  for  the  further  reason  that  the  order  appealed  from 
was  based  largely  on  a question  of  fact,  we  do  not  think  this  appeal  should  be 
entertained. 

It  appeared  on  the  argument  that  a considerable  part  of  the  fees  allowed  to  the 
appellant  by  the  order  at  Special  Term,  had  been  voluntarily  paid  to  the  appellant, 
and  it  is  urged  that  by  the  reversal  of  the  order  made  at  Special  Term  he  may  be 
subjected  to  the  liability  of  refunding  what  he  has  received.  That  is  a matter  for 
the  consideration  of  the  Supreme  Court.  As  the  order  of  the  General  Term  is 
without  prejudice  to  a new  motion  by  the  appellant  to  adjust  his  fees,  the  court  at 
Special  Term  will  have  ample  power,  if  it  deems  it  just,  to  protect  the  appellant 
to  the  extent  of  what  he  has  already  received. 

The  appeal  should  be  dismissed,  without  costs. 

All  concur. 

Appeal  dismissed. 


COURT  OF  APPEALS. 

ATTORNEY  GENERAL  v.  CONTINENTAL  LIFE 
INSURANCE  COMPANY. 

[93  New  York,  page  70,  June  26,  1883.] 

Earl,  J. — On  the  16th  day  of  May,  1871,  the  Continental  Life  Insurance  Com- 
pany insured  the  life  of  John  W.  Hoyt,  in  the  sum  of  $5,000  for  the  benefit  of  his 
wife,  Elizabeth  0.  Hoyt,  for  the  term  of  ten  years  from  the  date  of  the  policy  or 
until  his  decease,  in  case  he  should  die  before  that  time.  The  annual  premium  on 
the  policy  was  $557.85,  and  was  to  be  paid  on  or  before  the  twelfth  day  of  May  in 
each  year,  or  within  thirty  days  after  the  several  payments  should  be  due  and  pay 
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able.  The  policy  provided:  “That  if  after  having  received  three  or  more  annual 
premiums  the  said  assured  shall  fail  to  make  payments  of  any  further  premium 
when  due,  then  and  in  that  case  upon  a surrender  of  this  policy  within  thirty  days 
after  such  unpaid  premium  shall  be  due,  the  said  company  will,  in  exchange 
therefor,  issue  a paid-up  policy  for  the  proportion  of  the  amount  of  insurance  paid 
for.”  It  also  contained  the  express  provision  that  in  case  the  “ premiums  shall  not 
be  paid,  as  above  specified,  then  and  in  such  case,  this  policy  shall  be  null  and 
void.”  The  last  premium  was  paid  when  it  was  due,  on  the  12th  day  of  May,  1875. 
No  more  premiums  were  thereafter  paid  or  tendered,  and  the  policy  was  never  at 
any  time  surrendered  or  offered  to  be  surrendered  to  the  company;  and  no  paid-up 
policy  was  ever  requested.  The  company  failed  on  the  25th  of  October,  1876,  and  a 
receiver  was  appointed  of  its  property.  Mr.  Hoyt  testified  before  the  referee  that  at 
the  time  he  took  the  policy  he  made  some  objection  to  taking  upon  himself  an 
obligation  to  pay  the  premiums  on  the  ground  that  while  it  was  easy  then  it  might 
be  difficult  at  future  times  to  meet  the  payments,  and  that  after  he  had  made 
some  payments  it  might  become  impossible  to  continue  the  payments;  and  that 
the  agent  then  said  to  him  that  it  was  a non  forfeiting  policy  after  he  had  made 
three  payments;  that  after  he  had  made  three  payments,  the  payments  actually 
paid  would  be  to  his  credit  and  so  far  secured;  and  he  testified  that  that  was  the 
substance  of  what  was  said  to  him  by  the  agent;  that  he  did  not  at  the  time  read 
the  policy,  and  did  not  know  that  he  ever  read  it,  although  it  was  during  all  the 
years  in  his  possession  or  under  his  control;  that  there  were  several  reasons  why 
he  did  not  continue  to  pay  the  premiums,  using  the  following  language:  “In  the 
first  place  I was  at  the  time  very  intently  occupied  upon  some  matters  of  private 
and  public  interest  both,  and  I presume  that  the  precise  date  of  meeting^  the  pay- 
ment escaped  my  mind;  that,  I think,  was  the  chief  reason  why  I was  not  prompt 
in  meeting  it;  afterward  when  I recalled  the  fact  that  the  payment  had  not  been 
made  at  the  time  (being  ignorant  of  the  precise  condition  which  I now  find  is 
included  in  the  policy,  that  any  action  must  be  taken  by  me  in  order  to  hold  my 
claim  good).  I assumed  that  if  within  a short  time  I should  decide  to  make  the 
payment,  I might  still  arrange  with  the  company;  this  together  with  the  fact  that 
I had  come  to  feel  somewhat  doubtful  of  the  soundness  of  the  company,  made  me 
perhaps  less  prompt  and  less  attentive  than  I otherwise  would  have  been.”  These 
are  all  the  excuses  which  he  furnishes  for  not  paying  his  premium  when  it  became 
due;  and  he  asks  to  be  Allowed  a claim  for  a paid-up  policy  for  the  premiums  paid 
by  him.  The  Supreme  Court  denied  his  claim  and  we  think  rightfully. 

By  the  express  terms  of  the  policy  it  was  to  become  null  and  void  in  case  the 
premiums  were  not  paid  when  due  or  within  thirty  days  thereafter.  No  action  on 
the  part  of  the  company  was  needed  to  avoid  the  policy  for  the  non-payment  of  the 
premium  within  the  stipulated  time.  The  policy  after  the  non-payment  became 
absolutely  void  at  the  election  of  the  company;  and  so  the  law  has  been  uniformly 
held  by  the  courts  in  this  State.  (Roehner  v.  The  Knickerbocker  Life  Ins.  Co. , 63 
N.  Y.,  160;  Attorney  General  v.  North  America  Life  Ins.  Co.t  82  id.,  172;  Wheeler  v. 
Connecticut  Mutual  Life  Ins.  Co.,  id. ,543;  37  Am.  Rep.,  594;  Robertson  v.  Metropolitan 
Life  Ins.  Co.,  88  N.  Y.,  541.) 

But  the  claim  is  made  that  this  case  is  distinguishable  from  those  cited,  because 
here  no  further  payments  were  needed  in  order  to  entitle  the  insured  to  a paid-up 
policy  for  some  amount;  that  all  he  was  required  to  do  was  to  make  his  election 
within  thirty  days  and  surrender  his  policy,  and  demand  a new  policy;  that,  there- 
fore, it  is  clear  that  the  company  suffered  no  damage  from  his  delay,  and  that  hence 
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this  is  a case  where  a court  of  equity  should  relieve  against  the  forfeiture.  But 
within  the  authorities  above  cited,  and  the  law  as  it  is  understood  to  be  settled  in 
this  State,  this  is  not  a case,  we  think,  for  relief  upon  equitable  principles.  Here, 
time  for  the  performance  of  the  stipulations  in  the  policy  on  the  part  of  the  insured 
has  always  been  regarded  as  of  the  essence  of  the  contract,  and  there  is  no  reported 
case  here  in  which  the  courts  have  relieved  the  insured  from  a forfeiture  occasioned 
by  default  in  substantial  performance  on  his  part. 

Then,  too,  the  default  of  the  insured  is  not  well  explained  nor  sufficiently  excused. 
He  had  no  legal  right  to  rely  upon  what  was  said  by  the  agent  at  the  time  he  took 
the  policy.  If  the  loose  expressions  used  by  the  agent  at  that  time  imported  more 
than  was  contained  in  the  policy  (which  is  doubtful),  all  negotiations  between  the 
parties,  and  all  that  was  said  at  the  time,  are  conclusively  deemed  in  the  law  to 
have  been  merged  in  the  written  contract.  That  expresses  the  exact  contract  made 
between  the  parties  at  the  time,  and  the  whole  of  it;  and  the  insured  had  no  right 
to  rely  upon  any  oral  declarations  of  the  agent  made  at  the  same  time,  variant 
from  the  language  contained  in  the  policy.  He  had  the  policy  in  his  possession 
for  several  years,  and  is  inexcusable  for  not  knowing  its  contents.  He  testified 
that  the  non  payment  of  the  premium  which  fell  due  in  May,  1876,  was  due  in  part 
at  least  to  the  fact  that  he  had  become  somewhat  doubtful  as  to  the  soundness  of 
the  company;  and  hence  the  non-payment  may  have  been  voluntary  and  inten- 
tional. If  the  rules  of  equity  relating  to  relief  against  forfeitures  could  be  applied 
in  such  a case,  it  would  lead  to  great  embarrassment  in  the  transaction  of  insur- 
ance business.  It  is  very  important  that  insurance  companies  should  know  the 
extent  of  their  liabilities,  and  that  all  uncertainty,  so  far  as  it  can  be,  should  be 
eliminated  from  their  transactions.  If,  upon  the  evidence  here  given,  a policy 
could  be  reinstated  after  the  lapse  of  six  months,  it  could  be  after  the  lapse  of  six 
years.  As  these  policies  are  distributed  all  over  the  country,  at  points  frequently 
very  distant  from  the  company’s  main  office,  it  would  be  involved  in  embarrassing 
litigation  dependent  upon  evidence  to  be  obtained  at  distant  places  at  great  disad- 
vantage. We  think  the  safer  rule  is  to  hold  both  parties  to  the  contract  made, 
according  to  its  terms,  imposing  upon  the  insured  the  duty  of  vigilance  and 
promptitude  in  the  performance  of  the  stipulations  resting  upon  him. 

We  are,  therefore,  of  the  opinion  that  the  order  should  be  affirmed,  with  costs. 

All  concur,  except  Andrews,  o.,  absent. 

Order  affirmed. 


COURT  OF  APPEALS. 

ATTORNEY  GENERAL  v.  NORTH  AMERICA  LIFE 
INSURANCE  COMPANY. 

[93  New  York,  page  387,  October  2,  1883.] 

Earl,  J. — The  North  America  Life  Insurance  Company  became  insolvent,  and 
a receiver  of  its  assets  was  appointed  in  1877,  and  he  proceeded  to  wind  up  its 
affairs  in  due  course  of  law,  Mr.  Moses  was  retained  as  attorney  by  about  one 
hundred  and  fifty  policyholders,  and  he  appeared  in  the  proceedings  on  their  behalf. 
A dividend  to  each  of  such  policyholders  has  been  declared,  and  he,  claiming  a lien 
upon  the  dividends  for  $669.08  for  his  professional  services  for  all  the  policyholders, 
made  a motion  at  a Special  Term  of  the  Supreme  Court  for  an  order  directing  the 
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receiver  to  pay  such  dividends  to  him.  The  motion  was  denied,  unless  he  should 
file  with  the  receiver  au  authority,  signed  aud  acknowledged  by  the  policyholders 
respectively,  to  pay  such  dividends  to  him.  From  the  order  of  the  Special  Term 
he  appealed  to  the  General  Term,  and  from  affirmance  there  to  this  court. 

It  does  not  appear  how  large  the  dividends  are,  nor  that  the  appearance  of  Moses 
was  entered  upon  the  records  of  the  court.  Aud  it  does  not  appear  what  his  pro- 
fessional services  were,  nor  that  they  produced  or  procured  the  dividends,  nor  that 
his  clients  were  in  any  way  made  formal  parties  to  the  proceedings  under  section 
1807  of  the  Code.  The  assets  were  under  the  control  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and 
were  being  administered  by  it  for  the  benefit  of  all  the  parties  interested  therein. 
Under  such  circumstances  it  may  be  doubted  whether,  under  section  06  of  the 
Code,  or  any  rule  of  law  or  the  practice  of  the  courts,  he  acquired  any  lien  which 
he  could  enforce  against  the  dividends.  But  whether  he  did  or  not,  it  certainly 
was  not  proper  for  the  court  to  make  an  order  practically  enforcing  the  lien  without 
any  notice  to  or  hearing  of  his  clients.  That  should  be  enforced  in  a litigation 
with  his  clients  by  some  form  of  proceeding  in  which  they  can  have  an  opportunity 
to  defeud. 

If  he  has  a lien  it  is  not  a lien  iu  gross  on  all  the  dividends  for  all  his  services  for 
all  the  policyholders,  but  he  must  have  a separate  lien  upon  each  dividend  for  the 
services  rendered  in  respect  to  each  policy,  and  it  would  seem  to  be  proper  practice 
for  him  to  make  a motion,  upon  notice  to  each  policyholder,  to  have  paid  to  him, 
in  satisfaction  of  his  lien,  so  much  of  each  dividend  as  would  be  sufficient  for  that 
purpose.  If  there  should  be  any  difficulty  to  serve  the  notices  upon  the  policy- 
holders living  out  of  the  State,  the  court  could  direct  how  the  notices  'could  be 
served. 

In  this  way  a hearing  could  be  given  to  his  clients,  and  his  rights,  whatever  they 
are,  could  be  fully  protected. 

As  attorney  he  did  not  have  any  absolute  right  to  have  the  dividends  paid  into  his 
hands.  The  proceedings  were  in  the  Supreme  Court,  and  the  funds  were  under 
the  control  of  that  court,  and  when  he  asked  for  the  order  it  was  at  least  in  the 
discretion  of  that  court  to  require,  before  it  would  make  the  order,  that  he  should 
present  formal  evidence  of  his  authority  to  receive  the  dividends.  We  do  not  per- 
ceive that  that  discretion  was  abused,  and  its  exercise  is  not  reviewable  here. 

The  appeal  should,  therefore,  be  dismissed,  with  costs  against  the  appellant. 

All  concur,  except  Andrews,  J. , absent. 

Appeal  dismissed. 


In  the  Matter  of  the  ATTORNEY  GENERAL,  Appellant,  v. 
THE  GUARDIAN  MUTUAL  LIFE  INSURANCE  COM- 
PANY ET  al. 

[Argued  June  5,  1883;  decided  June  12,  1883.] 

Prior  to  the  passage  of  the  act  of  1883  (chap.  378  Laws  of  1883)  the  commissions 
of  a receiver  of  an  insolvent  life  insurance  company  were  properly  fixed  by  the 
court  which  appointed  him,  not  exceeding,  however,  five  per  cent  on  receipts 
and  disbursements.  (93  JST.  Y.,  page  631.) 

This  was  an  appeal  by  the  Attorney  General  from  an  order  of  General  Term  of 
the  Supreme  Court,  which  affirmed  an  order  of  Special  Term,  fixing  the  commis- 
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Bions  of  Henry  R.  Pierson,  receiver  of  the  said  Guardian  Mutual  Life  Insurance 
Company,  at  five  per  cent  on  the  amount  of  the  assets  of  the  company. 

The  following  is  the  memorandum  handed  down  : 

“ The  receiver  claims  that  he  is  entitled  to  be  allowed  such  commissions  as  may 
be  fixed  by  the  court  which  appointed  him,  not  exceeding  five  per  cent  of  the 
amount  received  and  disbursed  by  him,  and  the  appellant  claims  that  his  commis- 
sions must  be  such  only  as  are  by  law  allowed  1»o  executors  and  administrators. 

“ The  statutes  regulating  the  compensation  of  receivers  prior  to  chapter  378  of 
the  Laws  of  1883  are  in  great  confusion,  and  it  is  extremely  difficult  to  determine 
their  precise  force  and  effect.  Much  can  be  said  in  favor  of  the  conflicting  views 
contended  for  by  the  learned  counsel,  upon  the  argument  of  this  case.  Whichever 
view  we  should  take  of  the  matter  would  not  be  free  from  some  doubt.  We  are 
inclined  to  believe  that  the  Supreme  Court  has  properly  construed  the  statutes,  and 
we  certainly  do  not  see  our  way  clear  to  a reversal  of  its  decision.  We  accept  this 
result  the  more  readily  as  the  recent  statute  above  referred  to  removes  all  doubt  as 
to  the  compensation  of  receivers,  and  as  those  cases  which  may  not  be  governed 
by  the  statute  are  subject  to  the  control  of  the  Supreme  Court,  in  the  exercise  of 
its  discretion  at  the  Special  Term,  and  upon  review  at  the  General  Term,  within 
the  limit  of  five  per  cent. 

“ The  order  of  the  General  Term  should,  therefore,  be  affirmed,  but  under  the 
circumstances  without  costs.’’ 
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
